MONTREAL: 

HER  PAST,  PRESENT  AND  FUTURE. 

HER   HISTORY  FROM    1535    TO    1889. 


MoNTHKAl,,  the  Qiuion  City  of  the  St.  Lawronco,  and  tho  Commercial  Metropolis  of  tho 
Duminion  <>f  (Simula,  sits  enthroned  upon  one  of  the  finest  sites  of  the  eontinont  of 
America,  and  indeed  of  tho  worhl  itself.  Constantly  reiterated  testimony  is  liorne  to  tbo 
advantages  which  nature  has  lavished  upon  her,  in  her  majojtic  river,  wooded  heights 
and  beautiful  surroundings. 

As  is  well  known,  three 'hundred  and  forty-six  years  ago  on  tho  2nd  October  1535, 
Jacques  t^artier,  with  a  .small  company  of  French  soldier.s  and  sailors  under  hi.-' command, 
stood  for  the  first  time  on  tho  top  of  the  mountain  crowning  tho  Indian  city  or  town  of 
Ilochelaga,  and  discovering  an  immense  extent  of  fine  country,  watered  by  noble  rivers 
and  interspersed  with  woods,  hills  and  islands,  ho  was  filled  with  feelings  of  joy  and 
gratitude  iiiid  gave  to  tho  elevation  the  name  of  Mount  Royal,  which,  with  small  ciiange* 
has  since  exteinlod  to  the  city.  Truly  the  name  was  mo.st  a|)propriately  chosen.  From 
the  summit,  whichever  way  ho  turned  east,  west  and  .south,  the  forest  was  over  all,  while 
the  broad  blue  line  of  the  great  St.  Lawrence  gleamed  in  the  ocean  of  foliage.  But  how 
greatly  changed  is  the  scene  since  tho  Breton  voyageur  gazed  upon  it.  The  city,  with  its 
domes,  its  spires  and  its  tall  chimneys,  lies  spread  out  before  the  astonished  spectator* 
The  noble  river,  dotted  with  craft  of  every  size  and  build,  and  spanned  by  the  magnificent 
Victoria  Bridge  with  the  beautiful  country  beyond,  make  a  picture  which  the  eye  loves 
to  dwell  upon. 

THREE   HUNDRED    YEARS 

is  but  a  brief  space  in  the  history  of  some  ancient  and  time-worn  cities,  where  the  hand 
of  Old  Father  Time  himself  seems  to  stand  still,  but  it  has  done  wonders  for  Montreal^ 
During  that  period  Montreal  has  never  relapsed  into  torpor,  has  never  retrograded;  but 
has  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  marched  on  overcoming  by  steadfastnes.s  and  per.sever- 
ance  those  obstacles  which  temporarily  barred  her  progress,  until  to-day  she  occupies  tho 
position  of  the  Key  of  British  North  America,  and  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  2.30  years  after  Cartier  landed,  Montreal  had 
attained  a  condition  of  considerable  importance.  In  an  old  book  termed  .Jones' 
Geography,  published  shortly  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  following 
account  of  Montreal  appears  :  "Montreal  stands  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain  on  an  island 
ten  leagues  in  length  and  almost  four  in  breadth  formed  by  tho  River  St.  Lawrence . 
While  the  French  possessed  Canada  both  the  city  and  island  of  Montreal  were  private 
property,  and  were  so  well  improved  that  the  whole  island  was  a  delightful  spot  producing 
everything  necessary  for  the  conveniences  of  life.  Since  the  town  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  tho  English  it  has  sutfered  extremely  by  fire.  When  reduced  by  General  Amherst,  it 
was  of  an  oblong  form,  well  peopled,  and  surrounded  by  a  wall  flanked  by  eleven  redoubts 
which  served  instead  of  bastions.     The  streets  were  laid  out  and  the  houses  built  in  a  very 
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hntnlsiuni'  in  uiimt.  Tlio  ditcli  wnn  iibimf  oij^lit  foot  (l(«t'|).  aixl  nl"  ;i  |ir()|tiii' i<>ti:il  liroiidth, 
hiif  ilrv.

Ft  is  not  the  ]Mirposo  of  this  article  to  trace  Montreal  stop  by  stop  in  lior  t  rinniphiint 
m.'iroli,  to  iioto  how  she  woathorod  the  sforins  and  ki>p;  ])ro<;ross  with  the  ioi(niri'inontH  of 
tlio  times  and  the  iiooc.ssities  of  her  ;irailnally  iiioreisin<;  popnhi'ion.  Its  oKjoot  is  rather 
to  point  out  the  position  to  which  she  has  now'  arrived,  and  to  note  hor  fitness  to  fill  the 
proud  position  she  is  called  upon  to  oconjiy  in  the  prosc^nf  and  future  of  this  rnpidly 
expandinjj;  Canada  of  ours,  a  position  that  can  never  he  taken  from  her,  as  it  is  the  result, 
of  economic  law,  the  workinj:;  of  which  is  soon  in  the  neij^hhorino;  ropn'iIi<',  whore,  in  spite 
of  t!io  jealousy  of  certain  other  cities,  Now  York  remains  and  necessarily  must  remain  the 
capital  and  commercial  centre  of  the  nation,     Aa

Montro.il  occupies  a  s])ecial!y  adv.inta;^oous  jxisition  at  the  hc;id  of  ocoi'iiic  n.ivij^ation 
and  at  the  commoncemont  of  lake  and  river  na.vi{:;ation,  luivinj;  direct  railway  communi- 
cation with  the  chief  cities  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Fn  order  to  acconimodato 
the  mafi^nilicont  fleet  of  shijis  that  come  'o  her  port  from  all  lands  the  ship  channel  of  the 
River  St.  Fiawronoo  has  been  deepened  to  2.">  feet  at  lowest  condition  ol'  the  river  and  a 
further  doepcnin}:;  is  now  in  ]»ro}»ress  ;  in  oi'dor  to  achieve  this  she  had  to  borrow  some 
three  million  dollars,  and  the  removal  of  this  debt  will  lift  from  her  shoulders  the  la^it 
and  greatest  burden  she  has  had  to  boar.  In  consoi|ueuoo  of  this  debt  the  seu'e  of  harbor 
duos  imposed  wore  necessarily  heavy,  givint;  smaller  and  in  other  respoc'.;  lo.x.s  convenient 
ports  an  unfair  advantage  over  Montreal.  In  compliance,  however,  with  many  urgent 
representations  the  Federal  Government  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  this  debt- 
The  city  is  the  terminus  of  one  of  the  comjdetest  railway  systems  in  the  world.  Two 
divisions  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Iluilway,  and  various  lines  run  in  connection  with  its 
magnificent  .-system,  afford  easy  access  to  the  United  States  and  the  jirincipal  cities  of 
Canada,  while  the  marvelous  monument  of  national  enterprise  and  engineering  .-^kill,  the 
Canadian  I'acifio  Ilailway,  traverses  the  continent  from  sea  to  sea,  opening  np  magnificent 
tracts  of  fertile  country  and  developing  stores  of  wealth  hitherto  unknown,  while  it  is 
becoming  the  groat  highway  for  commercial  intercourse  between  the  eastern  and  western 
limits  of  the  Old  World.     In  addition  to  its  importance  as

and  forwarding  station  of  Canada,  Montreal  is  also  the  largest  manufacturing  (H>ntre  in 
the  Dominion.  Among  its  industries  are  foundries,  sugar  refineries,  tanneries,  silk  mills* 
manufactories  of  hardware,  carriages  and  sleighs,  corn  brooms,  woodenware,  glass,  paints 
and  drugs,  edge  tools,  locomotives,  steam  engines,  boilers,  india  rubber  goods,  jirinting 
presses,  agricultural  implements,  musical  instruments,  paper,  rope,  sewing  machines, 
types,   pins,  tobacco,  woolen  and  cotton  goods,  boots  and  shoes  and  other  smaller  Indus- 
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trii'f.  Tliorc  arc  bcsiilos  huw  tiiid  fldiir  millH,  rolling  iiiillH,  loiulworks,  bnisK  f'iiiiii<lriuH, 
iiixl  iiiiiiiy  othur  iiiiliistriiil  (<HUil)li.^liiiiont'4.

As  a  nij^ii  of  thu  l)usiiio.ss 
trauHaetloiiri  carried  on  by  the  comiuuiiity,  it  may  he  noted  that  there  are  no  fewer  than 
sixteen  liaiikinj?  estai)li,dMimiits,  twenty-nix  Fire  and  sixteen  Life  Infnranee  ollices  loeated 
in  the  eity.  There  are  thirteen  pnhlic  markets,  tlie  fineMt  of  wiiieh  iM  the  .Marche  Honpe- 
coiir.i  witli  its  lironze  cupola  and  importing  fa^'a'le.  Thi«  luirkei,  formerly  tlic^  old  ("ity 
Hall,  is  the  larjjest  market  in  tiie  city,  whose  total  nales  of  farm  produce  atmmnt  yearly 
to  some  ;$()oi),000,  that  of  litmseoours  beinj;  abotil  $2i")0,0()().  In  order  to  facilitate  the  vast 
intercourse  with  foreign  countries,  (he  foliowinj^  nations  are  represented  in  the  city  by 
consuls  and  vice-consuls,  viz:  thu  Arj^enlinc  Confederation,  Austro-iiun);ary,  I5el>;ium, 
Chili  and  Peru,  Denmark,  France,  the  German  Empire,  the  Kin;{dom  of  Hawaii,  the 
Netherlands,  Sweden  and  Norway,  tho  Repul)lio  of  Uruguay,  Spain,  .Switzerland  an<lthe 
United  Slates.  .Montroiil  is  tho  centre  of  a  judicial  district  presided  over  by  seven  judges. 
Tho  Court  of  Queon's  IJench  also  holds  sittings  in  the  months  of  February,  May,  October 
and  J)ecembcr.  The  section  of  the  15ar  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  located  in  Montreal 
numbers  about  .']70  members  Tho  city  is  tho  seat  of  a  Roman  Catholic  Archbishop,  and 
an  Anglican  IJishop.  Montreal  is  governed  by  a  mayor  and  city  council  composed  of 
thir'v-six  aldermen.  It  returns  three  nuunbers  to  the  Federal  Parliament  and  three  to 
the  Provincial,  and  is  the  largest  and  wealthiest  city  in  the  Dominion  of  Car  ida. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IX  PROGRESS. 

Not  yet  satisfied  with  IMontrcal  as  it  is,  the  foremost  city  of  tl»e  Dominion,  a  num- 
ber of  prominent  and  public-spirited  citizens  iu  tho  month  of  February  last  organized 
what  is  called  n  City  Improvement  Association,  to  conserve  the  city's  interests,  and  to 
promote  and  develop  all  matters  that  may  tend  to  improve  it.  At  the  preliminary  meet- 
ings there  were  appi)inted,  besides  the  officers,  seven  committees,  namely:  t)ne  execu- 
tive committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  bo  to  consiilor  and  tinally  settle  all  business  Avhich 
aflect  the  association;  a  commit teo  on  jinrks  and  t borough fii res,  to  deni  with  jiarks, 
boulevards,  city  extension,  street  construction,  etc. ;  a  committee  on  finance  ;  a  committee 
on  harbors,  Hoods  and  docks ;  a  committee  on  house  building  and  sanitation  ;  a  committee 
on  legislation  and  a  committee  on  exhibitions  and  nttriictions. 

Headed  by  men  who  thoroughly  understand  the  city's  needs  in  those  rcsjiccts  these 
committees  have 

ALREADY  DONE  CONSIDERABLE  WORK. 

in  the  short  space  that  they  have  been  in  existence,  especially  those  on  parks  and 
thoroughfares,  on  house  building  and  sanitation,  on  exhibition  and  on  legislation.  Tho 
members  of  the  first-named  committee,  after  laboring  hard  individually  as  well  as  in  a 
body  for  some  time  past,  have  decided  upon  a  plan  by  which  the  suburbs  may  be  brought 
in  direct  relation  with  the  centre  of  the  population,  and  the  number  of  parks  and  squarcsi 
the  lungs  of  the  city,  may  be  increased  upon  a  scale  adequate  to  the  city's  future  needs- 
With  the  commercial  and  manufacturing  quarters    closely    adjacent    to    the    river,    the 
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wharves  and  tbo  canals,  and  with  the  localities  for  re^idenMal  purposes  runninji;  in  a 
north,  east  and  northwest  direction,  a  ])lan  was  formulated  by  which  two  great  diagonal 
boulevards  would  unite  the  western  and  northern  suburbs  with  the  heart  of  the  city,  its 
commercial  centre,  while  a  number  of  suitable  grounds,  now  lying  useless  and  waste, 
would  be  converted  into  beautiful,  health-giving  parks,  and  a  system  of  local  improve- 
ments be  adopted  in  regard  to 

LOCAL   ASSESSMENT 

coupled  with  more  liberal  expropriation  laws.  Tiie  committee  on  house  building  and 
sanitation  on  their  part  have  not  been  idle,  and  with  the  aid  of  several  expert  engineers 
have  recommended  means  by  which  the  general  health  of  the  city  at  large  may  bo 
improved  and  infectious  diseases  may  be  forestalled  and  made  almost  powerless.  The 
committee  on  exhibition  is  working  on  a  plan  by  which  our  city  will  become  the  site  of 
permanent  and  periodical  exhibitions,  which  will  attract  not  only  the  people,  the  wealth 
and  industries  from  other  cities  of  the  Dominion  but  from  the  whole  continent  of 
America,  and  if  necessary  from  the  countries  separated  from  ours  by  the  vast  ocean.  The 
committee  on  legislation  have  shown  their  willingness  in  connection  with  the  revision  of 
the  city  cliartor,  and  thus  they  nil  are  working  through  different  channels  for  one  common 
end.  At  present  this  association  has  over  a  hundred  members,  men  of  wealth  and  pro- 
minence, men  whose  interest  it  is  to  push  the  work  undertaken  because  they  know  that 
they  will  reap  a  manifold  profit  and  because  they  are  proud  of  having  the  city  of  their 
birth,  the  city  where  they  battled  for  the  wealth  ami  prominence  attained,  shiiio  out 
above  all  others.  And  they  arc  cordially  seconded  by  the  press,  which  is  ever  ready  to 
assist  in  making  the  city  more  beautiful,  more  prosperous  than  it  is.  And  it  may  be  safely 
said  that  with  such  men  working  with  such  an  aim  in  view,  in  order  that  in  beauty,  con- 
venience and  health,  the  city  of  Montreal  should  be  that  which  its  position,  natural  and 
commercial,  and  its  population  entitle  it  to,  its  growth  and  prosperity  in  the  future  will 
far  surpass  that  which  has  already  taken  place  in  the  past. 

THE  CITY  WATER  WORKS. 

The  rapid  increase  of  Montreal  in  area  and  population  has  rendered  necessary  the 
continuous  addition  to  the  means  of  supi)Iying  the  city  with  an  abundant  supply  of 
water,  yet,  notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  done  to  improve  the  water  works  and  the 
heavy  sacrifices  which  the  city  has  been  subjected  to  in  order  to  maintain  this  important 
branch  of  civic  government,  it  is  obvious  the  present  works  are,  if  not  inefficient,  at  all 
events  strained  to  their  utmost  limit  to  meet  the  increased  demand.  Such  being  the  case 
the  city  had  looked  the  matter  squarely  in  the  face  and  no  temporary  patching  up 
arrangement  is  the  result,  but  a  noble  scheme  propounded  by  the  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Louis  Lesage,  C.  E.,  for  the  enlargement  and  remodelling  of  the  Montreal  water  works. 
It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  large  canal  78  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  130  feet  wide  at 
the  level  of  the  water,  with  a  depth  of  14  feet,  starting  at  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  above 
the  Lachino  Rapids,  a  litte  below  Eraser's  Hill,  forming  a  junction  with  the  present 
aqueduct,  about  .'!400  feet  below  the  entrance  of  the  latter,  crossing  the  aqueduct  at  that 
point  and  running  parellel  to  it  as  far  as  the  Wheel  House,  where  its  water  will  be 
received  in  a  larger  subsiding  reservoir  of  an  area  of  one  hundred  arpents.  At  the 
entrance  in  the  St.  Lawrence  a  large  and  deep  still  water  basin  will  be  made  by  heavy 
embankments  thrown  in  the  river  and  formed  with  the  surplus  earth  coming  from  the 
excavation  of  the  canal.    The  new  subsiding  reservoir  will  form  a  nearly  square  basin  of 
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about  1800  feet  on  each  of  the  sides,  wherein  the  water  before  being  admitted  to   the 
wheels  and  pumpa  will  be  allowed  to  deposit  imi)urities. 

This  aqueduct  will  be  able  to  di.scharge,  when  covered  with  ice  two  feet  thick,  enough 
water  to  give  power  to  the  macliiuery  to  raiso  tliirty  millions  of  imperial  galloiiH  per 
twenty  -four  hours  to  the  level  of  the  present  reservoir.  This  work  is  reckoned  at  about 
1600  cHective  horse-power;  in  summer,  at  medium  high  water,  the  capacity  of  both 
aqueducts  will  be  about  5000  effective  horse  power,  that  is,  suflSciont  to  raise  daily  into 
the  present  reservoir  100  millions  of  gallons.  The  estimated  cost  of  nuking  Uio  r.ew 
work>,.  cAciufive  of  new  machinery  and  buildings,  pumping  mains  and  otlicr  matters,  is 
$l,8o0,193.  The  total  cost  being  $4,019,972.  Enormous  as  the  cost  of  those  works  may 
api  far  it  is  obvious  that  the  city  has  been  wise  in  adopting  this  large  and  effcctivo  scheme 
whic;  will  entirely  relieve  the  fears  and  anxiety  that  exist  in  the  public  mind  in  refer- 
ence to  the  supjdy  of  water,  and  not  only  will  the  bountiful  supply  of  water  prove  the 
wisdom  of  the  city,  but  the  power  in  the  aqueduct  will  prove  an  etfectivo  force  for  turn- 
ing machinery  for  other  and  useful  purposes,  such  as  lighting  entirely  our  already 
partif'Uy  lighted  streets  with  electricity,  ventilating  our  sewers  and  drains  and  thus,  in 
the  long  run,  proving  not  only  very  beneficial  to  the  city  but  a  positive  annual  economy.

DEVELO.PMENT. 

GENERAL  VIEW  OF  CI'JT  GOVERNMENT,  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 

AND  PARKS. 

From  the  year  1760  up  to  the  year  183o,  the  municipal  affairs  of  Montreal  were 
administered  by  Justices  of  the  Peace  sitting  in  special  session  for  that  purpose.  In  1832 
the  city  was  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  1  William  IV,  c.  59,  and  to  that  end 
was  divided  into  eight  wards,  viz..  East,  West,  St.  Ann's,  St.  Joseph,  Si.  Antoine,  St. 
Lawrence,  St.  Loui.s  and  St.  Mary,  each  ward  electing  two  members.  The  first  meeting 
of  the  corporation  was  held  on  5th  June,  1833,  at  which  Jacques  Vigor,  Esq.,  was  elected 
Mayor,  an  oflBce  which  he  continued  to  hold  until  the  new  incorporation  in  1840. 
Prior  to  that  time  the  village  of  Montreal  was  but  a  small  and  unimportant  settlement. 
In  an  old  manuscript  in  the  posL<ession  of  Mr.  Black,  the  City  Treasurer,  and  being  the 
assessment  roll  of  the  town  for  the  year  1817,  the  total  number  of  houses  then  in  the 
town  IS  set  down  as  being  1757.  It  is  interesting  in  this  old  document  to  note  the  names 
of  the  fathers  and  ancestors  of  some  of  our  most  respected  and  wealthy  citizens  of  to-day. 
Perhaps  few  have  taken  note  of  the  steady  but  certain  developments  which  our  city  has 
gradually  and  silently  exhibited.  In  area  she  has  increased  on  every  side,  the  smaller 
municipalities  having  yielded  to  the  naturaFlaw  of  gravitation  and  been  absorbed  into 
the  larger  body.  Whereas  at  her  incorporation  she  covered  an  area  of  3498  acres,  she 
now  includes  within  her  borders  an  area  of  6366  acres,  including  1230  acres  added  by  the 
annexation  of  the  municipality  of  Hochelaga  in  1885  ;  308  acres  by  the  annexation  of  St. 
Jean  Baptiste  in  1886,  and  330  acres  by  that  of  St.  Gabriel  in  1887.  These  accessions  to 
the  city  limits  were  severally  formed  into  wards,  making  with  the  ward  of  St.  James, 
whicli  had  been  previously  added  by  the  subdivision  of  the  other  wards,  twelve  wards  in 
all,  into  which  the  city  is  now  subdivided.  But  it  is  not  in  the  matter  of  actual  acreage 
covered  that  the  city  has  shown  the  most  conspicious  progress.  What  were  but  a  few 
years  since  open  fields  and  pastures  have  become  the  populous  sections  of  St.  Antoine, 
St.  Ann's,  St.  Mary's  and  St.  James  Wards,  while  the  East,  Centre  and  West  Wards, 
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constituting  the  city  mercantile,  hnro  within  the  finne  time  been  altered  by  the  mngnl- 
ficenco  and  magnitude  of  their  buildings.  The  population  of  the  city  in  1800  was  9000, 
in  1825  it  was  22,000,  and  in  1831,  27,937.  The  last  census,  taken  in  1887,  added  to  tho 
annexed  ward  of  St.  Gabriel,  shows  the  population  now  to  bo  200,000, 

Tl\e  (iovernment  takes  a  general  census  in  every  tenth  year,  and  tho  following  are 
the  figures  since  1861,  viz.;

It  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  diminished  increase  during  the  decade  between  1861 
and  1871,  but  the  reason  probably  is  that  while  the  immigration  may  have  been  ecjual  to 
if  not  exceeding  previous  years,  the  exodus  was  still  greater,  this  being  about  the  time 
when  the  French  Canadian  population  were  induced  ))y

to  leave  their  native  country — in  vast  numbers — and  cross  tho  line  into  the  neigliboring 
republic.  In  addition  to  the  census  taken  by  the  government,  the  assessors  occasionally 
take  a  census  when  going  their  annual  rounds,  and  although  the  results  arrived  at  are 
merely  an  approximation,  it  is  useful  in  shewing  the  gradual  increase  in  the  various 
w;irds.     The  increase  according  to  such  civic  census  from  1877  runs  as  follows  :

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  while  tho  increase  in  the  central  wards 
has  been  small  the  outside  districts,  which  but  a  few  years  since  were  fields  and  pasture 
lands,  have  now  become  covered  by  long  streets,  having  on  each  side  rows  of  magnificent 
mansions,  stores,  or  pretty  villas.  This  increase  in  buildings  is  not  caused  merely  by  the 
accretions  to  tho  population  but  by  the  change  in  the  habits  and  tastes  of  the  citizens. 
The  tendency  is  to  build  residences  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  leaving  the  heart  of  the 
city  to  be  occupied  solely  by  business  premises.  The  merchant  or  trader  whoso  father 
resided  in  a  few  comfortable  rooms  over  his  ofiico  or  store  on  Notre  Dame,  St  Paul  or  one 
of  the  bnsiness  streets,  and  made  a  large  fortune  there,  now  resides  in  a  villa  residence 
in  what  a  few  years  ago  were  the  suburbs  of  the  town.  The  consequence  of  this  is  two 
fold  ;  not  only  has  accommodation  in  the  way  of  new  residences  had  to  be  provided  in  the 
suburbs,  but  the  old  dwellings  have  been  pulled  down,  and  in  their  places

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offices  and  warehouses  and  magnific»nt  rows  of  stores.  In  fact  so  far  have  the  open  spaces 
hecoino  built  over,  that  it  is  estim.ited  that  to  day  Montreal  contains  no  fewer  thaa 
forty-six  thousand  buildings. 

The  cost  of  ten  years'  building  operations  to  18H7  may  be  estimated  at  $15,9(U,497,  in 
which  amount  is  not  included  the  value  of  the  ground  nor  the  various  improvements  and 
changes  which  have  been  made  at  great  cost  to  buildings  already  erected.  The  buildings 
now  in  course  of  erection  are  finer  and  of  a  better  class  than  ever  before  built  in  the  city, 
yet  m')st  of  them  are  being  l)iiiit  without  borrowing  money.  Although  so  many  new 
houses  have  been  erected,  there  are  very  few  resiliences  untenanted,  in  fact  houses  are 
frequently  rented  before  their  foundations  are  laid.  The  dwellings  and  public  edifices  of 
the  oity  are  substantially  built,  being  for  the  most  part  of  cut  stone,  giving  them  a  solid 
and  lasting  appearance,  and  giving  much  comfort,  being  cool  in  summer  and  wnrm  in 
winter.  Montreal  claims,  and  certainly  deserves  the  title  of  the  "City  Churches,"  and, 
as  Mark  Twain  observes,  "is  the  only  city  on  the  continent  where  you  cannot  throw  a 
brick  without  breaking  a  church  window."  It  contains  some  seventy-five  churches  of  all 
denominations,  many  of  which  are  magnificent  edifices.  Among  the  finest  and  largest 
builflings  crec*^cd  of  late  years  mny  be  mentioned  the  Post  Office  in  St.  Jiimes  street, 
erected  in  187(5,  at  a  coat  of  .$400, OOO.  The  new  City  Hall,  which  cost  close  on  .'^125, 000. 
The  majestic  Cathedral  of  St.  Peter,  upon  Dominion  Square,  is  to  cost  when  completed 
«p3fl0,000.  Tiie  Windsor  Hotel,  built  in  1878,  at  a  cost  of  $1,100,000,  and  having  434 
rooms,  and  acoomnutdation  for  750  guests,  is  not  inferior  to  any  establishment  of  the 
kind  on  the  continent.  The  Bank  of  Montreal  is  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in  America, 
and  there  are  now  two 

'  MAGNIFICENT    RAILWAY   DEPOTS, 

the  Grand  Trunk  Kiilway  and  Canadian  Pacific  Riilway,  a  spacious  and  handsome  new 
Gothic  Church  for  the  Metiiodists,  a  id  several  splendid  blocks  of  buildings  for  offices, 
including  new  offices  for  two  Life  Insurance  Companies,  the  New  York  and  (he  Imperial ; 
while  anew  building  for  the  law  courts,  nearly  opposite  the  present  building,  which  has 
become  too  small  for  present  requirements,  is  soon  to  be  erected.  Montreal  has  at  pr'^sent 
about  145  miles  of  streets.  Between  the  years  1878  and  188(5,  no  less  than  15  miles,  165 
yards  of  sewers  were  laid  down  by  the  city,  miking  a  total  of  90  miles  of  sewers  existing. 
One  of  the  most  important  acquisitions  for  the  city  was  the  purchase  by  the  Corporation, 
between  the  years  1772  and  1875,  of  Mount  Royal,  and  laying  it  out  with  drives  as  a 
public  park,  the  cost  to  date  being  $1,622,337.  The  mountain,  which  stands  alone  in  the 
wide  river  plain,  is  some  550  feet  in  height.  It  is  ascended  by  a  winding  carriage  road, 
by  a  series  of  about  427  steps  for  foot  passengers,  and  by  au  elevator.  The  winding  road 
opens  up  to  the  |)ublic  two  very  beautiful  vistas,  one  looking  down  the  valley  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  with  its  u.any  i's^ands,  and  the  other  giving  a  view  of  the  Lake  of  Two  Moun- 
tains, wtiilst  in  the  far  distance  the  Green  Mountains  of  Vermont  and  a  portion  of  the 
A  lirond.icks  are  plainly  discernible  on  a  clear  day.  This  drive  is  acknowledged  by  visitors 
to  bo  by  far  the  most  beautiful  of  any  park  on  this  continent. 

LAST   YEARS    BUILDING    OPERATIONS. 

We  have  the  aasuran je  of  the  building  inspector  that  the  year  has  been  a  busy  one, 
and  he  fixes  the  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  city  limits  at  one  thousand,  or  three 
hundred  more  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  This  he  alleges  is  far  ahead  of  anything 
seen  since  the  boom  of  1871.  But  there  was  a  diff'erence  of  a  very  marked  character 
between   the  two  periods.      In  the  latter,  speculation  largely  entered  into  the   under- 
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takings,  and  many  of  the  houses  wore  unfinished  for  a  number  of  years.  The  construc- 
tion entered  into  this  year  has  been  of  a  solid  nature,  and  the  great  demand  for  houses  and 
the  marked  increase  of  rent  shows  that  the  houses  were  built  to  meet  an  actual  demand. 
Some  difference  of  opinion  exists  as  to  the  actual  value  of  the  buildings  constructed 
during  the  year.  There  is  no  law  to  compel  any  statement  being  made,  and  as  there  is 
at  the  same  time  no  law  to  compel  the  submission  of  the  plan  of  every  building  to  be 
erected  in  the  city,  diflSculty  is  found  in  computing  the  number  of  houses  constructed, 
Thus  the  building  itspector  places  the  cost  of  construction  this  year  at  three  millions, 
or  nearly  one  million  in  excess  of  last  year.  Others,  however,  place  it  at  a  higher 
figure,  both  as  regards  value  and  number  of  houses.  One  architect  alleges  that  fully 
three  thousand  houses  have  been  put  up,  while  another  states  that  not  less  than  four 
thousand  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  city  proper  and  outlying  municipa- 
lities. Certain  it  is  thai  a  mass  of  houses  are  arising  up  in  St.  Jean  Baptiste,  and  in  that 
ward  alone  there  have  been  erected  during  the  past  year  240  new  dwellings. 

St.  Antoine  ward  is  on  the  rise  as  far  as  numbers  of  buildings  and  values  are  con- 
cerned.    In  addition  to  the  new  depots  of  the  Q-.  T.  and  C.  P.  Railways,  the  New  Metho- 
dist church  on  St.   Catherine  street,  and  a  number  of  handsome  and  costly  private 
dwellings  have  been  erected. 

MONTEEAL'S  II^CEEASE  IN  EEYENUE  PROPEETY,  ETC. 

While  extension  in  area,  increase  in  population,  and  large  additions  in  size  and  num- 
ber of  the  buildings  mark  the  gradual  but  sure  progress  of  Montreal,  her  advancement  is 
seen  by  a  glance  at  her  income  and  sources  of  revenue.  The  principal  source  of  revenue 
is  the  tax  levied  upon  real  estate,  and  the  following  table,  shewing  the  assessable  value  of 
property  within  the  city  during  the  last  seven  years,  indicates  the  rapid  progress  iu  value 
which  the  increase  in  buildings  would  indicate.

The  assessed  property  in  the  City  of  Quebec— the  far  older  and  next  largest  city  in 
the  Province— for  the  year  1886-7  was  $16,386,700.  The  property  subject  to  exemption 
being  $3,372,000. 

The  valuations  are  made  annually  by  a  board  of  assessors  who  visit  every  property 
for  that  purpose,  and  while  the  law  directs  the  appraisement  to  be  made  at  the  actual 
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market  value,  it  is  generally  conceded  to  averngo  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  under  that 
ratio,  so  that  the  actual  naarket  value  of  real  property  may  be  set  down  in  round  figures 
at  nearly  $125,000,000. 

The  rate  of  actual  assessment  is  one  per  cent,  on  value.  There  is  an  additional  one- 
fifth  of  one  cent  for  school  tax  which  is  levied  and  collected  by  the  city,  but  handed  over 
for  administration  to  the  School  Commissioners  (a  body  appointed  by  the  local  Govern- 
ment and  the  city  jointly). 

In  addition  to  this  one  and  one-fifth  per  cent,  on  Realty  there  is  a  water  rate  based  on 
a  sliding  scale,  wliich  amounts  to  about  seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  annual  rental 
values,  and  an  assessment  of  seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  the  rental  of  all  business 
promises,  which  is  known  as  the  Busines.s  Tax  ;  and  also 

SPECIFIC    LICENSES 

on  certain  businesses,  and  the  usual  taxes  on  horses,  carriages,  dogs,  etc.,  which  come 
under  the  head  of  Personal  Taxes.  The  city  also  derives  a  considerable  revenue  from  the 
markets  and  from  penalties  imposed  by  the  Recorder's  Ooi'rt.  Drains  and  street 
improvements  are  made  by  special  assessments  borne  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  persons 
benefitted. 

The  revenue  from  all  sources  in  1886  was  $1,908,859,  and  as  an  illustration  of  the 
more  recent  progress  of  the  city,  the  following  comparative  statement  is  given  :

An  analysis  as  the  actual  details  of  taxation  is  subjoined  for  the  year  1886,  showing 
Montreal  to  bo  a  very  lightly  taxed  city,  the  sum  of  $665,034,  out  of  a  revenue  of  nearly 
two  million  dollars,  being  all  that  its  real  property  had  to  bear  that  year.  The  school 
tax  represents  (or  should  do  so)  a  saving  of  a  more  than  equivalent  outlay  for  fees  ;  the 
water  rate  is  the  supply  of  a  household  necessity,  which  if  in  the  hands  of  a  private 
corporation,  such  as  the  Gas  Company,  would  not  be  regarded  as  a  tax  ;  the  market  rents 
are  eo  to  speak  the  interest  on  the  city's  investments,  and  so  on.

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The  annual  aporopriations  for  the  administration  of  the  city's  affairs  are  based  on 
the  actual  receipts  of  the  proceeding  year,  five  per  cent,  being  reserved  for  unforeseen 
expenditures.  Provision  for  the  interest  and  for  the  sinking  fund  on  its  funded  debt  is 
made,  by  law,  a  first  charge  on  the  revenue. 

The  credit  of  the  city  stands  so  high  that  it  had  no  difiiculty  in  floating  four  percent, 
securities  at  par  last  year  to  redeem  six  per  cent,  debentures  then  maturing. 


REAL  ESTATE. 

INTERESTING  ABSTRACT  OF  THE  ASSESSMENT  ROLL.      '    '. 

The  real  estate  comprised  within  the  City  of  Montreal  is  of  enormous  value.  Accord- 
ing to  the  assessment  rolls  for  the  year  1887  it  was  valued  at  the  sum  of  $101,758,512. 
The  intrinsic  value  however  of  the  property  is  considerably  above  that  set  upon  it  by  the 
board  of  assessors,  which  consists  of  six  gentlemen,  each  of  whom  is  governed  by  ideas  of 
his  own  in  making  his  computation.  The  valuation,  however,  is  in  every  case  consider- 
ably below  the  price  the  property  would  fetch  in  the  market,  so  that  an  addition  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  may  safely  be  added  to  the  amount,  thus  giving  the  value  of  real 
estate  in  the  city  as  being  $127,198,140.  This  property  is  owned  in  various  proportions 
by  no  less  than  1317  proprietors.  And  it  must  be  considered  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs, 
the  wide  distribution  of  property  among  the  members  of  a  community  being  a  decided 
mark  of  its  prosperity,  and  tending  to  promote  that  freedom,  independence  of  action,  and 
enterprise  that  the  tying-up  ov  the  property  in  the  hands  of  one  or  two  large  owners  has 
so  often  been  found  to  prejudice.  This  amount  of  property  is  divisible  into  wards,  as 
follows:

The  three  old  central  wards  are  so  well  built  over  that  it  is  not  possible  for  much 
increase  to  take  place  therein  ;  the  only  addition  to  the  values  of  properties  in  those 
wards  can  be  by  actual  improvements  made  in  existing  buildings  ;  but  rapid  strides  are 
being  made  in  the  more  recently  annexed  wards,  particularly  in  that  of  St.  Jean  Baptiste, 
Property  in  St.  Ann's  and  St.  Gabriel  wards  must  necessarily  be  considerably  raised  in 
value  by  the  costly  work  of  erecting  the  St.  Gabriel  levee  to  keep  out  the  unwelcome 
periodical  encroachments  of  Old  Father  St.  Lawrence,  and  which  levee  effected  its  pur^ 
pose  with  such  marked  success  during  the  break  up  of  the  river  this  spring.  St.  Antoine 
ward,  it  will  be  perceived,  is  by  far  the  most  wealthy  ward  as  far  as  regards  its  real 
estate  in  the  city,  embracing  the  most  magnificent  dwelling  houses,  and  long  lines  of  well- 
kept  streets,  containing  the  residences  of  the  best  to  do  portion  of  the  community.  It  is 
still  progressing  in  value  very  rapidly,  as  build'ngs  are  being  erected  to  cover  the 
hitherto  vacant  lots;  its  increase  in  value  in  one  year,  1886-7,  was  !ii?l,978,250.  There  is 
healthy  activity  in  the  real  estate  market,  and  a  great  deal  of  property  changes  hands 
yearly.  During  the  month  of  January,  which  is  the  most  active  time  on  the  part  of 
diligent  houses  hunters  and  intending  purchasers,  there  was  great  activity,  resulting  in 
162  real  estate  transfers,  amounting  in  value  to  $503,430.  The  population  of  Montreal  is 
increasing  so  rapidly  that  the  demand  for  houses  will  be  likely  to  exceed  the  supply  for 
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some  years  to  come.  Tt  is  a  cheering  sign  for  any  city  when  her  citizens  take  a  lively 
interest  in  matters  concerning  her  progress,  and  that  Montreal  is  not  behind  in  that  res- 
pect is  proved  by  the  existence  of  an  aggressive  body  terming  itself  the  "City  Improve- 
ment Association,"  which  has  for  its  object  the  making  of  the  city  beautiful  as  well  as 
rich  and  groat.  Subjoined  is  a  list  of  the  principal  owners  of  real  estate  in  Montreal,  and 
the  value  of  there  properties  taken  from  the  assessors'  roll  for  the  year  1887.

THE  WEALTHIEST  CITY  IN  THE  DOMINION  OF  CANADA. 

The  vested  wealth  of  Montreal  is  very  large,  far  outstripping  any  other  city  of  its 
size  on  the  continent.  The  numerou.«  corporation.s,  the  bu8ine.«.'<  eiiteqirises,  the  centring 
railways,  the  great  commercial  output  necessarily  have  also  collateral  workings,  not  upon 
the  surface  viaible,  but  yot  causing  a  great 

ACCUMjtlLATION  OF  PROPERTY 
of  one  kind  and  another  which  strictly  should  be  considered  in  any  contemplation  of  the 
aggregate  wealth  of  the  city.  Bo*  this  lesser,  though  almost  equally  important,  element 
can  not  be  touched  on  within  the  space  of  the  present  article.  By  taking  the  largest 
owners  and  investors  of  capital  an  approximate- estimate  can  be  formed  of  the  vast 
accumulation  of  property  now  ceptred  in  the  city. 

The  centre  of  financial  improvMuents  in  Canada  is  necessarily  Montreal,  the  com- 
mercial capital  of  the  Dominion,  i^d  the,first  monetnry  establishment  in  the  country  is 
situated  within  her  walls.  The  development  of  the  Montreal  banking  system  and  correg-. 
ponding  commercial  facilities  has  been  both  marked  and  almost 

PHENOMENALLY   RAPID. 

For  long  there  were  but  two  banks  in  the  vicinity,  the  Montreal  and  the  Quebec  establish- 
ments. For  commerce  then  in  its  infancy  this  was  deemed  sufficient.  Of  the  manner 
followed  in  carrying  into  effect  the  financial  business  of  the  period  but  little  is  known 
and  the  only  information,  statistical  or  otherwise,  upon  the  subject  has  to  be  gleaned 
from  such  of  the  older  records  of  these  two  banks  which  now  exist.  The  tremendous 
expansion  in  business  can  accurately  be  gauged  by  a  comparison  between  the  working  of 
the  Bnnk  of  Montreal  half  a  century  ago  and  the  present  day.  Established  in  the  year 
1817,  that  now  vast  institution  had  a  capital  of  only  $350,000.  At  the  end  of  its  first 
year  of  business  its  books  show  it  to  have  possessed  a  reserve  of  $4,000.  It  was  rechartered 
in  18.37  with  a  capital  of  £500,000  currency.  To-day  it  stands  about  second  only  to  the 
mii^  "^  England  with  a  capital  of  $12,000,000,  a  reserve  of  $6,000,000,  thirty  branches, 
and  a  name  known  ""  '^^^^  *^®  world.  To-day  Montreal  has  sixteen  banks,  eight  with 
headquarters  in  this  city.

has  been  placed.     Some  of  the  investors  of  stock  have  very  Ijirge  holdings  in  severaj 
banks. 
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Among  the  largest  may  be  noted  Sir  Donald  A.  Smith,  who  holds  «tock  in  tho  Munk 
of  Muiitreul,   having  a  market  value  of  between  four  and  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  W.  C.  McDonald  is  another  of  Montreal's  largest  capitalists,  holding  stock  to 
th'i  value  of  upwards  of  half  a  million  in  the  Montreal  liank  ;  $20U,()U0  in  tho  Merchants; 
$1.^0,000  in  tho  Hank  of  Commorco. 

Mr.  II.  Hamilton,  brot'ier  of  the  late  Hon.  John  Hamilton,  is  alMO  a  largo  stockholder 
in  the  loading  financial  institutions.  Ho  holds  more  than  $450,000  in  the  Hank  of 
Montreal;  in  the  Merchants'  Bank  $l.'}7,000;  $17,280  in  the  Bank  ofCommorce;  $i;{,500 
in  tho  Imperial  Bank;  $6,000  in  the  Quebec  Bank;  £ll,7G0  in  the  Bank  of  British 
N  irth  America,  and  $tfOOO  worth  of  stock  in  the  Toronto  Bank.

Tlio  Molson  family  holds  stock  in  the  Bunk  of 
Montreal,  Bank  of  Commerce,  Merchants,  Ontario  and  Imperial  banks  of  the  value  of 
nearly  a  million  dollars,  while  in  the  Molsons  Bank  the  amount  is  close  on  thrco-quarters 
of  a  million. 

Tho  Allan  family  hold  a  great  deal  of  bank  stock.  The  estate  of  the  late  Sir  Hugh 
Allan  is  credited  with  stock  in  the  Merchants'  Bank  of  tho  market  value  of  upwards  of 
$300,000,  and  other  members  of  tho  family  amounts  in  the  neighborhood  of  $290,000.

SHIP  CHANNEL. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  GREAT  UNDERTAKING  FROM  1825  TO  THIS 

DAY. 

The  hi^tf^t'y  of  the  inc6ptidi\  and  deVeltifmSht  of  the  St.  LaWl-enee  route,  cmbraGiBg 
the  ship  channel,  and  the  construction  and  enlargement  of  the  magnificent  system  of 
canals,  which  connects  ocean  with  inland  navigation,  may  without  danger  of  contradic- 
tion be  credited  to  the  energy  and  far-seeing  judgment  of  the  mercantile  community  of 
Montreal.  The  men  of  half  a  century  ago  who  realized  the  possibilities  of  the  noble 
river  which  Providence  had  endowed  their  country  with,  and  who  scrutinized  the  future

of  Montreal  as  the  commercial  emporium  of  the  Dominion,  were  embued  with  the  same 
spirit  of  enterprise  and  confidence  in  their  adopted  country  as  those  who  subsequently 
projected  and  carried  to  a  successful  iasue  a  transcontinental  railway  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific,  thereby  increasing  tiie  importance  of  Montreal  as  the  great  centre  of 
Canada's  commerce,  and  as  one  of  the  connecting  points  in  the  imperial  chain  of  com- 
munication between  the  East  and  West.  Ever  since  1825,  when  the  first  agitation  was 
commenced  with  a  view  of  impressing  upon  the  Government  of  the  day  the  necessity  of 
dcej)ening  the  natural  channel  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  so  as  to  enable  ocean  steamers  to 
roach  Montreal  without  partinlly  unloading  at  Quebec,  until  the  28th  of  March  last, 
when  the  veteran  Premier  of  the  Dominion  announced  through  the  Montreal  Junior 
Conservative  club  that  the  Cabinet  had  resolved  to  assume  the  debt  of  this  vast  under- 
taking, the  business  men  of  this  city  have  year  after  year  with  unceasing  devotion  and 
persistency  been  petitioning  and  praying,  first,  that  the  work  should  be  inaugurated 
without  delay,  and  in  after  years  that  the  burden  which  had  been  imposed  uponthe  busi- 
ness of  the  port  of  Montreal  for  its  consummation  should  become  a  charge  upon  the 
Dominion  at  large.  Throughout  all  these  years  the  one  great  cry,  always  from  Montreal, 
has  been  :  "  Improve  and  cheapen  transportation  by  the  St.  Lawrence  route,  promote  the 
trade  and  develop  the  resources  of  the  Dominion,  retain  Canadian  trade  to  Canadian 
channels  and,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Americans  to  thwart  it,  secure  a  large  portion 
of  its  North-West  trade.  That  this  has  been  successfully  carried  out  after  the  most 
persistent  opposition  from  prejudiced  and  short-sighted  politicians  is  a  feather  in  the 
cap  of 

MONTREAL'S   MERCHANTS 

and  of  their  commercial  guilds,  which  in  conjunction  with  the  construction  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  will  go  down  to  posterity  as  two  of  the  greatest  achievements  in 
the  history  of  the  development  of  the  young  Dominion.  The  profile  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
navigation  shows  that  it  extends  half-way  across  the  North  American  continent  with  a 
little  over  seventy  miles  of  artificial  navigation  in  the  shape  of  canals.  There  is,  there- 
fore, more  than  a  purely  local  interest  in  the  ship  channel  ;  it  is  not  only  the  great  ocean 
highway  of  the  Dominion,  but  it  is  the  natural  route  to  Europe  for  three-quarters  of  the 
continent  of  North  America,  embracing  the  granaries  of  the  North-West,  the  pine  lands 
of  Wisconsin  and  the  milling  centres  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  which  are  now  in  direct 
communication  with  Montreal  via  the  "  Soo  "  route.  Its  existence  goes  back  into  the 
past  far  enough  to  give  it  an  historical  interest.  Many  of  the  men  who  were  active  in 
bringing  about  its  improvement  have  passed  away,  and  the  iiersonal  memories  of  them  no 
longer  exist  except  with  one  or  two  of  our  oldest  citizens.  The  names  of  the  late  Hon. 
John  Young,  the  late  Thomas  Crami-,  Mr.  Hugh  McLennan  and  Mr.  Andrew  Robertson, 
howevr,  are  still  closely  connected  with  everything  appertaining  to  this  great  work  and 
in  the  advancement  of  St.  Lawrence  navigation.  As  an  engineering  work  the  ship  chan- 
nel has  a  special  interest  from  the  fact  that  when  it  was  first  mooted  opinions  were  at 
variance  as  to  its  feasibility  ;  some  of  the  great  pilots  of  half  a  century  ago  having  no 
faith  in  its  permanency,  and  believing  its  sides  would  either  fall  in,  or  that  it  would  slit 
up.  This  opinion  is  happily  found  to  be  erroneous,  and  experience  has  proved  that  the 
dredged  channel  entails  no  coat  for  ^'.V."tG'nance, 

The  earlips^^  agitation  to  improve  the  ship  channel  dates  as  far  back  as  1825  or  1828, 
In  the  latter  year  a  petition  from  the  merchants  of  Montreal  was  read  before  the 
Assembly  of  Lower  Canada,  in  which  it  was  set  forth  ''that  in  consequence  of  the 
shallownoss  of  the  waters  of  the  river  at  He  Platto  and  in  some  parts  of  Lake  Saint  Peter, 
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vessels  from  sea  are  subject  to  inconvenience  and  difficulties  in  their  voyages  between 
Quebec  and  Montreal,  with  the  exception  of  such  as  are  performed  during  the  two  months 
immediately  following  the  opening  of  the  navigation.  That  at  later  periods  of  the  sea- 
son, such  vessels  are  either  prevented  from  reaching  Montreal,  or  are  only  enabled  to  do 
so  after  having  discharged  the  principal  part  of  their  cargo.     That  the  interest  and 

PROSPERITY"  OF  THIS  PROVINCE, 
as  well  as  of  Upper  Canada,  require  that  the  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  this  their 
great  and  common  channel  of  communication  should  be  rehaovod  whenever  practicable, 
and  the  river  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible  rendered  at  all  times  navigable  to  vessels 
from  sea.  That  with  such  views  of  im))rovement,  the  merchants  of  the  city  of  Montreal 
during  last  autumn,  appointed  a  committee  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  practicability 
of  the  object,  and  in  due  time  to  make  the  necessary  application  t'  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature, to  whom  peculiarly  belong  the  honor  and  power  of  achieving  a  work  of  such  exten. 
sive  importance." 

A  committee  of  the  assembly  investigated  the  matter,  examined  witnesses  and  reported 
that  the  importance  of  the  subject  required  that  further  information  should  be  obtained  . 
In  1831  a  survey  of  the  river  and  of  Lake  St.  Peter  was  made  by  the  British  Admiralty, 
and  in  1836  the  subject  was  again  discussed  and  more  evidence  taken  before  the  standing 
committee  of  trade.  The  first  success  attending  the  many  memorials  of  Montrealers  was 
a  grant  of  £500  voted  in  1838  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  survey  of  Lake  St.  Peter. 
This  was  the  outcome  of  a  petition  of  the  Montreal  committee  of  trade  signed  by  its 
chairman,  Austin  Cuvillier,  in  which  it  was  set  forth  that:  The  draught  of  water  in  the 
vessels  crossing  the  Atlantic  average  from  14  to  16  feet,  which  rendered  it  necessary  to 
transfer  a  considerable  portion  of  their  cargoes  before  passing  the  lake ;  that  scientific 
men  had  declared  that  the  channel  on  the  lake  could  be  deepened  to  sixteen  feet  at  no 
very  considerable  expense,  and  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a 
survey.  After  a  lengthy  investigation  into  the  extent  of  the  burden  imposed  on  the  trade 
by  the  obstructions  to  the  navigation  which  it  was  sought  to  remove  and  an  estimate  of 
deepening  the  channel  to  16  feet  it  was  recommended  to  commence  the  work.  Then  arose 
a  question  as  to  the  best  location  for  the  channel  through  the  lake,  whether  the  natural 
channel  should  be  deepened  or  what  was  known  as  the  straight  channel.  Work  was 
finally  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1844  on  the  straight  channel,  but  the  oppositions  to  it 
were  so  strong  that  in  1847  work  was  suspended.  Discussions  and  investigations  con- 
tinued until  1850  when  the  Harbor  Commissioners  of  Montreal  first  appeared  on  the 
scene  of  operations  and  proposed  to  take  hold  of  the  work,  asking  that  they  should  be 
authorized  to  borrow  money  the  interest  on  which  should 'not  exceed  eight  per  cent.,  the 
interest  as  well  as  a  sinking  fund  of  two  per  cent,  to  be  provided  for  by  a  tonnage  duty 
not  to  exceed  one  shilling  per  ton  register  on  all  vessels  drawing  ten  feet  and  upwards 
for  each  time  they  passed  through  the  channel,  any  deficiency  to  be  made  up  by  the

The  same  year  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  commissioners  to  borrow  £30,000,  the 
dredging  plant  being  also  transferred  to  them.  By  November,  1851,  the  natural  channel 
on  the  lake  of  about  10  feet  6  was  'leepened  2  rt-e-.  jr.  /.'''.'Jiist,  1853,  a  vessel  drawing 
14  foot  passed  through  j  in  1856,  a  depth  of  16  feet  was  dredged  and  18  leet  i"  ^^^'^-  The 
Harbor  Commissioners  at  thU  date  represented  to  the  Government  that  the  work  so  far 
carried  out  established  the  feasibility  of  obtaining  a  channel  of  the  required  depth 
throughout  the  entire  length  of  the  river  to  the  entrance  of  the  Lacbine  canal,  the  junc 
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tion  of  the  ocean  and  inland  shipping  of  the  country,  and  in  1860  it  was  decided  that 
the  river  improvements  should  bo  considered  as  public  works.  The  work  has  since  been 
conducted  with  grent  energy  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners  under  the  able  direction  of 
their  Engineer-in-Chief,  Mr.  John  Kennedy,  and  his  staff  of  assistants.  In  ISTS  a  depth 
of  22  feet  was  attained,  in  1882  this  was  increased  to  25  feet,  and  before  the  close  of  the 
present  season  of  the  navigation  a  channel  of  272  f^^et  will  bo  dredged,  thereby  concluding 
the  work.  ; 

The  cost  of  excavating  the  ship  channel  from  its  natural  depth  of  10  feet  6  inches  to 
25  feet  in  1882  was  $4,108,470,  including  plant  which  cost  $534,809.  To  complete  the 
work  to  27^  feet  will  require  a  further  outlay  of  $900,000,  making  a  sum  total  of  $5,(;0S,- 
470  spent  in  facilitating  the  coming  of  sea-going  vessels  to  the  head  of  ocean  navigation. 

PORT   OF   MONTREAL. 

The  port  of  Montreal,  forming  as  it  does  tiie  junction  between  ocean  and  inland  navi- 
gation possesses,  advantages  which  constitute  it  the  distributing  point  inwards  and  out- 
wards of  the  immense  western  country  which  borders  upon  the  great  inland  seas  of  the 
North  American  continent.  At  the  time  of  confederation  the  indebtedness  of  the  Harbor 
of  Montreal  was  about  $1,126,000.  Since  then  there  has  been  expended  on  the  harbor 
proper  over  $1,520,000,  making  in  all  $2,646,000.  The  present  indebtednees  is  $1,881,- 
000,  being  a  ditference  of  $765,000,  which  has  been  paid  out  of  revenue.  Much  more  than 
this  sum,  however,  has  been  paid  out  of  revenue,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  harbor, 
enibrnoing  as  it  does  nearly  five  miles  of  wharfage  front  and  extending  from  the  river  St. 
Pierre  to  Longue  Pointe,  is  about  $3,200,000.  All  thishns  been  met  by  toiinnge  dues  and 
taxes  levied  upon  vessels  and  their  cargoes  coming  to  Montreal.  The  facilities  of  the 
port  while  quite  inadequate  to  handle  the  ever-increasing  volume  of  freightiige  which 
the  enterprise  of  its  citizens  is  attracting  towards  it,  are  far  in  advance  of  those  of  any 
of  its  Canadian  competitors.     It  is  the  third 

LARGEST   PORT 

on  the  continent  of  America.  Montreal  is  not  only  nearer  to  Liverpool  by  259  miles  than 
any  of  its  American  competitors,  but  it  is  the  nearest  ocean  port  on  the  Atlantic  side  to 
ports  on  the  Pacific,  and  is  nearer  to  the  nearest  Asiatic  porta  than  New  York  as  is  shown 
by  the  following  statement  :

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The  deepening  of  the  ship  channel,  and  the  accommodation  afforded  by  the  port  of 
Montreal,  has  undoubtedly  led  to  the  increased  railroad  connection.  It  has  developed 
business  to  such  an  extent  that  we  have  it  on  no  less  authority  than  the  Vice-President 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  that  unless  increased  harbor  accommodation  both  in  the 
shape  of  wharves,  elevators  and  facilities  for  handling  and  transferring  freight  from  the 
cars  to  the  vessels  the  port  of  Montreal  will  be  unable  to  cope  with  the  freight  brought 
from  our  own  and  the  American  North-West.  An  average  increase  of  at  least  150  cars 
per  day  may  bo  expected  by  the  "  Soo  "  route  alone.  At  the  original  depth  of  10  feet, 
6  inches,  vessels  of  250  tons  could  not  pass  Lake  St.  Pet(  r  with  a  full  cargo,  but  as  if  it 
were  keeping  pace  with  the  deepening  of  the  channel  yewr  by  year,  the  size  and  tonnage 
of  the  vessels  has  increased.  The  first  ocean  mail  steamer  between  England  and  Mont- 
real, the  "  Genoa,"  of  seven  hundred  tons  burden,  arrived  in  port  in  185.3,  and  since  then 
the  growth  of  commerce  on  the  St.  Lawrence  has  been  such  that  to-day  there  are  over 
twenty  lines  of  regular  ocean  steamships,  while  the  yearly  tonnage  has  increased  from 
358,000  tons  in  1851  to  870,883  in  1887.  So  rapidly  has  the  country  advanced  that  we 
find  the  Government  calling  for  tenders  for  the  Atlantic  mail  s-ervioe,  which  business 
men  stipulate  must  be  equal  to,  if  not  superior  to  that  of  any  port  to  the  south,  while 
more  than  90  per  cent,  of  the  entire  foreign  trade  of  the  country  passes  through  the  St. 
Lawrence,  and  nearly  one  half  of  the 

TOTAL  FOREIGN  COMMLRCE 

of  the  Dominion  is  entered  at  the  Customs  at  the  Port  of  Montreal.  While  the  inward 
commerce  of  Quebec  has  decreased  by  146  vessels  and  69,736  tons  from  1876  to  1886  that 
of  the  port  of  Montreal  has  increased  in  the  same  period  by  twenty-six  vessels  and 
132,439  tons.  Again,  while  the  imports  to  Quebec  from  1876  to  1886  show  a  decrease  of 
$336,807  and  the  exports  a  decrease  of  $3,030,671,  those  of  Montreal  show  an  increase  of 
$9,843,027  and  of  $4,596,153  respectively.  And  during  all  this  period  the  harbor  and 
commerce  of  the  port  of  Montreal  has  been  unjustly  taxed  and  an  unfair  discrimination 
practised  against  it  by  the  Government.  From  the  reports  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  it  is  seen  that  Montreal  alone  of  all  the  harbors  of  Canada  has  failed  to  receive 
any  expenditure  of  public  money  for  its  improvement.  Here  are  the  items  of  expendi- 
ture on  some  of  the  other  harbors  since  confederation  :

while  Montreal  has  not  received  a  single  copper  for  harbor  improvements.  It  is  true 
that  Parliament  has  voted  $1,603,504  for  the  ship  channel,  but  the  interest  on  this  has 
been  paid  out  of  the 

REVENUES    OF  MONTREAL  HARBOR 
obtained  by  a  direct  tax  on  the  commerce  of  the  port,  while  in   the  case  of  the  Quebec 
harbor  improvements  the  interest  on  the  expenditure  is  paid  by  Government,  and  thus 
far  has  not  been  a  charge  on  the  shipping  of  the  port.     It  is  true  that  the  Government 
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will  assume  the  debt  of  the  ship  channel,  but  there  is  in  addition  to  this  $800,000  of  the 
revenues  of  the  harbor  of  Montreal,  which  the  Government  has  received  in  payment  of 
interest,  all  of  which  would  have  been  available  for  the  enlargement  of  the  harbor, 
which  is  HO  urgently  needed.  If  Montreal  with  its  harbor  taxed  and  its  commerce  taxed 
to  meet  the  interest  on  undertakings  of  a  purely  national  origin  has  prospered  so  much, 
what  influences  may  be  exerted  in  the  future  when  its  facilities  are  enlarged  and  its  liarbor 
dues  still  further  reduced  it  is  impossible  to  speculate  upon.  '

THE  ALLAN  AND  DOMINION  STEAMSHIP  LINES. 

LETTERS   AXD    PARCELS   CARRIED    ANNUALLY  BY   OUR  MAIL  FLEET, 

When  Sir  Hugh  Allan  was  a  boy  of  1."  years  he  entered  a  counting  house  in  Greenock  , 
Scotland.  The  business  carried  on  was  chiefly  the  agency  of  several  vessels  engaged  in 
the  Canada  trade.  He  reuiiiined  in  that  house  a  little  more  than  ayear  when  his  father, 
who  commanded  a  vessel  trading  between  Greenock  and  Montreal,  advised  liim  to  go  out 
to  Canada.  Being  a  far-seeing  and  shrewd  man  in  his  day  Mr.  Allan,  senior,  hoped  that 
by  having  Jliigh  in  Canada,  lie  might,  in  time,  obtain  for  his  family  a  permanent  footing 
in  colonial  trade.  Hugh  Allan  left  Greenock  on  the  12th  of  May,  1826,  and  arrived 
opposite  Longueuil  on  the  2Ist  of  May. 

There  was  then  only  one  tow  boat  on  the  river,  the  steamer  "  Hercules,"  commanded 
by  Captain  George  Brush.  The  "Hercules"  was  not  able  to  tow  the  ''Favorite,"  a 
brig  of  270  tons,  against  the  current,  and  a  message  was  sent  to  Mr.  Hiram  Gilbert,  a 
butcher,  whose  establishment  was  at  the  river  side  and  who  kept  a  su]iply  of  oxen  for 
towing  purposes,  to  assist  in  towing  the  brig  up  the  rapids.  A  hawser  was  sent  on  shore 
and  ten  oxen  attached  to  it;  but  still  the  united  force  of  steamer  and  oxen  was  not 
enough.  The  "  Favorite  "  had  been  built  by  a  Mr.  Johnstone  who  carried  on  his  busi- 
ness at  Hoche'aga  ;  and  he,  seeing  the  plight  in  which  the  brig  found  itself,  sent  down 
forty,  or  lifty  of  his  men  to  lend  a  hand.  A  second  hawser  was  sent  on  shore  and  to  this 
the  fifty  men  put  their  strength.  The  ''  Hercules  "  hud  just  steamed  up  afresh,  the 
•' Favorite  "  carried  every  inch  of  available  sail,  the  oxen      •.    ■    ,

and  the  men  tugged  and  pulled  as  well  they  could  ;  and  these  combined  forces  enabled 
the  vessel  to  get  to  her  anchorage  without  further  trouble.  The  aspect  of  Montreal  at 
that  time  was  very  different  from  what  it  is  now.  There  were  no  wliarves  ;  the  bank  of 
the  river  sloped  down  from  Commissioners  street,  then  a  narrow  lane,  to  the  river.  A 
ship  coming  into  the  harbor  was  obliged  to  let  go  an  anchor  to  prevent  her  from  drifting 
to  the  beach.  A  cable  was  then  sent  on  shore  and  fastened  there ;  all  hands  then  manned 
the  capstan  until  the  stern  of  the  ship  touched  the  shore. 

To  enable  vessels  to  discharge  and  load,  gangways  made  of  long  spars  with  cross 
pieces  wore  let  down  from  the  vessel.  The  goods  were  placed  on  them,  and  the  carters' 
trucks  backed  into  the  water,  sometimes  up  to  the  axles.  Under  those  circumstances  the 
work  could  only  proceed  slowly,  but  the  vessels  were  small  and  did  not  carry  much  cargo 

then. 

There  was  at  that  time  a  steam  ferry  over  to  Laprairie,  and  a  regular  steamship  line 
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botwcon  Montreal  and  Quebec.  But  the  steamers,  though  comfortable  enough,  were  very 
slow  ;  it  took  them  from  40  to  48  hours  to  make  the  passage.  The  Lachine  canal  waajust 
completed,  but  it  was  on  a  very  small  scale  and  no  steamers  passed  through  it. 

After  two  years'  apprenticeship  in  a  grocery  business  and  a  trip  by  water  and  stage 
to  New  York,  Buffalo,  and  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  Hugh  Allan  returned  to  England  where 
ho  saw  the  first  railroad  ii»  the  world,  the  Liverpool-Manchester  line  ;  and  returned  in 
1830  to  Montreal  on  the  "  Canada,"  a  new  brig  of  330  tons,  built  by  his  father.  She  was 
a  fine  ship  and  was  then  the  largest  in  the  Montreal  trade. 

In  the  same  year  the  construction  of  the  first  wharf  in  the  harbor  was  commenced, 
the  (commissioners  for  the  work  being  the  Hon.  (jcorge  Moffatt,  Colonel  Piper  of  the  Roya' 
Engineers,  and  the  Hon.  Jules  Qnesnel  j  but  for  some  time  the  progress  was  slow.  On 
his  return  Mr.  Allan  entered  the  office  of  Mr.  James  Miller,  who  carried  on  an  extensive 
business  embracing  shipbuilding,  ship  owning  and  the  management  of  shij)S.  He  received 
also  largo  consignments  of  heavy  goods,  wines  and  liquors,  and  wa^  a  considerable  exporter 
of  griiin,  ashes  and  jiroduce  of  all  other  kinds.  At  that  time  there  was  but  liitic  whiskey 
manufactured  in  Canada,  and

among  the  laboring  classes  was  rum.  This  was  imported  to  a  largo  extent  both  direct  from 
tho  West  Indies  and  by  way  of  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Miller  often  received  consignments  of 
100  to  150  puncheons  of  rum  in  one  shipment.  This  was  invariably  sold  by  auction  as 
soon  as  landed.  There  being  no  room  on  tho  small  wharves  for  such  large  lots,  it  was 
carted  up  to  St.  David's  lane  off  St  Paul  street  where  Mr.  Miller's  office  was  situated.    > 

When  the  habitants  were  bringing  in  their  grain  in  September  of  each  year  Mr.  Hugh 
Allan  was  sent  to  Laprairie  and  took  charge  of  it,  and  shipped  it  from  that  place  in  a 
small  steamer,  the  "Edmund  Henry,"  to  Montreal.  In  the  month  of  April  of  each  year 
he  visited  St.  Matthew's,  St.  Hilairc,  Beloeil,  St.  Mark's,  St.  Charles,  St.  Antoine,  St. 
Ours,  and  all  tho  villages  on  the  river,  also  Contrecoeur,  Vercheres  and  Varcnnes,  a  first- 
class  wheat  district  then,  to  collect  tho  grain  brought  up  during  the  winter. 

Navigation  with  heavily  laden  ships  was  a  difficult  matter  in  those  days,  the  water 
sometimes  falling  lower  than  11  feet  in  Lake  St,  Peter.  When  that  was  the  case  only  very 
small  vessels  could  carry  carj-^o  through  the  lake,  and  when  larger  vessels  attempted  a 
passage,  it  often  became  necessary  to  discharge  all  tho  cargo  on  a  raft  alongside.  Even 
the  anchors,  chains,  s])are  yards  and  whatever  else  could  be  moved,  were  put  on  the  rafl 
to  lighten  them. 

In  183;')  Mr.  Allan  entered  into  partnership  with  Mr.  Miller, 

In  184;')  Mr.  Andrew  Allan,  brother  of  Mr.  Hugh  Allan,  entered  the  partnership,  and 
in  18.')1  tho  two  brothers  determined  to  build  steamships  of  iron  and  to  fit  rli^m  with  screw 
pro})ellers,  which  were  then  already  beginning  to  take  the  place  of  paddles.  Tho  first 
steamers  of  that  line  built  were  the  "  Indian,"  the  '*  Canadian,"  the  "  Anglo-Saxon  "  and 
the  ''North-American."  The  "Canadian"  made  her  first  trip  in  the  autumn  of  1853. 
From  this  brief  sketch  of  the  Montreal  shipping  trade,  it  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Hugh 
Allan  was  its  pioneer  and  principal  promoter.  

•  THE    ALLAN   LINE.  ' 

Foremost  in  the  port  of  Montreal  stands  the  Allan  Line  of  Royal  Mail  steamers.  The 
pioneer  of  Montreal's  shipping  trade,  it  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  Dominion 
and  the  city  of  Montreal,  and  has  been  so  closely  identified  with  the  interests  of  this  city 
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that  we  cannot  but  put  it  at  the  head  of  the  magnificent  lines  that  have  built  up  the  ocean 
trade  of  Montreal. 

The  Allan  Line  dates  its  origin  back  to  the  year  1862,  when  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment advertized  for  tenders  for  the  eHtablisbracnt  of  a  line  of  ocean  steamers  to  run 
between  Montreal  and  Liverpool  in  snmmor,  and  between  Liverpool  and  Portland  during 
the  winter  months.  By  the  terms  of  the  tender  a  monthly  service  was  to  commence 
within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  signing  the  contract,  and  a  fortnightly  service  ten 
months  after  notice  hud  been  given  to  the  contractors.  For  this  service  the  Government 
offered  an  annual  subsidy  of  $120,000.  The  Canadian  Steam  Navigation  Compuny,  which 
was  then  being  organized,  tendered  for  the  service  and  the  contract  was  signed  in  August 
1852.  This  company  relinquished  the  contract  in  1854,  after  serving  about  17  months 
Before  the  relinquishment  of  this  contract  Messrs.  Hugh  and  Andrew  Allan  made  arrange- 
ments for  building  and  equipping  a  fleet  of  first-class  steamers  for  the  Canadian  trade 
The  first  contract  was  given  to  a  firm  in  Dumbarton,  Scotland,  for  building  the 
"Canadian,"  the  "Indian,"  the  "Anglo-Saxon"  and  the  "North-American."  These 
fine  steamers  possessed  the  latest  improvements,  namely,  the  propeller  screw  in  place  of 
ihe  paddle,  were  built  for  an  independent  trade  and  were  not  sustained  or  encouraged  by 
any  subsidy.  " 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  now

The  "Canadian  "  made  her  first  trip  on  the  20th  of  September,  1853,  and  when  she  arrived 
in  port  her  means  of  propulsion  was  a  mystery  to  the  many  spectators  that  crowded  the 
wharf  to  see  the  largest  ship  that  up  to  that  time  had  entered  the  harbor  of  Montreal 
On  the  completion  of  the  ''Canadian's  "  voyage  to  England,  and  before  she  could  again 
make  the  westward  passage,  the  navigation  on  the  St.  Lawrence  was  closed  for  the  seasont 
and  during  the  time  that  river  was  frozen  over  she  made  a  voyage  to  New  York.  On  her 
return  to  Liverpool  in  the  spring  of  1855,  powerful,  first-class  steamers  being  urgently 
wanted  to  convey  troops  and  military  stores  to  the  Crimea,  the  "  Canadian  "  was  chartered 
by  the  British  Government  as  a  transport  ship,  and  in  this  service  she  continued  to  be 
employed  until  the  end  of  the  war.  Soon  after  the  engagement  of  the  ''Canadian"  for 
that  purpose,  her  sister  ship,  the  "Indian,"  was  also  taken  up  for  a  similar  purpose. 
When  the  allied  fleet  stormed  and  took  the  Kinburn  Forts,  the  ''  Indian  "  was  engaged  in 
carrying  ammunition,  and  in  addition  to  this  critical  service,  on  account  of  her  superior 
sailing  qualities,  she  was  employed  as  the  Admiral's  dispatch  ship. 

While  the  Crimean  war  was  being  carried  on  the  steamship  trade  between  Liverpool 
and  Canada  was  greatly  interfered  with  and  curtailed,  or  rather  totally  suspended.  At 
the  close  of  the  war,  however,  the  Canadian  Government,  yielding  to  the  pressing  repre- 
sentations of  the  people  of  Canada,  advertized  for  tenders  to  establish  and  operate  a  lino 
of  mail  steamers  to  run  once  a  fortnight  during  the  summer  months  between  Montreal 
and  Liverpool  and  between  Liverpool  and  Portland  while  the  navigation  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  was  closed.  The  Allan  line  were  successful  with  their  tender,  and  they  began 
the  service  under  contract  in  April,  1856.  But  at  first  great  difficulties  had  to  be  encoun- 
tered, and  sometimes  disasters  met  and  borne  with  patience.  There  were  in  those  early 
days  only  very  few  lighthouses  in  the  river  and  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  And  as  the  direction 
of  the  currents  was 

NOT    SUFFICIENTLY    UNDERSTOOD, 

and  as  the  captains  had  not  yet  acquired  experience  in  the  handling  of  steamships,  the 

C 
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danger!'  of  ocean  passage  can  easily  be  imagined.  On  one  of  her  first  trips  under  the 
contract  with  the  (iiovernracnt,  the  "Canndian  "  ran  ashore  by  the  fault  of  the  pilot  and 
was  wrecked  in  the  river.  Other  disasters  followed,  but  the  Allans  did  not  lack  fortitude 
and  they  succeeded  in  demonstrating  that  the  St.  Lawrenee  route  could  be  made  at  onco 
safe  and  pleasant.  Their  captains,  who  were  enjoined  to  bo  prudent  above  all  things 
soon  gained  experience  as  to  the  position  of  the  shoals  and  the  course  of  the  different 
currents,  the  Government  also  increased  the  number  of  lighthouses  and  buoys. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  first  contract  the  Allan  line  continued  to  run  their  mail 
steamers  till  the  month  of  April,  1857,  when  a  new  arrangement  was  entered  into.  At 
this  period  the  Government,  highly  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  contract  had 
been  carried  out,  and  the  services  performed,  entered  into  a  new  contract  with  the  Allan 
Line  to  supply  a  weekly  sorvifo.  This  contract  came  into  operation  in  April,  1859,  and 
still  continues  in  force.  As  time  went  on  more  ships  were  built,  each  an  improvement  on 
the  last,  culminating,  for  the  present,  in  the  superb  and  popular  ''Parisian."

Besides  these  the  Allan  Line  own  a  sailing  fleet  of  Clyde  built  iron  clipper  ships, 
consisting   of  12  vessels  with  17,432  tons  of  burthen. 

The  largest  steamers  of  this  line  are  fitted  out  exclusively  for  the  passenger  traffic, 
while  those  of  less  tonnage  are  devoted  to  freight. 

Ever  improving,  the  Allan  Line  has  won  for  itself  an  envied  name  on  the  both 
continents.

After  many  years  of  experience  in  the  river  shipping  between  Montreal  and  Quebec, 
Messrs.  David  Torrance  &  Co.,  originated  the  idea  of  putting  into  the  Montreal-Liverpool 
trade  another  line  of  first-class  steamers.  Mr.  Cramp,  one  of  the  partners,  went  to  England 
in  1872,  and  made  arrangements  with  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Flinn,  Main  &  Montgomery, 
then  managing  a  steamship  line  plying  between  New  Orleans  and  England.  A  company 
was  formed,  and  the  new  line  was  named  the  Mississippi  and  Dominion  Steamship  Com- 
pany. The  capital  furnished  was  mostly  from  Liverpool,  still  a  large  share  of  it  was 
contributed  by  Montreal  capitalists.  D.  Torrance  &  Co.  were  entrusted  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  line  on  this  side,  whilst  Messrs.  Flin,  Main  &  Montgomery  took  charge  of  the 
business  on  the  i.her  side.  As  the  years  rolled  on  steamer  after  steamer  was  added  to  the 
fleet,  until  the  Dominion  Line  now  numbers  ten  large  iron  steamers,  the  acme  having  been 
teached  by  the  latest  venture,  the  "Vancouver,"  measuring  5790  tons.  The  "Oregon," 
measures  3850  tons  ;  the  "  Montreal,"  3284  tons  ;  the  "  Ontario,"  3176  tons  ;  the  "  Texas," 
2700  tonsjthe  ''Sarnia,"  3850  tons  ;  the   "Toronto,"  3284  tons;  the  "Dominion,"  3176 
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tons  ;  the  "  Quebec,"  2700  tons  ;  and  the  •'  Mississippi,"  2680  tons;  an  aggregate  of  31,829 
tons. 

At  first  general  merchandise  was  carried  almost  exclusively  by  this  line.  Oradually 
it  entored  upon  the  cattle  trade,  and  soon  made  a  specialty  of  it,  without  success.  As  the 
steamers  increased  in  size  and  in  accommodations  the  |)assengor  traflic  became  a  feature 
of  the  Dominion  Line.  Immigration  also  has  been  carefully  fostered,  and  since  the  build- 
ing of  the  "  Saniia,"  the  ''  Oregon,"  and  especially  the  *'  Vancouver,"  it  has  in  passenger 
traffic  become  a  rival  to  that  of  the  older  lines.  The  Dominion  Line  has  always  been 
running  in  connection  with  the  railway  systems  of  Canada. 

For  many  years  tlio  Allan  Line  monopolized  the  contract  for  currying  the  mails 
between  England  and  Canada,  but  about  three  years  ago,  in  consequence  of  the  demand 
for  spccdinr  service,  the  subsidy  was  shared  between  the  Allan  and  Dominion  Lines, 
which  carried  the  mails  on  alternate  weeks.  There  are  twelve  steamers  engaged  in  this 
service,  viz.,  nine  belonging  to  the  Allan  Line  and  three  to  the  Dominion.  The  average 
journeys  miule  last  year  between  Liverpool  and  Halifa.x,  from  the  5th  November  to  the 
8th  of  May,  was  as  follows,  for  23  trips  :

The  amount  of  subsidy  paid  for  the  year  1886  for  carrying  mails  between  Halifax 
and  Liverpool  via  Moville  in  winter  and  Quebec  and  Livcrjiool  via  Movillo  in  summer 
was  $126,533.3.'}.

The  average  number  of  mail  bags  carried  by  each  steamer  is  about  forty,  but  of 
course  this  does  not  represent  more  than  about  a  third  of  the  European  mail  matter 
coming  to  Canada  and  arriving  at  New  York. 

The  steamers  also  bring  on  an  average  two  boxes  of  parcel  post  matter,  which  are 
handed  over  to  the  Customs  officials  for  collections  of  duties. 


SHIPPING. 

MONTEEAL'S  MERCANTILE  MAETNE. 
ASIATIC  AND  AUSTRALIAN  TRADE  INAUGURATED  AND  GROWING. 

The  Beaver  Line  is  a  purely  Canadian  line.  It  was  incorporated  by  act  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  in  the  year  1868,  the  incorporators  being  Messrs.  William  Murray. 
A.  Urquhart,  J.  Ogilvie,  W.  Dow,  E.  H.  King,  C.  Scott,  G.  W.  Campbell,  A.  Gunn.  T. 
Kimmer,  G.  H.  Frothingham  and  T.  Workman.  At  first  the  line  owned  iron  clipper 
sailing  ships  trading  between  Montreal,  Liverpool  and  Glasgow.  In  1875,  however,  they 
built  steamships,  and  owned  the  following  iron  steamers  :  '*  Lake  Superior,"  of  5200  tons  ; 
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''Lake  Huron,"  4100  tons;  "Lakw  Manitoba,"  3300  tons;  "Lake  Winnippg,"  3300  tons  ; 
"Lake  Ncpigon,"  2300  tons;  "  Lako  Ontario,"  5300  tons.  The  sailing  Mhips  of  the  Com- 
pany arc  now  employed  in  the  Australian  trade.  The  steamers  of  tliis  lino  are  chiefly 
fitted  out  for  passenger  traffic,  and  as  to  cargo  they  are  specially  fitted  for  carrying  cattle. 
In  1885  they  carried  1840  passengers,  9374  cattle  and  11,^91  sheep.  In  1880  the  number 
of  passengers  was  3234,  whilst  0201  cattle  and  24,430  sheep  were  exported.  In  1887 
there  were  3914  passengers,  10,364  cattle  and  11,581  head  of  shcej)  carried  by  this  line. 
Other  cargoes  consisted  of  grain,  deals,  tlour,  meal,  phosphai-s,  potash,  cheese,  butter, 
whilst  the  imports  consisted  mostly  of  dry  goods,  iron,  groceries  and  chemicals.  The 
Beaver  Line  visits  New  York  during  the  winter  season. 

THE    WHITE    CHOSS   LINE. 

The  White  Cross  Line  has  run  between  Antwerp  and  Montreal  ever  since  1883. 
Besides  the  passengers  that  it  carries,  it  imports  the  greatest  amount  of  Belgian  goods 
brought  to  this  country,  and  it  exports  chiefly  grain,  i)liospliates,  canned  goods,  agricul- 
tural implements  and  bark.  It  employs  tor  this  port  three  steamers,  the  ''Grassbrook," 
"  Wandrahm,"  and  Baumwali,"  Mr.  W.C.  Mundcrloh,  German  Consul,  is  its  agent  here, 
as  well  as  for 

THE   HANSA    LINE 

which  came  to  Montreal  in  1883,  and  is  chiefly  instrumental  in  supplying  the  demand  in 
Canada  of  German,  French  and  Belgian  goods.  The  line  consists  of  the  *'  Cremon," 
'•  Roma,"  Kehrwieder,"  and  "Corona."  It  exports  the  same  quality  of  goods  as  the 
White  Cross  Line. 

THE    BLACK   DIAMOND    S.S.    COMPANY 

was  organized  in  1881,  and  is  a  genuine  Montreal  company,  its  president,  Mr.  Hugh 
McLennan,  and  nearly  all  its  directors  being  well-known  citizens  of  Montreal. 

The  company  now  owns  three  steamships,  (he  '' Cacouua,"  of  2000  tons,  the  "Bona 
Vista,"  of  1050  tons,  and  the  "  Coban,"  of  1350  tons.  The  two  latter  boats  arc  fitted 
with  first-class  passenger  accommodation,  and  during  the  summer  season  carry  largo 
numbers  of  pleasure-seekers  to  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia  and  Newfoundland. 
The  steamers  of  this  company  carry  cargoes  of  flour,  butter,  pork  and  manufactured 
goods  of  all  descriptions  to  the  Lower  Provinces  and  Newfoundland,  and  have  been 
instrumental  in  building  up  a  large  export  trade  in  that  direction.  On  the  return 
voyage  they  call  at  Pictou  or  Sydney  for  cargoes  of  coal.  Since  its  establishment  this 
line  hiiH  carried  aimually  over  40,000  tons  of  soft  coal  and  100,000  barrels  of  flour.  Of  the 
coal  that  is  brought  to  Montreal  much  remains  in  the  city,  but  part  of  it  is  carried  further 
inland  by  canal  and  rail,  it  also  carries  to  Newfoundland  a  groat  part  of  the  breadstuflPs 
and  other  Canadian  products  which  that  colony  needs. 

THE    FURNESS   LINE. 

For  more  than  twenty  years  back  the  Farness  Line,  owned  by  Mr.  Choistopher  Fur- 
ness,  of  West  Hartlepool,  Eng.,  after  some  experimental  tripsin  search  of  profitable  car- 
goes and  good  markets,  finally  arranged  a  regular  service  between  London  and  Baltimore, 
and  London  and  Boston,  and  London  and  Halifax.  Its  vessels  occasionally  called  at 
Montreal,  and  as  the  .advantages  of  the  port  increased  with  the  growing  distributing 
powers  vested  in  it,  the  Furness  Line,  last  year,  made  Montreal  one  of  its  regular  ports. 
The  steamers  plying  between  here  and  Newcastle-on-Tyne  and  London  are  the  "  Durham 
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Cily,"  3092  tons ;  tho '' flothonburg  City,"  2520  ton?;  "Ripon  City,"  2141  tons', 
'•  Wothorby,"  2129  ;  "  Washington  City,"  2298j  '<  Boston  City,"  23;{4  ;  "  Katio,"  2795, 
and  the  ''Maduni,"  2:n5  tons. 

Tho  outward  cargoes  are  grain,  deals,  cattle,  ^hcop  and  manufactured  goods,  butter 
cliccHC,  staves,  canned  meats,  organs,  bones,  tierces  of  beef,  jteas,  titnber,  etc.  These 
goods  are  distributed  in  England,  (terinany,  France  and  Belgium.  On  tho  inward  trip 
these  ships  carry  tho  various  proJucts  of  tho  Old  World.  ' 

THE  THOMSON  LINE 
chiefly  supjdies  tho  direct  trade  between  Canada  and  tho  Mediterranean  Sea.  Originated 
in  the  year  18t>0  by  Mr.  William  Thomson,  of  Dundee,  Scotland,  with  a  fleet  of  sailing 
vessels  which  plied  regularly  between  English  ports  and  the  Levant  and  intermediate 
countries,  this  line  extended  its  trade  also  to  Montreal  in  tho  year  18(51,  when  a  rcguh.r 
service  between  this  port  and  the  Mediterranean  was  inaugurated  with  throe  clipper 
ships,  tho  "  Deodorus,"  the  "Deodora,"  and  the  "  Deador,"  and  has  been  continued  un- 
interrujitcdly  ever  since.  In  1870  finding  sailing  vessels  insufficient  for  the  transatlantic 
trade,  Mr.  Thomson  began  building  steamers,  iind  ho  now  has  a  service  of  six  well-fitti'il 
iron  steamers.  Tho"Avlona"  of  1953  tons,  the  "  Barcelona"  of  1856  tons,  the'*  Draoona" 
(steel)  of  1903  tons,  tho  "Escalona"  of  1904  tons,  the  "Gremona"  of  4300  tons,  and  tho 
"  Gerona  "  of  4600  tons.  Four  steamers  annually  supply  the  Mediterranean  trade,  whils^t 
the  other  two  ply  between  Montreal  and  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  Tho  goods  brought  to 
Montreal  by  this  line  arc  largely  consigned  to  dealers  in  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  St.  Louis, 
Cleveland  and  other  American  cities  and  Canadian  ports.  Tho  trade  is  increasing  so 
rapidly  that  at  the  close  of  last  year's  navigation  it  was  found  that  the  cargoes  carried  by 
these  steamers  were  nearly  five  times  as  large  as  at  any  previous  year.  Tho  cargoes 
carried  from  here  consist  chiefly  of  grain,  deals  and  cattle.  Regarding  the  shipments  of 
cattle  the  record  of  this  line  is  very  pronounced,  as  the  following  table  will  show  :

These  steamers  are  also  largely  patronized  by  passengers  from   England  as  well  as 
from  tho  Mediterranean. 

THE   DONALDSON    LINE. 

In  1874  Messrs.  Donaldson  Bros.,  of  Glasgow,  opened  a  transatlantic  service  between 
Glasgow  and  Montreal,  the  first  steamer  being  the  "  Astarto."  Gradually  they  built  a 
fleet  of  fine  steamers,  of  which  the  "  Alcides  "  (steel)  is  the  largest  with  3400  tons 
burthen.  The '<  Concordia  "  with  2600  tons,  the  "Cynthia"  with  2200  tons,  the  "  Colina" 
with  2000  tons  and  tho  "  Circe  "  with  2400  tons,  com{)leto  tho  fleet.  Their  service  is 
weekly.  Besides  passengers  they  carry  general  cargo,  such  as  iron,  coal,  Scotch  manu- 
factured goods  ;  whilst  the  line  carries  from  here  grain,  deals,  flour,  butter,  cheese,  cattle 
and  sundries.     They  also  have  boon  very  successful  cattle  carriers.

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THE    TEMPERLEY   LINE 

•wa.o  established  by  Messrs.  Tcin|ii'rl,'y,  CiirtiT  and  Diirko,  of  London,  in  1877.  The  company 
now  runs  three  titeamers  between  Montreiil  mid  London,  the  hirgest  being  the  "  Scotland  " 
of  2700  tons.  The  "  Oeeun  King"  of  2500  tons  und  the  "  ErI  King  "of  2200  tonn  complete 
the  number,  Their  inward  oargoeM  nro  mostly  cement,  whiting,  iron  and  continental 
goods  shipped  from  places  of  production.  From  Montreal  they  chiefly  carry  cargoes  of 
deals,  grain,  flour,  butter,  cheese  und  cattle.  The  cuttle  trade  carried  on  by  this  line  ia 
shown  in  the  loliowing  table  :

OCEAN  TRAMi'S. 
-  There  are  more  than  60  ''  tramps  "  visiting  this  harbor  annually,  not  mentioning  the 
so-called  coal  tramps.  These  are  steamers  owned  by  various  companies  or  individuals 
seeking  trade  wherever  it  is  to  bo  found.  Unsually  they  bring  coal  from  the  Lower 
Provinces  and  cargoes  from  the  West  Indies,  especially  Cuba,  and  take  from  here  cargoes 
of  deals  and  phosphates,  or  full  cargoes  of  grain,  when  obtainable.  The  coal  tramps  run 
into  harbor  with  coal  from  the  Lower  Provinces  and  return  on  water  ballast.  There  are 
some  20  of  them  plying  between  Montreal  and  the  Gulf  Ports.  A  number  of  these  vessola 
are  consigned  to  Messrs.  Anderson,  McKenzie  &  Co. 

Besides  these  are  the  steamers  running  between  Maryboro',  in  the  North  of  England 
and  Inverness,  with  cargoes  consigned  to  Mr.  Robert  Reford  This  does  not  include  the 
sailing  vessels  which  continually  trade  in  this  port  and  of  which  there  are  between  50  and 
60  annually.  Individuals  and  small  companies  own  them.  Most  of  them  are  consigned 
to  Messrs.  Anderson,  McKenzie  &  Co.,  ship  brokers.  They  load  for  South  America  and 
principally  take  cargoes  of  lumber,  deals,  and  an  occasional  cargo  of  grain.  They  also 
visit  English  ports.     - 

ASIATIC   SERVICE, 

A  regular  Asiatic  service  of  steamers  and  sailing  ships  has  also  been  put  in  operation. 
There  are  every  season  from  3  to  5  steamers  arriving  in  port  from  the  East  Indies,  Akyab> 
Bassein,  Rangoon  and  Calcutta,  bringing  cleaned  rice,  rough  and  uncleaned  rice,  for  the 
Mount  Royal  Milling  Company  of  Montreal,  which  cleans  it  and  makes  it  fit  for  the  table. 
Two  steamers,  the  "Victory  "  and  the  "Bennington,"  mostly  su])ply  the  trade.  From 
here  they  take  cargoes  to  England,  consisting  of  grain,  deal  and  cattle.  There  is  also  a 
line  of  sailing  ships  from  ports  of  Siam  to  Montreal  and  British  Columbia. 

THE    BOSSIERE   LINE. 

Montreal  for  many  years  back  has  had  an  indirect  connection  with  French  markets. 
English,  German  and  Belgian  lines  as  well  as  tramps  in  those  days  would  supply  Mon- 
treal with  the  staple  goods  of  the  French  capital  and  the  Departements.  In  1884  an 
attempt  was  made  towards  a  direct  trade  when  the  Fr.anco-Canadian  Line  was  established. 
That  line,  however,  was  only  short  lived  and  sold  out  to  the  Compagnie  Postale^  which 
also  retired  from  the  field  after  6  months.  The  French  authorities,  anxious  not  to  lose 
so  valuable  a  market  as  Montreal,  conferred  with  the  authorities  at  Ottawa,  and  asked 
the  Bossidre  Brothers,  well  known  shipowners  of  Havre,  to  organize   a  line  of  Franco- 
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Ctinadiun  stoniners.  LaHt  year  an  agruotnont  was  arrivud  at,  and  on  the  lOth  of  Mny  tlie 
first  atoiiinur  of  the  liogsi^re  Line,  tlio  '*  Comto  D'Eu/'  uailod  from  llnvro  with  Montreal 
as  itH  duMtinution. 

Tlio  HoMsii'rc  Lino  now  conHists  of  five  i*tuauiors,  tliu  "Chateau  Lcovillc,"  niciiyiirinf; 
4500  tons  ;  the '' Obuck,"  of  3iiOI)  tonn  (steel)  ;  the  '' Panama,"  ^lUO  tun»  luuaHuru  ;  the 
"Sully,"  2100  tons,  and  the  "  Henri  Quatre,"  of  2200  tons.  

All  these  steamers  arc  fitted  up  for  passenger  tratUc,  which,  however,  is  chiefly  con- 
fined to  the  ''  riiateau  Leoville  "  and  the  "  Obock." 

The  U(»s,Mi(>ri)  Line  enjoys  the  confidence  of  nearly  all  the  leading  exporters  in  Franco 
and  is  established  on  u  solid  financial  footing.

This  shows  that  considerably  more  than  one-third  of  all  the  goods  imj)orted  into 
Canada  last  year  were  entered  at  the  Port  of  Montreal,  and  more  than  the  same  jjropor- 
tion  of  the  aggregate  Customs  revenue  was  collected  there.

Here  again  Montreal  maintains  her  trade  supremacy.  The  value  of  the  exports 
from  Montreal  in  1888  was  greater  by  nearly  three  millions  than  that  shown  by  the 
Custom  House  returns  from  every  port  in  the  flourishing  Province  of  Ontario.  It  is  more 
than  three  times  that  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  very  nearly  five  times  as 
great  as  the  total  export  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick.  The  export  from  Montreal 
is  very  nearly  nine  millions  of  dollars  greater  than  the  aggregate  export  of  Nova  Scotia, 
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New  Brunswick,  Manitobii,  British  Columbia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  When  the 
exports  of  Montreal  are  taken  from  the  whole  export  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  which 
■was  $40,364,720,  there  are  only  $11,032,  613  loft  for  all  the   other  ports  of  the  province.

These  vessels  carried  446,384  tons  of  freight  into  Montreal,  and  took  from  it  524,851  tons 
The  quantity  of  freight  brought  into  the  whole  province  of  Quebec  last  year  was  537,667 
tons,  only  91,283  tons  more  than  was  brought  into  Montreal  along.  The  discrepancy 
between  quantity  exported  from  Montreal  and  from  the  whole  province  is  even  greater 
than  this.  The  quantity  of  freight  in  outward  vessels  for  all  tho  ports  of  the  province 
was  586,195  tons.  The  vessels  cleared  from  Montreal  as  has  boon  shown  carried  524,851 
tons  of  freight.    This  leaves  only  61,344  tons  for  tho  rest  of  the  province.

THE  WEST  AND  NOETHWEST  SHIP  THEIE  PEODUCE 

TO  MONTEEAL. 

The  river  as  well  as  the  canal  system  contributed  their  quota  to  the  shipping  trade  of 
Montreal,  not  only  in  forwarding  goods  received  from  the  ocean  carrier,  and  placing  them 
into  the  hands  of  the  merchant  to  whom  they  are  consigned  all  through  the  cities  of  the 
Dominion  and  the  principal  northern  business  centres  of  the  United  States,  but  also  by 
conveying  full  cargoes  of  grain  and  other  produce  of  the  soil,  the  forest  and  the  mine, 
direct  to  Montreal,  where  they  form  export  cargoes  for  one  of  the  finest  fleets  of  transat- 
lantic steamships  in  existence. 

As  early  as  1789  the  importance  of  the  canal,  river  and  lake  system  of  Canada  was 
clearly  seen,  and  it  was  then  that  the  first  effort  was  made  to  overcome  the  Lachine  Rapids 
by  dredging  a  canal  for  boats  and  batteaux  via  River  St.  Pierre  to  Montreal.  But  the 
canal  was  not  deep  enough,  an  average  of  only  2^  feet  of  water  was  secured  in  it.  In 
1821  the  Lachine  barge  canal  was  commenced  and  it  was  completed  in  1825  at  a  cost  of 
nearly  $500,000.  Its  length  was  8;^  miles;  lockage,  44^  feet ;  bottom  width,  28  feet,  and 
48  feet  at  water  surface  ;  seven  locks,  100  feet  long,  20  feet  wide,  and  a  depth  of  4^  feet 
of  water  on  the  sills.  '    '•  ' 

In  1843  the  ship  canal  was  begun  and  completed  in  1849  at  a  cost  of  $2,149,128  ; 
length,  8^  miles  ;  lockage,  445  feet;  width  at  water  surface,  120  feet.  It  contains  five 
locks,  200  feet  long  each  and  45  feet  wide,  with  9  feet  of  water  on  the  sills. 

The  last  improvement  was  made  in  1875,  when  a  depth  of  14  feet  on  the  sills  was 
reached.  The  lock  walls  are  of  cut  stone  laid  in  cement,  and  along  its  whole  length  the 
canal  is  contained  by  walls  of  solid  masonry,  excepting  at  the  entrance  to  Lake  St. 
Louis,  where  the  walls  are  of  crib  work. 

THIS   MAGNIFICENT    WATERWAY 

overcomes  all  the  difficulties  of  the  Lachine  Rapids,  and  opens  the  way  from  Lake 
Superior  to  the  ocean,  and  enables  the  rich  cargoes  discharged  by  the  seagoing  vessels 
into  a  fleet  of  commodious  lake  steamers  and  barged  at  the  wharves  of  Montreal  to  roach 
such  interior  distributing  points  as  Kingston,  Oswego,  Rochester,  Toronto,  Hamilton,  on 
Lake  Ontario,  Buffalo,  Erie,  Cleveland,  Toledo  and  Detroit  on  Lake  Erie,  Goderich,  Owen 
Sound  and  Saginaw  on  Lake  Huron,  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  on  Lake  Michigan,  and  Port 
Arthur  and  Duluth  on  that  vast  "Inland  seaj"  Lake  Superior. 
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To  what  extent  this  waterway,  the  finest  in  the  world,  has  contributed  to  make 
Montreal,  the  metropolis  of  the  north,  the  [irincipal  distributing  centre  for  the  Dominion 
and  the  northern  States  of  the  Union,  the  following  table  will  go  far  to  show  :

THE  RICHELIEU  AND  ONTARIO  NAVIGATION  COMPANY. 

The  deepening  of  the  river  channel  between  Montreal  and  Quebec  transferred  the 
head  of  navigation  from  Quebec  to  Montreal,  Still  transatlantic  passengers  continued  to 
be  landed  at  Quebec  and  had  to  continue  their  inland  voyage  by  rail.  This  suggested 
the  usefulness  of  aline  of  steamers  plying  between  the  two  cities. 

The  Richelieu  company,  which  had  been  formed  by  Mr.  Sincennes  in  1845,  and  owned 
a  steamer  "Richelieu,"  took  up  the  idoa  and  built  a  new  steamer,  the  "Jacques 
Cartier,"  and  in  1855  the  ''Victoria"  and  ''Napoleon,"  of  350  tons  each.  The  Torrance 
Line  also  came  into  existence,  and  both  companies  carried  on  a  keen  competition  for  three 
years  when  the  Torrance  Line  sold  their  steamer,  the  ''  Quebec,  "  to  the  Richelieu. 
Without  a  rival  on  the  river  the  latter  company  now  set  to  work  and  bought  up  one  after 
the  other  the  Lake  St.  Peter  Line,  and  the  Terrebonne  and  L'Assomption  Line.  In  1861 
the  magnificent  steamer  ''Montreal  "  was  launched  and  was  followed  in  1864  by  the 
superb  "Quebec,"  two  floating  palaces  which  rival  in  size  and  commodity  the  finest 
boats  on  the  Hudson.  But  the  Richelieu  Company  were  not  satisfied  with  the  control  of 
the  northern  portion  only  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  in  1875  they  amalgamated  with  the 
Ontario  Company  which  owned  the  bonts  running  from  Montreal  west  to  Toronto  and 
Hamilton.  From  that  date  on  the  Richelieu  company  spread  its  branches  over  the  whole 
course  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Lake  Ontario  and  styled  itself  the  Richelieu 
&  Ontario  Navigation  Company.  The  company's  capital  now  was  raised  to  $1,500,000, 
represented  by  a  fleet  of  eight  splendid  steamers  to  which  were  added  in  rapid  succession 
the  "Athenian,"  the  "Abyssinian,"  the  "  Cultivateur "  and  the  "St.  Francis." 
Under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  from  1876  to  1882,  the  company  made  rapid 
strides  in  its  development.     After  Sir  Hugh's  death,  in  1882,   Mr.  L.  A.  Sen6cal  was 
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elected  president.  Since  that  time  the  equipment  of  the  line  has  been  perfected  and  put 
on  a  level  with  the  finest  inland  fleet  of  Europe  or  America. 

After  so  small  a  beginning,  a  little  mustard  seed  planted  in  the  basin  at  Sorel,  the 
sompany  now  controls  the  Avhole  river  carrying  trade  with  little  opposition. 

Its  lake  fleet  at  present  consists  of  the  "Corsican,"  of  714  tons;  the  *'  Spartan,"  of 
[678  tons  ;  the  "Algerian,"  of  575  tons;  the  "  Passport,"  of  592  tons;  the  ''Magnet," 
|of  fi86  tons  ;  the  *'  Corinthian,"  of  640  tons  ;  the  "  Bohemian,"  of  690  tons  ;  the  tonnage 
[given  is  the  registered  tonnage. 

Its  Quebec  line  is  composed  of  the  ''Quebec,"  1794  tons;  the  "Montreal,"'  1279 
|tons  ;  and  the  "Canada,"  1169  tons. 

The  "Three  Rivers,"  1049  tons,  runs  between  Montreal  and  Three  Rivers;  the 
"  Chambly,"  397  tons,  to  Chambly  ;  the  "Terrebonne,"  361  tons,  to  Vercheres  ;  the 
"Berthier,"  671  tons,  to  St.  Helen's  Island;  the  "Sorel,"  89  tons,  to  Yamaska  ;  the 
"Riviere  du  Loup,"  97  tons,  between  Varennes  and  Bout  de  I'Isle  ;  the  "  Mouche  ^Feu,' 
129  tons,  between  Berthier  and  Sorel  ;  the  "  Cultivateur,"  432  tons,  is  reserved  for 
excursions,  whilst  the  "  Ilocheinga  "  runs  to  Boucherville  and  measures  256  tons. 

The  Saguenay  Line  consists  of  two  steamers  :  the  "  Union,"  800  tons  ;  and  the 
"  St.  Lawrence,"  750  tons.  The  company  also  run  a  ferry  to  Laprairie,  the  "  Laprairie," 
a  boat  of  306  tons;  toLongueuil,  the  steamer  "  Longueuil,"  of  230  tons,  and  have  a 
spare  ferry,  the  "South  Eastern,"  of  230  tons. 

The  management  of  the  company  is  at  present  in  the  hands  of  Messrs. 

president  ;  Alphonse  Desjardins,  vice-president  and  Julien  Chabot,  general  manager,  and 
its  resources  increase  from  year  to  year,  keeping  pace  with  the  growth  in  population  and 
importance  of  the  city  of  Montreal.  It  is  admitted  that  the  Company's  fleet  and  equip- 
ment should  be  improved,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  another  season  will  see  the 
work  of  reconstruction  commenced. 

THE  MONTREAL  TRANSPORTATION  COMPANY. 

The  ocean  trade  of  Montreal,  growing  larger,  as  it  did,  with  rapid  strides  from  year 
to  year,  required  also  an  increased  carrying  capacity  on  the  part  of  the  distributors  along 
the  river  and  the  canal. 

Accordingly  a  stock  company,  composed  mostly  of  Montreal  merchants,  with  Mr. 
Hugh  McLennan  as  president,  hastened  to  supply  and  take  advantage  of  that  want. 
They  bought  a  few  barges,  and  built  others.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  Montreal 
Transportation  Compf\ny.  Since  that  time  the  company  has  been  steadily  increasing  in 
its  capacity  until  at  present  its  fleet  is  four  times  as  large  as  it  was  at  the  outset.  The 
lake  fleet  consists  of  the  steam  barge  "Glengarry,"  with  consorts  "  Glenora,"  and 
"  Gaskin  ;  "  lake  carrying  capacity  105,000  bushels  per  trip.  Lake  tug  "  James  A. 
Walker,"  with  consorts  "  Brandon,"  "Jennie  "  and  "  Regina  ;  "  lake  carrying  capacity 
105,000  bushels.  Lake  tug  "Active,"  with  consorts  "Kildonan,"  "Bella"  and 
"  Maggie  ;  "  lake  capacity,  100,000  bushels. 

The  river  fleet  consists  of  steam  tugs  D.  G.  Thompson,  Bronson,  Clyde  and  Jessie 
Hall,  with  a  fleet  of  35  barges,  having  a  total  carrying  capacity  of  700,000  bushels  per 
trip. 

The  company's  elevator  capacity  at  Kingston  is  20,000  bushels  per  hour,  and  the 
busy  wheels  during  the  shipping  season  make  little  intermittance  in  their  work  of 
increasing  Montreal's  prosperity.  The  business  of  this  line  consists  largely  in  the  trans- 
portatiou  of  grain  from  United  States  and  Canadian  ports  to  the  ocean  carriers.     This 
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year  the  company  expect  to  move  quite  a  quantity  of  grain  from  Port  Arthur,  a  new 
feature  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence  trade. 

The  transportation  of  coal  forma  one  of  the  features  of  this  line.  Its  barges  ply  the 
five  lakes  and  load  the  black  diamond  along  the  shores  of  Lake  Erie  and  Luke  Ontario, 
especially  at  Oswego,  the  northern  outlet  for  the  Pennsylvania  mines,  and  carry  back 
merchandise  of  all  kinds,  distributing  them  all  along  the  route. 

THE   KINGSTON   &    MONTREAL    FORWARDING   COMPANY. 

A  small  line  of  steamers  had  for  some  years  been  carrying  on  trade  between  King- 
ston and  Montreal,  when  in  1879  the  increasing  want  of  means  to  convey  goods  up  and 
down  the  river,  owing  to  the  growth  of  importance  on  the  part  of  Montreal,  induced  a 
stock  company  to  take  hold  of  the  matter  in  a  more  systematic  manner  in  1879.  The 
company,  under  the  pi-esidenoy  of  Mr.  Alexander  (runn,  of  Kingston,  assisted  by  the  Hon. 
J.  G.  Ross,  of  Quebec,  as  vice-president,  and  Mr.  Wm.  Stewart  as  managing  director, 
put  on  the  route  23  barges  with  a  number  of  tugs.  These  barges  have  a  capacity  of  400,- 
000  bushels  per  trip.  The  company  own  two  floating  elevators.  The  boats  make  10 
trips  annually  and  bring  from  the  Western  States  by  way  of  the  lakes  which  they  traverse 
grain  of  all  kinds  consigned  mostly  to  England  and  other  European  countries.  They  also 
carry  a  vast  amount  of  coal  from  Oswego,  Fair  Haven  and  Charlotte.  The  trade  has  been 
increasing  so  rapidly  that  the  company  are  obliged  to  add  new  barges  every  year  to  keep 
pace  with  the  demand  for  canal  and  river  carriers.  The  line  is  no  more  confined  to  the 
distance  between  Montreal  and  Kingston,  but  visits  the  principal  ports  all  along  the 
lakes,  taking  from  each  its  quota  of  cargo,  which  it  disgorges  at  the  wharves  of  Montreal 
into  the  bosom  of  the  ocean  carrier,  and  in  exchange  carries  manufactured  goods  hailing 
from  all  the  European  ports  to  the  interior  of  the  Dominion  as  well  as  by  means  of  the 
distributing  centres  of  the  Union,  throughout  the  Northern  and  Western  States,  bearing 
the  name  and  fame  of  Montreal  all  through  the  vast  Continent. 

THE   OTTAWA    RIVER   NAVIG  \TION   CO. 

The  other  great  waterway,  the  Ottawa  river,  immediately  connecting  the  metropo- 
lis with  the  political  capital,  has  not  been  allowed  to  pass  unutilized.  As  early  as  1845 
a  steamer,  the  "Oldfield,"  belonging  to  Mr.  R.  W.  Shepherd,  plied  between  the  two 
cities,  carrying  inland  whatever  freight  was  consigned  to  merchants  on  the  road,  and  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public.  The  line  was  found  to  be  inadequate  for  the 
ever  growing  trade  and  a  stock  company,  of  which  Mr.  Shepherd  is  the  president,  estab- 
lished a  line  of  large  and  commodious  steamers.  In  1850  the  "Xady  Simpson  "  was 
launched,  and  was  followed  in  1860  by  the  "  Prince  of  Wales,"  which,  on  her  first  trip, 
carried  His  Royal  Highness  to  Ottawa.  The  "Queen  Victoria"  (1861)  and  the 
''Dagmar"  (1865),  together  with  the  large  Clyde  built  iron  steamer,  the  "Peerless" 
(1873),  were  added  to  the  company's  fleet.  She  was  the  largest  vessel  ever  built  for 
Canadian  inland  waters.  In  1885  she  was  destroyed  by  fire  at  the  wharf  of  Montebello. 
The  "Maud,"  "Empress"  and  "Princess,"  passenger  and  market  steamers,  were 
brought  out  within  the  last  10  years.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  country  along  the 
river  banks  is  supplied  with  goods  by  these  steamers.  On  their  return  trip  to  Montreal 
the  boats  of  this  line  take  cargoes  of  cattle  and  agricultural  products  for  transatlantic 
ports. 

Indeed,  so  rapidly  is  the  trade  on  the  Ottawa  River  growing  that  the  Ottawa  River 
Navigation  Company  intend  purchasing  a  number  of  steel  hulls  ;  one  to  replace  the 
"Prince  of  Wales"  has  already  beea  ordered  and  will  enter  service  next  season.         ; 
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THE   merchants'    LINE. 

The  large  fleet  of  the  Merchants'  Line  is  still  another  evidence  of  the  opulence  and 
importance  of  Montreal. 

Dating  as  far  back  as  1836,  the  line  has  been  owned  successively  by  Messrs.  Holden, 
Hooker,  Hooker,  Holden  &  Co.,  Hooker  &  Jaques,  and  finally  by  G.  E.  Jaques,  Tracy 
&  Co. 

From  Chicago  to  Montreal  every  port  of  importance  ig  touched  by  the  steamers 
"Acadia,"  5G9  tons  ;  the  '' AhnaMunro,"  581  tons,  and  the  "Cuba,"  51)9  tons.  Points 
on  Lake  Ontario  are  visited  by  the  "Persia,"  500  tons,  and  the  ''Ocean,"  454  tons,  the 
"  Lake  Ontario,"  of  412  tons,  the  "Lake  Michigan,"  of  440  tons,  and  the  <' Celtic," 
440  tons.  The  "Welshman"  and  the  "  Henry  Bate  "  traverse  the  Rideau  Canal, 
also  !<eveial  other  smaller  craft  visit  ports  along  the  Ottawa  river,  the  llidcau  canal, 
Kingston,  Toronto  and  Hamilton,  St.  Catharines  and  Detroit. 

Immense  amounts  of  salt  are  carried  annually  to  Chicago  by  this  line  ;  also  tin 
plates,  caustic  soda  and  soda  ash  and  liquors  of  all  kinds  from  the  continent  of  Europe 
as  well  as  bottled  ale  from  England,  On  their  way  back  to  Montreal  they  return  heavily 
laden  with  the  fruits  of  the  soil  mostly  from  the  Western  states  of  the  union. 

But  even  with  this  fleet  the  amount  of  trade  that  flows  towards  Montreal  is  fast  out- 
growing the  accommodations,  and  there  has  of  late  years  been  a  want  of  carriers.  This 
deficiency,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  supplied  in  the  near  future. 

TABLE   OF   DISTANCES. 

The  great  lake  and  river  system  of  Canada  has  been  made  continuously  navigable 
for  a  distance  of  2384  statute  miles,  by  a  connecting  chain  of  ten  canals,  comprising  71 1 
miles  of  artificial   navigation.     This   system   extends   from  the   Straits  of  Belle   Isle  to 
Thunder  Bay,  at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior.     The  following  table  of  distances  indicates

MONTREAL'S  CABLE  CONNECTIONS. 

TELEGRAPH  SYSTEM  OF  THE  DOMINION  RUN  BY 

MONTREAL  CAPITAL. 

RAPID  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  TELEPHONE  BUSINESS.       ' 

Montreal  must  necessarily,  from  the  fact  that  it  occupies  the  proud  and  commer- 
cially impregnable  position  at  the  head  of  navigation,  always  be  the  "King  City"  of 
Canada.  Nothing  can  deprive  Montreal  of  this  dignity,  because  it  is  the  result  of  an 
economic  law,  the  working  of  which  is  seen  in  the  neighboring  republic,  where  in  spite 
of  the  growth  of  Western  cities,  New  York  remaiiis  the  commercial  capital  of  the  United 
States.  As  in  the  case  of  the  latter  city,  so  in  that  of  Montreal  the  railways  make  the 
Metropolis  their  objective  point.  Below  is  given  in  as  brief  a  form  as  possible  a  sketch 
of  the  ri?c  of  the  great  lines  of  railway  in  Canada.  How  strenuously  their  managers 
have  endeavored  to  push  their  lines  and  Canadian  trade  interests  with  them  to  the  front 
is  abundantly  evidenced  in  the  sketches  given,  and  how  far  they  have  been  successful  is 
amply  shown  by  the  enormous  expansion  seen  in  the  record  of  the  pioneer  line,  the 
Grand  Trunk  and  the  story  of  the  Pacific  Railway.  The  latter  might  almost  be  taken, 
so  far  as  many  features  in  connection  with  its  construction  are  concerned,  from  the 
"Arabian  Nights."  Thousands  of  miles  of  railway  within  our  borders  are  now  linked 
with  the  hundred  and  forty  thousand  miles  of  rails  in  the  neighboring  Republic.  Further 
links  are  being  constructed,  and  the  lines  from  Caughnawaga  to  Dundee  completed 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  and  the  completed  line  touching  the  State  of  New 
York,  made  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  will  aiford  shipping  facilities  for  the  people 
of  the  western  portions  of  that  State,  which  otherwise  would  utilize  the  system  connect- 
ing with  New  York.  Further  tribute  is  paid  directly  to  Montreal  at  present  by  the 
Delaware  &  Hudson  line,  which  enters  the  city  over  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  tracks, 
giving  connection  with  some  seven  hundred  miles  of  road.  The  Central  Vermont  comes 
in  over  the  same  line,  and  also  gives  hundreds  of  miles  of  direct  traffic  and  connection 
with  important  points.  The  Canadian  Pacific  now  has  its  own  direct  connection  with 
Boston  and  Portland,  and  taps  on  its  way  several  of  the  lines  running  through  the 
E-iStern  States.  In  addition,  Montreal  has  direct  communication  over  the  Intercolonial 
with  Halifax.  So  far  as  transit  is  concerned,  Montreal  is  provided  with  traffic  facilities 
not  enjoyed  by  any  other  city  in  the  Dominion,  and  from  her  railway  depots  merchandise 
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may  be  despatched  and  received  from  all  points  on  the  continent.     Thus  it  is  that  Mont- 
real holds  tho  position  of  the  distributing  centre  of  Canada. 

The  vast  expansion  of  trade  in  this  country  and  the  powerful  influence  of  the  rail- 
ways upon  its  growth  may  be  gauged  by  the  increase  in  their  carrying  capacity.  Tho 
report  for  the  year  1H54  showed  that  the  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  Grand 
Trunk  amounted  to  117,806,  and  tho  tons  of  freight  carried  to  116,571,  the  receipts  being 
in  all  $412,590.  During  the  year  1883-4  the  same  line  carried  six  millions  of  tons  of 
freight  and  five  millions  of  passenger.  .  In  1886  its  freightage  was  nearly  as  large  and 
its  passenger  list  about  tho  same,  its  earnings  being  $14,100,000. 

The  development  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  has  been  as  phenomenal.  In 
1884  the  totnl  earnings  amounted  $5,750,521.  In  1887  tlioy  had  sprung  up  to  $11,606,- 
412.  These  figures  are  a  good  indication  of  the  commercial  development  of  Canada,  a 
development  in  which  Montreal  has  played  one  of  the  most  important  parts. 

TELEGRAPH  AND  TELEPHONE. 

Montreal  can  probably  be  called  the  telegraphic  centre  of  the  Dominion.  From  it 
arid  through  it  run  vast  numbers  of  wires  connecting  the  north  with  the  south,  the  east 
with  the  west  ;  telling  the  furclad  inhabitants  of  Upper  Russia  about  the  beauties  of  the 
soft  balmy  air  of  southern  California,  and  whispering  into  the  astonished  cars  of  tho 
almond  eyed  sons  of  China  messages  from  the  great  manufacturers  and  capitalists  of  the 
United  States.  Occupying  an  advantageous  position  from  a.  geographical  point  of  view, 
it  becomes  the  means  of  communication  between  two  hemispheres,  and  so  great  are  its 
resources  and  facilities  that  no  matter  how  rebellious  the  elements  are,  it  is  always  in 
position  to  connect  any  two  places  on  the  globe  as  was  shown  at  the  time  of  the  last 
blizzard,  when  all  the  direct  lines  between  Chicago  and  New  York  being  down  they 
communicated  by  way  of  Montreal  and  Sydney,  C.B.,  sending  messages  over  a  circuit  of 
1936  miles.     :  'h    •  '  /    .     .    .  •     ., 

A  few  minutes  delay,  a  small  break  in  the  wire  might  cause  no  end  of  confusion, 
while  almost  any  of  the  foreign  messages  that  pass  by  hundreds  daily  through  our  Mont- 
real offices,  say  from  Hong  Kong  to  San  Francisco,  or  Paris  to  Chicago,  if  intercepted 
and  withheld  would  cause  the  gravest  consequences.  But  every  thing  that  human 
hands  can  make  and  human  ingenuity  can  devise,  has  been  done  to  prevent  the  occur- 
renoe  of  anything  of  the  kind.  In  April,  1845,  the  first  public  telegraph  line  in  the 
world  was  opened  for  business  between  Baltimore  and  Washington.  Montreal,  the  first 
city  in  the  Dominion,  could  not  long  remain  idly  looking  on 
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which  science,  through  a  citizen  of  a  neighboring  country,  had  offered  to  the  world,  and 
two  years  later,  in  1847,  the  Montreal  Telegraph  Company  was  organized  with  a  capital 
of  $60,000.  Mr.  Andrew  Shaw  was  elected  president,  and  Mr.  0.  S.Wood,  Prof.  Morse's 
first  pupil,  and  a  brother-in-law  of  Mr.  Ezra  Cornell,  the  founder  of  Cornell  University, 
was  appointed  its  superintendent.  Being  a  man  of  the  highest  character  and  having  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  his  profession,  he  pushed  matters  with  great  energy,  economizing 
at  the  same  time,  and  the  result  was  that  at  the  close  of  the  first  year  of  its  existence, 
1847,  the  Montreal  Telegraph  Company  had  540  miles  of  wire  and  nine  offices  ;  employed 
35  persons  and  had  sent  33,000  messages.  As  usual,  the  first  line  in  Canada  was  regarded 
with  astonishment  and  awe.  People  used  to  stand  outside  the  office  to  r/atch  the  mes- 
sages go,  and  the  wag  who  put  a  pair  of  dirty  boots  on   the  wire  wag  believed  when  he 
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told  tho  gnping  multitude  that  thoy  had  grown  dusty  while  traveling  so  fnst  over  tht; 
wire. 

This  first  compaay  could  hardly  expect  to  keep  tho  field  all  to  itself,  and  it  did  not. 
Numerous  smaller  ventures  both  on  the  part  of  Canadians  and  Americans  sprang  up. 
But  somehow  or  other  they  were  unsuccessful.  They  were  swallowed  up  by  the  Mont- 
real Company  and  tho  diet  seemed  to  suit  its  constitution,  for  it  grew  larger  and  more 
powerful.  In  1851  Sir  Hugh  Allan  became  its  President,  and  thanks  to  his  enlightened 
and  vigorous  policy,  the  business  became  more  and  more  extensive,  and  in  a  single  year, 
when  1321  miles  of  wires  had  been  added,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  despatches  was 
254.366.  In  1868  a  formidable  competitor  arose  in  the  Dominion  Telegraph  Company, 
managed  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Hosmer,  whose  shrewdness,  industry  and  personal  popularity 
made  the  company  worth  buying  out,  and  afterwards  the  two  lines  amalgamated  under 
the  name  of  the  Great  Northwestern  Telegraph  Company,  which  also  controls  the  lines 
of  the  (Jrand  Trunk  system  and  the  Manitoba  Company,  tho  whole  now  under  the  able 
management  ol  Mr.  Angus  Grant.  Its  principal  office  is  in  Montreal  as  is  also  that  of 
its  rival,  the  Canadian  Pacific. 

When  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  resolved  to  start  a  commercial  telegrnph  line, 
care  was  taken  to  secure  the  very  best  telegraphic  material  that  could  be  obtained,  and, 
in  consequence,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Telegraph  Company,  having,  like  the  Great  North- 
western, its  principal  oflice  in  Montreal,  controls  one  of  tho  most  extensive  telegraph 
systems  in  the  world,  managed  by  Mr.  Hosmer,  favorably  known  in  telegraph  circles  all 
over  the  continent.  These  two  companies  make  use  of  no  less  than  ten  cables.  Three 
from  North  Sydney,  C.B.,  to  Heart's  Content,  Newfoundland,  and  thence  to  Valentia, 
Ireland;  one  from  North  Sydney,  C.B.,  to  St.  Pierre,  Miquelon,  thence  to  Brest ;  two 
from  St.  John,  N.B.,  to  Canso,  N.S.,  and  thence  to  Penzance  :  one  from  Halifax  to 
Ballinskollen,  Ireland  ;  one  via  New  York  to  Canso,  N.S.,  St.  Pierre,  Miquelon,  and 
thence  to  Brest;  two  via  New  York  to  Canso,  N.S.,  and  thence  to  Watervillo,  Ireland, 
where  it  connects  with  Weston-Super-Mare,  England.  Tlius  it  seems  as  if  they  could 
never  be  at  a  loss  to  communicate  with  the  continent,  and  if  greatly  pressed,  they  use 
the  new  duplex  and  quadruple  instruments,  by  which  the  capacity  of  the  cables  can  be 
doubled  or  quadrupled  at  will.  As  to  the  reliability  and  usefulness  of  the  cable  system 
it  was  proven  when  Mr.  Stead,  in  London,  and  Mr.  Henry  Norman,  the  Star  correspon- 
dent, at  Vancouver,  conversed  with  each  other  a  few  months  ago.  Canada  is  doubtless 
ahead  in  the  telegraph  business,  it  has  more  offices,  more  wires,  comparatively  spenking, 
and  handles  more  messages  than  any  other  country  on  the  globe,  and  Montreal,  with  it 
two  magnificent  companies,  whose  49,892  miles  of  wire,  supported  by  32,776  miles  of 
poles  draws  news  from  everywhere,  is  the  fit  telegraphic  centre  of  a  progressive  and 
growing  country. 

Montreal's  telephone  system  and  service  is  very  good,  nearly  every  prominent  busi- 
ness firm  and  many  private  citizens  being  provided  with  an  instrument.  Statistics  show 
that  it  has  a  telephone  for  every  100  inhabitants,  which  exceeds  the  service  of  any  other 
large  city  on  the  Continent  of  America. 

In  the  winter  of  1878,  the  year  when  the  Marquis  of  Lome  and  Princess  Louise 
entered  Canada,  the  first  telephone  service  was  used  in  the  Dominion.  The  line  ran 
from  the  Montreal  office  of  the  Montreal  Telegraph  Company  to  Rideau  Hall,  Ottawa,  and 
was  strung  by  Mr.  Angus  Grant,  at  present  Montreal  Superintendent,  who  had  suggested 
a  test  to  Sir  Hugh  Allan.  The  instrument  used  was  the  Edison  telephone,  and  it 
worked  most  satisfactorily  to  the  delight  of  Princess  Louise,  who  was  greatly  amused  at

'  being  able  to  hold  such  »  plain  conversation  with  Sir  Hugh  Allan  at  a  distance  of  some 
130  miles.  This  was  but  a  very  short  time  after  the  telephone  had  come  into  general 
use  in  the  United  States,  and  it  was  not  long  after  this  successful  test  till  the  £ell  Tele- 

i  phono  Company  of  Canada  was  started.  It  has  since  been  generally  adopted,  and  in 
some  places  has  become  a  rival  to  the  telegraph.  The  only  drawback  on  long  distance 
speaking  is  the  number  of  offices  on  the  line  which  oan  only  speak  one  at  a  time,  and 
consequently  no  good  service  can  be  had  on  a  distance  exceeding  225  miles.  As  it  is,  the 
banks  make  considerable  use  of  the  telephone  to  receive  intelligence  from  their  branch 
offices.  Formerly  the  manager  of  the  branch  used  to  send  a  telegram  to  headquarters, 
but  now  a-days  ho  sits  down,  and  with  his  lips  to  the  mouthpiece  and  the  recp'vflr  to  hia 
ear  tolls  the  manager  of  the  bank. 

EVBRYTHING  THAT  HAS  HAPPENED, 

And  is  worth  mentioning.  This  is  one  of  the  strongest  points  of  the  Montreal  exchange. 
Outside  of  its  city  connections,  which  arc  made  through  the  medium  of  cables  with  from  50 
to  100  distinct  wires  each,  and  of  which  there  are  600  miles,  they  make  use  of  5000  miles 
of  wire.  There  are  eight  wires  running  to  Toronto  and  Hamilton,  three  to  London,  two 
to  Sarniaaud  Detroit,  two  to  Buffalo,  two  to  Niagara  and  many  others. 

The  plant  and  instruments  of  a  telephone  company  are  somewhat  expensive,  as  is 
Bhown  in  this  city.  The  first  operating  station  was  on  St.  John,  near  Notre  Dame  street, 
and  its  plant  cost  $10,000.  The  place  becoming  too  small,  the  operating  department  was 
removed  to  the  corner  of  Notre  Dame  and  St.  Francois  Xavier  streets,  where  new  plant 
was  put  in  at  a  coat  of  $40,000.  Here  overything  is  to  be  found  that  can  promote  quick 
and  satisfactory  work,  and  thirty-five  girls  are  oonstantly  employed  to  attend  to  the  wants 
of  the  subscribers.  A  great  many  people  do  not  understand  the  working  of  the  telephone 
at  all,  and  it  is  not  strange  to  see  men  standing  in  front  of  an  instrument  and  shaking 
their  fist  at  it  in  impotent  rage,  because  they  do  not  receive  a  reply  quick  enough,  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  delay  is  usually  caused  by  the  party  at  the  other  end  of  the 
line  and  not  by  any  fault  of  the  operator.  What  makes  the  telephone  business  so  expen- 
eive  is  the  continuous  depreciation  in  the  value  of  its  material,  there  being  not  an 
instrument  or  part  of  an  instrument  that  can  be  used  four  years  without  renovation  with 
the  exception  of  the  hard  rubber  receiver,  which  does  not  wear  out  by  the  constant 
generation  of  electricity. 

The  company  has  a  repair  department  near  its  principal  operating  rooms' where  small 
repairs  can  he

while  those  that  involve  new  parts  to  an  instrument  are  taken  care  of  in  the  workshops 
•  on  Craig  street,  near  St.  George.  Here  everything  pertaining  to  a  telephone  is  made, 
from  the  silk  covered  wire  to  the  provoking  little  bell.  The  machinery  which  turns  ou| 
the  different  parts  of  the  instrument  works  so  accurately  that  no  matter  what  instrument 
is  selected  the  piece  always  fitfj  in  its  right  place.  In  this  department  65  men  are 
employed,  while  in  this  city  42  female  operators  are  engaged,  besides  some  56  men  for 
various  duties,  such  as  those  of  inspector,  linemCn  and  others.  The  greatest  enemy  that* 
the  company  has  to  contend  with  is  cold  rough  weather,  and  a  severe  sleet  storm  often 
causes  a  loss  of  several  thousand  dollars.  Another  foe  is  lightning,  but  by  means  of  the 
newest  lightning  arrester  now  in  use,  its  powers  for  evil  are  8om«what  curtailed.  It  can 
only  enter  the  operatinjj  room  as  far  as  the  arrester,  where  it  meets  a  wire  as  thin  as  a 
hair  which  burns  away  under  its  influence  and  leaves  a  gap. which  it  cannot  oross.   These^ 
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minute  wires  are  all  numbered,  atld  the  itispeotor,  who  by  constant  uoe  knows  most  of  th« 
numbers  by  heart,  can  see  at  a  glance  which  wire  was  touohed,  and  can,  if  ho  thinks  it 
necessary,  immediately  send  a  man  to  see  if  it  is  broken,  or  if  the  instrument,  which  is  the 
terminus  of  that  particular  wire,  has  suffered  any  dtur  age.  It  is  worth  one's  while  to  go 
through  the  operating  rooms,  and,  starting  on  the  roof,  where  the  cables  and  single  wires 
from  all  parts  of  the  city  come  in,  supported  by  heavy  wooden  frame  works,  follow  them 
down  to  where

with  the  receiver  fastened  to  the  ear  by  means  of  a  little  contrivance  made  of  light  steel 
bands  and  called  by  courtesy  a  cap,  are  making  connections,  answering  questions,  explain- 
ing the  absence  of  certaih  parties  who  are  wanted  or  denying  accusations  of  negligence, 
which  people  are. so  apt  to  bring  against  them  when  a  ring  is  not  immediately  answered. 
In  the  middle  of  the  room  behind  the  operators  stands  the  manager's  table,  which  con- 
tains a  most  treacherous  little  instrument  by  means  of  which  she  can  hear  everything  the 
operators  are  saying,  no  matter  how  low  they  whisper,  and  thus  prevent  unnecssary  talk, 
flirtation  and  other  little  vagaries  to  which  young  ladies  are  addicted.  One  of  the 
expensive  items  in  the  telephone  business  is  the  number  of  poles  used  to  carry  the  lines ; 
not  that  the  price  of  the  bare  wood  is  so  enormous,  but  the  labor  and  finish  of  them  cost 
more  than  is  imagined,  and  the  erection  of  each  pole  causes  on  an  average  an  entry  on  the 
■wrong  side  of  the  ledger  of  $20.  For  stores  and  repairs  about  $5000  is  expended  -.  very 
year,  and  salaries  swallow  up  about  $45,000.  People  seem  to  become  more  and  more 
convinced  of  the  fact  that  a  telephone,  which  some  fifteen  years  ago  was  not  even  thought 
of,  is  an  absolute  neoeasity  for  the  Huccessful  carrying  on  of  business.

THREE  THOUSAND  MILES  OF  RAILWAYS. 

How  MONTREAL  BECAME  THE  RAILWAY  CENTRE  OF

ITS  VICTORY  OVER  THE  VANDEBBILTS  IN  ENTERING  CHICAGO. 

.:  The  operations  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  and  th«  trade  and  commefccof  Montreal 
(ure  so  intimately  connected  that  a  history  of  the  one  to  a  great  e«tent  involvts  that  of  thf 
other.  The  eonstructioo  of  that  line  has  wonderfully  developed  the  resources  of  tBr0 
Dominion,,  and  ha«  d<in«  v«vy  much  for  the  growth  and  the  prosperity  of  MoutreaU    It 
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was  the  flrlind  Trahfc  fhrtt  maile  this  city  the  great  railway  centre  of*  the  Dominion  nc 
woll  as  its  powerful  shipping  port,  and  enabled  it  to  maintain  its  iuporiortiy  among  the 
cities  of  Canada  which  it  Had  attained  at  an  early  period  of  its  history. 

It  was  chiefly  due  to  the  encouragememt  offered  by  the  Act  of  the  old  Parliament  of 
Canada  passed  in  1848,  which  held  out  certain  indncements  to  railways,  that  the  scheme 
which  to-day  has  developed  into  the  G-rand  Trunk  systeili  was  initiated  and  the  first  steps 
taken  to  float  the  great  undertaking.     Previously  the  people  had  been  content  to  jog  along 
as  they  best  could.     The  frontier  water  way  was,  in  conjunction  with  the  old  toll  roads, 
deemed  sufficient,  and  it  may  seem  strange  to  bo  told  that  a  leading  engineer  of  the  present 
day,  who  was,  in  the  early  period  of  the  road,  by  no  ujcans  in  his  "green  and  salad  days," 
argued  that   the  existing  roads  of  Canada  were  sufficient  for  her  use  for  forty  years  to 
come,  and  that  a  railway  would  be  wholly  superfluous.     Fortunately,  others  wore  more 
enterprising  and  less  pessimistic,  and  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1849,  during  the  Oovorn- 
mcnt  of  the  Earl  of  Elgin,  was  the  signal  for  the  commencement  of  the  Great  Western 
Railway,  now  apart  of  the  Grand  Trunk,  the  Northern,  and  the  first  link  of  the  present 
Grand  Trunk  system,  known  as  the  St.  Lawrence  &  Atlantic  Railway,  from  Longueuil  to 
Island  Pond.     Almost  immediately  after,  namely,  in  the  year  1851,  an  Act  was  passed, 
providing  for  the  charter  of  a  Trunk  line  throughout  the  provinces.     The  vast  issues 
depending  on  the  building  of  the  road,  and  the  immense  benefits  which,  it  was  evident, 
the  accomplishment  of  the  scheme  would  confer  on  the  country,  caused  the  project  to  be 
widely  supported  by  the  entire  conimunity.     Its  claims  to  public  support  were  pressed 
•  upon  the  Administration  of  the  day  with  such  effect  that  the  Government  offered  many 
concessions,  and,  what  was  at  the  raomentof  more  importance,  some  substantial  assistance. 
Upon  the  strength  of  this  the  prospectus  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada  was 
issued  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1853.     It  announced   that  the  projected  line  would  be 
capitalized  to  the  extent  of  ten  million  sterling,  and  that  nearly  a  thousand  miles  of  road 
was  to  be  built.     In  addition  to  completing  the  road  by  giving  it  an  outlet  on  the  sea- 
board, the  track  of  the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  Road,  one  hundred  and  forty-eight 
miles  through  Maine  to  Portland,  was  to  be  acquired.     The  sections  in  progress  under 
the  Act  at  the  time  were  as  follows :  Grand  Trunk  of  Canada,   142  miles  ;  Quebec  A 
Richmond,  96  miles;  St.  Lawretide  «fe  Atlantic,   144  mi lefei;  Grand  Junction,  50  miles j

of  which  a  feWcotJl(6s  afe'Still  to  be  seen,  shows  the  following  list  of  Directors  :  President',' 
the  Hon.  John  Ross,  Solicitor-General ;  Hon.  Francis  Hincks,  Inspector-General;  Hon.' 
E.  P.  Tach^,  Receiver- General ;  Hon.  J.  Morris,  Postmaster-General ;  Hon.  Mr.  Cameron, 
President  of  the  Courteil ;  Hon.  R.  E.  Carbh,  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council.  Mr. 
Thomits  Baring,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  G.  C.  Glynn,  M.P.,  were  the  agentu  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec  ahd'direotb'rs  of  the  proposed  compahy  on  behalf  of  tlie  Canadian  Gov'ernment  in 
England  ;  the  raanaglng-dirtctor  was  Sir  C.  P.  Roney,  with  Mr.  S.  B.  Biggar  as  the 
general  mahager,  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Ross,  chief  en'gineer.  The  prospectus  Wits  an  enticing 
orte;  it  seeibed  as  if  the  undei-taklng  was  bound  to  coin  money.  The  vastness  of  the 
country  which  the  line  was  to  tap  and  the  diversity  of  its  products  bade  fair  to  jifford  an  ' 
endless  traffic,  and  the  promoters  naturally  paihted  their  project  in' colors  of  the  most 
radiant  hUe.  Mdriey  Was  ple'iltiful  in  England,  aridgood  investments  Were  ata  premiuifa. 
As  a  result  the  st'ock  list  was  filled  by  hundreds  of  people  who  trahsfert^d  their  all  from 
investrlients  which  pai'd  smiill  interest,  in  the  confideht  expectatioh  of  r^ajiing  tenfold  by 
the  vast  transatlantic  sdlheme.     Thie  promoters  speedily  had  ainple  funds  at  their  disposal, 
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und  an  array  of  laborers  were  soon  at  work,  and  the  construction  waa  pushed  on  with  such 
vigor  that  the  rapid  progress  enabled  traffic  to  go  on  over  sections  of  the  road  in  a  very 
brief  period.  In  1853  a  road  was  open  between  this  city  and  Portland.  The  following 
year  witnessed  the  completion  of  the  road  between  Richmond  and  Quebec,  and  two  years 
later  the  first  train  ran  through  from  Montreal  to  Toronto,  the  event  being  duly  marked 
by  "joyful  ceremonies,"  as  a  journal  of  the  period  notes.  It  was  fitting  that  this  should 
have  been,  for  the  event  marked  an  epoch,  not  only  in  the  commercial,  but  the  social 
history  of  Canada.     The  building  of  this  great  line  waa  also  marked  by  the  most     ,  ,

of  the  period — the  construction  of  the  Victoria  Bridge.  It  was  early  made  evident  that 
it  was  out  of  the  question  that  so  serious  a  gap  as  the  St.  Lawrence  could  break  the 
continuity  of  the  line  of  railway,  and  gigantic  as  the  proposition  wos,  and  quixotic  as  it 
seems  to  have  been  considered  by  very  many,  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the 
mighty  river  of  the  North  was  determined  upon.  The  man  to  whom  the  daring  attempt 
was  entrusted  was  himi?elf  a  giant  in  his  art  and  worthy  of  his  task,  and  Montreal  may 
feci  proud  in  having  at  her  doors  the  greatest  of  the  works  of  Robert  Stephenson  and  one 
of  the  engineering  wonders  of  the  world.  The  forces  of  nature  in  their  most  mighty 
aspects  were  boldly  faced  by  the  master  mind  of  the  engineer,  and  stand  impotent  before 
the  granite  and  iron  outcome  of  his  deliberative  genius.  Largely  is  it  due  to  this  mar 
velous  piece  of  work  that  we  are  able  to-day  to  appropriately  refer  to  Montreal  as  a 
distributing  centre.  The  history  of  the  Victoria  Bridge  has  been  written  at  length  more 
than  once,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  say  more  of  it  at  the  present  than  that  it  cost  betweea 
$7  000,000  and  $8,000,000  ;  that  it  is  about  two  miles  longj  that  the  first  passenger  train 
crossed  in  December,  1859,  and  that  the  year  following,  the  Prince  of  Wales  formally 
opened  it  with  ceremonies  yet  in  the  recollection  of  a  large  number  of  our  citizens. 

The  line  when  it  was  so  opened  may  be  said  to  have  consisted  of  one  thousand  miles 
—strictly  a  hundred  miles  more — and  its  growth  has  since  been  steady  and  persistent. 
At  present  its  records  show  a  mileage  of  1550  miles,  but,  in  addition,  it  has  leased  and

A   .  ■'   •  v-    ,u   .  ;.   .'■<,.,;     :i 
Negotiations  are  in  progress   for    the  securing  of  other  acquisitions.     It  need  hardly  be 
said    as  the  fact  is  unluckily  too  notorious  aed  has  been  the  subject  of  most  acrimonious 
writing  and  discussion,  that  the  line  did  not  at  first  realize  the  bright  anticipations  which 
had  been  indulged  in  by  those  who  built  it.     The  enormous  and  certainly  extravagant 
outlay  on  construction,  and  various  economic  causes  which  militated  against  the  success 
of  the  road,  made  the  prospects  of  the  shareholders  very  dark.     The  report  of  the  com-, 
mission  appointed    by  the   Goverrment  to  investigate  the  matter  is  to  be  seen  in   the, 
Parliamentary  papers  by  any  one  desirous  of  going  deeper  into  the  subject.      The  debtor  , 
and  creditor  sides  on  the  ledger  of  the  line  were  discouraging.     At  this  dark  moment  Mr. 
€.  J.  Brydges  took  charge  of  the  line.     He  seemed  th^  right  man  for  the  position  and, 
though  made  the  object  of  most  jurious  vituperation  by  enemies  of  th,e    institution,  ' 
worked  steadily  and  well  to  advance  the  interests  of  his  trust.     He  saw  that  want  of ,_ 
connections  was,  notwithstanding  the  magnitude  of  the  line,  a  weak  point,  and  it  is  due 
to  his  determination  that  the  great  Canadian  line  now  touches,  as  a  part  aln>ost  of  its  own 
system,  New   York,  Chicago,  and  the  principal   commercial  points  in  the  north  of  the  , 
United  States.  Mr.  Brydges'  name  will  always  be  bound  closely  with  the  advances  towards    • 
prosperity  made  by  the  Grand  Trunk.

The 
(Icinaud  wa.s  miulo  on  the  ground  that  the  aid  granted  by  the  Act  of  1849  had  not  boon 
fairly  or  proportionately  expended,  90  far  an  the  Grand  Trunk  route  was  concerned,  that 
it  had  already  done  marvels  for  the  country,  and  that  it  had  especial  claims  on  the 
Government  which  had  really  done  a  great  deal  to  enooarago  its  construction,  and  in  fact 
had  practically  ofRoially  endorsed  as  the  first  directorate  indicated.     In  187-1

was  effected,  Mr.  Brydges  beeing  succeeded  by  Mr.  .Joseph  Hickson.  Shortly  after  the 
latter  gentleman's  assumption  of  office  the  gauge  of  road  wits  changed  throughout  so  as  to 
bring  it  info  harmony  with  the  lines  in  the  United  States.  This  was  necessarily  a  cog;ly 
matter,  as  steel  rails  were  also  adopted,  but  from  a  business  point  of  view  the  advanta^-os 
of  the  change  were  very  great.  At  the  commencement  of  the  present  decade  dividends 
were  paid  in  full  on  the  first  and  second  preference  stock  and  in  part  upon  the  third. 
The  Great  Western  Railway  from  Niagara  to  Detroit,  with  a  link  running  to  Toronto, 
has  been  acquired,  adding  a  total  mileage  to  the  sy.stera  of  one  thousand  miles.  Of  the  earn- 
ings it  was  determined  to  give  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  net  earnings  to  the  Grand  Trunk 
and  thirty  to  the  Western.  In  the  year  1879  the  Government  took  over  the  Riviilre  du 
Loup  section,  and  with  the  funds  a  great  deal  was  added  to  the  western  portion  of  the 
line,  and  direct  communication  was  effected  with  Chicago  in  the  face  of  the  most  obstinate 
opposition  by  some  of  the  most  wealthy  capitalists  and  railway  men  of  the  United  States. 
The  Chicago  and  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  which  connects  the  syretem  with  Chicago,  is  under 
the  management  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Spicer,  for  many  years  the  General  Superintendent  of  the 
G.  T.  R.,  and  rjght-hand  man  of  Mr.  Hickson,  in  Montreal.  Since  his  appointment  to 
the  General  Managership  of  the  C.  &  G.  T.  Mr.  Spicer  has  had  many  flattering  offers  from 
American  roads,  but  hjis  remained  loyal  to  the  great  syBtem  whose  service  ho  left  England 
to  enter  upon.  Both  the  Vunderbilt  and  Gould  systems  opposed  Mr.  Hickson's  efforts  to 
the  utmost,  but  be  finally  succeeded  in  attaining  his  object,  and  his  conduct  of  the  nego- 
tiations has  always  been  regarded  as  a  masterpiece  of  railway  zeal  and  enterprise.

THE    NORTHERN    RAILWAY"  SYSTEM 

has  lately  been  obtained  by  the  company,  giving  further  connections  on  Lake  Huron  and 
elsewhere.  The  mileage  is  about  450.  The  connections  of  the  line  have  latterly  been  still 
further  increased  by  the  construction  of  a  line  from  Fort  Covington  toMassena  Springs  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  a  distance  of  some  twenty-five  miles.  This  gives  the  line  a  con- 
nection with  a  large  system  of  railways  in  the  State  of  New  York,  the  Rome,  Watertown 
and  Ogdensburg  in  particular.  A  new  communication  with  the  west  is  by  this  obtained. 
Another  link  from  Beauharnois  to  Valleyfield  is  of  use  as  a  feeder. 

The  commercial  advance  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and  the  increasing  demands  made  upon 
its  resources  necessitate  the  double  tracking  of  the  line  throughout  its  entire  length,  and 
this  work  is  being  proceeded  with  as  the  finances  of  the  company  render  it  possible,  some 
sections  being  already  completed. 

The  Board  of  Direction  is  composed  as  follows:  President,  Sir  H.  W.  Tyler,  M.  1'., 
Lord  Claud  Hamilton,  M.P.,  Messrs.  Robert  Young,  Robert  Gillepsie,  W.  N.  Heggate, 
James  Charles,  John  Mainham,  Major  A.  G.  Dickson,  M.P. 

The  workshops  usually  absorb  2000  men  in  Montreal,  800  or  so  in  Hamilton,  400  in 
London  and  Stratford,  severally,  300  in  Brantford,  250  in  Fort  Gratiot,  100  in  Gorham, 
and  a  small  force  in  Portland,  more  or  less  as  required.

The  company  has  completed  the  construction  of  a  very  fine  depot  on  the  site  of  the 
old  one,  St.  James  street.  This  is  a  buildiijg  qf  reqaarHably  fine  architectural  design, 
pointing  eastward  and  exjtending  bao^  to  tbe  portion  of  the  depot  into  which  the 
trains  will  run.  The  building  is  two  stories  high  and  is  \^\i\\i  of  red  brick  faoed 
with  white  stoqe  su/mounted  by  a  Afansard:  roof.  Three  handsome  towers,  north, 
centre  and  south,  one  containing  a  clock,  give  an  ifl^ppaing  finish  to  thp  bpilding,  which 
is  designed  wUh  sp^qiaj  regard  to  the  ne^ds  of  the  passengers  who  enjter  it.  A  covered 
way  for  carriages  will  be  provided,  ai)d  the  w^aitfpg  roopis  elaborately  finished  and  so 
arranged  as  to  provide  tb<o  maximum  of  pomfoi;t  for  tbo^e  using  theqa.

To  Montreal  and  her  prominent  citizens  Canada  and  the  world's  commerce  is 
indebted  for  that  "eighth  wonder  of  the  world,"  and  greatest  railway  triumph  of  th,e 
age — the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  To  whom  may  be  attributed  the  honor  of  having 
originated  the  idea  of  a  transcontinental  route  across  Canada  as  is  now  witnessed  in  this 
railway  is  not  very  clear.  IVJany  claim  the  credit,  but  tjhe  first  person  to  make  a  serious 
proposition  to  the  Government  foi*  its  construction  appea,rs  to  have  been  the  late  Mr. 
Waddington,  an  engineer  of  considerable  skill,  and  '^  brother  of  the  soip.etime  minister 
of  education  in  France.  The  necessity  for  such  a  connecting  Ijink  between  the  E»ist  and 
West,  forming  also  a  chain  to  bind  together  the  scattered  provinces  and  to  give  com- 
munication with  the  almost  inaccessible  region  of  the  Northwest,  was  naturally  self 
evident.  Nearly  half  a  century  ago  an  ojd  pioneer  in  tb^  G9U(r^ty  of  York,  O^it.,  wrot^, 
with  almost  prophetic  force,  of  the  future  '*  Unity  of  !^it^h  Nor4,h  Amjerica."

The  admission  of  British  Columbia  into  the  Confederation  in  1871,  with  a  condition 
that  such  a  railway  was  to  be  built,  caused  the  scheme  proposed  by  Mr.  Waddington  to 
be  considered  by  the  Govecnment  after  a  lengthy  interview  with  Sir  John  Macdonald. 

The  practicability  of  the  scheme  was  doubted  by  many  and  as  earnestly  championed 
by  others.  There  was,  howeyer,  an  eager  competition  for  the  privilege  of  constructing 
the  road.  At  the  outset  it  was  not  designed  to  make  the  undertaking  purely  and  simply 
a  Governmental  work,  but  liberal  assistance  in  money  and  land  was  promised.  Two  com- 
panies were  successively  formed,  but  they  expired  without  advaqcing  the  line  an  inch. 
A  third,  headed  by  the  late  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  was  formed  and  empowered  to  construct  the 
lipe  from  Lake  Nipissing  to  the  Pacific.  To  this  enterprise  the  sum  of  $30,000,000  and 
60,000,000  acres  of  land  were  granted  by  the  administration.  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  with  that 
keen  business  foresight  wliicb  wjis  his  strong  characteristic,  accurately  gauged  the  vast 
importance  from  a  commercial  point  of  view  of  the  opps.truction  of  the  line,  and  seeing

would  be  afforded  to  his  splendid  fleet  of  steamers,  bent  much  of  his  indomitable  energy 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  project.  There  was  a  strong  opposition  to  the  scheme  both 
in  and  out  of  Parliament.  The  agitation  caused  by  the  Pacific  scandal  proved  effective 
enough  to  put  out  of  power  the  then  Cabinet  headed  by  Sir  John  Macdonald. 

The  agreements  with  British  Columbia  in  the  first  instance  promised  that  the  road 
should  be  completed  in  ten  years,  but  it  very  soon  became  evident  that  this  could  not  be 
done.  The  company  of  which  Sir  Hugh  Allan  was  president  gave  up  the  charter.  The 
British  Columbians  began  to  complain  of  bad  faith  and  the  new  government,  led  by  Mr. 
Mackenzie,  had  to  take  measures  to  satisfy  them  and  to  do  something  towards  the  con- 
struction of  the  road.  An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Pacific  province  by  means  of 
which  the  time  of  the  building  of  the  road  was  extended,  the  year  1891  being  named. 
IJhe  progress  of  the  railway  during  the  years  1872-80  was  not  very  rapid.  It  was  well 
known  at  the  time  that  the  survey  was  pushed  on  under  Mr.  Sandford  Fleming,  but  the 
difficulties  reported  seemed  very  great,  and  caused  Mr,  Mackenzie  on  one  occasion  in  the 
House  of  Commons  to  state  that  all  the  resources  of  the  British  Government  would  not 
construct  the  lino  in  ten  years.  A  beginning  was,  however,  made.  A  line  was  con- 
atructod  from  Winnipeg  to  the  United  States  boundary,  and  sections  of  the  road  between 
£)or,t  William  on  Lake  Superior  and  Manitoba  were  comuienced.

and  in  1880  a  new  and  radical  change  was  made  in  the  Canadian  Paoific  Railway  policy. 
A  new  company  was  formed  and  an  agreement  entered  into  with  tbe  Government  by 
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means  of  which  the  syndicate,  as  it  was  called,  was  to  receive  as  a  gift  the  completed 
lines  of  which  some  711  miles  in  all  were  under  construction  east  of  the  Mountains  and 
83  miles  from  Port  Moody  and  Yale.  In  addition  to  this  the  Government  granted  Ihe 
company  $25,000,000  and  25,000,000  acres  of  land.  On  the  part  of  the  company,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  line  should  be  completed  by  the  first  of  May,  1891.  The  agreement  was 
not  strictly  observed,  for  the  construction  was  pushed  forward  in  a  most  remarkable 
manner,  and  on  the  7th  of  November,  1885,  three  months  short  of  five  years  from  the 
signing  of  the  agreement,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  was  an  accomplished  fact,  and 
through  traffic  from  Quebec  to  the  Pacific  coast  made  practicable. 

The  construction  of  the  road  involved  great  expenditure,  the  difficulties  confronting 
the  engineers  were  imposing,  especially  was  this  the  case  on  the  Lake  Superior  section, 
where  the  :.'ock  cutting  and  tunnelling  necessitated  enormous  labor  and  an  outlay  of  very 
great  sums  of  money.  This  was  the  most  costly  portion  of  the  line,  and  as  a  channel  of 
probable  traffic  for  some  time  at  least  necessarily  the  most  unprofitable.  From  $600,000 
to  $700,000  per  mile  was  expended  on  this  section.  The  sections  in  the  Rockies  were 
also  costly,  averaging  $370,000  a  mile.  The  company  has  also  in  connection  with  its 
service  a  system  of  steamers  running  between  Vancouver,  Yokohama  and  Japan.  In  the 
words  of  the  Premier  of  the  Dominion,  Hong  Kong  may  be  considered  the  terminus  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Connection  is  also  held  by  the  line  with  Boston,  thus 
giving  it  an  outlet  on  the  Atlantic.  A  charter  has  been  obtained  during  the  recent 
serson  of  Parliament  for  a  line  of  railway  to  be  constructed  between  Canghnawaga  and 
the  State  of  New  York,  touching  Beauharnois,  Valleyfield  and  crossing  the  international 
line  near  Dundee,  and  forming  a  connection  with  the  very  extended  and  complicated 
system  of  railways  that  has  its  ramilications  in  the  State. 

The  first  "  through  "  train  left  Montreal  on  the  2nd  of  November,  and  the  occasion 
was  fitly  observed  as  one  of  general  importance.  The  line  had  during  the  time  inter- 
vening between  the  signing  of  the  agreement  with  the  Government  been  progressing  in 
various  ways.  In  addition  to  the  main  line  more  than  1000  miles  of  branches  had  been 
aoqaired  or  built,  and  the  stock  issued  raised  to  $65,000,000.  A  line  of  Clyde  built 
steamers  was  also  placed  on  Lake  Superior.  In  brief,  the  completion  of  this  great  work 
gives  Canada  possession  of  a  line  of  railway  from  Quebec  to  Vancouver,  3,077  miles  in 
length,  366  miles  shorter  than  any  road  connecting  San  Francisco  and  New  York.  From 
Liverpool  to  Vancouver  the  distance  is  5,761  miles  by  the  Canadian  Pacific,  and  from 
the  first  named  port  to  San  Francisco,  by  New  York,  6,401  miles,  thus  giving  the  Cana- 
dian route  an  advantage  of  640  miles.  Two-thirds  of  the  route  are  in  charge  of  one 
company  ;  the  whole  is  in  British  territory,  and  the  line  constitutes  the  only  real        ,, >,

in  the  world.  The  "lines"  crossing  the  United  States  are  merely  a  succession  of 
links. 

The  officers  of  the  company  are  :  President,  Sir  George  Stephen,  Bart.  ;  Vice-Pre- 
sident and  General  Manager,  W.  C.  Van  Home,  who  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  guiding 
spirit  in  the  grand  undertaking,  whose  complete  confidence  in  the  future  of  Canada  and 
of  the  ultimate  success  of  Canada's  transcontinental  rond  has  never  for  a  moment  flagged. 
Mr.  C.  Drinkwater,  for  many  years  assistant  to  Mr.  Hickson,  of  the  G.T.R.,  is  Secretary.: 
while  Mr.  Van  Home  has  for  Assistant  Manager  Mr.  T.  G.  Shaughnessy,  whose  push 
and  enterprise,  coupled  with  his  extended  experience  in  matters  of  detail  have  proved 
him  an  invaluable  help  to  the  Vice-president.  Mr.  George  Olds,  the  Traffic  Manager, 
iind  Mr.  Lucius  Tuttle,  Passenger  Traffic  Manager,  were  both  well  known  in  the  railway 
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world  of  the  United  States  before  they  came  here,  and  have  done  good  work  in  building 
up  the  business  of  the  road.  The  other  officers  are  :  Comptroller,  I.  G.  Ogden  ;  Trea- 
surer, W.  Sutherland  Taylor ;  General  Superintendent  Ontario  and  Atlantic  division, 
T.  A.  Mackinnon  ;  General  Superintendent  Eastern  division,  C.  W.Spencer  j  General 
Superintendent  Western  divisipn,  W.  Whyte  j  General  Superintendent  Pacific  division, 
Harry  Abbott  j  General  Freight  and  Passenger  Agent  Western  and  Pacific  division,  R. 
Kerr ;  Generul  Passenger  Agent  Ontario  and  Atlantic  division,  D.  McNichol. 

Another  line  of  railway  of  great  importance  to  Montreal  must  be  described,  which 
may  be  termed  second  in  importance  to  the  main  line  of  the  C.  P.  R,  itself.  The  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  route  starts  from  Sudbury  Junction,  proceeding  to  the  bridge  at  the  "Soo  " 
via  Aigoma  Mills.  A  line  bad  been  made  in  1882  as  far  as  the  Mills  as  an  eastern  port 
of  the  C.  P.  R.  steamers.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  money  spent  on  a  pier  and  a  hotel  of 
some  size  was  projected,  but  Qircumstances  arose  which  prevented  the  projected  port 
being  made  the  use  of  for  which  it  was  intended,  though  it  may  yet  be  made  available  in 
the  future.  A  year  and  a  half  ago  the  work  of  extending  the  road  was  continued,  and  it 
was  completed  aboit  the  commencement  of  the  present  year.  The  line  will  afford  facili- 
ties for  much  local  trade,  as  it  taps  a  portion  of  country  which  is  very  fertile  and  has 
a  very  fair  settlement.  The  Great  Manitoulin,  St.  Joseph's  Island  and  other  sections  are 
of  a  very  high  class  of  agricultural  land,  and  the  line,  will  doubtless  bo  a  spur  to  those 
who  are  interested  in  the  very  rich  mining  districts  which  it  taps.  The  road  is  con- 
structed on  the  same  liberal  and  thorough  scale  as  the  main  line.  The  heaviest  and  best 
steel  rails  have  been  laid  down,  the  plans  having  been  so  drawn  as  to  make  the  gradients 
as  easy  as  possible  and  the  curves  extended.  The  ballasting  is  particularly  good  and  one 
of  the  engineers,  jin  conversation,  stated  that  this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  an  enor- 
mous quantity  of  crushed  quartz,  the  refuse  of  a  deserted  copper  mine  at  Bruce  mines, 
was  ready  to  hand  and  formed  a  specially  fine  ballast.  The  bridge  over  the  St.  Mary's 
river  is  a  splendid  piece  of  work.     Mr.  J.  W.  MofiFatt,  C  E.,  of  Lachine,  made  the    ,;.;,,, 
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and  the  masonry  was  constructed  by  Mr.  R.  G.  Reid  of  the  same  place,  the  ironwork  6f 
the  main  bridge  being  constructed  by  the  Dominion  Bridge  Co.,  and  the  Draw  by  the 
Detroit  Bridge  Co.  Mr.  G.  H.  Massey  was  the  chief  engineer.  The  main  bridge  has  ten 
spans,  each  of  242  feet  in  length  and  250  tons  in  weight.  The  "  Draw  "  is  very  large, 
weighing  over  300  tons  and  being  396  feet  in  length.  The  entire  length  of  the  bridge  is, 
including  certain  trestling  on  the  Canadian  side,  one  mile  and  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feot.  It  cost  $50  0,000.  This  important  line  was  fitly  inaugurated  on  Jan.  8  and  9  of  the 
present  year  by  the  passage  of  what  was  known  as  the  "great  flour  train  "  from  Min- 
neapolis, an  event  duly  noted  in  the  press  of  the  city  at  the  time.  It  consisted  of  99 
cars  with  14,820  barrels  of  flour  on  board,  all  of  which  passed  to  the  sea  over  the  new 
road.  The  importance  of  this  link  to  Montreal  trade  may  be  realized  by  the  considera- 
tion of  the  following  statement  of  distances.  Minneapolis,  the  great  milling  depot  of  the 
west,  manufactured  last  year  more  than  six  millions  of  barrels  of  flour,  of  which  nearly 
three  millions  went  to  England.  How  this  route  will  bear  on  the  shipping  of  our  port 
may  be  easily  realized.  Minneapolis  to  Liverpool  vid  Chicago  is  4413  miles,  and  vid  the 
Soo  and  Montreal  only  3900,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  export  of  this  section  of  the  west 
should  find  its  way  to  this  port.  A  saving  of  forty  miles  is  also  eflfected  by  the  line 
between  Minneapolis  and  Boston.  The  Sault  route  may  confidently  be  looked  to  as  one 
of  the  chief  elements  in  the  gradual  increase  of  Montreal's  grain  and  other  exports  from 
the  Western  States.

One  of  the  leading  features  in  connection  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railwny  is  the 
magnificent  depot  now  completed  on  Windsor,  Osborne  and  Donogani  streets,  called  the 
New  Bonavonture,  as  distinguished  from  the  Bonaventure.  On  the  first-named  street 
U  will  have  a  frontq,ge  of  200  feet,  extending  from  Osborne  to  Donogani  streets.  This 
is  one  of  the  finest  railway  stations  on  the  continent.  The  waiting  rooms  front  on 
Windsor  street,  but  level  with  Osborne  street.  The  train  hous,e  is  ninety  feet  wide  and 
five  hundred  in  length-  The  tracks  on  which  the  trains  enter  the  station  are  18  feet  over 
the  level  of  Donegaini  and  Windsor  streets.  The  principal  entrance  is  on  Donegani, 
where  a  long  and  commodious  carriage  way  will  be  roofed  in.  On  the  corner  of  Dor.egani 
,t|,nd  Windsor  streets  a  magnificent  tower  is  built,  ninety  feet  on  the  front  of  Wind- 
sor and  seventeen  feet  on  Donegani  street,  and  rising  to  an  altitude  of  204  feet.     Six 

stories  of  this  tower  are  utilized  for  offices  and  four  others  in  the  Osborne  street  wing. 
This  affords  accommodation  for  the  head-quarter  offices  of  the  company.  The  struc- 
%}iTo  is  built  of  Scottish  stone  in  the  style  of  architecture  generally  known  as 
"  Scottish  masonry,"  imposing  in  style,  but  simple.  Kitchens,  dining  rooms  and  quar- 
ters fitted  up  specially  for  immigrants  are  in  the  building,  and  the  station  is  an 
oi:nament  to  the  city,  and  a  fitting  terminus  for  so  great  a  line  in  so  great  a  city.  It  has 
been  the  aim  of  the  company  to  make  it  such,  and  it  has  succeeded,  as  the  plans  were 
faithfully  carried  out.  The  tracks  run  out  of  the  city  not  on  the  level,  but  on  an  ele- 
vated trestle  work  of  iron.

,,  THE  ST.    LAWRENCE   BRIDGE. 

One  of  the  most  striking  features  of  the  line  in  this  vicinity  is  the  superb  cantilever 
bridge  crossing  the  St.  Lawrence  from  Windmill  Point,  Lachine,  to  Caughnawaga.  This 
fine  bridge  consists  of  eight  decked  trusses,  of  240  feet  each,  and  two  of  270,  together 
with  a  pair  of  cantilever  channel  spans  of  408  feet  each,  with  a  headway  or  height  above 
the  water  of  sixty  feet.  The  bridge  is  of  a  peculiarly  elegant  design,  that  for  the  iron 
yrovk  being  designed  by  tlje  late  Mr.  C.  Shaler  Smith.  The  general  plan  adopted  in  the 
work  is  that  of  double  intersep.tion  trusses.  The  roadway  is  on  spans,  and  is  set  between 
trusses  so  as  to  ensure  the  greatest  amount  of  stability  and  safety,  and  timber  guards  are 
©xected  throughout  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  accidents.  The  cantilever  spans  have  curved 
oprds  above  aod  below,  and  lightness  and  elegance  is  thus  secured.  The  bridge  stands  on 
masonry  piers  of  a  most  substantial  character  built  on  concrete  foundations,  and  specially 
designed  with  reTerence  to  the  ice  which  must  press  on  them  at  the  opening  of  the  year. 
The  masonry  itself  was  built  by  Mr.  R.  G.  Reid,  and  the  iron  work  was  constructed  by 
the  Dominion  Bridge  Company  at  the  Lachine  worl's.  The  whole  work  was  executed 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  Peterson,  the  chief  engineer  of  the  C.P.R.  The 
bridge,  which  is  of  a  novel  character  and  combines  the  greatest  amount  of  lightness  and 
elegance  with  substantial  strength,  p'-esents  a  fine  appearance,  and,  being  open,  the  view 
-from  it  of  the  famous  Lachine  Rapids  which  it  passes  almost  immediately  above  is  very 
ifiwe.    The  cost  of  this  bridgp  vas  $1,200,000.  .     ,^  ,^,       , ,.,,*.) .,rn 
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HOW  QEAIN  IS  HANDX.ED  IN  MONTKEAL.  ;,, 

FLOATING  ELEVATORS  AT  WORK.  ' 
THE  ISTABLISHMENT  OF  STATIONARY  ELEVATORS. 

No  review  of  the  commerce  of  Montreal  would  be  complete  without  a  substantial 
reference  to  her  elevator  accoinmodatjon.  Eising  from  comparatively  small  beginnings, 
that  trade  has  advanced  to  a  fiont  rank,  and  to-day  is  mentioned  in  the  same  category  as 
New  York,  BalUmoie,  and  oiber  gieat  ocean  shipping  ports  of  the  neighboring  Republic. 
No  city  in  the  Dominion  eve^"  has  vied,  or  ever  can  hope  to  vie,  with  Montreal  in  her 
elevator  and  forwaiding  capp.bilities. 

Of  the  old-time  methods,  previous  to  the  introduction  of  ste»m  elevators,  30  years 
ago,  employed  for  the  raising  of  grain  from  the  lake  barge  to  the  ocean  ship,  tradition 
tells  interesting  tales.  Men  still  in  the  business  speak  of  the  "  bagging  days,"  when  the 
elevators  consisted  of  human  arms.  Gangs  of  men,  stationed  one  above  another  on 
''lifts,"  handed  the  grain  from  the  b*irge  to  the  vessel,  in  bags,  having  first  measured  it 
in  a  half  bushel  measure;  two  "stvoked"  half  bushels  were  placed  in  each  bag  and 
lifted  on  board  until  25  bags  were  sent  up.  This  was  called  "  a  tally."  Two  of  the  bags 
were  then  weighed>  a,nd  an  average  was  made  of  the  whole  25;  one  double  gang  of  these 
"measurers"  and  ''lifters,"  varying  from  12  to  20  men  each,  would  measure  and  fill 
5000  bushels  in  10  houvp.  The  present  elevators  will  do  the  some  work  in  a  single  hour 
and  at  a  fraciion  of  ilie  cost. 

Such  wns  the  system — t(he  old  bagging  and  lifting  system.  i\mong  the  prominent 
and  absolutely  representative  men  in  the  business  then  were  Messrs.  Glass  &  Jones, 
James  Henderson,  George  Chaffee,  Black  &  Bonner,  John  and  Hugh  McLennan,  George 
E.  Jaques  k  Co.,  Michael  Scanloo  and  David  G.  Thompson.  Of  these  Mr.  Hugh  Mc- 
Lennan is  still  actively  in  the  business,  bis  brother  John  having  rei'red  on  an  ample 
fortune  ;  Mr,  Black,  our  present  respecied  City  Treasurer;  Mr.  Soaulon,  now  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Domin;ion  Si,eamshi,p  Line,  and  D.  G.  Thompson  of  the  Montreal  Transporta- 
tion Company,  are  all  6r  very  nearly  all  that  were  then  aative  in  Ihe  business  still 
survivors  of  the  ante-steam  elevator  days  alluded  to.  The  time  was  now  appioaching 
when  a  change  was  absolutely  demanded.  There  were  not  wanting  men  who  had  long 
f^en  that  Mootraal  as  the  head  of  oce^n  navigation  must  be  the  great  entrepot  for  grain 
on  its  passage  to  the  ocean  from  the  West;  th^y  were  of  the  right  metal,  and  took  mea- 
sures to  accomplish  tbeir  purpose.

THE    FLOATING   ELEVATOR   SYSTEM. 

In  tho  year  1857  the  "  Montreal  Steam  Elevating  Company  "  was  organized  with  a 
subscribed  capital  of  $80,000.  John  Esdaile,  President ;  directors,  H.  L.  Routh,  Andrew 
Shaw,  Jas.  H.  Henderson  and  C.  J.  Cusack.  The  object  of  the  company  was  set  forth  at 
a  meeting  of  the  shbscribers  held  in  March  of  that  year,  by  a  resolution  passed  as  follows, 
viz. :  "  That  a  company  be  now  formed,  having  for  its  object  tho  facilitating  of  the  ship- 
ment and  weighing  of  grain."  Those  who  attended  this  meeting  were  all  more  or  less 
interested  in  the  forwarding  and  shipping  business,  and  abundantly  foresaw  that  for  the 
development  of  the  grain  trade  at  this  port,  such  facilities  were  indispensable.  The  com- 
pany formed,  contracts  were  immediately  given  out  for  the  construction  of  a  floating 
elevator,  which  was  ready  for  the  following  spring  (1858).  The  quantity  shipped  that 
and  the  following  season  was  small,  being  altogether  not  over  500,000  bushels;  but  in  the 
season  of  1860  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  q^uantity  coming  to  this  port  for  shipment 
so  much  so  that  it  became  apparent  that  additional  elevators  were  required  for  the 
increasing  trade.  A  second  elevator  was  provided  for  the  autumn  trade  of  that  year 
(1860),  and  at  the  same  time  a  third  was  ordered  to  be  ii^  readiness  for  1861,  which 
year  still  showed  an  increase,  necessitating  two  more  elevators  for  the  season  of  1863, 
making  five  in  all.  For  several  years  after  this,  the  business  decreased  slightly  until 
1866.  From  1866  onward  to  1871  there  was  a  more  steady  development  of  tho  trade, 
when  over  10,000,000  bushels  were  handled  and  shipped,  the  plant  of  the  company  con- 
sisting of  seven  elevators. 

In  1872  the  company  was  recognized  to  meet  tho  increasing  needs  of  Montreal  as  a 
grain  shipping  port  by  am^lgaraatioa  with  a  new  company  that  had  been  formod  under 
the  name  which  it  still  bears,  the  "  M  )ntreal  Elevating  Company."  The  capital  of  the 
thus  amalgamated  company  was  placed  at  $160,000.  The  directorate  consisted  of  :  Andrew 
Allan,  president;  directors  :  Hugh  McLannan,  Dvniel  B  utters,  J.  H.  Joseph  and  A.  T. 
Patterson.  The  primary  object  of  the  oomoiny  wis,  by  a  fusion  of  capital,  to  furnish 
such  facilities  as  would  effect  the  prompt  tranship  mont  of  all  grain  coming  to  the  Port  of 
Montreal  at  a  moderate  cost.  In  this  the  company  have  to  all  appearance  succeeded. 
The  company's  plant  to-day  (1838)  consists  of  14  elevators,  each  costing  $15,000,  total 
$210,000,  with  an  averaga  capacity  of  5^00  bushels  per  hour.  In  1830  the  shipments  of 
grain  reached  nearly  20,000,000  bushels,  requiring  the  use  of  the  whole  of  the  elova- 
tots  ;  and  since  thattim"}  the  trade  of  the  port  ^has  required  the  same  more  or  less  con- 
tinuously. 

Recapitulation  is  unnecessary,  suffice  it  to  say  that  from  a  petty  single  floating 
elevator  in  1857,  handling  only  half  a  million  bushels  of  grain,  bntatthe  same  time  suffi- 
cient for  the  port's  requirements,  so  much  has  our  trade  increased  that  at  present  wo  find 

14  elevators  inactive  requisition,  with  a  handling  capacity  altogether  of  70,000  bushels 
per  hour,  employing  a  substantial  and  commensurate  portion  of  our  laboring  population, 
and  costing  in  the  aggregate  $210,000. 

I,     Mr.  Andrew  Allan  has  remained  president  of  the  anailgaraatal  company  since  its 
formation.     The  present  directors  are  Messrs.   Hugh  MoLennan,   A.  T.  Patterson,  J.  A. 

Crane  and  Alex.  McDougall,  the  latter  being  manager.  ;

II  More  important  if  possible  than  floating  elevators  to  the  grain  trade,  are  stationary 
elevators.  The  pioneers  of  the  stationary  elevator  business  were  Messrs.  Ira  Gould  & 
Sons,  who  in  the  year  1848  erected  a  commodious  warehouse  on  the  canal  basin  in  con- 
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pection  with  their  extensive  flour  mills  widely  known  almost  from  that  day  to  this  as 
<<  Gould's  City  Mills."  Shortly  after  this  Mr.  McDougall  erected  the  ''  Canal  Mills" 
with  a  grain  warehouse  attached,  and,  at  a  later  date,  the  Ogilvie  Brothers,  now  on  a  larg«r 
scale  than  the  combined  capacity  of  their  two  predecessors.  These  three  milling  firms 
have  a  capacity  for  nearly  1,000,000  bushels  of  grain,  a  great  part  of  which  is  available 
for  the  use  of  Montreal  grain  dealers  who  require  storage  room.  The  "  Montreal  Ware- 
hou!<ing  Company,"  whose  establishment  marked  the  next  step  in  the  trade,  was  the  first 
firm  that  provided  storage  for  grain  as  a  business  enterprise,  confining  themselves  to 
storage  only.  Their  extensive  premises  on  both  sides  of  the  canal  have  accommodation 
for  upwards  of  1,000,000  bushels  of  grain,  besides  large  quantities  of  general  merchan- 
dize. 13ut  the  latest  and  most  complete  grain  warehouses  are  those  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  near  Dalhousie  square,  which  are  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  busi- 
ness oi'  the  railway,  and  in  keeping  with  every  other  work  undertaken  by  the  managers  j 
they  liave  a  capacity Jbr  about  1,250,000  bushels. 

The  amount  of  capital  invested  in  those  various  elevators  is  moderately  estimated  at 
$2,000,000.  ,   ,,        I  ,    ,,,       ■  ■•■:■;'■■.., 

The  grain  brought  to  Montreal  by  craft  is  not  as  a  general  rule  put  into  warehouses. 
It  is  a  great  saving  in  expense  to  the  receiver  to  put  his  grain  direct  from  the  inland 
craft  into  the  ocean  craft,  and  he  endeavors  to  do  so  whenever  practicable.  With  rail 
carrioil  grain  it  is  otherwise,  it  being  more  convenient  and  less  costly  to  send  the  cars  to 
warehouse.  The  total  quantity  of  grain  passed  through  these  warehousing  elevators  the 
past  year  was  about  10,000.000  bushels,  which  quantity,  it  is  expected,  will  be  largely 
excecclcd  during  the  coming  year.  For  a  stationary  elevator  to  handle  in  a  year  ten 
bushels  for  every  bushel  capacity,  is  a  very  moderate  calculation,  and  when  trade  is  brisk 
twenty  bushels  IS  not  out  01  the  way. 

It  will  thus  be  Seen  that  both  as  regards  floating  and  stationary  elerators,  Montreal 
is  well  equipped  for  work,  and  abundantly  capable  of  handling  the  greatly  enhanced 
traffic  that  may  reasonably  be  looked  for  through  the  opening  of  the  Great  North-West, 
the  taking  oflf  the  canal  tolls  and  eventually  the  making  of  Montreal  a  free  port. 

.  ,  .      '     ■         BOOTS  AND  SHOES.  ,    li-  .,,;,....     : 

Montreal  has  undoubtedly  become  the  supply  centre  for  boots  and  shoes  for  the  entire 
Dominion  owing  to  the  large  number  of  its  factories,  the  superior  quality  of  goods  turned 
out,  and  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  our  shoe  houses  buy  goods  largely  in  Quebec  and 
elsewhere  and  dispose  of  them  in  this  city.  There  are  thirty  establishments  in  M,ontreal 
for  the  making  of  boots  and  shoes.  Fifteen  of  these  may  be  designated  as  large  j  the  rest 
are  of  less  importance. 

The  aggregate  number  of  persons  employed  in  these  factories  is  about  4000  of  both  sexes, 
and  the  number  dependent  for  subsistence  upon  the  boot  and  shoe  industry  may  safely 
be  set  down  as  15,000.  As  a  general  rule  no  children  under  14  years  of  age  are  employed, 
and  about  25  per  cent,  are  grown  up  girls  or  women.  There  are  not  less  than  275  dif- 
ferent grades  of  goods  produced,  the  average  number  of  pairs  made  by  the  large  factorieg 
being  i:iiiO  to  1500  per  day.  The  value  of  that  large  and  varied  j>crdiei»  yield  is  nearly 
if  not  quite  $20,000,  or  a  fair  average  eost  price  of  $1.20  per  pair  ^  and  reckoning  300 
working  days  to  a  year,  the  average  production  per  annum  of  the  thirty  factories  in  thii 
city  would  be  somewhat  over  4,500,000  pairs,  valued  at  $6,400,000.  It  in  reckoned  that 
94  per  cent,  of  the  quantity  manufactured  in  Montreal,  or  4,230,000  pairs,  is  consumed 
iu  Canada ;  4  per  cent,  being  exported ,  to  Great  Britain  and  2  per  cent,  to  foreign 
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oountriesi.  Some  years  ago  a  good  trade  was  done  in^ith  the  West  Indies,  but  it  has  now 
greatly  declined  olv^irtg,  the  tnrtnufactureris  say,  to  the  action  of  tht  Domihion  Government 
Which  has  increased  the  daty  on  raw  material.  The  Ameticaris  haVe  taken  the  trade 
from  the  Catnadibns.  With  one  niitnuftioturer  in  College  street,  that  trade  aggregated 
orer  $50,000  per  annum. 

Nevertheless  the  incrtinise  in  manufactures  and  trade  in  the  last  ten  years  has  been 
mOat  encouraging  atid  equal  to  any  other  branch  of  manufacturing  industry  in  this  city. 
"  The  machinery  iritrOdtioed  ih  the  factories  In  late  years  places  Montreal  in  this  r'ei- 
peot  on  a  par  with  any' other  manufacturing  ceritre  in  the  world.  Among  those  are  last- 
ing, nailing  and  crimping  machines.  The  first  machine  will  nail  a  man's  shoe  in  eight 
seconds,  and  the  Work  it  performs  is  considered  50  per  dent,  more  durable  and  better  done 
than  hand-made  work.  With  the  new  crtmping  ihachine  an  experienced  hand  will  crimp 
300  pairs  of  uppers p^r  day  and  do  the  work  50  per  cent,  better  than  eVer  it  has  been  done 
by  hand. 

The  following  enumeration  indicates  with  tolerable  acciiracy,  the  numbers  of  the 
various  labor-saving  machines  in  use  in  Montreal,  by  steam  power,  in  the  boot  and  shoe

Notwithstanding  the  fact  tWitt  the  co^jtiriuousiVifereWse  of  improved  labor-saving 
machinery  seems  to  have  been  to  the  advantage  of  the  general  public,  the  wn.ges  paid  have 
remained  almost  stationary  for  tht  past  few  years.  An  ordinary  machine  hand  makes 
^12,  $14  and  even  $18  per  week,  and  the  average  wages  made  are  $12  per  week  or  $48 
per  month.  The  female  hands  make  an  average  of  $7,  and  none  are  paid  less  than  $3 
per  week. 

It  may  s'afely  be  stat'<6d  that  there  are  at  least  five  million  dollars  invested  in  the  boot 
and  shoe  industry  in  this  city. 

'      A  matter  that  cannot  fail  to  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  boot  and  shoe  industry 
id' Montreal  is  the  establishment  of  a

As  the  object  of  the  class  is  to  teach  pattern  making,  the  pupils  are  required  to 
actually  make  the  patterns  in  the  class-room.  Many  of  the  pupils  express  thcmHelres  as 
being  deeply  grateful  for  this  means  of  instruction,  and  the  work  turned  out  shows  that 
they  have  not  failed  to  benefit  by  it.  The  establishment  of  practical  technical  classes  of 
this  kind  has  had  a  most  beneficial  effect  on  industries  in  Europe,  and  if  it  be  continued 
here  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  a  valuable  factor  in  helping  to  maintain  the 
supremacy  of  Montreal  as  the  leading  centre  in  Canada  for  the  manufacture  of  boots  and 
shoes. 

With-  thirty  boot  and  shoe  factories  employing  over  four  thousand  persons  of  both 
sexes,  and  with  a  capital  of  over  five  million  dolliirs  invested  in  them,  Montreal,  foremost 
in  every  other  branch  of  commercial  industry,  need  not  blush  for  her  trade  in  footwear, 
when  compared  with  other  cities  of  this  great  iind  mighty  continent,  producing  as  it  does 
4,500,000  pairs  per  annuoa,  representing  a  capital  of  $5,400,000,  and  embracing  at  least 
seventy-five  diiferent  kinds,  from  the  heavy  congress  with  iron  nails  to  the  dainty  little 
slipper  fit  for  angels'  feet  j  besides  supplying  (he  Dominion  with  about  4,2o0, 000  pairs 
while  exporting  the  balance  to  Grjat  Britain  and  other  far  away  countries,  it  can  fairly 
claim  the  first  place  in  Canada.  Taking  all  and  all  no  less  than  15,000  people  are 
dependent  directly  or  indirectly  upon  this  particular  trade,  and  as  twenty-five  percent,  of 
these  are  grown  up  girls  and  women  it  gives  a  chance  to  many  who  otherwise  would  be 
deprived  of  the  means  to  either  gain  a  livelihood  for  themselves  or  assist  in  the  support 
of  the  family  to  which  they  belong, 

TANNING. 

The  tanning  interest  of  Montreal  has  ever  been  among  its  most  important,  and  will  so 
continue  as  long  as  the  city  holds  her  present  proud  position  as  a  manufacturing  and 
commercial  centre.  According  to  the  census  of  1881,  there  were  50  sole  leather  tanneries 
in  the  Dominion,  the  larger  number  being  situated  in  Quebec  Province.  Of  these  thirty 
were  engaged  alone  in  supplying  the  trade  of  Montreal  proper.  But  in  addition  and 
according  to  the  same  census  there  were  in  the  city  and  vicinity,  all  told,  23  tanneries, 
employing  in  aggregate  852  operatives,  to  whom  was  paid  in  total  annually  $244,000.  It 
Ib  sufiicient  to  remark  that  the  manufacture  of  leather  in  Montreal  has  not  retrograded 
thus  far  in  the  decade.  The  quantity  of  tan  bark  used  aggregates  annually  50,000  cords, 
grown  chiefly  Id  the  Eastern  Townships.

On  the  ."JOth  of  September,  1887,  the  bank  nssnts  amounted  to  $2S;3,.S62,748.  On  tho 
corresponding  date  in  1889,  tho  usaots  had  reached  $258,483,038  j  an  increase  of  more 
than  ^25,000,000  in  two  years. 

In  kSoi)tcmber,  1887,  the  surplus  of  tho  liabililies  over  the  assets,  amounted  to 
$80,58(5,908;  in  tho  same  month  1889  that  surplus  was  $81,106,042.  A  very  important 
item  is  that  ooncorning  loans  to  tho  trade  and  to  industrial  corporations.  In  September, 
1887,  discounts  to  the  trade  tigured  up  to  $140,877,007  j  in  Seplember,  1889,  they  reached 
$140,154, fi45.  The  demands  from  industrial  corporations  wore,  in  September,  1887, 
$15,613,024.     In  1889  those  demands  were  $22,421,952. 

As  to  public  deposits,  i.e.,  the  funds  of  the  trade  and  manufactures  entrusted  to  tho 
bii.l.  Iv.  mmediato  call,  they  wor  ,  in  Sept.,  1887,  l|fl07,85.'i,249 ;  in  the  corresponding 
month  of  1889  they  were  $124,767,764. 

The  above  are  very  eloquent  figures.  However,  let  us  judge  best  by  regarding  the  last 
statement  of  the  principal  banks  doing  business  in  tlic  Commercial  Metropolis  of  Canada. 

The  Canadian  banking  system  is  modelled  partly  upon  that  of  the  United  States  and 
partly  upon  that  of  Scotland.  The  limited  liability  attached  to  our  banks,  and  their 
method  of  doing  business  are  American,  while  the  com])ariMvely  large  capital,  the  note 
circulation  and  tho  mimerous  agencies  are  Scottish  in  origin. 

It  is  to  be  expected,  since  Quebec  is  the  oldest  province,  that,  in  it  Canada's  first 
bank  would  be  established,  and  Montreal  bt'in^  Quebec  s  most  important  city,  it  is  but 
natural  that  we  .«hould  look  wKhin  its  limits  for  this  pioneer  institution.  We  do  notluok 
in  vain,  for  we  have  hero,  under  the  shadow  of  Mount  Royal,  the  earliest  established 
Canadian  bank,  which  is  to-day,  not  merely  tho  largest  in  the  Dominion,  but  the  largest

'  This  bank  was  established  in  1817  by  a  number  of  leading  merchants  and  other 
prominent  men  of  this  city.  It  bogiin  ojierations  with  a  capital  of  £87,500  or  $350,000, 
the  intention  of  its  founders  being  to  bring  its  capital  up  to  $1,000,000.  The  smnllness 
of  this  capital  compared  with  what  the  capital  now  is,  shows  that,  even  in  those  days, 
Canadians  were  modest  in  their  estimates  of  their  country's  future.  ,     .    ^ 

The  bank  had  no  charter  whon  first  it  began  hminess,  it  being  a  matter  of  consider- 
able delay  to  obtain  such  authority  in  those  days,  for  not  only  had  tho  Provincial 
Legislature  to  sanction  the  charter,  but  the  Home  (Jovernmont's  ratification  had  to  be 
secured.  The  absence  of  the  charter  made  the  institution  a  private  bank,  and,  long- 
headed men  that  they  were,  the  organizers  prepared  against  the  consequences  of  failure 
even  in  the  first  flush  of  hope.  To  protect  their  private  fortunes  in  case  of  trouble  their 
first  notes  issued  bore  words  !  ^  the  effect  that  they  were  "  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fupds  of

''  The  bank  w.ts  incorporated  in  1818,  and  its  first  authorized  issue  was  dated  January 
1st  of  the  same  year,  tt  may  not  be  generally  known  that  tho  name  of  this  institution  wa,s 
at  first  '' The  Montreal  Bank,"  the  inversion  to  "  Bank  of  Montreal  "  taking  place  later. 
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THE   FIRST   OFFICIALS 
woro  :    President,    John  Grey,   a  retired   dry  goods  merchant;   cashier,   John  flriffln; 
directors,     Hon.    John    Richardson,    his    son-in-hiw,    George    Auldjo,  Samuel  (Jerard, 
TbomaH  Thain,  Horatio  Gates,  John  Molson,  Thomas  A.  Turner,  William  Ermatingor, 
Zabdiel  Thayer  and  David  David. 

For  some  time  the  bank  found  it  difficulf  to  get  the  French  population  to  acoopt  its 
bills.  The  hiibitants  had  suffered  severely  tlirough  the  assignata,  issued  under  the  French 
regime,  and  redeemed  at  only  a  fraction  of  their  nominal  value.  They  naturally  feared 
a  return  to  paper  money,  and  for  some  time  offered  a  passive  resistance  to  the  new  cinju- 
latitig  mudiiim  and  continued  to  count  down  their  crowns  and  carolusos  to  one  another 
as  their  fathers  had  done  for  generations.  For  quite  a  time,  so  dubious  were  the  habi- 
tants about  the  solidity  of  the  bank,  it  was  the  custom  of  the  Molsons  to  endorwo  the 
bills  which  they  themselves  paid  out,  but  finally  the  country  people  lost  their  prejudice, 
and  the  bank  prospered. 

This  pros])erity  was  not  lasting.  In  1824  Samuel  Gerard  was  made  president,  and 
under  liis  management,  or  rather  mismanagement,  the  capital  of  the  bank  was  much 
impaired,  and  in  1827,  when  John  Molson  became  president,  nearly  one  half  of  the  capi- 
tal was  lost.  In  1837,  owing  to  the  American  jtanic,  the  Bank  of  Montreal  suspended 
specie  payment  for  a  time,  but  in  1861  it  was  well  under  way  towards  its  present  cflB- 
ciency.  That  its  scope  was  extending  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  the  same  year  the 
proviso,  that  every  director  should  be  domiciled  within  nine  mijes  of  Montreal,  was  done 
away  with.  In  the  same  year,  also,  the  nam<:*  of  cashier  was  changed  to  the  less  plebeian 
designation,  General  Manager,  and  the  annuity  and  guarantee  fund  established.  Tha 
fund  enabled  the  bank  to  guarantee  its  own  clerks,  and  was  afterwards  merged  into  the 
Pension  B'und  Association. 

At  no  time  did  the  bank  so  rapidly  progress  as  when  it  was  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  E.  H.  King.  This  was  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  circumstances  were  such  as  to 
give  him  many  opportunities,  and  that  he  knew  how  to  avail  himself  of  them.  Mr.  King 
held  office  late  in  the  sixties  and  early  in  the  seventies.  At  that  time  the  United  States 
was  just  emerging  from  the  smoke  of  an  unparalleled  conflict,  its  strength  well-nigh 
spent  and  its  trade  nearly  paralyzed.  Specie  was  at  a  high  premium  and  the  money 
market  feverish  and  panicky.  Here  was  Mr.  King'.s  opportunity,  and  with  consummate 
skill  and,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  somewhat  unscrupulous  ine.isuros,  he  made  himself 
master  of  the  New  York  gold  market,  being  the  only  Canadian  who  has  ever  done  so.  lie 
had  large  sums  at  his  command,  and  could  at  will  tighten  or  depress  the  market  by  pur- 
chases or  sales,  and  in  the  interest  of  his  bank  never  hesitated  to  do  either. 

THE    "gold    dray"    STORY 
will  be  old  to  many,  but  to  many  also  it  will  be  new,  and  will  bear  repetition  as  showing 
one  of  Mr.  King's  most  masterly  strokes.  « 

He  had  a  large  amount  of  foreign  exchange  on  hand.  New  York  hnd  very  little  gold, 
and  what  it  had  Mr.  King  bought  up.  He  then  gave  out  that  he  had  done  this  in  order 
to  ship  it  to  England,  and,  loading  it  in  a  dray,  had  il.  carted  through  the  leading  streets 
of  New  York  in  sight  of  the  whole  population  and  stored  on  board  an  ocean  steamer. 
The  natural  consequence  was  that  gold  at  once  rose  to  a  high  premium.  He  then  sold 
both  his  gold  and  exchange  at  high  figures,  realizing  a  handsome  profit  therefrom)  and 
removed  the  gold  from  the  vessel  for  delivery  to  the  purchasers.         ,    ,      .  ;i 

At  that  time  the  capital  of  tt;e  bank  was  $6,000,000,  but  in  1871,  on  a  motion  by  Mr. 
Wm.  Murray,  at  the  annual  meeting,  authority  was  gfiven  to  the  directors  to  double  the 
capital  at  their  convenience.     On  January  15th,  1872,  the  capital  was  increased  by 
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$2,000,000,  and  on  November  27th  of  theaame  year  the  final  $4,000,000  of  stock  was  sold 
to  such  tjhureholders  as  wanted  it  at  25  per  cent,  premium,  the  remainder  being  sold  in 
the  open  market.  The  bank  realized  about  $1,500,000  which  was  added  to  the  reserves. 
Mr.  King's  resignation  followed  shortly  afterwards,  and  he  removed  to  London,  Eng., 
where  he  is  chairman  of  the  advisory  board  of  the  English  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 

Shortly  after  the  establishment  of  th^.B')'"!^  of  Montreal  the  Bank  of  Canada  was 
Started  with  a  capital  of  i;300,000  or  about  $1,500,000.  In  1824  a  traveler  writing 
about  these  institutions  commends  them  for  the  caution  they  exhibited  and  their  careful 
business  ways,  characteristics  which,  when  the  banks  amalgamated,  they  did  not  lose, 
and  which  to  this  day  the  Bank  of  Montreal  retains. 

The  most  important  of  Canadian  monetary  institutions  is  without  any  doubt  the 
Bank  of  Montreal.  This  bank  is  to  Canada  what  the  Bank  of  England  is  to  England, 
and  the  Bank  of  Franco  to  Fi'ance.  And  it  is  admitted  in  Canadian  financial  circles  that 
this  bank  is  the  thermometer  which  gives  the  correct  temperature  of  Canadian  capital.

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HISTORY  OP  LA  BANQUE  DU  PEUPLE. 

If  we  except  the  ill-fated  City  Bank  which  was  established  about  the  year  1821, 
with  a  capital  of  $1,200,000,  no  other  bank  was  established  in  Montreal  until  1835.  In 
that  year  Viger,  Dewitt  &  Co.  organized  La  Banque  du  Peuple  with  a  paid-up  capital  of 
$300,000,  which  in  1844  was  raised  to  $800,000.  To  review  the  changes  in  its  capital  in 
a  sentence,  it  may  be  said  that  in  1861  authority  was  obtained  to  a  further  issue  of  16,000 
shares  of  $50  each,  making  the  capital  $1,600,000,  and  that  in  1885  this  capital  was 
reduced  by  25  per  cent.,  to  $1,200,000,  which  it  now  is.  This  bank  is  unique,  being  on  a 
principle  foreign  to  British  usage  and  pertaining  more  to  that  of  France.  In  the  words 
of  Mr.  C.  S.  Cherrier,  spoken  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1884,  ''  The  directors  are  the 
sole  members  of  the  corporation,  and  the  shareholders  are  capitalists  who  lend  money  to 
the  bank,  the  directors  of  which  are  personally  liable  for  repayment  "  There  is  no 
election  of  directors  by  shareholders.     The  board  fills  any  vacancies  that  may  occur. 

This  bank  is  counted  amongst  the  most  prosperous  institutions  of  Canada.  It  is  an 
essentially  Canadian  bank  in  every  detail  of  its  organization.  The  report  of  its  business 
for  the  period  ending  28th  February,  1889,  is  of  great  interest.  The  reserve  fund  of  the 
bank  is  now  of  $350,000,  and  the  directors  are  confident  of  reaching  in  a  short  future 
$600,000,  i.e.  50  per  cent,  of  their  capital.

The  head  oflioo  of  this  Bank  is  in  England.  It  is  a  flrst-class  monetary  institution, 
whO''!)  managers  have  contributed  very  much  by  their  sound  liberality  to  the  rapid 
development  of  the  trade  and  manufactures  of  Canada.

THE  MOLSONS  BANK, 
which  began  doing  business  in  1853  under  "The  Free  Banking  Act"  of  Sir   Francis 
Hiucks,  obtained  a  charter  in  1855,  and  had  at  that  time  a  paid-up  capital  of  $370,000. 
It  has  now  a  paid-up  capital  of  $2,000,000,  of  which  $500,000  was  paid  up  in  October, 
1871,  and  $500,000  in  the  same  month  a  year  afterwards. 

This  bank  has  had  a  very  successful  career.  During  the  whole  period  of  its  existence 
it  has  paid  dividends  which  were  almost  always  8  per  cent.  In  1871-72,  after  the  issue 
of  its  new  stock,  the  bank  began  to  enlarge  its  influence  and  usefulness,  and  from  being 
a  merely  local  institution,  aspired  to  become  a  Dominion  corporation.  In  this  effort  it 
has  also  mot  with  success.  It  has  now  nineteen  branch  offices,  in  addition  to  the  hea4 
office,  and  has  a  rest  of  $875,000. 

The  ''  Free  Banking  Act ''  vvas  passed  in  Canada  ten  years  before  the  National  Bank 
Act  of  the  United  States,  which  closely  resembles  it.  Among  other  privileges  it  per- 
mitted any  firm  to  do  a  banking  business  without  a  charter,  even  to  the  extent  of  issuing 
notes,  but  such  notes  had  to  be  secured  by  Government  bonds  deposited  with  the  Gov- 
ernment. Several  houses  besides  the  Molsons  Bank  availed  themselves  of  this  Act,  but 
as  it  was  not  hard  to  obtain  a  bank  charter,  which  saved  the  locking  up  of  funds  in  gov- 
ernment bonds,  the  Act  fell  into  disuse  and  is  no  longer  in  force. 

It  is  always  gratifying  to  chronicle  steady  progress  in  the  career  of  any  financial 
institution,  especially  one  so  important  as  one  of  our  leading  banks,  because  their  pro- 
gress and  well  doing  bear  a  quiet  but  convincing  testimony  to  the  growth  of  trade 
throughout  the  Dominion.  We  find  that  the  percentage  of  profit  for  the  year  ending 
SOtli  September,  1889,  reaches  13  11-16  per  cent,  upon  the  paid-up  capital,  and  that,  after 
paying  dividends  to  the  amount  of  $160,000,  the  General  Manager  was  able  to  add 
$75,000  to  the  Rest  and  then  leave  a  surplus  to  carry  forward.

HISTORY  OF  THE  MERCHANTS  BANK. 

The  Merchants  Bank  of  Canada  was  incorporated  in  1861  with  an  authorized  capital 
of  $2,000,000.  The  promoters  of  the  scheme  would  seem  to  have  found  it  difficult  to 
obtain  the  $200,000  of  paid-up  capital  necessary  to  the  establishment  of  the  bank ;  for 
in  1863  we  find  them  petitioning  for  authority  to  begin  business  with  only  $100,000 
p  lid-up.     This  permission  was  accorded  them,  and  in  1864  the  bank  commenced  operat- 

In  connection  with  this  petition  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  among  the  men 
who  pleaded  poverty  and  inability  to  raise  more  than  $100,000  were  Sir  Hugh  (then 
Hugh)  Allan,  Harrison  Stephens,  William  Edmondstone,  Andrew  Allan,  John  Smith,  Ira 
Gould  and  Robert  Anderson,  any  one  of  whom  in  later  years  could  have  given  his  indivi- 
dufil  check  for  the  deficit  without  difficulty.  The  capital  of  thfs  bank  was  increased  in 
1867,  by  $1,000,000,  in  1868,  by  $2,000,000,  and  in  1869  by  $2,000,000,  and  subsequently 
to  the  total  of  $9,000,000.  In  1868  the  bank  had  taken  over  the  assets  of  the  Commercial 
Bank  of  Kingston,  among  which  were  Detroit  and  Milwaukee  railway  bonds,  to  the 
extent  of  nearly  $2,000,000.  In  this  action  the  bank  seems  to  have  made  a  mistake,  for 
it  lost  by  the  bonds,  and  this  loss,  together  with  others,  necessitated  a  reduction  of 
c;ipital  to  $6,000,000.  The  reduction  took  effect  in  May,  1878,  and  the  number  of  direc- 
tors was  at  the  same  time  increased  from  7  to  9. 

A  prosperous  institution,  and  at   the  same  time  an  honor  to  Canadian  finance.     The 

total  profits  earned  by  that  bank  during  the  twelve  months  ending  on  the  31st  May,  1889, 

was  $617,858.     From  that  amount  $405,944  were  paid  in  dividends,  and  $215,000  carried 

to  the  reserve ;  $5,484  were  transferred  to  credit  of  Profit  and  Loss  for  1889-90.     The 

high  level  of  the  business  of  the  bank   was  well  maintained  during  the  last  period,  and 

there  are  indications  of  further  progress  during  the  running  period.

This  bank  got  its  charter  in  1861  and  began  business  with  $700,000  of  its  authorized 
$1,000,000  capital  paid-up.  It  prospered  and  increased  its  capital  to  $2,000,000.  Then 
reverses  ensued,  a  reduction  of  the  capital  to  $1,000,000  followed  in  1877,  the  bank  also 
getting  authority  to  amalgamate  with  any  other  bank  that  was  willing  to  do  so,  Two 
dark  years  followed,  and  in  1879  thecapital  was  reduced  to  $500,000,  when  Fortune  once 
more  smiled  and  the  bank  has  prospered  ever  since. 

'"  In  one  of  the  amendments  to  the  charter  was  a  clause  that  indicates  the  loyalty  of 
the  Franco-British  s abject.  No  alien  was  to  have  a  vote  in  the  bank,  no  matter  how 
many  shares  he  might  hold.  With  the  passage  of  the  "  Bank  Act"  of  1888  this  clause 
disappeared. 

-  ,  There  was  a  great  deal  of  trouble  In  1876  over  the  affairs  of  this  bank.  The  direc- 
to]?s,were  accused  of  gross  carelessness  in  management,  and  as  a  compromise,  without,  how- 
ever, acknowledging  anyjustice  iu  the  accusation,  made  over  $250,000  in  shares  to  Jacques 
Grenier  as  trustee  for  the  shareholders,  for  whom  the  shares  were  to  be  sold,  and  among 
whom  the  proceeds  were  to  be  divided,  the  directors  getting  no  share  in  the  profits,  but 
bfiing  promised  immunity  from  prosecution  for  any  act  of  mismanagement  up  to  Junej

This  banking  institution  has  been  in  existence  for  forty-two  years,  and  they  were 
years  of  uninterrupted  success.  The  last  yearly  report  shows  a  state  of  full  prosperity 
and  fully  justifies  the  confidence  of  the  public  In  the  bank. 

A  close  examination  of  tho  accountn  will  show  that  this  institution  has  always)  been 
"  the  savings  bunk  "  with  its  original  character,  a  bank  for  small  depositors.

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THE  BANK  PREMISES. 

It  is  natural  to  judge  by  appearances  and  tha  advice  of  Polonius,  ''Costly  thy  habits 
as  thy  purse  can  buy,"  is  full  of  sound  sense.  The  banking  institutions  of  Montreal 
have  recognized  the  value  of  appearances,  and  their  solid  exteriors  are  soothing  indica- 
tions of  an  equal  solidity  within. 

Montreal  is  famous  for  its  stately  buildings,  but  even  in  this  city,  the  banks  are  one 
of  the  sights  shown  to  visitors.  With  three  exceptions  the  banks  are  situated  on  the  two 
parallel  streets,  St.  James  and  Notre  Dame,  and  by  far  the  larger  number  are  on  the 
former  magnificent  highway. 

The  following  are  the  banks  on  St.  James  street  from  west  to  east :  Merchants,  Mol- 
sons,  Savings,  Toronto,  Commerce,  Ville  Marie,  British  North  America,  Nova  Scotia, 
Montreal,  Niitional,  People's  and  the  Hochelaga. 

The  following  are  on  Place  d'Armes  square  :  Jacques  Cartier  and  Ontario.  Two, 
the  Quebec  bank  and  the  Merchants  Bank  of  Halifax,  are  on  Notre  Dame  street. 

EIGHT  BRANCH  BANKS 

have  been  established  in  Montreal,  some  in  recent  years,  which  carry  on  quite  an  exten- 
sive business.  These  branches  are  :  The  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  head  office  in 
Toronto,  capital  $0,000,000  j  the  Bank  of  Toronto,  head  office,  Toronto,  ca])ital  $2,000,- 
000  ;  the  Union  Bank,  Quebec,  capital  $1,200,000  j  La  Banque  Nationale,  Quebec,  capital 
$1,200,000;  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia,  Halifax,  capital  $1,114,300;  the  Merchants  Bank 
of  Halifax,  capital  $  1,000,000 ;  the  Quebec  Bank,  Quebec,  capital  $2,500,000  j  and  the 
Ontario  Bank,  Toronto,  capital  $1,500,000.

ENORMOUS   INCREASE   IN   DEPOSITS. 

SEVENTY  MILLION  DO1.LARS  TO  WORK  WITH. 

The  total  capital  of  the  eight  Montreal  banks,  including  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America,  whose  head  office  in  Canada  is  in  this  city,  is  $27,554, :J96,  with  reserve  fund." 
amounting  to  $10,309, 5')5,  forming  a  total  of  $37,803,961,  the  capital  and  reserve  funds 
of  all  the  other  banks  in  the  Dominion  amounting  to  $40,442, 182. 

Much  of  the  capital  of  the  Montreal  Banks  is  invested  outside  this  Province,  the  four 
principal  institutions  having  sixty-eight  branches  ip.  Ontario,  seven  in  New  Brunswick, 
five  in  Manitoba,  four  in  British  Columbia,  two  in  Nova  Scotia,  besides  agencies  in  New 
York,  Chicago  and  San  Francisco,  and  in  London. 

The  Banks  having  branches  outside  the  Province  are  the  Montreal,  the  Molsong,  the 
Bank  of  British  , North  America  and  the  Merchants.  The  smaller  banks,  namely,  the 
People's  the  Hochelaga,  the  Jacques  Cartier  and  the  Ville  Marie,  have  together  twenty- 
four  branches  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  but  none  outside  the  Province. 

The  city  banks,  it  will  be  seen,  are  in  no  sense  local  institutions,  but  extend  their 
operations  and  influence  over  the  whole  of  the  Dominion  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver. 
They  have  in  all  one  hundred  and  eighteen  branches,  besides  the  foreign  agencies  already 
mentioned. 

The  extension  of  lailroads  throughout   the  Dominion  has  contributed  largely  to  the 


PRESENT    AND    FUTURE.  83 

establishment  of  bank  agencies,  and  these  in  their  turn  have  contributed  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  railways  and  of  the  country  at  large.  The  facilities  afforded  by  banks  and  railways 
to  various  agricultural,  commercial  and  manufacturing  enterprises,  have  awakened  to  a 
new  life  the  dormant  energies  of  the  people  of  the  whole  Dominion,  and  brought  into 
closer  communion  the  distant  provinces,  which,  twenty-five  years  ago,  were  struggling, 
isolated  communities. 

Looking  back  only  one  generation  the  growth  of  the  Banks  having  their  head  ofSces 
in  Montreal  may  well,  as  has  been  said,  give  confidence  in  the  future.  At  the  same  time 
the  serious  losses  arising  from  inexperience,  mismanagement,  and  other  eauses,  losses 
which  will  be  referred  to  later  on,  should  not  fail  to  act  as  a  warning  to  those  in  charge 
of  the  monetary  institutions  of  the  city, 

Looking  first  at  the  bright  side  of  the  picture,  there  is  presented  below,  in  tabular 
forni,  the  progress  made  during  the  laist  thirty  years.

The  statement  of  deposits  does  not  include  these  of  the  Government,  except  for  1858, 
at  which  date  the  bank  returns  did  not  distinguish  such  deposits. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  1868  the  circulation  fell  to  $2, 462, .317.  This  was  partly  due 
to  the  large  influx  of  American  silver  coin  which,  to  a  great  extent,  took  the  place  of 
bank  notes,  and  was  only  removed  in  1870,  and  partly  to  the  use  by  the  Bank  of  Montreal 
of  Provincial  and  Dominion  notes  from  1866  to  1871,  at  which  latter  date  the  total  out- 
standing circulation  of  the  leading  hank  was  only  $182,683.  The  other  banks  having 
declined  the  offer  of  the  Government  to  pay  them  a  commission  to  abandon  their  own 
circulation  and  to  use  that  of  the  Government,  the  attempt  to  monopolize  the  ba  k 
circulation  was  abandoned.  The  Bank  of  Montreal  resumed  its  own  issues,  and  by  the 
30th  April,  1872,  had  an  outstanding  circulation  of  $3,116,037.  The  increase  in  bank 
circulation  since  that  date  shows  how  remarkable  has  been  the  development  of  Canadian 
trade. 

The  greatest  advance,  however,  is  seen  in  the  increased  deposits,  which  have  risen 
from  $6,153,958  in  1858  to  $43,439,428  in  1888. 

Over  twenty  millions  of  these  deposits  bear  no  interest;  adding  to  this  amount  the 
reserve  funds,  over  ten  millions,  and  the  circulation,  over  thirteen  millions,  it  is  found 
that  the  city  banks  have  (including  capital)  the  use  of  over  seventy  million  dollars  to 
eurn  dividends  on  $27,554,396,  to  say  nothing  of  the  profits  on  interest-bearing  depo- 
sits. 

The  apparent  decrease  in  current  loans  is  much  more  than  made  up  by  the  extra 
amount  loaned  to  corporations  and  invested  in  other  securities,  while  the  wants  of  the 
mercantile  and  manufacturing  interests  have  been  fairly  supplied  without  the  undue 
expansion  which  existed  in  former  years. 

Upon  the  whole  it  may  safely  be  stated  that  at  no  former  period  did  the  earning 
power  of  our  city  banks  equal  that  of  to-day,  good  management  <ilone  being  required  to 
realize  satisfactory  results. 

One  must  not,  at  the  same  time,  shut  one's  eyes  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  dark  side 
to  the  picture.     Since  1878  four   banks,  namely,  the  Mechanics,  tho  Metropolitan,  the 
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Con.solitlated  and  the  Exchango,  have  been  wound  up,  entailing  a  loss  to  the  shareholders 
of  nearly

Within  this  period  four  city  banks  have  reduced  their  stock,  name]}',  thc-Merchants, 
the  .Tiicqucs  Carticr,  tl,c  Villo  Mario  and  the  People's,  he  total  reduction^;  amounting  to 
over  five  million  dollars.  It  is  proper  however  to  state  that  tliere  has  been  a  change  in 
the  administration  in  every  c.ise  whore  the  stock  has  been  reduced  and  more  prudent 
management  introduced,  notably  in  the  case  of  the  Merchants  Bank,  which  is  now  one  of 
the  most  prosj)or()us  monetary  institutions  in  the  Dominion. 

The  losses  above  referred  to  niiiy  suggest  the  ({uestion  whether  the  business  of  bank- 
ing in  Canada  is  extra  hazardous,  or  whether  the  losses  have  arisen  from  incompetence  or 
dishonesty  ?  To  this  it  may  be  answered  that  banking  is  at  all  times  more  or  loss 
hazardous,  particularly  in  a  new  country,  and  that  while  considerable  losses  have  arisen 
from  incomjiotence  an  I  downright  dishonesty,  the  greater  portion  have  resulted  from 
undue  expansion  and  a  too  sanguine  view  of  the  various  enterprises  in  which  ambitious 
men  have  been  engaged. 

The  success  which  has  marked  the  administration  of  the  city's  leading  Bank  in  view 
of  the  dangers  through  which  it  passed,  may  well  challenge  a  passing  notice.  For 
seventy  years  its  doors  have  opened  with  the  regularity  of  the  rising  sun,  and  it  has  not 
failed  to  pay  its  regular  dividend  ^vithin  the  memory  of  the  "oldest  inhabitant."  Somo 
disappoinled  shareholders  occassiotiaily  attack  the  ni"iagement  when  the  dividend  is 
not  to  their  liking,  just  as  somo  African  tribes  whip  iheir  gods  when  the  weather  is 
unfavorable,  but  the  gods  do  not  seem  to  feel  the  chastisement. 

Another  institution,  the  Bank  of  British  North  America,  while  perhaps  less  ambitious, 
has  had  a  most  successful  career,  and  stands,  in  point  of  credit,  on  a  par  with  its  great 
neighbor.  Having  the  bulk  of  its  shareholders  in  Great  Britain,  it  is  entirely  removed 
from  the  arena  of  local  speculation,  and  thereby  e:^capes  the  April  storm  through  which 
its  elder  sister  has  to  pass.  And  it  is  here  worthy  of  remark  that  the  Bank  of  British 
North  America  has  furnished  the  Bank  of  Montreal  with  somo  of  its  ablest  otiiccrs,  among 
whom  may  be  mentioned  D.  J)a-idson,  E.  II.  King  and  C.  F.  Smithers.  Before  closing 
this  notice  of  our  banking  innitutions  it  maybe  of  interest  to  compare  their  business 
and  resources  with  thosf;  of  the  banks  in  the  Queen  Cily  of  the  West,  the  business  centre 
of  the  great  Province  >..  'J  tlario,  and  the  only  other  banking  centre  of  any  ])retensions  in 
the  I>t)iuinion, 

The  city  of  Toronto  has  soven  banks  (leaving  out  the  Federal,  now  winding  up), 
whose  juincipal  resources  and  liabilities  are  as  follows  : —  ,^j    ^

Reviewing  carefully  the  above  figures  it  is  seen  that,  while  the  Toronto  bank.", 
although  comparatively  small  iu  the  total  of  their  business,  are  doing  more  buainess  in 
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|iroportion  to  their  capital,  they  are  still  working  at  a  higher  pressure,  and  in  the  event 
of  11  serious  crisis,  such  as  occurred  in  1857,  the  country  would  have  to  look  largely  to 
Montreal  to  sustain  its  credit. 

The  Toronto  banks,  like  those  of  Montreal,  have  in  some  cases  been  very  successful 
and  in  others  very  unfortunate,  The  Bank  of  Toronto,  under  the  nianngenient  of  Mr. 
Iliifijue,  now  of  the  Merchants,  rose  to  it  position  of  grciit  strengih,  which  his  succci-'sors 
liave  well  miiintained,  while  tlie  Dominion  Bank,  under  .Mr.  ]lethune,  has  had  a  ciircer 
of  remarkable  prosperity.  But  there  is  a  dark  side  to  the  i)icture  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Montreal  banks.  The  first  important  Canadian  bsmk  to  suspend  piiymeiit  was  the  Bank 
of  Upper  Canada  in  18G0,  its  capital  of  nearly  four  millions  being  entirely  lost.  Later 
came  the  suspension  of  the  Royal  Canadian,  and  last  of  all  the  Central  Bnnk  collapsed 
ecjualled  only  in  point  of  mismanagement  by  that  of  the  Exchange  Bunk  here. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  for  many  years  to  come  no  like  failures  will  occur,  and  that 
those  entrusted  with  the  management  of  ba.nking  institutions  here  and  elsewhere,  will 
discharge  their  important  duties  with  honesty  and  sound  judgment. 


rOST  OFFICE  STATISTICS. 

Montreal  is  the  great  forwarding  centre  for  the  postal  service  of  the  Dominion,  and 
as  that  service  has  expanded  so  has  the  Montreal  Post  Office  increased  and  is  still 
increasing  to  meet  the  largely  grown  and  still  growing  demands  npon  it.  When  f'.<-ty 
years  ago  a  gentleman,  now  holding  a  responsible  position  in  the  Post  OfTice,  enten  d 
upon  his  duties,  the  office  was  a  small  i)laco,  situated  on  St.  Francois  Xavicr  street,  ard 
the  staff  consisted  of  thirteen  men  and  six  carriers  only.  But  forty  years  have  wrougnt 
many  changes,  not  onlj'  in  the  largely  increased  population  of  the  Dominion,  in  general 
and  of  Montreal  in  particular,  but  in  strides  of  progress  made  by  the  Postal  department, 
so  that  the  former  humble  establishment  has  developed  into  the  present  building  on  Sr,. 
James  street,  and  the  staff  has  grown  to  187  men,  including  65  letter  carriers  ;  ami  whereas 
in  those  old  days  six  or  seven  thousand  letters  passing  through  the  office  would  be  con- 
sidered a  heavy  day,  the  number  now  reaches  the  vast  sum  of  122,000  to  125,000  daily. 
The  increase  referred  to  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  by  a  comparison  of  the  following  figures, 
showing  the  difference  made  in  the  short  period  of  ten  years  between  December,  1878, 
and  December,  1887, of  the  weekly  average  of  letters  and  papers  posted  in  Montreal.

The  average  daily  number  of  bags  of  postal  matter  that  leave  the  Montreal  Post 
Office  is  about  500,  and  the  number  of  incoming  about  450.  About  98  bags  of  mails,  and 
one  or  two  cases  of  parcel  post  arrive  weekly  from  Europe,  by  the  Canadian,  Innian,  Cu- 
nard,  and  General  Transatlantic  mail  service,  while  bags  also  arrive  at  irregular  periods  from 
the  West  Indies  and  Bermuda,  and  the  organization  of  the  daily  postal  car  service 
between  Vancouver  and  Montreal  brings  daily  increasing  quantities  of  correspondence 
between  Canada,  Japan  and  India.  In  connection  with  the  Postal  system  is  the  Money 
Order  Office,  which  shows  the  same  rapid  inctcaso.  ,  ,  ,  ,  ^  ,  ■^  ^ 
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The  following  interesting  statoment-irrtiphfea'by  Mr.  H.  A.  Bourret,  superintendent 
of  the  department,  shows  the  nature  of  the  business  transacted  in  those  years  in  the 
Montreal  Money  Order  Exchange  Office  .

The  savings  bank  system  was  engrafted  on  to  the  postal  department  in  Montreal  on 
the  1st  April,  1868,  and  has  shewn  by  its  increase  in  depositors  and  amounts  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  people  of  the  advantages  and  inducements  to  thrift  thus  oflFered.

The  above  tables  shew  that  the  total  increase  in  money  order  and  savings  bank 
business  in  these  thrr^  years  is  $433,307.  These  postal  statistics  are  interesting  as 
furnishing  a  further  proof  of  the  increase  in  population,  wealth  and  commercial  impor- 
tance of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

With  the  growth  of  poj)ulation  a  necessity  had  sprang  up  for  affording  the  public 
greater  facilities  than  had  hitherto  been  provided  for  the  transmission  by  mail  cf  sniali 
articles  in  packages,  frequently  intended  for  destinations  not  readily  ucoessible  by  any 
other  means  of  conveyance  than  that  afforded  by  the  Post  Office.  To  meet  this  necessity, 
provision  was  made  for  the  transmission  by  mail  between  all  p'aces  in  Canada,  from  1st 
February,  1888,  of  matter  of  the  nature  adverted  to. 
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RETAIL  TRADE. 
;     MONTREAL  COMPARES  WELL  WITH  OTHER  LARGI^:  CITIES. 

It  is  with  difficulty  that  the  present  generation  of  Montrealers,  or  strangers  to  Mont- 
real, can  form  any  idea  of  the  enormous  and  rapid  growth  of  the  retail  trade  of  the  city. 
Walking  along  Notre  Dame,  St.  James,  or  St.  Catherine  street,  one  sees  at  the  present 
day  ovidonces  of  Montreal's  prosperity  in  the  large  and  well-kept  retail  stores.  Montreal's 
retail  stores  now  compare  most  favorably  with  those  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  world 
for  the  quality  of  the  stocks  kept,  and  the  attractive  manner  in  which  the  goods  are  dis- 
played. Very  different  was  the  state  of  matters  in  the  beginning  and  during  many 
decades  of  the  present  century,  when  as  yet  what  is  now  Craig  street  was  represented  by 
a  creek,  crossed

which  afforded  com-nunication  with  the  city  proper  and  the  few  existing  suburbs  on  the 
higher  ground.  Business  at  the  period  spoken  of  was  almost  entirely  confined  to  St.  Paul 
street,  and  was  more  especially  clustered  around  that  portion  from  Jacques  Cartier  to 
what  is  now  Custom  House  Square.  On  Notre  Dame  street  there  were,  about  the  year 
1820,  some  three  or  four  groceries  and  one  dry  goods  store,  while  there  might  be  some 
half-a-dozen  others  on  the  cross  streets  between  St.  Paul  and  Notre  Dame.  On  St.  James 
street  were  the  residences  of  the  well-to-do  portion  of  the  population,  stores  on  that  street 
being  at  that  time  unknown.  There  was  a  number  of  small  taverns,  chiefly  kept  by 
(lermans,  on  St.  Lawrence  Main  street,  in  which  were  kept  small  stocks  of  coiirse  groceries 
to  retail  to  those  in  their  immediate  neighborhood,  and  a  few  of  the  eiame  class  may  have 
been  scattered  along  the  other  outlets  of  the  city. 

After  the  war,  business  in  1815  and  the  following  years  became  somewhat  more 
systematized.  Previous  to  this  the  old  established  houses  of  Forsyth,  Richardson  &  Co.- 
(lirard,  Parker  Si  Ogilvy,  predecessors  of  Grillespie,  Moffat  &  Co.  ;  Maitland,  Gardiner  and 
Auldjo,  and  a  few  of  minor  note  did  the  importing,  and  supplied  customers  with  dry  goods 
hardware,  liquors  and  groceries.  But  the  retail  organization  was  very  imperfect.  The 
hardware  dealers,  with  the  grocers  and  crockery  men,  sold  both  wholesale  and  retail ; 
the  wholesale,  except  in  liquors,  being  very  small.  About  the  bottom  of  the  new  market 
at  Jaoques  Cartier  square  there  was  a  cluster  of  retail  houses,  dry  goods  stores,  and 
another  cluster  filled  most  of  the  space  from  St.  Peter  street  to  Custom  House  square. 
These  were  all  French  Canadians,  keeping  small  stocks  and  depending  for  their  daily 
supply  on  the  houses  of  Robertson,  Masson  &  Co.,  who  imported  nothing  but  dry  goods. 
These  shops  were  small,  and  usually  had  many  doors  and  no  windows.  Near  these  doors 
in  front  of  the  shop,  the  shopkeeper  and  his  clerks  ensconced  themselves,  ready  to  pounce 
upon  the 

UNSUSPECTING  HABITANT, 

who  escaping  from  the  clutches  of  a  clerk  at  the  first  door,  was  immediatel)'  seized  upon 
at  the  second.  Vainly  would  he  protest  that  this  was  the  .same  store  ;  he  was  led  to 
believe  that  ho  could  not  trust  the  evidence  of  his  own  eyes,  ar.d  almost  invariably, 
before  he  had  run  the  gauntlet  of  the  half-dozen  doors,  he  had  made  one  or  more 
purchases.  Many  were  the  good-natured  tricks  played  upon  the  habitant,  who,  however, 
did  not  always  come  off  second  best.  Notwithstanding  the  inconveniences  and  evident 
discomforts  attending  this  stylo  of  doing  business  it  continued  in  vogue  for  upwards  of 
thirty  years,  when  it  was  abolished  by  a  common  agreement  among  all  the  traders. 
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Those  in  other  lines  of  retail  wor^  scattered  along  the  whole  lino  of  St.  Paul  street, 
from  the  present  Jacques  Carticr  square  to  ,Mc(}ill  street.  Tlic  fashionable  and  well 
assorted  dry  poods  stores  were  th<)se  of  Richard  AVatkins,  successor  to  Miller,  Parlane 
&  Co.,  whose  name  long  remained  on  the  door,  and  Hector  Russell  &  Co.,  about  two  doors 
west  of  Custom  House  Square.  Mr.  Miller,  of  the  firm  mentioned  above,  wont  home, 
while  Mr.  Parlane  wont  into  the  wholesale  and  shipping  business,  and  helped  to  found 
the  groat  house  of  H.  <fc  A.  Allan  &  Co.  Heetor  Russel  &  Co.'s  store  spoken  of  com- 
municated with  the  retail  store  of  coarse  goods,  facing  on  the  market  square.  Over  the 
whole  was  their  large  dry  goods  establishment,  tl.e  whole  being  managed  by  Mr.  John 
Mackenzie,  the  late  Mr.  John  G.  Maokay  being  the  bookkeeper,  while  the  handsome  Wm. 
McCormack,  long  known  in  the  city,  was  salesman  to  the  ladies.  Outside  the  retail  dry 
goods  tra<le  were  a  few  French  in  commercial  business,  but  there  were  the  remains  in 
various  places  of  the  old  stock,  where  money  had  been  made  in  a  small  way  during  the 
war,  and  the  merchants  had  retired  on  comfortable  competences.  There  was  a  continued 
clearing  out  of  the  merchants  of  that  time  by  bankruptcies  or  abandonments,  and  but  few 
firms  were  long  lived,  or  left  money.  Pratt,  in  the  hardware,  left  an  estate  which  still 
continues  rich,  and  John  Frothingham,  in  the  same  line,  also  loft  a  large  property,  as  did 
John  Torrance  in  the  grocery  business.  He,  already  rich,  greatly  enlarged  his  business, 
and  from  1822  became  active  in  the

then  in  its  infancy,  although  what  were  considered  elegantly  fitted  up  steamers  were  then 
plying  regularly  between  Montreal  and  Quebec.  About  the  year  182.'i  the  Hon.  Jas. 
Ferrier  started  a  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  business  on  Notre  Dame  street,  and  in  1827 
or  1828  the  firm  of  Thus.  Mussen  0{)ened  on  St.  Paul  street,  afterward  moving  to  Notre 
Dame  street  where  it  has  since  remained. 

Retail  business  worked  very  slowly  up  to  Notro  Dame  street,  the  only  dry  goods  store 
for  a  long  time  being  that  of  James  Fleming,  after  which  the  store  at  the  corner  of  Place 
d'Armes  was  titled  up  with  great  pretensions,  and  continued  a.  leading  store  for  many 
years,  under  several  changes,  afterwards  being  occupied  as  a  drug  store.  On  St.  James 
street  there  were  many  vacant  lots,  and  no  store  of  any  kind  was  opened  there  until 
Richard  Wat  kins  removed  about  1845  to  a  brick  building  in  the  neighborhood  of  where 
the  St.  Lawrence  Hall  now  stands.  That  business  must  have  been  on  a  comparatively 
small  scale  in  the  beginning  of  this  century  can  be  gathered  from  the  fiict  that  in  1818 
the  population  of  the  city  must  have  been  under  20, 000  ;  the  population  of  Lower 
Canada  about  300,000,  and  that  of  Upper  Canada  100,000.  '      '      •'   -  m 

Speaking  of  this  time,  Mr.  T.  S.  Brown,  from  whom  much  of  the  foregoing  has  been 
gathered,  said  :  "  We  did  a  wholesale  and  retail  hardware  bupineHs  on  two  flats  of  about 
17  feel  by  'M),  If  the  sales  were  small,  the  profits  must  have  been  good,  for  my  employer 
paid  5101)  house  rent,  keptahorso,  carriage,  and  man  servant,  gave  first-rate  dinners,  and 
very  fine  evening  parties.  But  trade  in  those  days  as  now  was  not  all  profit.  Bankrupt- 
cies among  small  people,  and  a  breaking  down  of  many  who  had  for  a  time  held  their 
heads  very  hig'i,  were  familiar  to  us.  T'.iere  was  no  brokers,  and  the  only  person  named 
as  a  money  lender  was  an  old  Italian,  a  dealer  in  j)ictures,  frames  and  looking-glasses, 
who  kept  a  flourishing  drinking  ))lace  called 

"  LES    TUOIS    ROIS." 

"  Being  too  conscientious  to  take  more  than  six  per  cent,  interest  he  made  it  a  condition 
with  cyery  borrower  that  he  should  buy  a  looking-glass,  and  sevcalof  his  customers  were 
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.i   notined   to   have   tlieir  rooms  abnndiiiiHy  ornamented   with    these  extraviipmces.     His 
vj   luemises  were  an  old  building  on  ("ommissioners    street,  directly  in    rear  of  the  Montreal 
lloiiso,  and  the  first  lesson  I  got  in  French  was  the  notice  on  his  shutters." 

With  the  increase  of  steam  navigation,  the  opening  of  the  country  and  the  general 
introductiitn  of  railways,  Montreal's  trade  grew  to  such  an  extent  that  the  wholesale 
trade  gradually  absorbed  the  i)roperty  on  St.  Paul  street  and  the  cross  streets  to  Notre 
Dame,  and  retailers  were  compelled  to  take  up  new  quarters.  As  the  retailers  invaded 
Notre  Dame  and  St.  James  streets,  the  residents  retired  further  up-town,  only  to  bo  again 
routed,  and  now,  in  adilition  to  the  streets  named,  St.  Lawrence  Main  street,  Hleury,  and 
-ill  m')re  recently,  St.  Catherine  street  have  been  taken  possession  of  by  the  retailers, 
riic  grocer,  butcher  and  baker  seem  to  form  (he  advance  guard  of  the  invading  army, 
;md  are  followed  at  intervals  by  the  dry  goods  man,  the  merchant  tailor,  and  others  more 
or  less  necessai'y  to  the  existence  of  a  civilized  community. 

As  showing  the  extent  of  the  retail  business  in  Mo!itreal,  and  the  number  of  hands 
riupluycd,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  on  the  seven  leading  streets  of  Montreal  there  are 
•  iKi  fewer  than  \i'.)  grocery  stores  ;  139  b;)ot  and  shoe  stores;  ]];>  tailor  and  clothing 
•ores;  9t  dry  goods  stores  j  5.')  jeweller  stores;  39  hat  and  fur  stores;  37  hardware 
-tores  and  31  drug  stores,  entirely  confined  to  the  retail  business.  One  dry  goods  store 
I'luploys  300  hands,  and  has  capital  invested  to  the  amount  of  half  a  million  dollars  ; 
luothcr  employs  about  2.'J0  hands,  with  an  invested  capital  of  ,$350,000;  and  another 
l;us  some  80  hands  with  cipital  invested  to  the  amount  of  $140,000.  It  is  to  bo  under- 
-luod  that  these  figures  in  each  case  represent  the  amount  of  money  actually  invested  in 
ihe  business  and  not  the  amount  of  stock  carried.  , 

Avast  change  has  been  made  jn  the  manner  of  conducting  the  retail  business  of  the 
city.  In  the  dry  goods  the  de])artmental  system  has  been  adopted,  and  even  the  work- 
rooms are  divided  into  departments.  Under  this  system  it  is  j)ossibIo  for  the  employer 
to  know  exactly  in  what  part  of  his  establishment  a  weakness  exists,  and  he  can  at  once 
devise  a  remedy.  Since  it  was  first  introduced,  about  ten  years  ago,  it  has  proved 
Ijoneficial  both  to  employer  and  employes.  The  bonuses  system  is  also  a  new  feature 
introduced  into  some  establishments.  A  great  improvement  in  the  matter  of  hours  has 
,  taken  place.  Formerly  it  was  no  uncommon  thing  for  largo  establishments  to  reraaia 
open  till  midnight  on  Saturdays.  Now  a  number  of  houses  close  at  six  at  night,  and  on 
S  iturdays,  during  July  and  August,  a  half-holiday  is  given.  In  .some  houses  two  weeks' 
holidays  is  given,  wages  being  paid.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  tone  of  the  em- 
ployes has  much  improved,  and  it  is  said  that  more  money  is  .saved  by  them  than  formerly. 
The  grocery  business  too  has  mido  vast  strides,  the  introduction  of  canned  and  glass  goods 
having  to  a  certain  extent  created  a. new  era.  Almost  anything  eatable  can  now  be  had 
in  can  or  in  glatiS,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  t.his  into  consideration.  Of  late  years 
trade  with  outside  places  has  considerably  increased  especially,  for  the  finer  class  of 
goods,  and  one  firm  has  family  customers  in  Ottawa,  .and  as  far  away  as  British  Columbia . 
This  same  firm  has  opened  out  a  new  line  in  supplying  fishing  parties  from  the  States 
with  their  provisions,  for  the  season,  so  that  there  seems  a  possibility  of  Montreal  be- 
coming a  distributing  centre  for  the  finer  class  of  groceries.  To  meet  the  demand  for  tlie 
higlicr  class  of  .goods  the  enter))rising  retailers  import  canned  salmon  from  British 
Columbia  or  the  Maritime  Provinces;  jams,  jellies,  piokles,  from  the  States,  and  more 
especially  New  York  State.  A  great  advantage  to  the  grocer  of  the  present  day  is  the 
improvement  made  in  the  matter  of  credits.  In  former  years  it  was  nothing  uncommon 
to  give  three,  eIa.  or  twelve  months'  credit  to  customers,' but  now  a  month  is  about  the 
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longest  time  given,  unless  in  exceptional  cases.  Formerly  too  it  was  the  custom  of 
retailers  from  all  piirts  of  Canada  to  assemble  at  Montreal  for  the  purpose  of  attending 
tho  trade  sails.  That  is  a  thing  of  the  past,  largely  due  to  the  retontion  of  tlie  auction 
duty  on  impost  from  which  Toronto  is  free,  travelers  having  taken  the  place  of  these 
sales. 

On  all  sides  the  opinion  is  expressed  among  retail  men  that  the  prospects  in  Montreal 
are  brightening  more  every  year  :  a  remunerative  and  increased  volume  of  business  is 
hopefully  anticipated. 

WHOLESALE  CLOTHING. 

The  enterprise  and  push  of  the  business  men  of  Montreal,  coupled  withthe  cheapness 
of  labor  in  the  city,  have  given  the  wholesale  clothing  trade  in  the  city  a  wonderful 
im[)etus  within  tho  last  twenty  years,  and  secured  to  the  commercial  metropolis  tho  supply 
centre  for  the  whole  Dominion.  There  are  eight  large  establishments  engaged  in  this 
industry  in  Montreal,  two  of  which  are  of  vast  extent  an  1  importance,  and  the  others  doing 
a  large  and  profitable  turnover.  Twenty  years  ago  the  annual  sales  of  these  establish- 
ments amounted  in  tho  aggregate  to  about  $400,000,  while  to-day  the  annual  turnover  is 
upwards  of  $2,500,000,  the  range  of  market  extending  from  Halifax  on  the  Atlantic  to 
Vancouver  on  the  Pacific.  The  capital  invested  in  the  trade  is  in  round  numbers  $1,500- 
000  This  industry  has  been  greatly  improved  and  perfected  in  recent  years.  The 
clothing  is  put  together  by  piece  work,  the  cutting  being  done  in  the  establishments.  It 
is  then  given  out  to  women  who  work  on  it  at  home  and  who  reside  in  the  suburbs 
and  adjoining  country.  Among  the  localities  where  the  largest  amount  of  clothing  is  put 
together  are  Ste.  Cunegonde,  St.  Henri,  Ste.  Roao,  Terrebonne,  Chambly,  St.  Hilaire, 
Beloeil  and  St.  Remi,  all  working  for  Montreal  houses.  A  striking  proof  of  the  increase 
of  the  industry  is  the  great  sale  of  sewing  m-ichines  within  the  region  indicated  in  the 
past  several  years.  It  is  believed  that  about  5000  hands  are  given  employment  by  the 
wholesale  clothing  industry,  and  averaging  five  to  each  family  it  may  be  stated  that  about 
20,000  people  depend  upon  the  industry  for  sustenance.  The  number  of  hands  employed 
in  the  establishments  in  the  city  is  in  the  vicinity  of  2200.  Half  a  million  dollars  are 
paid  out  in  wages  annually  by  the  eight  houses.  The  industry  in  Toronto  and  Hamilton 
cannot  compete  with  that  of  Montreal.  ''Tho  reason,"  said  a  well-known  business  man, 
who  has  been  engaged  in  the  industry  for  the  past  thirty  years,  "  is  simply  th.it  Montreal, 
is  a  more  advantageous  manufacturing  centre  than  either  Toronto  or  Hamilton."  I 

The  f^heapness  of  labor  here  is  all  in  our  favor  and  handiciips  the  other  manufactur-l 
ing  centres  in  the  Dominion.    We  may  venture  the  assertion  that  the  cheapest  labor  on  the  | 
continent  is  to  be  found  in  Montreal.     The  goods  manufactured  here  comprise  full  lines 
of  mens',  youths',  boys'  and  children's  clothing. 


MIiSOR   INDUSTRIES. 

The  manufacture  of  leather  board  in  Canada  was  begun  in  1873,  by  a  company 
started  in  Montreal.  Previously  tho  article  was  imported  from  the  States,  and  much  of 
it  continued  to  be  so  until  the  change  in  the  Customs  Tariff  in  1879.  But  in  spite  of  the 
sharp  competition  of  the  foreign  article,  our  home  product  was  of  such  superior  quality 
that  it  easily  held  its  own,  receiving  prizes  at  the  U.  S.  Centennial  in  187(5,  at  the  Sydney 
Exhibition  and  at  Berlin,  Germany,  1877,  at  the  Paris  Exhibition,  1878,  as  well  as  at 
Toronto,  Ottawa  and  Montreal.     The  mill  capacity  is  about  450  tons  per  annum. 
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TRUNKS,    VALISES   AND    SATCHELS. 

This  branch  is  attaining  large  proportions  in  Montreal,  and  two  of  the  five  existing 
factories  occupy  large  premises  in  the  east  and  west  end  of  the  city.  It  is  estimated 
there  is  $700,000  invested  in  the  trade,  and  that  about  400,000  trunks  are  turned  out  per 
annum. 

PAPER   HANGINGS. 

The  manufacturing  of  wall  paper  is  one  of  the  younger  industries  of  Montreal,  which 
is  quietly  and  unostentatiously  iittaining  vigorous  proportions.  From  comparatively 
small  beginnings  the  establishment  now  employs  in  the  neighborhood  of  100  persons. 
There  are  several  printing  machines  in  operation,  producing  nearly  2000  different  styles 
of  paper  hangings.     Wholesale  prices  range  from  ^  cents  per  piece  up  to  $2.50  per  piece. 


IRON  AND  COAL. 

MILLIONS  INVESTED  IN  IRON  MANUFACTURES. 

Montreal,  the  industrial  heart  of  Canada  in  every  other  way,  is  also  the  manufac- 
turing and  distributing  centre  of  the  iron  and  steel  trade  in  the  Dominion.     Realizing 
the   advantages  to  be  derived  from  a  national   policy  which   protects   the  home-made 
article,  it  exerts  itself  to  the  utmost,  and  by  the  grimy  incense  arising  through  its  num- 
erous tall  and  stately  chimneys  and  the  monotonous  music  of  its  hundreds  of  anvils  and 
monstrous  steamhammers  pays  homage  to  Vulcano,  the  patron  saint  of  ironworkers  and 
blacksmiths.     With  native  mines  that  will  supply  the  necessary  fuel  for  years  and  years 
to  come,  with  an  unlimited  supply  of  water  that  can  be  used  both  in  its  natural  state  and 
as  steam  for  motive   power,  it  strives  not  only  to  supply  its  own  wants  but  those  of  less 
favored  towns  in  the  Dominion,  and  even  sends  its  handiwork  beyond  the  border,  where 
in  point  of  workmanship,  durability  and  price  it  equals  if  not  excels  the  native  product. 
The  principal  establishments  of  the  kind  are  probably   the  workshops  of  the  two  great 
Canadian  Railways,  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  Grand  Trunk,  which  employ  in  these  depart- 
ments alone  considerably  over  2000  men,  the  first  named  being  situated  in  the  East  end, 
near  the  suburbs  of^Hochelaga ;  the  last  in  the  far  western  point  of  the  city,  near  Point 
I  St.  Charles.     Here  everything  needed  in  the  railroad  business  is  made,  from  the  coupling 
[pin  to  the  locomotive,  and  from  the  simple  brake  handle  to  the  monstrous  snow  plow* 
[everything  necessary  to  transport  the  surplus  stock  of  other  iron  and  steel  factories  to 
Ithc  nearest  as  well  as  the  most  out-of-the-way  corner  of  the  country. 

One  of  the  largest  iron  establishments  in  Montreal  is  that  owned  by  the  Montreal 
^lolling  Mills,  who^e  massive  buildings,  some  of  them  over  100  feet  in  length  in  which  over 
Coo  men  and  bcjs  are  working,  are  noticeable  to  any  one  going  along  Notre  Dame  street 
west.  This  establishment  alone  can  turn  out  8,000,000  feet  of  iron  pipes  per  annum,  with 
the  aid  of  one  of  Swindell's  regenerative  gas  furnaces  in  the  building  of  which  150,000 
kd  and  firebricks  were  employed.  To  fully  understand  the  enormous  capacity  for 
Lking  pipes  it  should  be  stated  that  the  imports  of  pipes  in  the  Dominion  for  1885  were 
[,368,765  feet,  and  in  1886,  4,209,884  feet,  or  a  sum  total  for  the  two  years  of  7,578,649 
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feet,  thus  showing  that  the  new  mills  will  bo  iti  jtoMition  to  turn  out  in  one  year  more 
than  the  (juantity  that  has  boon  importod  tor  tlio  la^t  two  years.  They  also  mnko  a 
spci'ialty  oi  nails  of  t-vcry  kind  and  description,  and  horso  shoes,  of  wliich  industries  nioii' 
is  said  later  on.  Taking  all  j)arts  of  these  extensive  works  togcth»'r  they  eonsunie  on  iin 
average  10,000  tons  per  annum.  Montreal  also  possesses  the  largest  establishment  in 
tho  Dominion  for  tho  manufacture  of  chilled  steel  car  wheels,  on  whieh  carloads  of  men 
and  boasts  and  freight  roll  daily  to  and  from  every  part  of  the  contineat.  Over  six  hun- 
dred men  are  employed  within  its  walls  on  the  baliks  of  the  Laohine  Canal,  and  it  supplies 
hU  tho  wheels  for  the  (traiid  Trunk  as  well  as  the  Intercolonial  railways,  lliglit  near 
tho  eastern  end  of  tho  city  in  tho  suburb  of  Ilochehiga  is  one  of  the  largest  steel  and  axlo 
factorios  in  Canada,  whieh  turns  out  annually  enough  springs  and  axles  to  meet  the 
demands  of  all  the  railways  in  the  Dominion  and  have  some  to  spare  besides.  Tt  employs 
100  skilled  mechanics,  besides  machinery  that  will  do  the  work  of  a  thousand  hands. 
Tho  nail  and  spiko  industry,  perhaps,  comes  next.  There  are  eight  firms  in  the  city 
manufacturing  them,  and  tho  amount  turned  out  annually  may  bo  guessed  when  it  is 
stated  that  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  tons  of  puddled  iron  is  used  per  year,  besides  an 
equal  amount  of  old  rails  and  scrap  iron,  and  several  thousand  tons  of  nail  plate,  with 
thirty  thousand  tons  of  native  coal  to  work  it  up.  Over  two  millions  of  dollars  are 
invostod  in  these  industries  alone,  and  it  furnishes  bread  and  emi)loyment  to  more  than 
sixteen  hundred  laborers  and  thoir  families,  Montreal  possesses  four  horseshoe  factories, 
the  onlj'  ones  in  the  Dominit)n,  and  five  lirms  devote  themselves  entirely  to  making  nails 
wherewith  to  fasten  these  on  the  horses  feet,  Taoks  and  fancy  nails,  including  those  used 
in  Inying  the  carpets  and  supporting  the  pictures  of  the  Canadi.m  people,  arc  also  made 
in  this  city  only  by  three  different  firms,  and  tlie  same  is  the  case  with  wrought  iron  pipe, 
of  which  there  is  one  factory.  Soft  iron  castings  and  fittings  of  all  varieties  such  as  used 
for  stoves,  ranges,  furnaces,  pumps,  lantern  posts,  fences,  fountains  and  innumerable 
other  things  are  made  in  our  twelve  large  foundries,  while  one  firm  makes  a  specialty  of 
malleable  iron  castings,  another  of  those  in  crucible  steel,  and  one  of  everything  neces- 
sary to  m;ike  a  gas  or  oil  stove.  To  keep  secure  the  money  made  and  handled  in  the 
pursuit  of  these  industries  throe  firms  make  it  their  business  to  manufacture  safes,  and 
their  reputation  for  being  burglar  proof  is  very  high.  Two  firms  devote  themselves  to 
the  manufacture  of  cast  iron  ranges  now  so  much  in  use,  wliile  two  others  ])roduce  the  so 
necessary  cast  steel  saws.  Though  tho  making  of  sowing  machines  is  essentially  a  Yankee 
industry,  two  firms,  em|»loying  over  600  hands,  are  engaged  in  it  in  this  city,  and  many  a 
Canadian  housewife  considers  them  a  blessing  and  invaluable  aid  in  her  manifold  daily 
duties.  Axes  and  picks  are  made  by  another  firm,  while  still  another  manufactures 
.augers,  bits,  tools,  spades  and  shovels,  cutlery  embracing  every  variety  of  sharp  instru- 
ment from  the  unwieldy  butcher's  kiiife  to  the  little  pocket  instrument  used  by  tireless 
newspaper  men  in  sharpening  their  mighty  pencil,  and  from  the  shining  carving  utensil 
used  by  the  ponderous  cook  to  the  dainty  little  scissors  reposing  in  the  silk-lined  work 
baskets  of  our  u])pertowii  belles,  is  also  manufactured  here, ^while  two  establishments  make 
scales  and  one  pumps.  We  support  six  wire  factories,  one  of  which  draws  the  article  from 
iron  rods,  weaves  it  into  ropes,  and  turns  it  into  barbed  fences,  while  four  other  establish- 
ments manufacture  s])rings  for  carriages  and  bods.  The  worlisliops  of  the  Royal  Electric 
Light  Company  and  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  employing  several  hundred  men,  come 
also  under  this  head.  A  mention  of  the  extensive  works  of  the  Dominion  Brid  Company 
in  our  suburbs  and  the  twelve  boiler  and  machine  shops  must  bring  this  summary  of  the 
iron  and  steel  trade  in  Montreal  in  which,  according  to  a  careful  estimate,  not  less  than 
10,500  men  are  employed  to  an  end. 
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The  brass  foundiiif^,  which  is  a  kindrod  intorost  to  iron  and  stod,  lias  made  nipid 
-tii(l(!;<  in  the  last  few  years  ;  one  largo  faetory  in  the  west  end  liaviiij?  been  erected  this 
year  at  a  largo  cost  and  giving  onaploytnont  to  over  200  men.  In  the  city  proper  tliero 
me  four  large  ostablishinents,  whioli  employ  in  round  numbers  nix  to  seven  hundred  mon, 
willi  an  invested  capital  of  nearly  half  a  million  dollars,  and  turning  out  some  of  tlio 
liiiest  specimens  of  brass  goods  manufactured  in  America. 


COAL. 

Thanks  to  the  National  Policy  whicii  ])rotects  the  owners  of  Canadian  mines  ngninst 
an  osHTflow  of  foreign  fuel,  Montreal  is  the  heart  of  a  most  flourishing  and  continually 
iiicroasiiig  coal  trade.  With  an  ever  growing  poi)ulation  and  the  rise  of  new  industries, 
it  has  become  the  place  where  the  greater  part  of  the  products  of  the  coal  mines  in  the 
jiiwer  provinces,  which  are  in  great  part  owned  by  citizens  of  Montreal,  find  a  market. 
Over  three  million  dollars  of  money  belonging  to  Montreal  .^  invested  in  the  Canadian 
Coal  Mines.  This  muncy  is  divided  anjong  the  Intercolonial  Coal  Mining  Company,  the 
liitoiriiitional  Coal  Company,  the  Vale  Coal  Company,  and  the  Cumberland  Riulway  nud 
Coal  (,'onipany,  all  of  them  situated  in  Cumberland,  I'ictouand  Cape  i'retoi!,  ail  situated 
ill  the  jirovince  of  Nova  Scotia.  This  coal,  which  is  all  of  a  bituminous  quality,  is 
hiought  to  Montreal  by  water,  though  some  of  it,  especially  from  Cumberland,  arrives  by 
rail.  It  is  principally  used  by  railways  and  manufacturers,  and  for  the  sake  of  showing 
wliat  amount  of  coal  a  good  sized  railway  e(nnpany  needs  annually,  it  may  be  stated 
hat  last  year  the  Canadian  Pacitic  Railway  company  consumed  80,000  tons.  The  Gas 
CiiMi.iMMy  used  i>J,'M)0,  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company,  .'^5,000.  Thi".  is  abo:U 
tiie  amount  of  coiil  brought  here  by  water  ;  about  '2b  per  cent,  more  comes  from  the  Nova 
.Seutia  mines  by  rail.     In  all,  Montreal  used  during  the  last  year  some 

448,000  TONS, 

seven  per  cent,  of  which  was  ijnportcd   from  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.     Six  years  ago 

the  amount  consumed   was   only   334,000  tons,  and  in   three  years  it  had  increased  only 

some  1(1,000  tons.

To  obtain  the  corresponding  prices  for  Cape  Breton  coal,  from  30  to  50  cents  per  ton 
should  be  added.  As  to  the  prices  of  transportation  coal  dealers  declare  that  they  are 
far  lower  than  elsewhere. 

Anthracite  coal,  cominy  mo.<»tly  from  Pennsylvania,  is  almost  entirely  used  for 
domestic  purposes.  It  is  transported  by  barges  from  Oswego,  and  by  the  Delaware  & 
Hudson  Railway  direct  from  the  mines.  Over  two  hundred  and  twenty  thou.sand  tons  of 
this  favorite  fuel  are  used  annually  in  Montreal.  In  1885  the  consumption  of  hard  coal 
was  190,000  ton.«,  in  1886,  194,000.  In  former  years  it  was  brought  to  Montreal  in 
American  canal  boats  on  their  way  to  Ottawa  to  load  lumber.  The  demand  for  this  kind 
of  coal,  however,  soon  grew  so  large  that  the  railways  were  brought  into  play  for  its 
transportation,  and  some  of  the  mining  companies  built  their  own  roads  to  facilitate  the 
trade.  Through  these  means  coal  has  been  pouring  into  the  large  yards  by  the  train  load 
to  supply  the  ever  increasing  demand  which  Montreal,  continually  growing  as  it  is,  and 
drawing  to  it  laborers  and  their  families  from  all  over  the  Dominion,  makes  on  every 
coal  producing  country  in  America  and  Europe. 


PAPER  MAKING. 

Even  in  the  art  of  paper  making,  Montreal  is  far  ahead  of  every  other  city  in  the 
Dominion,  and  gives  many  of  the  larger  cities  in  the  United  States  a  close  race  for 
supremacy  in  that  particular  line  of  industry.  At  the  beginning  of  this  century  paper 
for  wrapping  as  well  as  writing  was  an  article  scarce  as  well  as  expensive  in  Montreal, 
and  every  other  part  of  Canada,  and  home-made  paper  was  an  entirely  unknown  thing. 
The  first  mill  in  Canada  was  built  with  Montreal  capital  in  St.  Andrews,  on  the  North 
River,  near  Montreal,  and  it  needed  a  considerable  amount  of  courage  to  embark  in  such 
an  enterprise.  It  was  opened  in  1806,  and  at  that  period,  in  all  the  country  between 
Halifax  and  Toronto,  only  half  a  dozen  smnll  weekly  papers  were  published,  and  they 
consumed  in  all  not  more  than  300  pounds  of  material  a  week.  As  it  was,  the  capacity 
of  the  mill  amounted  to  about  100  pounds  of  paper  a  day,  all  made  by  hand,  and  though 
seemingly  a  small  supply,  far  beyond  the  demand.  Since  that  time  the  paper  industry 
in  and  near  Montreal  has  had  many  ups  and  downs,  and  from  one  small  mill  has  grown 
to  fifteen,  which  control  half  of  the  total  value  of  the  paper  industry  in  Canada;  and 
situated  in  a  province  provided  with  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  wood  for  pulp,  with 
hundreds  of  miles  .of  low  wooded  mountains,  innumerable  lakes,  waterfalls  and  other 
water  powers,  it  bids  fair  to  monopolize  the  paper-making  business  within  a  few 
years  to  come.  As  a  proof  of  this  it  may  be  stated  that  the  largest  paper  warehouse 
in   Canada    has  just  been  completed   in  Montreal.      It   cost   not    less   than    $100,000, 
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without  furniture,  stock  or  anything,  and  is  eight  stories  high.  It  is  built  of 
terra  cotta  brick  and  Perth  sandstone,  which  was  used  in  this  case  for  the  first 
time  in  Montreal,  and  is  devoted  not  only  to  the  keeping  of  stock  but  to  the 
manufacture  of  bags,  envelopes  and  shipping  tags,  in  which  industry  one  hundred  and 
fifry  people  are  employed.  It  is  but  lately  also  that  in  the  suburb  of  St.  Jerome 
another  largo  paper  mill  has  been  erected  with  a  capital  of  $250,000,  and  a  capacity 
relative  thereto,  and  which  is  entirely  owned  by  French  Oanadian  capitalists  of  Montreal. 


THE  SILK  INDUSTRY. 

The  silk  industry,  which  ha.i  continued  to  prosper  from  thooutnet,  is  practically  con- 
trolled, like  most  others,  by  Montreal,  there  being  but  one  mill  outside  the  city  in  which 
Montreal  capital  is  said  to  be  largely  invested.  The  proportions  of  this  industry  to-day 
show  a  large  increase,  the  ribbons  and  handkerchiefs  which  have  been  added  to  its  lines 
of  production  having  been  received  by  the  trade  with  satisfaction.  Operations,  which  at 
firs',  wore  naturally  on  a  small  scale,  have  so  much  increased  that  one  firm  at  least  has 
been  more  than  once  compelled  to  double  its  productive  capacity,  and  now  employ.^,  on 
an  average,  upwards  of  two  hundred  hands.  The  wages  paid  amount  to  somewhere  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $50,000  per  annum,  the  value  of  the  raw  material  being  close  on 
$200,000,  while  the  value  of  the  manufactured  article  must  amount  to  something 
between  $350,000  and  $400,000. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  met  with,  the  goods  manufactured  are  equal  to  the 
best  produced  in  the  United  States,  the  raw  material  used  being  Canton,  Tsattee  and  the 
best  Japan,  and  the  Canadian  price  list  is  the  same  as  that  adopted  by  the  silk  trade  in 
tiie  United  States.  Every  improvement  in  machinery  or  make  up  is  introduced  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  thus  Montreal  is  enabled  to  keep  pace  with  the  times,  her  silk  goods 
finding  ready  sale  all  over  the  Dominion  ;  and  it  is  stated  that  even  the  lower  class  of 
goods  is  purchased  here  and  sold  side  by  side  with  higher  class  goods  at  the  high  class 
price.  This  does  not,  however,  in  any  way  deteriorate  the  quality  of  the  goods  of  higher 
grades  of  dress  silks,  satins,  etc.,  produced  by  the  same  firms,  but  rather  stimulates  to 
still  further  production  of  high-class  goods,  compatible  with  a  repr.onable  rate  of  profit, 
and  the  paying  of  such  wages  as  shall  procure  the  services  of  the  beat  operatives.  That 
Montreal  has  secured  a  high  position  in  this  particular  line  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the 
fact  that  buyers,  acquainted  with  the  trade,  find  it  impossible  to  discriminate  between  the 
productions  of  the  Montreal  looms  and  those  of  other  cities  so  many  years  longer  in  the 
business. 


COTTON. 

ONE  OF  THE  GREATEST  INDUSTRIES  OF  THE  AGE. 
HISTORY  OF  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  MANUFACTURE  OF  COTTON. 
The  throne  of  King  Cotton  is  placed  in  the  commercial  metropolis  of  Canada.  More 
than  half  the  entire  number  of  mills  in  British  North  America  are  wholly  controlled  by 
Montreal  capital  and  business  men.  The  thrifty  development  of  cotton  manufacturing 
began  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  with  the  advent  of  the  National  Policy.  At  that  time 
there  were  but  seven  cotton  mills  in  operation,  all  about  the  same  capacity.     Under  the 
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new  dispensation   the  Ingi^ing  cotton  interests   of  the  dominion    revived,  and  greatly 
extended  tiieir  marl\ot»  and  produet  even  going  beyond   tlie  requirements  of  the  country 
in  number  and  capacity,  showing  not  too  much  faith  in  the  new  policy  but  too  little  calcu- 
lation as  to  the  consumption.     Many  of  the   old  mills  doubled  and  trebled  their  product 
within  11  few  years,  and  all  now  plants  were  started  upon  a  very  much  enlarged  basis.  To- 
day there  iire  twenty-three   mills   in   Canada,  and  half  a  million  spindles,  about  10,000 
looms  and  between  8000  and  9000  persons  ringing  out  the  music  of  labor,  the  burden  of 
whose  song  is  the  recital  of  something  aceomplished  m  the  line  of  manufactured  cotton. 
Till'  earliest  operatic  is  of  this   industry  in  Canada  were  retarded,  in  groat  measure, 
through  the  lack  of  judgment  on  the  jtart  of  the  manufacturers.     There  was  no  diversity 
in  the  character  ol'liieir    product.     The  markets  of  the    iJominion  were  overstocked  with 
grey  or  unbleached  cottons,  while  other  styles  and  qualities  of  cotton  goods  of  domestic 
make  were   unobtainable.      This    condition  of    affairs,   however,  has   been   thoroughly 
revolutionized,  and   the  Cinadian   markets  arc   nt)w   carrying  some  of  the    finest  and  as 
large  a  variety  of  native  cotton    manufactured  merchandize  as  can  be   anywhere  found, 
embracing  all  grades  of  grey  and  white  cotton,  bleached  sheetings,  pillow  cottons,  and  a 
new  and  highly  desirable   seamless  pillow  cotton  woveii   without   seams,  towels,  piques, 
fancy  ginghams,  plain  and  checked  crinkled  seersucker,  plain  and  fancy  striped  shirtings, 
tickings  and  awnings,  denims,  all   grades  of  sheetings,  knitting  yards,  cottonades,  and 
braid  and  lamp  wifsks.    It  is  claimed  that  the  white  c«)tton  manufactured  in  the  Dominion 
excels  any  product  of  like  nature  produced    in   America.     The  annual  product  of  the  2.3 
mills  now  in  oj)eration  in  Canada  amounts  to  about  1), 000, OOOyards  of  cotton  cloth,  which 
is  divided  among  the  following  mills,  the  ITochelaga  Cotton  Co.  being  the  largest  :

The  geographical  location  of  (he  Canadian  unrkets  in  manufactured  cotton  in  relation 
to  the  lar^vest  growers  of  this  national  staple  '"n  the  world,  admit  of  a  great  expansion 
here  in  this  industry  i. if  export,  and  iMootre,,  capital  and  business  men  should  by  all 
the  natural  laws  of  cause  and  effect  eontr.)l  it.  Tiiey  beat  can  place  a  large  export  trado 
with  all  the  m-rkoH  of  the  world  directly  tributary  to  their  port,  and  on  through  that 
vast  area  of  the  earth  represented  in  the  l-hat  via  the  Canadian  Paeilio  route  to  China, 
Japan  and  India.    ,      ..  ;  i'    h. 
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EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Council  of  Arts  and  Manufactures,  with  the  intention  of  aflFording  every  facility 
to  mechanics,  artisans,  apprentices  and  others  to  whom  a  knowledge  of  drawing  would  be 
of  benefit  in  its  practical  application  in  the  various  trades  and  branches  of  industry, 
established  free  evening  drawing  classes  in  1873. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  school  is  1346,  and  five  years  ago  classes  in  wood  carving, 
lithography  and  wood  engraving  were  added.  The  list  of  subjects  on  which  instruction 
is  given  comprises  freehand  drawing,  mechanical  drawing,  architectural  drawing,  model- 
ling, lithography,  building,  construction  and  stair  building,  decorative  painting,  and 
scagliola  and  plaster  work. 

It  is  difficult  to  appreciate  the  benefit  resulting  to  those  who  are  thus  enabled  to 
supplement  the  generally  narrow  instruction  of  the  workshop,  where,  by  the  present 
division  of  labor,  an  apprentice  is  as  a  rule  confined  to  one  department,  and  indeed  prefers 
that  he  should  be,  as  it  brings  him  immediate  wages.  It  makes  him  familiar  with  the 
processes  and  tools,  which,  in  most  of  the  special  industries  and  trades,  have  a  certain 
degree  of  analogy ;  and  he  roon  perceives  the  fundamental  principles  that  underlie  all 
manual  operations.  ,•,,-,      ,.,,...:. 

A  direct  advantage  to  be  gained  by  the  proper  training  of  artisans  in  the  same  way 
as  engineers,  lawyers  and  physicians  are  trained,  is  that  the  number  of  these  last  men- 
tioned, whose  preponderance  in  the  city  is  widely  deplored,  may  be  immediately  decreased, 
as  boys  having  some  education  will  no  longer  object  to  follow  a  trade,  as  their  dreary  and 
drudging  period  of  apprenticeship  is  almost  done  away  with,  and  entering  a  shop  with 
some  practical  ideas,  and  already  somewhat  advanced,  they  may  hope  for  higher  imme- 
diate wages— which  is  after  all  the   great  lever  that  impels  both  parents  and  children 
in  their  choice  of  industrial  pursuits.     A  much  higher  idea  of  the  importance  and  dignity 
of  labor  is  also  created  by   tkese  schools.     Their  careful  management  and  the  founding 
of  workshops  iu  connection  with  them,  such  as  exist  in  the  manual  training  school  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo,,  which  Mr.  S.  C.  Stprenson,  B.  A.,  visited  some  three  or  four  years  ago,  and 
the  adoption  of  which  he  strongly  recommended  at  the   time,  would  result  in  our  skilled 
labor  in  the  decorative  arts  standing  at  a  premium  in  the  world's  markets,  in  our  artisans 
commanding  the  best  remuneration  elsewhere,  and  in  the  really  artistic  bent  of  the  French 
Canadian  mind  being  cultivated  in  its  utmost  ramifications,  and  bearing  abundant  fruit. 
Indeed,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  French  Canadian  should  not  distinguish  himself 
in  the  sphere  of  art,  as  do  his  kinsmen  in  the  Old  World,  the  French,  whose  deft  hands 
add  beauty  to  everything  they  touch,  even  the  most  common  object  not  being  thought  too 
moan  for  adorumout.    But  in  France  the  facilities  for  the  students  of  industrial  arts  are 
very  great.

.  MONTIIEAL  THE  CENTEE  OF  THE  REFINING  TEADE. 

HISTOEY  AND  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  TEADE  IN"' 

MONTEEAL.  ^  - 

Montreiil  siiit|)lio9  throe-fourths  of  all  the  sugar  consumed  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
and  its  sugar  refineries  have  weathered  the  dangers  of  competition  with  the  sugar  impor- 
ters, whieh  caused  nearly  every  other  refinery  in  Canada  to  succumb. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  century  all  the  sugar  consumed  in  Canada  was  imported 
from  England  and  the  United  States.  In  1854,  however,  Mr.  Pe»cr  Redpath,  the  pioneer 
of  sugar  refining  in  Canada,  bought  a  site  in  St.  Patrick  street  and  started  a  small  refinery. 
For  many  years  the  young  enterprise  struggled  hard  for  existence,  but  perseverance  was 
finally  crowned  with  success.  It  was  then  that  the  St.  Lawrence  Sugar  Refining  Com- 
pany also  established  itself  here,  in  the  year  1879. 

The  Canadian  Sugar  Refinery  at  its  inception  only  produ-ied  about  20,000,000  lbs.  a 
year,  and  has  now  reached  a  production  of  150,000,000  lbs.  per  annum.  The  total  con- 
sumption of  sugtir  in  ('anada  is  a  little  more  than  200,000,000  pounds  every  year.  As 
nearly  all  the  sugar  that  is  produced  in  Canada  is  consumed  within  the  Dominion  it  is 
clear  that  our  refineries  supply  nearly  the  entire  want. 

The  raw  sugar  comes  principiilly  from  the  West  Indies,  Brazil  and  the  Philippine 
Island.  All  grades  of  sugar  are  produced  here  from  the  lowest  yellow  to  the  Paris, 
lumps. 

The  capital  of  the  Canada  Sugar  Refining  Company  is  $1,000,000,  whilst  that  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  Sugar  Refining  Company  is  in  round  figures  $850,000.  The  output  of  the 
refineries  at  Halifax,  Moncton  and  Berthier  varies  annually  between  50  and  100  millions 
of  pounds,  whilst  their  capital  does  not  exceed  $800,000. 

The  St.  Lawrence  Sugar  Refining  Company  also  has  more  than  tripled  its  capacity, 
and  produced  about  2000  barrels  every  day  before  the  disastrous  fire  which  destroyed 
their  vast  buildings  in  Queen  street  last  spring,      '  ...  .;■     -  .        .      .  i  u,  ,,.l  ,  . 

A  further  proof  of  the  growth  of  the  industry  is  the  fact  that  in  1874  the  total  ton- 
nage of  vessels  bringing  raw  sugar  to  3Iontreal  was  about  10,000  tons,  whilst  it  reached 
54,000  tons  last  year. 

The  quality  of  the  article  coming  from  the  Montreal  refineries  is  unexcelled,  the  high 
gnides  showing  100  per  cent,  in  the  polariscope.  The  St.  L;iwrence  company  have  nearly 
completed  their  magnificent  refinery  building  at  Maisonneuve,  in  which  operations  will 
begin  early  in  summer. 

The  margins  for  the  sugar  refiner  being  small,  owing  to  the  stroTig  competition  from 
foreign  countries,  where  labor  is  cheaper,  the  chief  success  of  the  Montreal  sugar  refiners 
has  been  in  the  past  due  to  strict  economy  and  cai-eful  management.  These  two  qualities 
have  secureil  for  Montreal  the  bulk. of  the  sugar  refining  trade  of  Canada.  The  enterprise 
employs  directly  about  4,200  i>ersons.  and  atfiwds  indirect  employment  to  more  than 
40,000  persons.  The  imports  of  refined  sugar  are  becoming  less  and  less  from  year  to 
year. 

In  1878.the  total  amount  of  refined  sugar  imported  was  107,412,307  lbs. 
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In  1  880  it  sank  down  to  31,080,064  lbs.  This  figure  was  still  further  reduced  in  18S1, 
when  the  total  amount  hardly  reached  16,000,000  lbs.,  and  in  1882,  only  14,275,500  lb.-<. 
\Tore  brought  into  the  country. 

These  tigures  were  still  reduced  in  the  t'olluwiug  years  to  13,884,621  lbs.,  until  it 
hnrdly  reached  8,000,000  lbs,  last  year.  ^ 

Beet  root  sugar  making  has  hitherto  proved  to  be  a  failure,  though  considerable 
amounts  of  money  and  work  have  been  sunk  in  the  enterprise.  The  cause  of  the  pi'rsi.<- 
lent  failure  is  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  farmers  cannot  grow  the  roots  at  the  2)rice  which 
it  would  pay  the  sugar-maki-rs  to  give  for  them. 

However,  it  is  expected  that  with  increased  facilities  the  enterprise  will  soon  bo 
taken  up  again  by  Montreal  capitalists  and  brought  to  a  successful  issue.

The  following  interesting  summary  shows  the  magnitude  attained  by  this  important 
industry  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1886,  there  were  manufactured  in  the 
Dominion  90,409,025  cigars  from  foreign  leaf,  and  19,250  from  Canadian  leafj  of  which 
Montreal  produced  45,241,275  ;  Toronto  6,613,100  ;  and  Hamilton  0,7.'?8,225.  The  total 
number  of  licenses  issued  being  123,  of  which  there  wore  24  in  Montreal,  9  in  Toronto, 
and  14  in  Hamilton,  the  total  amount  of  leaf  used  in  manufacturing  the  above  being 
1,733,896  lbs.  Montreal  using  830,367  lbs.  ;  Toronto  132,821  lbs.  ;  and  Hamilton  135,675 
lbs.,  the  balance  being  distributed  amongst  the  remaining  factories  throughout  the 
country. 

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1837,  there  were  125  licensed  factories  in 
Canada;  25  of  them  being  in  Montreal,  10  in  Toronto,  and  15  in  Hamilton,  the  number 
of  cigars  manufactured  being  85,587,505,  consuming  1,600,780  lbs.  of  tobacco.  Of  this 
amount  Montreal  furnished  40,436,190,  which  reiiuirel  in  their  manufacture  760,538  lbs, 
of  tobacco;  Toronto  contributed  5,665,700,  made  from  104,213  lbs.  of  leaf  ;  and  Hamilton 
0,221,525,  made  from  115,375  lbs.  of  leaf.' 

One  Montreal  firm  alone  sold  and  delivered  foir  million  more  cigars  in  1886-7  than 
were  manufactured  by  all  the  factories  in  Toronto  and  Hamilton  combined  ;  their  trade 
extending  from  Newfoundland  to  British  Columbia,  their  output  being  one-sixth  of  the 
total  quantity  manufactured  in  the  Dominion. 

The  number  of  hands  employed  in  Montreal  in  this  branch  of  manufacture  is  about 
1800.  The  wages  earned  vary  a  great  deal,  depending  entirely  upon  the  skill  of  the 
workmen,  some  earning  as  much  as  seventeen  or  eighteen  dollars  per  week,  almost  any 
man  who  knows  his  business  at  all  being  able  to  earn  from  eight  to  ten  dollars  or  more 
per  week  of  eight  hours  per  day  ;  Saturday  half  day. 

The  tobacco  used  in  this  country  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  cigars  is  obtained

principally  from  the  West  Indies,  the  Eastern  Archipelago,  and  the  United  States.     The 
packages  oome  in  different  forms  ;  some  in  bales  weighing  from  85  to  160  lbs.,  and  some 
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in  cases  weighing  from  300  to  400  lbs.  each.  When  the  tobacco  is  received  it  is  compara- 
tively dry  ;  and  after  being  taken  carefully  from  the  packages  is  first  dipped  into  clear 
water;  and  then  covered  up  and  placed  aside  for  about  twenty-four  hours  ;  the  time 
depending  greatly  upon  the  weather.  It  is  not  required  to  Ho  as  long  in  summer  as  in 
winter.  Sometimes  when  tobacco  is  not  sufficiently  well  cured  it  has  to  go  through  a 
process  of  resweating.  The  leaves  are  then  taken  to  the  stemming  department  where  the 
stem  running  through  the  centre  of  the  leaf,  dividing  it  into  what  is  known  as  the  right 
and  left  sides,  is  removed,  and  the  tobacco  sorted  into  the  different  classes  called  fillers, 
wrappofH  and  binders.  The  fillers  are  generally  put  into  cases  lose  ;  and  the  wrappers 
and  inner  leaves  of  the  cigars,  known  as  binders,  are  put  up  in  little  bundles  weighing 
from  i  lb.  to  1  lb.  each.  The  tobacco  is  then  handed  over  to  the  cigarmakers.  Some 
cigars  are  made  by  hand  and  some  by  moulds.  The  tools  used  consist  of  a  piece  of  hard- 
wood board  costing  from  75  conts  to  $1.25,  a  knife  costing  about  25  cents,  and  a  gauge 
to  measure  the  length  of  the  cigar,  costing  from  75  cents  to  $1.50;  a  good  cigarmaker 
being  able  to  make  from  200  to  300  per  day  of  8  to  85  hours,  by  hand,  and  from  300  to 
600  per  day  by  mould  work.  The  ends  of  the  cigars  are  fastened  by  gum  tragacanth, 
generally  of  the  best  quatity.     The  cigars  are  gathered  up  each  evening  and  sent 

TO   THE   PACKING   DEPARTMENT, 

where  the  different  grades  of  colors  are  selected,  placed  in  bo.xes  and  marked  accordingly, 
such  as  Claro,  Colorailo  Claro,  Colorado,  Colorado  Mnduro,  Maduro  and  Oscuro,  there 
being  generally  some  of  each  of  the  above  named  colors  in  each  package  of  tobacco.  The 
boxes,  before  being  packed,  are  papered  and  labelled,  showing  the  name  of  the  brand  of 
the  cigars,  etc.  There  are  several  different  kinds  of  wood  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
the  boxes,  the  principal  being  Spanish  cedar,  butternut  and  basswood,  the  best  quality 
cigars  being  packed  in  the  best  quality  of  boxes.  The  cigars  are  then  ready  for  ship- 
ment after  the  Revenue  tax  of  $6  per  thousand  has  been  paid. 

The  estimated  increase  in  the  cigar  manufacturing  industry  of  this  country  during  the 
past  ten  years  is  about  fifty-five  per  cent.  .  ii^n. 
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MILLING. 
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The  expansion    of  our  Dominion   flour  trade    must   ever  command  interest  while 
Dominion  trade  lasts,  and  it  is  refreshing  to  note  that  Montreal  holds  the  lead  in  flour 
manufacture  that  will  be  difficult  to  wrest  from  it.     The  city  contains  the  largest  mills 
in  the  Dominion.     The  mills  in  Montreal  have  a  capacity  at  present  in  the  aggregate  of 
nearly  3000  barrels  per  day.     Montreal  flour  can  be  found  at  nearly  all  points  from  Van- 
couver to  Halifax  ;  also  in  Great  Britain,  Antwerp  and  Hamburg,  and  a  considerable  trade 
with  China  and  Japan  has  opened  since  the  completion  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
and  is  growing  every  day.     Until  within  about  fifteen  years  ago  milling  had  made  very 
few  advances.     The  same  old  millstones  and  grinding  powers  everywhere  obtained"     In 
1868  the  machinery  at  Pesth  was  still  the  primitive  system  of  stone  rollers.     The  Hun- 
garians, however,  subsequently  devised  a  small  porcelain  roll,  and  when  this  was  known 
to  be  successful,  several  firms   in  Canada  sent  a  skilled  millwright  across  to  Europe  to 
acquire  information  about  it.     This  agent  perfected  a  roller  in  Zurich,  Switzerland, 
which  with  slight  improvements  is  the  best  roll  now  in  use,  and  with  which  the  big  mills 
in  Montreal  are  fitted.     The  mills  of  the  big  firms  have  been  rebuilt  and  refitted  during

the  past  few  years,  and  are  miignificent  establishments.  A  congidenible  quantity  of 
American  flour  comos  into  Montreal,  but  with  the  splendid  wheat  crops  ot  Miinitoba, 
American  houses  will  experience  every  year  r  greater  diBiculty  in  competing  with  Canada. 
Montreal  milling  merchants  have  oxpondod  about  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  in 
constructing  works  in  the  Provinoo  of  Manitoba,  and  enormous  elevators  upou  tho 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

'  DOMINION  INSURANCE  BUSINESS. 

The  annual  report  of  tho  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  addressed  to  the  Honorable 
tho  Minister  of  finance,  has  been  issued.  The  list  of  companies  doing  Fire  and  Inland 
Marine  Insurance,  which  is  made  up  of  six  Canadian,  twenty-one  British  and  five 
American  companies,  differs  from  last  year  only  as  regards  one  company,  the  Phenix  of 
Brooklyn,  which  has  ceased  to  transact  marine  business,  and  one,  the  BritLsh  k  Foreign 
Marine,  which  has  been  licensed  to  transact  inland  marine  insurance.  The  ciisli  received 
for  premiums  during  the  year  has  amounted  to  $5,437,268,  an  increase  of  $192,7(51  over 
the  previous  year;  and  the  losses  paid,  $3,073,822,  a  decrease  of  $329,692.  The  Canadian 
companies  have  paid  out  $750,448,  and  received  $1,131,991  ;  the  British  companies 
S2,094,465,  androooived  $3,859,282,  and  tho  American  $228,909,  and  received  $445,990. 
During  the  past  twenty  years  the  companies  have  received  |  74,413,984,  and  paid  $63,- 
734,641,  again  of  $20,679,343.  The  gross  amount  of  policies,  new  and  renewed  by  the 
fire  companies  during  the  year,  was  $541,580,007,  showing  an  increase  of  $8,822,919  over 
1S77.  The  decrease  in  the  amounts  taken  in  1888,  as  compared  with  1877,  among  British 
companies  is  $1,150,582,  and  among  American  companies  $978,166.  Among  Canadian 
companies  there  is  an  increase  of  $10,951,667.  The  increase  in  the  Canadian  companies 
i.s  as  follows  :  British  America,  $4,936,743  ;  Quebec,  $351,386  ;  Royal  Canadian,  $882,- 
396;  Western,  $'5,319,642,  total  $12,490,167;  decrease  Citizens,  $1,131,741;  London 
Mutual,  $406,759,  total,  $1,538,500,  total  increase,  $10,951,667. 

THE    NET  EARNINGS 

of  the  British  Fire  Companies  have  been  $752,956 ;  they  have  paid  for  losses  $2,094,465; 
expenses,  $1,011,863,  and  received  for  premiums  $3,859,284.  For  every  $100  of  premiums 
received  there  were  spent  on  tho  average  $54.27  in  payment  of  losses,  and  $26.22  for 
general  expenses,  leaving  $19.51  for  the  companies,  luj  against  $62.21  for  losses,  and 
$27.06  for  expenses,  leaving  $9.73  in  1877.  Hence  these  companies  have  done  a  less 
volume  of  business  than  in  1877,  at  a  higher  rate  of  premium,  at  a  less  rate  of  expense 
and  at  a  less  rate  of  loss.  During  the  last  fourteen  years  these  companies  have  paid  for 
losses  (1875  to  1888)  $27,609,225  5  for  general  expenses,  $8,935,239 ;  total  $36,544,464, 
and  received  for  premiums  $37,639,358,  being  an  excess  of  receipts  over  payments  of 
$1,094,894.  An  adverse  balance  during  these  years  wtis  occasioned  by  tho  St.  John  fire 
in  1877,  when  they  paid  nearly  $5,000,000. 

As  regards  tho  American  companies  they  have  received  for  the  past  year  $446,768, 
paid  $233,075,  and  general  expenses  have  amounted  to  $111,405.  Hence  for  every  $100 
of  premiums  received  there  were  spent  on  the  average  $52.17  in  paymentof  losses,  and 
S24.94  in  general  expenses.

THE    APPARENT    GAIN 

in  the  case  of  the  British  America  is  caused  by  the  fust  that  the  head  ofBce  at  Toronto 
valued  in  1877  at  $90,000,  has  been  raised  to  $150,fiuO  in  1888.  The  total  cash  income, 
of  the  companies  from  1875  to  1888,  inclusive,  has  been  $47,329,447,  and  the  total  expen- 
diture $48,  425,498.38.  For  the  three  Canadian  companies  doing  Murine  insurance,  for 
the  Inland  navigation,  the  premiums  received  have  amounted  to  $497,150  ;  losses 
incurred  $363,h23  ;  of  which  $309,479  was  paid,  leaving  an  unsettled  balance  of  $53,944, 
There  was  also  paid  during  the  year  $45,298  on  account  of  losses  incurred  in  previous 
years.  The  premiums  received  for  Ocean  Marine  wore  $271,452  ;  losses  incurred,  $241,- 
774.  The  Marino  business  has  been,  on  the  whole,  more  favorable  than  the  year 
previous. 

The  business  of  life  insurance  is  carried  on  by  30  active  companies,  of  which  1 1  are 
Canadian,  10  British  and  9  American.  Two  American  companies  were  licensed  during 
the  year,  the  Germaniaand  the  Provident  Savings  Life  Assurance  companies.  The  total 
amount  of  policies  taken  during  the  year  was  $41,226,529,  an  excess  of  $3,218,219  over 
1887.  The  Canadian  companies  show  a  gain  in  1888  of  $1,370,710,  while  ir  1887  they 
gained  $4,215,855 ;  the  American  companies  have  a  gain  of  .$928,762  against  a  decrease 
of  $391,654  in  1887,  and  the  British  companies  have  also  an  increase  of  $918,747,  whilst  , 
in  1888  they  had  a  decrease  of  $987,239,  the  total  increase  in  1888  being  $3,218,219  as 
stated  above.  The  respective  amounts  affected  are  :  Canadian  Companies,  $24,876,259  ; 
British  Companies,  $3,985,787  ;  American  Companies,  $12,364,483.  The  excess  in  favor 
of  the  native  companies  is  $8,500,000. 

THE   TOTAL  AMOUNT 

of  life  insurance  in  force  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $211,761,583,  divided  as  follows: 
Canadian,  $114,0.34,279;  British,  $30,003,210  ;  American,  $67,724,000.  The  amount  of 
insurance  terminated  in  natural  course  by  death,  maturity,  or  expiry,  was  $2,867,533, 
which  is  greater  by  $422,012  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  amount  terminated  by 
surrender  and  lapse  was  $18,375,555,  being  greater  than  that  in  1887  by  $4,330,587. 
Tne  total  amount  paid  to  policy  holders  in  1888  was  as  follows  :  Death  claims,  including 
bonus  additions,  $2,214,001 ;  matured  endowments,  $333,197  ;  annuitants,  $16,391;  paid 
for  surrender  policies,  $286,442  ;  dividends  to  policy  h  Iders,  $590,698  ;  total,  $3,440,729. 
Hence  for  every  $100  premium  received  there  has  been  paid  to  policy  holders  $51.70, 
leaving  $48.30  to  be  carried  to  reserve,  expense  and  profits.  The  premiums  received  by

Comme  chacun  le  sait,  11  y  aura,  le  deux  Octobre  de  cette  ann6e,  398  ans  que 
Jacques-Cartier,  h.  la  t^te  d'une  faible  troupe  de  soldats  et  de  matelots,  foula  le  premier 
du  pied  le  sommet  de  la  montagne.  De  Ik  il  promena  ses  regards  sur  le  paysage  qui 
I'entouralt ;  au-dessous  de  lui  la  bourgade  d'Hochelaga  ;  au  loin,  k  perte  de  vue,  une 
Vaste  «5tendue  de  territoire,  arros<;e  par  des  cours  d'eau  considerables  d'ou  se  d6tachaient 
de  ci  de  Ik  des  bouquets  de  bois,  des  lies,  des  coUines ;  partout  la  nature  dans  toute  sa 
beaut(S  pittoresque.  Le  grand  explorateur  ne  put  r^primer  un  cri  d'admiration  k  la  vue 
d'un  si  grandiose  panorama,  et,  sur  le  champ,  il  donna  k  I'endroit  sur  lequel  il  se  trou- 
vait  le  nom  de  Mont  Royal,  dont  on  a  fait,  par  le  temps  et  I'usage,  Montreal,  nom 
que  porte  la  ville  aujourd'hui.

Voici  I'apprdciation  qu'on  trouve  dans  un  vioux  volume  ayant  pour  titre  "  La  G^o- 
grnphie  de  Jones,"  et  public  qiielque  temps  avant  la  Declaration  de  I'lnd^pendance  : — 

"  Montr6al  est  construit  au  pied  d'une  montagne  qui  fait  partie  d'une  ile  de  dix 
"  lieues  de  longueur  sur  k  peu  ]>t{;s  quatre  de  largeur,  et  qui  est  baign^e  par  le  fleuve  St. 
"Laurent.  Tant  que  le  Canada  fat  sous  la  domination  frangaise,  la  ville  et  toute  I'ile 
"  de  Montreal  acquirent  un  developpement  consid<}rable ;  on  aurait  dit  un  vaste  jardin 
"  oil  se  trouvaient  rC'unies  toutes  les  commodit^s  de  la  vie.  Depuis  que  les  Anglais  en  ont 
"  pris  posi^ession,  It  feu  I'a  ravag^  en  diflF^rentes  circonstances.  A  I'^poque  oh  leg^n^ral 
"  Amherst  I'occupa,  la  ville  affectait  une  forme  oblongue,  <Stait  prot^g^e  par  una

II  n'eutre  pas  dans  le  cadre  de  notre  ouvrage  de  suivre  Montreal  pas  k  pas  danstous 
ses  progres  comme  dans  toutes  ses  vicissitudes.  Nous  devons  nous  contenter  de  montrer 
le  degrd  d'importance  qu'elle  a  acquise,  et  de  faire  ressortir  ses  avantages  qui  la  mettent 
en  etat  d'occuper  si  dignement  le  premier  rang  parini  nos  villes  du  Canada,  position  qui 
ne  peut  lui  6tre  enlevee,  parce  qu'elle  est  la  consequence  d'une  loi  d'^conomie  publique 
qu'on  remarque  chez  toutes  les  nations,  et  en  particulier  chez  nos  voisins,  oU  New  York 
sera  toujours  la  m^tropole  commerciale  en  d6pit  de  la  jalousie  des  autres  villes  qui  lui 
disputent  ce  titre.

la  position  de  Montreal  est  particuliferement  priviiegide.  EUe  est  h  la  tdte  de  la  naviga- 
tion ooeanique  et  de  celie  des  lacs  et  des  rivieres,  tandis  que  ses  voies  ferries  la  mettent  en 
communications  directes  avec  toutes  les  villes  du  Canada  et  des  Etats-Unis.  Afin  de 
permettre  aux  vaisseaux  de  tons  les  pays  de  pdnetrer  dans  son  port,  le  ohenal  a  6t6 
creus6  k  une  profondeur  de  vingt-sept  pieds  aux  eaux  les  plus  basses,  et  on  s'occupe 
eacore  actuellement  h  am6liorer  davantage  la  condition  du  fleuve.  Pour  I'execution  de 
ces  travaux  la  ville  a  contracts  un  emprunt  de  quatre  millions  de  piastres,  ce  qui  est  le  plus 
lourd  fardeau  qu'on  lui  ait  impost  jusqu'ici.

du  Canada,  olle  en  est  aussi  le  centre  le  plus  manufacturier.  Au  nombre  de  ses 
industries  ello  compte  des  fonderies,  des  raffineries  do  sucro,  des  tanneries,  des  fabriques 
de  soie,  des  manufactures  qui  produisent  les  articles  de  ferronnerie,  les  voitures  d'dt^  et 
d'hiver,  les  balais,  la  menuiserie,  les  outils,  les  locomotives,  les  machines  et  les  chauditirea 
k  vapeur,  les  marchandises  en  caoutchouc,  les  presses  k  imprimor,  les  instruments  ara- 
toires,  les  instruments  de  musique,  le  papier,  la  corderie,  les  machines  h.  eoudre,  les 
caract^res  d'imprimerie,  les  epingles,  le  tabac,  les  articles  en  laine  et  les  colonnades,  les 
chaussuros,  sans  compter  nombre  d'autres  potites  industries  qu'il  serait  trop  long  d'dnu- 
m^rer.

Sous  le  rapport  de  I'^ducation,  Montreal  poss^del' University  MeOill  avec  ses  faculty 
de  droit,  de  medecine,  de  science  et  des  arts,  une  succursale  de  rUniversit6  Laval  ou  I'on 
enseigne  la  th^ologie,  le  droit,  la  mddecine  et  les  arts  ;  ajoutons  k  ces  derni^res  des 
nstitutions  oil  Oatholiquos  Remains,  Anglicains,  Presbytdriens  et  Methodistes  peuvent 
suivre  les  cours  complots  et  r<5gulier3  de  thdologie  ;  un  college  tenu  par  les  Jesuitos,  une 
6oole  module,  deux  dcoles  normales,  et  plusieurs  academies  oil  Ton  pent  faire  des  Etudes 
classiques  ou  scientifiques.  Les  6coles  ^I^mentaires  sont  sous  le  contrdle  respoctif  de 
commissaires  catholiques  et  de  commissaires  protestants.  II  y  a  aussi  deux  ^coles  de 
medecine,  dont  I'une  est  affili^e  au  College  Bishop  do  Lennoxviile  et  I'autre  au  Colliige 
Victoria,  de  Cobourg.  Comme  preuve  du  voluiud  d  aflfaires  qui  se  transigent  dans  cette  ville, 
disons  qu'on  trouve  k  Montreal  seize  banques,  vingt-six  bureaux  d'assurance  coatre  le 
feu,  et  seize  sur  la  vie  5  il  y  a  treizo  marc li^s  publics,  dont  le  plus  remarquable  est  le 
maroh^  Bonsecours  avec  sa  coupole  en  bronze  et  sa  facade  iraposante.

Afin  d'accommodcr  les  relations  d'affaires  qui  sont  nombreusos  avec  les  difforonts  pays 
Strangers,  les  nations  suivantes  sont  repr^sentdes  k  Montreal  par  des  consuls  ot  des  vice- 
consuls  :  La  Confed^^ration  Argentine,  I'Autrlche  et  la  Hongrie,  la  Belgique,  lo  Chili  et 
le  Pdrou,  le  Danemark,  la  France,  I'Allemagne,  le  royaume  de  Hawaii,  lea  Pays-Bas,  la 
Su&de  et  la  Norwcige,  la  Rdpubliquo  d'Uruguay,  I'Espagne,  la  Suisse  et  les  Etats-Unis. 

Montreal  est  le  chef-lieu  d'un  district  judiciaire  ou  neufjuges  rendcnt  la  justice.  II 
y  a  aussi  la  cour  d'appel  qui  y  si^ge  dans  les  mois  de  fdvrier,  mai,  octobro  et  ddccmbre. 
La  section  du  barreaude  la  province  de  Quebec  qui  pratique  k  Montreal  compte  environ 
370  membres.  Un  archevcquo  catholique  romain  et  un  6v5que  anglioain  veillent  aux 
int6r6t8  spirituels  de  la  population.  La  ville  est  representee  au  parlement  federal 
par  trois  deputes  et  par  trois  autres  k  la  legislature  locale.

Leaage,  ing(<nieur  civil,  k  I'effet  d'agrandir  et  de  construire  I'aqueduc  sur  de  nouvelles 
bases.  II  s'agirait  de  creuser  nn  grand  canal  d'une  largeur  de  78  pieds  i\  sa  base  et  de 
130  pieds  an  niveau  do  I'eau,  avec  une  profondeur  de  14  pieds.  Ces  travaux  seraient 
executes  sur  le  fleuve  St.  Laurent  en  amont  des  rapides  de  Lachinc,  et  quelque  peu  en 
aval  de  Fraser  Hill.  A  cet  endroit  ils  rejoindraient  I'aqueduc  actuel  ;\  peu  prds  .3400 
pieds  plus  bas  que  son  embouchure,  le  traverseraient,  et  se  continueraient  on  ligne  paral- 
161e  avec  lui,  jusqu'a  la  maison  des  pompes,  oil  les  eaux  seraient  revues  dans  un  reser- 
voir d'une  superficie  decent  arpents.  De  fortes  jet^es  faites  avec  le  surplus  de  la  terro 
retiree  des  excavations,  et  s'avan^ant  dans  le  St.  Laurent,  formeraient  nn  grand  bassin  h 
fean  tranquille.  Le  reservoir  projet6  repr<?sentera  un  carr6  parfait,  dont  chaque  c6t6 
mesurera  1800  pieds  ;  c'est  de  Ik  que  I'eau,  ane  fois  les  impuret^s  d^posdos,  p<;n5trera 
dans  la  chambre  aux  pompes.  '  -  '       "  ■ 

Cot  aqueduc  pourra,  en  hiver,  lorsqu'il  sera  reconvert  d'une  couche  de  glace  de  deux 
pieds  d'^paisseur,  fournir  assoz  d'oau  pour  perraettre  aux  machines  de  transferer  trente 
millions  de  gallons  d'eau,  mesure  imp6riale,  par  vingt-quatre  heures,  h  la  hauteur  du 
present  reservoir.  Cette  operation  necessiteraun  pouvoir  representant  1600  chevaux- 
vapeur;  pendant  la  saison  d'^te,  h  I'^poque  oti  les  eaux  ont  atteint  leur  hauteur 
moyenne,  le  pouvoir  des  deux  aqueducs  sera  do  5000  chevaux-vapeur,  et  pourra  repousser 
dans  le  reservoir  actuel  cent  millions  de  gallons  d'eau  par  jour.  La  construction  de  ces 
travaux,  non  compris  la  machinerie  et  les  nouveaux  edifices,  les  pompes,  les  tuyaux 
principaux  et  autres  accessoires,  colitera  $1,850,193;  le  tout  inclus  s'eievera  a  .^4,019,- 
972.  Bien  que  cette  depense  paraisse  enorme,  il  faut  admettre  que  les  autorites  ont  agi 
avec  sagesse  en  adoptant  ce  nouveau  projet,  qui  aura  pour  effet  de  faire  disparattre  tout 
sentiment  d'inquietude  dans  la  population  au  sujet  de  I'approvisionnement  de  I'eau  ;  sanS 
compter  toutes  les  autres  ameliorations  auxquelles  on  pourra  servir  I'aqueduc,  tels  que 
redairage  complet  de  toutes  nos  rues  au  moyen  de  I'eiectricite,  ou  le  nettoyage  et  la 
ventilation  des  egoilts  et  tuyaux  de  renvoi.

iDe  1766  k  1833,  les  affaires  municipales  do  Montreal  furent  administrees  par  des 
juges  de  paix  tenant  des  sessions  speciales  k  cet  effet.  La  ville  obtint  son  incorporation 
en  1832  en  vertu  d'un  aote  du  premier  parloment,  George  TV,  chap.  59.  Eile  comprenait 
alors  huit  quartiers : — Est,  Quest,  Ste.  Anne,  St.  Joseph,  St.  Antoine,  St.  Laurent,  St. 
Louis  et  Ste.  Marie,  avec  le  droit  pour  chaque  quartier  d'eiire  deux  conseillers.  Le 
nouveau  consoil  se  reunit  le  5  juin  1833,  et  eiut  comme  maire  Jacques  Vigor,  Ecr.,  qui 
oecupa  cette  charge  jusqu' ft  I'epoque  de  la  seconde  incorporation  en  1840. 
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Le  village  de  Montreal  n'<5talt  aiipAravnnt  qu'une  potite  bourga'le  de  pen  d'impor- 
tance.  M.  Black  lo  tr<58orier  de  la  cit<^  a  en  t<a  poaseasioa  un  vieux  luinuforit  qui  repr6- 
eente  le  rdlo  d'^vuluation  pour  I'ann^e  1817.  On  constate  d'apr^s  oo  document  que 
Montreal  coinptait  k  ootte  date  1757  maiaoia.  On  lit  avoc  int6r<)t  dana  octto  vieille  reli* 
que  dcs  premiers  tempa  de  la  ville,  lea  noma  dea  piirea  et  dea  ancdtroado  pluaioura  denoi 
citoyena  lea  plus  respectables  et  (ea  plua  fortun^a. 

Peu,  probableraent,  ont  tenucompte  du  d6vcloppement,fermeet  constant  do  Montreal. 
Elle  a'est  agrandio  en  ^tendue  dana  toutes  lea  directions,  lea  petitoa  municipalitds  environ- 
nantes  suirant  la  loi  de  la  gravitation,  et  dovonant  absorb(5ea  dana  le  tout  principal. 
Sa  auperficie  qui,  h,  la  date  de  aon  incorporation,  6tait  de  3498  arponta  eat  aujourd'bui 
de  5866  arpents,  eny  compreuant  1230  arpenta  par  I'annexion  de  la  uiunicipalit6  d'lloche- 
Inga  en  1885;  308  arpents  par  I'annexion  de  St.  Jean  Baptiate  en  1886,-  et  33U  arpents 
par  cellc  de  St.  Gabriel  en  1887.  Chaque  munioipalitd  en  devenant  partio  int6grante 
de  la  ville  a  ^t^  constitute  en  quartiera,  ce  qui  fait  que  Montreal  la  ville  ostaubdivis^o 
en  douze  quartiera.  Mais  ce  n'eat  pas  dans  Tagrandissement  de  aon  territoire  que  lea 
progr^s  se  sont  faits  eurtout  remarquer.  Ce  qui  n'^tait,  il  y  a  encore  quo  champs  d^aerta 
ou  vaatcs  pilturages,  s'est  transform^  aujourd'bui  en  quartiera  popiileux,  qui  a'appellent 
St.  Antoine,  St«.

Lea  constructions 
annuelles  sont  plus  belles  et  plus  dispendiouses  qu'eiles  n'ont  jamais  <!t^  jusqu'ici,  et 
pourtant,  detail  rcmarquable,  la  pIQpart  do  oeux  qui  les  <5levent  n'ont  pas  bosoin  de 
reoourir  h  des  emprunts  pour  subvenir  aux  frais  des  travaux.

Citons  encoro  I'Hdtel 
Windsor  avec  ses  434  chambres,  et  qui  pent  recevoir  ot  accommoder  750  voyagours  de 
passage  ;  sa  construction  a  cofite  $1,100,000.  Cot  6tablissoment  pent  marcher  de  pair  aveo

On 
remarque  aussi,  en  voie  de  contruction  :

L'inspecteur  doa  ^dificoa  declare  dans  aon  rapport  offleiel  que  lea  operations  de  1888 
ont  6t6  considerables,  et  il  fixe  a  millo  le  nombro  dea  raaiaona  nouvelles  qui  ont  6t6  cons- 
truites  pendant  I'ann^e  dans  lea  limites  de  la  ville,  ce  qui  est  une  augmentation  de  trois 
oenta  aur  I'annde  pr6o6dente.  Solon  lui,  aemblable  r68ultat  n«  s'est  pas  encore  pr^aente, 
depuia  1871,  ^poque  oil  tout  le  mondo  etait  pria  de  la  fidvre  de  construire.  Maia  quelle 
difference  ontre  1871  et  1888.  Dana  le  premier  oas,  la  speculation  seule  etait  le  mobile 
d«  la  construction,  et  o'est  tellement  le  cas  qu'un  grand  nombre  de  maisons  commenoees 
d«tneur^reD'  ainsi  plusieurs  anneca  arant  d'6tre  terminees.  II  en  a  ete  bien  autrement :

Uno  augmentation  moyonne  d'au  moins  150 
chars  par  jour  pent  6tre  attendue  })ar  la  voie  du  "  Sault  Ste.  Marie  "  soulement.  Lois 
de  aa  profondeur  naturelle  de  10  piods  10  poucos,  les  vaissoaux  de  250  tonneaux  ne 
pouvaiont  pas  passer  le  Lao  St.  Pierre  aveo  une  cargaison  compI(ite,  mais  comrao  pour 
tonir  tote  au  creusemcnt  du  chenal,  chaque  annde  la  dimension  ct  lo  tonnage  des  vais- 
Beaux  augmcntaient.  Lo  premier  vapeur  pour  la  malle  entre  I'Angloterre  et  Montr^fal, 
le  "Genoa,"  do  sept  cents  tonneaux,  arriva  au  port  en  1854,  et  depuis  cette  <?poque,  le 
progress  du  commerce  sur  le  St.  Laurent  a  6t6  tel  qu'aujourd'hui  il  y  a  au-dessus  do  vingt 
lignes  r<^guli6res  de  vaissoaux  oc^aniques,  et  lo  tonnage  annuel  a  augment^  do  358,000 
tonneaux  on  1851  h  870,883  en  1887.  Le  pays  a  fait  de  tels  progr^s  que  nous  voyons  le 
Gouvernemcnt  demandant  des  soumissions  pour  lo  service  do  la  malle  sur  I'Atlantique, 
que  les  hommes  d'affaires  consid^rent  (?tre  6gtil,  sinon  8up*5rieur,  k  aucun  des  ports  vers 
le  sud,  pendant  que  90  pour  cent  du  commerce  dtranger  au  pays  passe  par  le  St.  Laurent, 
et  qu'environ  la  moitid  du 

TOTAL  DU  COMMERCE  ^TRANGER 

au  Canada  est  entr^  h  la  Douane  au  port  do  Montrdal.  Pendant  que  le  commerce  int<?- 
rieur  do  Qu<5bcc  a  dirainud  de  146  vaisseaux  et  60,736  tonneaux  de  1876  a  1886,  celui  du 
havre  de  Montreal  a  augments  durant  la  mdmo  periode  de  26  vaisseaux  et  132,439  ton- 
neaux. De  plus,  tandis  quo  les  importations  h  Quebec  de  1876  k  1886  montrent  une 
diminution  do  $336,807,  et  les  exportations  une  diminution  de  $3,030,671 ;  cellos  de 
Montreal  font  voir  une  augmentation  de  $9,843,027  ot  do  $4,596,153  respectivement.  Et 
durant  toute  cette  p(5riodo  le  bflvre  et  lo  commerce  du  port  de  Montr<?al  ont  6t6  injuste 
ment  tax^s,  le  Gouvernement  faisant  contre  eux  d'6tranges  distinctions.  D'aprds  le 
rapport  du  Ministre  des  Travaux  Publics,  il  est  d<5montr<$  que  Montr6al,  seul,  de  tons  les 
ports  du  Canada,  n'a  reju  aucun  argent  public  pour  son  amelioration.  Voici  les  items  de 
d^penses  sur  quelques-uns  des  ports  depuis  la  Confederation  :

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tandis  que  Montreal  n'a  pas  re^u  un  seiil  sou  pour  les  ameliorations  du  liA^vre.  11  est 
vrai  que  le  Piirlemont  a  yot6  $1,(503,504  pour  lo  chenal  de  navires,  mais  I'intdr^t  fiur 
cette  somme  k  6tG  pay6  avec  les

obtenus  par  une  taxe  directo  sur  le  commerce  du  port,  tandis  que  les  ameliorations  et 
int^rets  dos  ddponses  faites  pour  le  hslvro  de  QuC'bec  sent  payees  par  le  Gouveruemcnt,  et 
n'ont  pas  jusqu'^  present  ete  defray(5cs  par  les  rcv^nus  de  ce  port.  II  est  vrai  que  le 
Gouvernement  se  chargera  de  la  detto  du  chenal  de  navires,  raais  il  faut  ajouter  h  cela 
$800,000  dos  reveuus  du  havre  de  Montrdal  que  le  Gouvernement  a  refues  en  paiementa 
d'intorets,  dont  le  tout  aurait  ete  trtis  utile  au  prolongement  du  havre,  dont  on  a  un 
besoin  si  urgent.  Si  Montreal  a  autant  prosper^  malgr6  les  taxes  impos6es  h  son  h^vre 
et  k  son  commerce  pour  rencontrer  des  interets  destines  a  soutenir  des  entreprises  pure- 
ment  nationales,  il  est  impossible  de  calculer  quellea  influences  il  pourra  exeroer 
dans  I'avenir,  quand  ses  faoilitds  seront  augraentees  et  ses  jmp6ts  diminues.

YAPEUES  DES  LIGNES  ALLAN  ET  DOMINION. 
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Lorsque  Sir  Hugh  Allan  n'^tait  encore  qu'un  enfant  de  13  ans,  il  entra  dans  un 
bureau  de  uegociant  h  Greeiock,  en  Ecosse.  Les  affaires  qui  s'y  faisaient  conoornaient 
specialenient  les  vaisseaux  engages  dans  le  trafic  du  Canada.  II  demeura  dans  cette 
maison  un  peu  plus  d'une,  annec,  quand  son  p^re,  qui  commandait  un  batiment  n^gociant 
entre  Greenock  et  Montreal,  lui  conseilla  de  passer  en  Canatja.  Mr.  Allan,  p^re,  qui 
etait  un  homme  intelligent  et  profond,  espdrait  qu'en  plajant  Hugh  en  Canada,  il 
pourrait  plus  tard  obtenir  pour  sa  famille,  un  etablissement  permanent  dans  le  commerce 
de  la  colonic.  Hugh  Allan  laissa  Greenock  le  12  Mai  1826,  et  arriva  vis-5,-vis  Longueuil

II  n'y  avait  alors  qu'un  remorqueur  sur  le  fleuve,  levapeur  "Hercules,"  command^ 
par  le  Capitaine  George  Brush.  Le  ''Hercules"  dtait  incapable  de  romorqucr  le  "Favo- 
rite," un  brick  de  276  tonneaux,  contre  le  courant,  et  un  message  fut  envoye  h,  M.  Hiram 
Gilbert,  boucher,  dont  I'dtablisscment  <>tait  sur  le  bord  du  fleuve,  et  qui  gardait  toujours 
une  quantity  de  boeufs  pour  remorquer  les  bateaux,  lui  demandant d'aider  il  remorquerle 
brick  h  travers  le  courant.  Un  cable  fut  cnvoy<5  au  rivage,  et  dix  boeufs  y  furcnt  atta- 
ches, cependant  la  force  r6unie  du  vapeur  et  des  boeufs  ne  suffit  pas.  Le  "Favorite" 
avait  6i6  construit  par  un  M.  Johnson,  etabli  h  Hochelaga;  et  celui-ci  voyant  I'embarras 
dans  lequel  se  trouvait  le  brick  envoya  quarante  ou  cinquante  hommes  pour  pr<?ter  main 
forte,  Un  second  cable  fut  envoy^  ft,  terre,  auquel  les  hommes  joignirent  toutes  leurs 
forces.  Le  ''  Hercules"  angmenta  sa  vnpeur,  le  "  Favorite  "  mit  toute  sa  voile  possible, 
et  les  hommes  et  les  boeufs  tircjrent  de  leur  mieux  ;  de  sorte  qu'avec  toutes  ces  forces 
reunies,  le  bateau  parvint  k  se  rendre  k  son  mouillage  sans  plus  de  trouble.  L'aspect  de 
Montreal  alors  dtait  bien  difi'^rent  d'aujourd'hui.  B  n'y  avait  point  de  quais,  le  bord  de  la 
riviere  descendait  depuis  la  rue  des  Commissaires,  alors  une  ruelle  dtroite,jusqu'au  fleuve. 
Un  vaisseau  entrant  dans  le  port  etait  obligd  de  jeter  I'ancre  afin  de  ne  pas  ddriver  jus- 
qu'au  rivage.  Un  cable  fut  envoy 6  h  terre  et  le  vaisseau  attache.  Toutes  les  mains  alors 
so  reuaireot  au  cabestan  jusqu'^  ce  que  la,  poupe  du  vaissei^u  tpuchilt  le  rivage. 
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Pour  qu'il  fut  possible  de  charger  ct  d^charger  le  vaisseau,  des  passerclles  forni(5es  de 
longues  barres,  avec  des  pieces  mises  on  travers,  furent  descendues  du  navire.  Les  mar- 
chandisos  y  furent  plac6e8  et  les  voitnres  des  charretiers  reculdes  dans  I'oau,  quelqucfois 
mSrae  jusqu'aux  ossieux-.  Sous  de  telles  circonstances,  I'ouvrnge  ne  pouvait  progrcsser 
que  tr6s  lenteinent,  mais  les  vaisseaux  ^talent  petits  et  contenaient  peu  de  cargaison. 

II  y  avait  alors  un  bateau  faisant  la  traversee  &.,Laprairio,  et  une  ligne  rf'gulit^re  do 
vaisseaux  entro  Montr6al  et  Quebec,  mais  ces  bateaux,  quoiqu'assez  confortables, 
dtaient  triis  lents.  II  leur  fallait  de  40  a  48  heures  pour  faire  le  voynge.  Le  canal 
Lachine  Venait  d'etre  compl6td,  mais  il  6tait  eucore  sur  une  trus  faible  et  aucun  bati- 
ment  n'y  passait, 

Aprils  avoir  pass(5  deux  ann<'>es  h,  Tapprentissage  du  commerce  d'dpiceries,  ct  apres 
un  voyage  par  eau  et  par  terre  h  New  York,  &,  Buffalo,  et  aux  chutes  Niagara,  Hugh  Allan 
retourna  en  Angleterre,  oii  il  vit  le  premier  chemiu  de  for  du  monde,  la  ligiie  "  Liver- 
pool-Manchester; "  ct  retourna  tl  Montreal  en  1830,  sur  le  "  Canada,"  un  nouveau  brick, 
construit  par  son  pore.  C'^tait  un  splcudide  navire  et  un  des  plus  grands  dans  le  ncgoco 
de  Montreal.  , ^  .  .,  i 

Durant  cotte  m(5me  annde  la  construction  du  premier  quai  dans  le  port  fut  commen- 
c^e,  les  coinmissaires  des  travaux  furent  I'Hon.  George  Moffatt,  Colonel  Piper,  des  Ingd- 
nieurs  Royaux,  et  I'Hon.  Juge  Quesnel.  Mais  pendant  quelquo  temps,  le  progres  fut 
lent.  A  son  retour  Mr.  Allan  entra  dans  le  bureau  de  Mr.  James  Miller  qui  faisait  des 
affaires  considerables,  embrassant  la  construction,  la  possession,  et  la  conduite  des  navires. 
II  recevait  d'imnienses  consigrmtions  do  marchandises,  de  vins  et  liqueurs,  et  cxportait 
une  quantity  consid^^-rable  de  grains,  alcalis  et  produits  de  toutes  especes.  Le  Canada 
ne  manufacturait  alors  que  tres  peu  de  whiskey.

darmi  la  classe  ouvricire  ^tait  le  rhum.  II  etait  imports  en  grande  partie  tant  dirccte- 
ment  des  Indes  Occidentales  que  par  voie  de  la  Grandc-Bretagne.  Mr.  Miller  recevait 
souvert  des  consignations  de  100  a  150  barils  de  rhum  dans  un  seul  ohargement.  Ceci 
^tait  invariablement  vendu  par  encan  aussitdt  ddbarqud.  Comme  il  n'y  avait  que  tr<is 
peu  de  place  sur  les  quais  pour  d'aussi  gros  lots,  ils  etaicnt  charroy<?s  a  la  ruelle  St. 
David,  oil  6tait  situ6  le  bureaude  Mr.  Miller. 

Lorsqu'au  mois  de  Septembre  de  chaquc  annde,  les  habitants  apportaientleurs  grains 
Mr.  Hugh  Allan  6tnit  envoy<>  .\  Laprairie  pour  en  prendre  soin  et  le  faire  charger  sur  un 
petit  bateau,  le  "Edmund  Henry,"  pour  Montreal.  Au  mois  d'Avril  de  chaque  annde, 
il  visitttit  S'c.  Mathias,  St.  Hilaire,  Belneil,  St.  Marc,  St.  Charles,  St.  Antoinc,  St.  Ours,  et 
tons  les  villages  situ6s  sur  le  fleuve,  ainsi  que  Contrccoeur,  Verchdres  et  Varennes,  un  " 
territoire  triis  fertile  en  bio  alors,  pour  rccucillir  tout  le  grain  apportd  durant  I'hiver. 

Les  biltiments  pesammeht  charges  naviguaient  ave6  beaucoup  de  difficult<5s  dans  ce 
temps-l:\,  I'cau  descendant  quelqucfois  jusqu'tl  11  pieds  dnns  le  Lac  St.  Pierre.  Quand 
il  en  dtait  ainsi,  les  plus  petits  bateaux  seuls  pouvaicnt  trans])orter  leur  cargaison  h, 
travers  le  lac  ;  lorsquc  les  gros  vaisseaux  tentaient  d'y  passer,  il  devennit  souvent  ndces- 
saire  de  les  ddcharger  sur  un  radeau  plac6  le  long  du  batiment.  M(}me  ies  ancres,  les 
chaines  ot  les  vergues  dont  on  pouvait  se  dispenser  <?taient  plac<?s  sur  le  radeau  afin  de 

rall6ger. 

En  1835,  Mr.  Allah  devint  I'associ^  de  Mr.  Miller. 
.    En  1845,  Mr.  Andrew  Allan,  fr^re  de  Mr.  Hugh  Allan,  entra  dans  la  soci<'t^,  et  en 
1881    les  deux  freres  resolurent  de  construire  des  bAtiments  en  fer,  et  des  propulseura  h 
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h^lice,  qui  commengaient  alors  k  remplacer  les  roues.  Les  premiers  vapeurs  de  cette 
ligne  qui  furent  construits,  dtaient  "I'Indian,"  le  "Canadian,"  "  I' Anglo-Saxon,"  et  le 
"North  American."  Le  "Canadian  fit  son  premier  voyage  dans  I'automne  de  1853. 
D'apr^s  ce  court  rdsumd  de  la  marine  marchande  de  Montreal,  il  est  ddmontrd  que  Mr. 
Hugh  Allan  en  a  6t6  le  pionnier  et  le  principal  promoteur. 

LA    LIGNE   ALLAN. 

La  premiere  dans  le  port  de  Montr<5al  est  la  Ligne  Allan  des  paquebots  de  la  Malle 
Royale,  le  pionnier  de  la  marine  marchande  de  Montreal  ;  elle  a  contribu6  au  progrSs 
du  Canada  et  de  la  cit4  de  Montr<5al,  et  a  4t6  si  intimement  li6e  aux  intdr^ts  de  cette 
ville  que  nous  ne  pouvons  faire  autrement  que  do  la  mettre  h  la  tdte  des  lignes  magnifi- 
ques  qui  ont  fonde  le  commerce  ocdanique  de  Montreal. 

L'origine  de  la  ligne  Allan  date  de  I'aande  1852,  lorsque  le  Gouvernement  Canadien 
demanda  des  soumissions  concernant  I'dtablissement  d'une  ligne  de  vapeurs  ocdani- 
ques  devant  faire  la  traversde  entre  Montreal  et  Liverpool  durant  1*616,  et  entre 
Liverpool  et  Portland  pendant  les  mois  d'hiver.  Suivant  les  termes  de  la  soumission,  un 
service  raensuel  devait  commencer  dans  les  douze  mois  suivant  la  date  de  la  signature  du 
central,  et  un  autre  semi-mensuel  dix  mois  aprds  que  les  contracteurs  en  auraient  re^u 
avis.  Pour  ce  service,  le  Gouvernement  offrait  un  subside  de  $120,000.  La  Compagnie 
Canadienne  de  Navigation  h  vapeur,  qui  6tait  alors  en  organisation,  fit  des  soumissions 
pour  le  service,  et  le  contrat  fut  sign6  en  AoOit  1852.  La  Compagnie  abandonna  le 
oontrat  en  1854,  apr^s  avoir  servi  environ  17  mois.  Avant  la  cession  de  ce  contrat  MM. 
Hugh  et  Andrew  Allan  firent  des  arrangements  pour  construiro  et  6quiper  une  flotte  de 
navires  5,  vapeur  de  premiere  classe  pour  le  trafic  Canadien.  Le  premier  contrat  fut 
donn6  k  une  maison  de  Dumbarton,  en  Ecosse,  pour  la  construction  du  "  Canadian,"  de 
l'"Indian,"  de  r"Anglo-Saxon,"  et  du  "North  American"  Ces  splendides  navires 
po8s6daieiit  les  derniSres  ameliorations,  savoir  :  le  propulseur  k  h61ice  rempla^ant  les 
roues,  puis  6taient  construits  pour  le  commerce  ind6pendant;  n'6tant  encourages  et  sou-

LA   CELEBRE   LIGNE   ALLAN. 

Le  ''Canadian  "  fit  son  premier  voyage  le  20  Septembre  1853,  et  lorsqu'il  arriva  au 
port  sa  marche  6tait  un  myst^re  pour  les  nombreux  spectateurs  qui  encouibiaient  le 
port  pour  voir  arriver  le  plus  grand  vaisseau  qui  jus(iu'alors  6tait  entr6  dans  le  port 
de  Montreal.  Lorsque  le  voyage  du  ''  Canadian  "  en  Angleterre  fut  accompli,  et  avant 
qu'il  put  faire  une  seconde  travers6e,  la  navigation  sur  le  St.  Laurent  6tait  ferm6e  pour 
la  saison,  et  pendant  que  la  glace  couvrait  le  fleuve,  il  fit  un  voyage  k  New  York.  A  son 
retour  k  Liverpool  dans  le  printemps  de  1855,  le  besoin  urgent  de  puissants  navires  de 
premiere  classe  s'6tant  fait  sentir  pour  transporter  les  troupes  et  I'artillerie  en  Crim6e, 
le  "Canadian"  fut  retenu  par  le  Gouvernement  comme  vaisseau  de  transport  et  conti- 
nua  d'etre  employ^  k  ce  service  jusqu'^.  la  fin  de  la  guerre.  Peu  apr^s  I'engagement  du 
"Canadian,"  "I'Indian"  fut  aussi  pris  pour  le  m^me  but.  Quandles  flottes  attaqu^rent 
et  prirent  les  Forts  Kinburn,  "  I'Indian,"  k  cause  de  ses  qualitds  superieures,  k  part  ae 
service  perilleux  fut  employ^  comme  navire  de  depSches  de  I'Amiral. 

Durant  la  guerre  de  Crimde,  le  commerce  par  navires  k  vapeur  entre  Liverpool  et  le 
Canada  fut  grandement  empfiche  et  diminu6,  ou  plutdt  totalement  suspendu.  A  la  fin  de 
la  guerre, cependant,  le  Gouvernement  Canadien  o6dant  aux  pressantos  representation^ 
du  peuple  du  Canada,  demaada  des  soumiseioua  pour  6tablir  une  ligne  de  navires  h 
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vapours  pour  la  malle  dovant  traverser  une  fois  par  quinze  jours  entre  Montrdal 
et  Liverpool,  et  entre  Liverpool  et  Portland  apr^s  la  ol6ture  de  la  navigation  sur  le 
St.  Laurent.  L^ligne  Allan  rdussit  h  faire  accepter  sa  aoumission,  et  comnienca  lo  ser- 
vice sous  contrat  en  Avril  1856.  Mais  au  d<5but,  do  grandes  difflcultds  devaient  ^trereu- 
contrdes  et  quelques  fois  des  d<5sastres  durent  6tre  supportds  avec  patience.  II  n'y  avait 
alors  que  trSs  peu  de  pharos  sur  le  fleuvo  et  le  golfe  St.  Laurent.  Et  comme  la  directioa 
des  coarants  n'dtait 

PAS   SUFFISAMMENT   CONNUE, 

et  les  capitaines  n'ayant  pas  encore  acquis  d' experience  dans  la  direction  des  navires 
&  vapeur,  les  dangers  de  la  traversde  de  I'ocdan  peuvent  6tro  aisdment  imagines.  Dans 
un  de  ses  premiers  voyages  sous  ce  contrat  avec  le  Gouvernement,  le  "Canadian" 
s'dchoua  et  fit  naufrage  dans  le  fleuve.  D'autres  d^sastres  suivirent ;  mais  les  Allans 
no  manquaient  pas  de  perseverance,  et  ils  parvinrent  h  demontrer  que  lo  St.  Laurent 
pouvait  etre  rendu  sQr  et  agreablo  en  mSme  temps.  Leurs  capitaines  h  qui  on  reeom- 
mandait  la  prudence  pardessus  tout,  acquirent  bientfit  de  I'experience  quant  k  la 
position  des  ecueils,  et  le  oours  des  differents  courants,  et  le  Gouvernement  augmenta  lo 
nombre  des  pharos  et  des  boudes. 

Sous  les  clauses  du  premier  contrat  la  ligne  Allan  continua  son  service  des 
malles  jusqu'au  mois  d' Avril  1857,  alors  que  de  nouveaux  arrangements  furent  pris. 
A  cette  epoque,  le  Gouvernement,  hautement  satisfait  do  la  mani^re  avec  laquelle  le  con 
trat  avait  6t6  execute,  et  les  services  rendus,  passa  un  nouveau  contrat  avec  la  ligne 
Allan  pour  un  service  hebdomadaire.  Ce  contrat  enta  en  operation  en  Avril  1859,  et 
est  encore  en  force.  A  mesure  que  le  temps  s'avangait,  de  nouveaux  vaissoaux  etaient 
construits,  chacun  desquels  surpassait  le  dernier,  et  dont  nous  avons  le  complement  dans 
le  superbe  navire  "  Parisian."

Cramp,  un  des  associ<5s,  alia  en  Angleterre  en  1872,  et  prit  des  arrangements  avec  la 
8oci4t(5  Flinn,  Main  &  Montgomery,  dirigeant  alors  iine  ligno  do  vapeurs  naviguant  entre 
la  Nouvelle-0rl6ans  et  I'Anglcterre.  tine  compagnie  fut  form<5e  et  lanouvello  ligne  appe- 
16e,  Compagnies  de  navires  Mississippi  et  Dominion.  Le  capital  fourni  venait  principa- 
lement  de  Liverpool,  quoiqu'une  grand  partie  fut  souscrite  par  des  capitalistes  do  Mont- 
r6al.  D.  Torrance  &  Co.  fiirent  charges  de  la  conduite  de  la  ligne  en  Canada  tandis 
que  les  MM.  Flinn,  Main  &  Montgomery  so  charg5rent  des  aflFaires  de  I'autre  c6t<5.  A 
mesure  que  les  ann^>03  s'Ccouiaient,  navire  aprfis  navire  6tait  ajout^  h  la  flotte,  de  sort 
que  la  Ligne  Dominion  compte  aujourd'hui  dix  gros  vapeurs  en  fer,  le  comble  a  6t6 
atteint  par  ieur  dernidre  entreprise,  la  construction  du  ''  Vancouver,"  mcsunint  5,700 
tonneaiix.

Bfes  1789,  I'importance  du  aystfime  des  canaux,  rivieres  et  lacs  du  Canada  6tait 
reconnue  ;  c'est  alors  qu'on  fit  les  premiers  efforts  pour  maltriser  lea  Rapides  de  Lachine 
en  oreusant  un  canal  pour  les  vapeurs  et  bateaux  via  la  riviere  St.  Pierre  h  Montreal.

Une  petite  ligne  de  vapeurs  a  pendant  quelques  ann^es  entretenu  le  commerce  entre 
Kingston  et  Montreal,  lorsqu'en  1879,  le  d<^faut  do  moyens  do  transporter  les  marchan- 
dises  sur  le  fleuve,  vfl  I'importanto  augmentation  do  Montrdaly  d<5cida  uno  compagnie 
d'actionnaires  do  prendre  I'afFaireen  main  d'uno  maniere  plus  8yst<5matiquo.  La  com- 
pagnie sous  la  pr^sidence  de  M.  Alexander  Gunn,  de  Kingston,  assist6  de  M.  J.  G.  Rosa, 
de  Qudboc,  corame  vice-pr<5sident,  et  M.  Wm.  Stewart  comme  directeurotadministrateur, 
mit  sur  la  route  23  barges  et  un  certain  nombre  do  remorqueurs.  Ces  barges  ont  une 
capacity  de  400,000  minots  par  voyage.  La  compagnio  poss6de  deux  ^Idvateurs  flottants. 
Les  bateaux  font  10  voynges  annuellement  et  apportent  des  Etats  de  I'Ouest  par  voie  des

Le  commerco  a  augments  si  rapideinont  que  la 
oompaguie  a  ^t6  obligee  d'ajouttjr  de  nouvelles  barges  chaque  ann^e,  pour  fournir  iVla 
deinande  de  transport  par  oanal  et  riviere.  La  ligne  n'est  plus  liiait^e  h,  la  distance 
entre  Kingston  et  Montr<5al,  raais  passe  par  lea  prinoipaux  ports  situ^a  le  long  des  lacg, 
pronant  h  chacun  sa  part  de  cargaison  qu'elle  d^'oharge  sur  les  quais  de  Montreal  au 
milieu  des  vapeursoc6:iniques,  recovant  en  ^change  les  tuarchandisos  venant  desdifferents 
ports  Europdens,  et  qui  sont  ensuite  emportdes  dans  TintC'rieur  du  Canada,  ainsi  que  dans 
les  Etats  du  Nord  et  de  I'Ouest,  auxqnels  elles  parviennent  par  voie  des  diflForents  centres 
de  distribution  de  I'Union,  semant  ainsi  le  nom  et  la  renouim^e  de  Moutr6aI  par  tout 
notre  vaste  continent. 

LA   COMPAGNIE    DE    NWIQATrON   DE    LA   RIVIJ^RE   OTTAWA, 

Cette  autre  grande  voie  par  eau,  la  rivii^re  Ottawa,  qui  lie  si  intimcinent  la  mdtro- 
pole  h  la  capitale  politique  n'est  pas  non  plus  rest^e  inutile.  Dtis  1840  meme,  un  vapeur 
le  "  Oldfield,"  appartenant  k  M.  R.  W,  Shepherd,  naviguant  entro  ces  deux  villes  trans- 
portait  dans  I'int^rieur  le  fret  consign^  aux  marchands  6tablis  sur  la  route  et  pour 
I'accommodation  des  voyageurs  Cette  ligne  devint  bient<)t  insuffisante  au  bcsoin  toujours 
croissant  du  commerce,  ce  qui  decida  une  compagnie  d'actionnaires  dont  M.  Shepherd  est 
le  pr6sident,  d'^tablir  une  ligne  de  vapeurs  plus  grands  et  plus  commodes.  En  1850  le 
"  Lady  Simpson  "  fut  lanc4  et  fut  suivi  en  1860  du  "  Prince  of  Wales,"  qui  k  son  premier 
voyage,  amena  Son  Altesse  Royale  h  Ottawa.  Le  "Queen  Victoria"  (1861)  et  le 
"  Dagmar  "  (1865)  ainsi  que  le  magnifique  vapeur  en  fer  le  "Peerless"  (1873)  qui  fut 
ajoutd  h  la  flotte  de  cette  compagnie.  C'^tait  le  plus  gros  vaisseau  qui  ait  jamais  6t6 
construit  pour  voyager  dans  I'intdrieur  du  Canada.  En  188511  fut  detrui'  i)ar  le  feu  au 
quai  Montcbello.  Le  "  Maud," '' Kmpress  "  et  "  Pilncess,"  destines  c"  transport  des 
passagers,  et  des  marchaiidisesot  produits,  furent  ache^'is  durant  ces  10  dornicires  anndes. 
Ces  vapeurs  fournissent  de  marchandises  une  partie  oonsiddrable  des  cai  pagnes  situ^es 
sur  les  rives  du  fleuve.  En  retournant  k  Montreal  ^os  bateaux  prennent  'les  cargaisona 
d'animaux  et  de  produits  d'agriculture  destines  aux  ports  transatlantiques. 

Le  traffic  a  augment*^  si  rapidement  sur  la  rivi^r  Ottawa  que  la  Compagnie  de  Navi- 
gation de  la  Riviere  Ottawa  a  I'intention  d'acheter  '  .i  certain  nombre  de  vaisseaux  ^ 
coque  en  acier,  une  qui  remplacera  le  "  Prince  of  Wales"  a  dej^  6t6  commandeo  etcom- 
mencera  son  service  k  la  prochaine  saison.

La  grande  flotte  de  la  Ligne  des  Marchands  est  encore  une  nouvel'-c  preuve  de 
I'opulence  et  de  I'importance  de  Montreal. 

A  dater  d'aussiloin  que  1836,  la  ligne  a  6t6  auooessivement  la  propridt^  de  MM. 
Holden,  Hooker,  Hooker  Holden  &  Co.,  Hooker  &  Jaques,  et  finalement  do  G.  E.  Jaques, 
Tracy  &  Co.  '  ■•..■      :    ■  • 

Depuis  Chicago  jusqu'tl  Montreal,  tons  les  ports  importants  sont  touches  par  les 
vapeurs  "  Acadia,"  569  tonneaux ;  le  "  Alma  Munro,''  581  tonneaux,  et  le  "Cuba,"  599 
tonneaux.  Certains  points  sur  le  Lac  Ontario  sont  visit^s  par  le  "  Persia,"  500  tonneaux, 
«t  le  *' Oc^an,"  454  tonneaux,  le  "Lac  Ontario,"  de  412  tonneaux,  le  "  Lac  Michigan," 
ke  440  tonneaux  ;  et  le  "  Celtic,"  440  tonneaux.  Le  ''  Welshman  "  et  le  •*  Henry  Bate  " 
traversent  le  canal  Rideau.  Plusieurs  autres  pctits  bateaux  visitent  diff^rents  ports 
sur  la  riviere  Ottawa,  le  Canal  Rideau,  Kingston;  Toronto  et  Hamilton,  Ste.  Catherine 
et  Detroit. 
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Une  immense  ouantit<5  de  sel  est  transport6o  annuollement  h  Chicago  par  cotte  ligne  ; 
de  mSmo  que  le  ferblanc,  le  soude  caustique,  lo  soda  et  les  liqueurs  de  toutes  esptices, 
Tenant  d'Europe  ainsi  que  la  bi6re  embouteill6e  d'Angletcrre.  lis  s'cn  retournent  d, 
Montreal  pesamment  charges  des  fruits  du  sol  vonant  en  partie  de  TOuest  des  Etats- 
Unis. 

Cependant,  malgr6  cetto  flott*"  la  quantit6  do  traflc  qui  se  dirige  toujours  vers  Alont- 
»r6al  surpasse  de  beaucoup  les  accommodations,  et  depuis  quelques  ann6es  les  moyens  de 
transport  sont  insuffisants.     II  y  a  tout  lieu  d'espdror  que  I'on  suppleora  k  cette  lacune 
dans  un  avenir  trtisprochain.

Montreal  doit  ndcessairement,  par  le  fait  seul  de  sa  position  coiumerciale  h  la  t^te 
de  la  navigation,  6tre  toujours  la  "Cit^  Keiiio  "  du  Canada.  Rien  ne  pent  d^possoder 
Montreal  de  oette  dignity  qui  est  le  rdsultat  d'uno  loi  pr<5voyante  dont  I'eftet  nous  est 
d<5montrd  par  la  R6publique  voisine,  qui,  en  ddpit  do  I'augmentation  doa  Etats  de  I'Ouest 
garde  New-York  corame  lamdtropole  commerciale  des  Etats-Unis.  Comme  cette  derniero, 
Montreal  est  le  point  principal  des  dlflferents  chemins  de  fer.  Ci-dessous  est  donn^  en 
abr6g(5  un  aper^u  de  I'augmentation  dod  grandes  voies  ferries  on  Canada.  Avec  quelle 
persdvdrance  leurs  administrateurs  se  sont  elforc6s  de  pousser  leurs  lignes  en  avant  et 
avec  elles  les  int6r6ts  du  trafic  Canadien,  nous  est  amplement  prouv6  par  les  details 
donnds  ;  les  succSs  obtenus  nous  sont  aussi  d<5montr6s  par  I'dnorme  <;tendue  de  la  ligne 
pionniSre  du  Grand-Tronc,  telle  que  donnde  dans  sos  registres  et  I'histoire  du  cheinin  de 
for  Pacifique  Canadien.  Ce  dernier  sous  bien  des  rapports,  en  ce  qui  regiirde  sa  construc- 
tion semble  un  conte  des  "  Milles  et  une  Naits."  Des  milliers  de  milles  de  lisses  sur  nos 
frontifires  sont  mainienant  li6s  k  des  containesde  milles  d'autres  qui  travcrsont  laRepu- 
blique  voisine.  D'autres  chemins  sont  aussi  en  voie  de  construction,  et  la  ligne  de  Caughna- 
waga  k  Dundee  que  le  Pacifique  Canadien  eat  it  construire,  ainsi  que  cette  autre  touchant 
I'Etat  de  New-York  que  le  Grand-Tronc  vient  de  terminer,  seront  d'une  grande  utiht6  au 
peuple  de  la  partie  oueat  de  cet  dtat,  qui  autrement  utilisorait  le  syst6me  le  ralliant  h  New 
York.  Un  autre  tribut  est  directement  rendu  h  Montreal  par  lo  Delaware  et  Hudson  qui 
entre  dans  cette  ville  par  les  voies  du  Grand-Tronc,  donnant  une  connection  avec  environ 
8e')t  cents  milles  de  chemin.  Le  Vermont  Central  entre  par  la  rn^ne  voie  et  donne  des 
ceitaines  de  milles  de  trafic  directe  et  nous  relie  avec  des  points  tr^s  importants.  Le 
Pacifique  Canadien  a  maintenant  sa  propre  connection  avec  Boston  et  Portland  et  se 
raccorde  sur  sa  route  avec  plusieurs  des  lignes  parcourant  les  Etats  de  I'Est.  De  plus, 
Montreal  a  une  communication  directe  avec  Halifax  par  voie  de  I'Intercolonial.  Tant 
qu'aux  faoilitds  de  passage  Montreal  offre  au  trafic  des  avantages  dont  nejouissentaucune 
des  autres  citds  du  Canada,  etpar  ses  stations  les  marchandisea  peuvont  6i,ro  expddides  ot 
re^res  de  tons  les  points  du  continent.  C'est  ainsi  que  Montreal  conserve  sa  position 
comme  centre  distributif  du  Canada.  ■      .        -  i     , 

L'immense  dtendue  du  commerce  do  ce  pays  etla  puissante  influence  des  chemins  do 
fer  sur  son  progrtJs  peuvent  Ctro  mesurees  par  I'augmentation  de  leur  capacity  de  trans- 
port. Le  rapport  pour  I'annde  1854  ddmontre  que  le  nombre  de  passagers  transportds 
par  le  Grand-Tronc  s'dlevait  h,  117,806  et  les  tonneaux  do  fret  h  $1 16,571,  les  recettes  otant 
en  tout  de  $412,590.  Durant  les  ann<^es  1883-4  cette  m(5me  ligne  transporta  six  millions 
de  tonneaux  de  fret  et  cinq  millions  do  passagers.  En  1886  son  fret  fut  k  pen  pr^s  aussi 
considerable  et  le  nombre  de  passagers  environ  le  mCme ;  ses  recettes  s'dlevant  k 
$14,100,000. 
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Le  ddveloppement  du  chemin  do  for  Pacifique  Canadion  a  ^t4  auasi  phdnom^nal.  En 
1884  ses  recottes  totaloa  s'dlevaient  h.  $5,750,521.  En  1887  elles  ^taient  augmentdes  k 
$11,606,412.  Cea  ohiBres  sont  une  bonne  marque  du  ddvoloppemont  commercial  du 
Canada  dans  lequel  Montreal  a  jou6  uno  partie  si  importante.

Montreal  pent  6t re,  avec  raison,  appcld  le  centre  tdldgraphique  du  Canada.  Un 
nombre  immense  de  fila  de  for  le  traverse  unissant  I'oat  h,  I'ouest  et  le  nord  au  sud  ;  par  ■ 
lant  aux  habitanta  do  la  Russie  de  la  boaut6  et  do  I'air  embaumd  du  sud  de  la  Californio 
et  murmurant  aux  oreilles  draorveilides  dos  fils  do  la  Ohine  des  messages  do  la  part  des 
capitaiistes  et  manufacturiers  des  Etats-Unis.  Occupant  une  position  des  plus  avauta- 
geuscs  au  point  de  vue  gdographiquo,  Montreal  devient  le  lion  do  communication  entre  lea 
deux  hemispheres  et  ses  ressources  et  facilitds  matdrielles  sont  si  grandcs  que  quelques 
rebellcs  que  aoient  les  dl6monts,  elle  est  toujours  capable  de  joindre  deux  points  quel- 
conques  sur  la  surface  du  globe,  ainsi  qu'il  nous  I'a  6t6  prouvd  lors  de  la  derni(>re  tempdte  • 
quand  toutes  les  lignes  directes  entre  Chicago  et  New  York  dtaient  brisdos  Ton  commu- 
niqua  par  voie  de  Montreal  ot  Sydney,  C.  B.,  en  envoyant  des  messages  par  un  circuit  de 
1936  milles. 

Quelques  minutes  de  retard,  une  petite  rupturf  des  fils  peuvent  causer  une  confusion 
sans  fin.  Puis  les  messages  Strangers  dont  des'Crntaines  passont  journellement  par  les 
bureaux  de  Montreal,  disons  de  Hong  Kong  i\  San  Francisco,  ou  de  Paris  h,  Chicago,  s'ils 
dtaient  interceptds  ou  retenus  cau^^eraient  les  plus  graves  consequences.  Mais  tout  ce 
qui  pout  etre  humainememt  accompli,  et  que  I'ingcnuitd  de  I'homme  peutimaginer,  a  6t6 
fait  pour  prdvenir  de  tels  accidents.  En  Avril  1845  la  premitire  ligne  tdldgraphique  du 
monde  fut  mise  en  op6ration  entre  Baltimore  et  Washington.  Montreal,  la  premitiro 
ville  du  Canada,  no  pouvait  pas  longtemps  roster  oisivo  en  voyant 
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que  la  science,  par  I'entremise  d'un  citoyen  d'un  de  nos  dtats  voiains,  avnit  offert  k  I'uni- 
vers  J  et  deux  ans  plus  tard,  en  1847,  la  Compagnie  du  Teldgraphe  de  Montreal  futorga- 
nisde  avec  un  capital  de  $60,000.  M.  Andrew  Shuw  fut  diu  prdsident  ;  et  M.  0.  S.  AVood, 
premier  dl^vo  du  professeur  Morse,  et  beau-frf're  de  M.Ezra  Cornell,  le  fondateur  de 
rUniversitd  Cornell,  fut  nomm6  surintendant.  Etant  un  homme  du  plus  haut  caract^re, 
et  possddant  uno  profonde  connaissance  do  sa  profession,  il  poussa  la  chose  avec  une 
grando  dnergie,  tout  en  dconomisant,  et  il  en  rdsulta  qu'i  la  fin  de  sa  premiere  annde 
d'existenco  en  1847,  la  Compagnie  du  Tdldgrnpho  do  Montrdal  avait  540  milles  de  fils 
tdldgraphiques  et  neuf  bureaux ;  employait  35  personnes,  et  avait  expddid  33,000 
messages.  Comme  d'habitude,  la  premiere  ligne  en  Canada  fut  regardde  avec  crainte  et 
dtonnemcnt.  Les  gens  so  tenaient  au  dehors  des  bureaux  guettant  le  depart  des  messages} 
et  le  mauvais  plaisant  qui  disait  avoir  place  une  paiie  de  bottes  sur  le  fil  tdld^raphique 
fut  cru,  lorsqu'il  racouta  k  lafoule  dtonnee  que  si  elles  dtaient  si  poussicJreuses  c'dtait  k 
cause  do  la  vitesse  avec  laquelle  ellos  avaiont  ete  emportdes  p  ir  le  tdldgraphe. 

Cette  premiiire  compagnie  ne  pouvait  pas  s'attendre  k  garder  le  champ  libre  pour  elle 
seule,  et  elle  ne  le  fit  pas  non  plus.  Nombre  d'entroprises  moins  considdnibles  tant  dela 
part  dos  Canadiens  que  des  Americains  surgirent  bientdt.  Mais  pour  une  raison  ou  uno 
autre  ellos  ne  rdussirent  pas.  Elles  furent  absorbdes  par  la  comjiagnio  de  Montreal,  et 
cette  absorption  sombla  oonvenir  k  sa  constitution,  car  elle  continua  k  s'agrandir  et  k 
dovenir  plus  puissante.  En  1851  Sir  Hugh  Allan  devint  sou  prdsident,  et  priice  k  son 
administration  forte  et  dclairdo,  les  affaires  devinrent  do  plus  en  plus  considerables,  et 
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dans  uae  seule  aiin6e  lorsque  1321  milles  de  fils  furentajout<5s,  I'augmentation  du  nombre 
des  d6p<3ches  fut  de  254,366.  En  1868  une  rivale  formidable  s'^leva  dans  la  compagnie 
de  T61<5graphe  Dominion,  administr<5e  par  M,  C.  R.  Hosmer,  dont  la  perspicacit<^,  Tindus- 
trie  et  la  popularity  rendirent  la  compagnie  digne  de  valeur,  et  plus  tard  les  deux  lignes 
s'anirent  ensemble  sous  le  nom  de  Great  North  Western  Telegraph  Company,  qui  contr(31o 
aussi  les  lignes  sous  le  systSme  du  Grand  Tronc  et  la  Compagnie  de  Manitoba.  Le  tout  est 
maintenant  sous  I'habile  direction  de  M.  Angus  Grant.  Son  bureau  principal  est  ^  Mont- 
real, ainsi  que  celui  de  sa  rivale  du  t^l^griiphe  du  Pacifique  Canadien. 

Lorsque  le  Pacifique  Canadien  entreprit  d'^tablir  une  ligne  t<5iegraphique  commer- 
cialc,  on  prit  soin  de  s'assurer  les  meilleurs  mat^riaux  tdl6graphiques  possible,  de  sorte 
que  la  Compagnie  de  Tdl^graphe  du  Pacifique  Canadien  ayant,  ainsi  que  le  Great  North 
Western,  son  bureau  principal  a  Montreal,  contrdle  un  des  systtimes  de  t<51dgraphe  le  plus 
considerable  ;'u  monde,  administr6  par  M.  Hosmer,  si  favorablement  connu  dans  les 
cercles  tdlegraphiques  sur  tout  le  continent.  Ces  deux  comi^ngnios  se  servent  de  pas 
moins  de  dix  cables,  trois  de  Sydney,  C.  B.,  h  Hearts'  Content,  Terre  Neuve,  et  de  Ih,  h 
Valentia,  Irlande  ;  un  de  North  Sydney,  C.  B.,  h  St.  Pierre  Miquolon,  de  1^  a  Brest  ■ 
deux  de  St.  Jean,  N.  B.,  h  Canso,  N.  S.,  et  de  Ik  k  Penzance;  un  d'Halifax  a  Ballins- 
kallen,  Irlande;  un  via  New  York  k  Canso,  N.  S.,  et  de  1^  k  Waterville,  Irlande, 
d*oil  elle  se  joint  k  Weston-Super-Mare,  Angleterre.  II  semble  ainsi  qu'elles 
ne  doivent  jamais  6tre  en  peine  de  communiquer  avec  le  continent,  et  au  cas  do 
n6cessit6  elles  peuvent  fairo  usage  des  nouveaux  instruments  k  double  et  quadruple 
force,  par  lesquelles  la  capacity  des  cables  peut  6tre  doublde  et  quadruplde  k  volonte. 
Tant  qu'h,  la  sOret^  et  I'utiiit^  du  cablegramme  on  en  a  eu  la  preuve  lorsque  M.  Stead  k 
Londres,  et  M.  Henry  Norman,  le  correspondant  du  Star,  k  Vancouver,  conversiirent 
ensemble  il  y  a  quelques  mois.  Le  Canada  est  certainement  k  la  t^te  tant  qu'aux  affaires 
tei^graphiques  ;  il  a  plus  de  bureaux,  plus  de  fils,  et  revolt  et  exp^die  plus  de  messages 
comparativement  parlant  qu'aucun  autre  pays  sur^la  surface  du  globe  ;  et  Montreal  aveo 
ses  deux  magnifiques  compagnies  et  leurs  49,892  milles  de  fils,  support^spar  32,776  milles 
ppteaux  apportant  les  nouvelles  de  partout,  est  le  centre  le  plus  convenable  d'un  pays 
de  progres  comme  le  ndtre. 

Le  syst^me  ainsi  que  le  service  de  telephone  k  Montreal  est  des  meilleurs  ;  presquo 
toutes  les  maisons  d'affaires  importantes  et  plusieursd'entre  lesparticuliers  sont  pourvus 
de  cet  instrument.  Les  statistiques  d6montrent  que  pourchaque  100  habitants  il  y  a  un 
telephone,  ce  qui  surpasse  aucune  des  autres  villes  sur  le  continent  d'Am^rique. 

Durant  I'hiver  de  1878,  I'anniie  oh  le  Marquis  de  Lome  et  la  Princesse  Louise 
vinrent  au  Canada,  le  premier  usage  du  telephone  eut  lieu  dans  la  Province.  La  ligne 
s'6tendait  du  bureau  de  la  Compagnie  de  T^l^graphe  de  Montrdal  en  cette  ville,  k  Ridoau 
Hall,  Ottawa,  et  avait  6t6  miso  en  operation  par  M.  Angus  Grant,  aujourd'hui  son  surin- 
tendant  k  Montreal,  qui  en  avait  sugg4r6  I'dpreuvc  k  Sir  Hugh  Allan.  L'instrument 
dont  on  se  servit  fut  le  telephone  Edison,  et  ilfonctionna  a  la  perfection,  au  grand  plaisir 
de  la  Princesse  Louise,  qui  fut  des  plus  amus^e  de  pouvoir  entretenir  une  conversation 
parfaitement  distincte  avec  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  k  une  distance  de  quelques  130  milles.  Ceci 
se  passait  que  tr^s  peu  de  temps  aprds  que  I'usage  du  telephone  fut  devenu  g(in(?ral 
aux  Etats-Unis,  et  ce  n'est  pas  longtemps  apr^s  cette  ^preuve  satist'aisante  que  fut  ^tablie 
la  Bell  Tdl6phone  Company  du  Canada.  Elle  a  6t6  gf^riia'ement  adoptde  depuis  et  est 
devenue  dans  certaines  places  la  rivale  du  t^l^graphe.  La  seulo  ;'ifficult(?  pour  une  longue 
distance  c'est  le  nombre  des  bureaux  sp.i-  la  ligne  qui  ne  peuvent  parler  que  I'un  apr^g 
I'autre,  et  cons<5quemment  ou  ne  peut  obtenir  un  bon  service  exc^dant  225  milles.     Tel 
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qu'il  est,  cepondant,  les  banques  en  font  un  usage  considerable  lorsqu'il  s'agit  do  conimu- 
niquer  avoc  leurs  ditfdrentes  suocursales.  Autrefois  le  g^rant  de  la  suceursule  envoyuit 
un  t^l^graramo  au  bureau  principal,  mais  aujourd'hui  il  s'assied,  ot  la  bouche  k  I'instru- 
ment  et  lo  receveur  h  Toreillo,  il  oommuuique  aveo  le  directeur  de  la  bauque  ses  opera- 
tions ot  ses  embarras. 

C'est  \k  im  des  meilleurs  avantages  de  la  Bourse  do  Montreal.  Outre  ses  connections 
de  ville  qui  se  font  par  le  moyen  de  oAbles  de  50  il  100  fils  distincts  chaque,  et  dont  il  y  a 
600  milles,  il  y  a  en  usage  do  5000  rallies  de  fils.  II  y  a  huit  flls  se  dirigeant  il  Toronto 
et  Hamilton,  trois  k  London,  deux  h  Sarnia  et  Detroit,  deux  k  Buffalo,  deux  ft.  Niagara,  et 
plusieurs  autrcs. 

Les  instruments  et  autres  parties  du  telephone  occasionnent  des  d^penses  triis  eievdes 
h  la  compagnie.  Lo  premier  bureau  d'op^ration  ^tait  sur  la  rue  St.  Jean,  pr^s  do  la  rue 
Notre  Dame,  et  son  appareil  sVlevait  h  $10,000.  Ce  lieu  etant  devenu  trop  petit,  le 
d^partoment  d'op^ration  fut  transports  au  coin  des  rues  Notre  Damo  et  St.  Fraiigois 
Xavier,  oil  on  iit  placer  un  nouvel  appareil  cofttant  $40,000.  Ici  Ton  trouve  tout  ce  ((ui 
peut  assurer  la  vitosse  et  la  satisfaction:  trente-cinq  jeunes  filies  sent  constiimmont 
employees  pour  repotidrc  aux  demandes  des  abonnSs,  Beaucoup  de  personnes  ne 
comprennent  pas  Taction  du  telephone  du  tout,  il  ne  faut  done  pas  s'Stoniier  de  voir  des 
gens  se  placer  devant  un  instrument  lui  montrant  le  poing  dans  leur  rage  inipui.«sante, 
parce  qu'ilsnc  rcgoivent  pas  une  r6ponse  immediate.  Mais  ils  devraient  se  rapj)elorque 
le  deiai  est  ordinaircmcnt  cause  par  la  personne  k  I'autre  extrSmite  de  la  lignc,  ce  dont 
il  ne  faut  pas  blTimer  I'operateur.  Ce  qui  rend  le  telephone  si  dispendieux  ce  sont  les 
reparations  frequentcs  qu'il  exige,  car  il  n'y  pas  un  instrument  ni  unc  partie  nienie 
d'instrument  dont  on  pui.«se  se  servir  apres  quatre  annees  d'usage  sans  io  renouvelcr,  il 
I'exception  du  receveur  en  caoutchouc  dur,  qui  ne  s'use  pas  malgre  eon  contact  aveo 
reiectricite. 

La  compagnie  a  un  departement  pour  les  reparations  prtis  de  son  bureau  principal,  oil 
les  reparations  de  pen  d'importanee  peuvent  se  faire  immediatement,  tandis  que  les 
instruments  qui  ont  besoin  de  nouvelles  parties  sont  transportes  il  la  fuanufacture,  sui  la 
rue  Craig  pr6s  de  la  rue  St.  George  ;  lil  on  manufacture  tout  ce  qui  appartient  au  telephone, 
depuis  la  soio  qui  coiivre  les  fils  jusqu'^  la  cloche  d'appel.  Le  mecanisme  des  differentes 
parties  de  I'instrument  fonctionne  avrc  tant  de  precision,  que  quel  que  soit  I'instruuient 
surlequel  cos  pieces  sont  placees,  ellcs  sont  toujours  sftros  de  donner  la  communication. 
Dans  cot  etablissement  66  hommes  sont  employes,  et  dans  la  ville  il  y  a  42  femmes 
engagees  corame  operatrices,  outre  56  hommes  environ  pour  divers  autres  travaux,  tels 
qu'inspecteurs,  reparateurs  des  lignes,  et  autres.  Les  plus  grands  ennemis  q  ue  la  compa- 
gnie ait  ^  craindre  c'est  le  mauvais  temps,  les  froids  de  I'hiver  et  le  gresil,  qui  caus'«nt 
souvent  jiour  plusieurs  milles  piastres  de  domraage.  Un  autre  adversaire  c'est  la  foiidre; 
cependant  par  le  moyen  d'un  "arret  de  foudre,"  qui  est  maintenant  en  usage,  I'effet  en 
est  beaucoup  diminue.  Le  fluide  eiectrique  ne  peut  entrer  dans  la  chambre  d'operation 
que  jusqu'i\  "I'arret  de  foudre,"  oil  il  rencontre  une  petite  platine  en  acier  aussi  mince 
qu'un  cheveu,  qui  se  consume  sous  son  influence  et  laisse  un  vide  qui  ne  peut  etre  franchi. 
Ces  petites  platines  so'it  toutes  numerotees,  et  I'inspecteur  qui,  par  un  usage  continuel, 
sait  par  coeuvpresque  tous  les  numeros,  peut  d'un  coup  d'ffiil  dire  quel  fil  a  ete  touche,  et 
envoyer  de  suite,  s'il  lo  juge  necessaire,  un  homme  pour  s'a^^surer  'il  est  brise,  ou  si 
I'instrument,  qui  se  trouve  h  Textremite  dc  ce  til,  a  souffert  auvun  domniage.  11  vaut 
bien  la  peine  do  faire  la  revue  do  la  chambre  d'operation  en  commenyant  par  le  toit,  oti 
les  cables  ot  les  fils  simples  de  toutes  les  parties  de  la  ville  se  reunissent,  supporte?  par  de 
fortes  structures  e"  bois  ;  descendre  avec  euxjusqu'aux 
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op^ratrices 

qui,  lo  receveur  attache  h  I'oreille  par  le  moyen  d'un  petit  appareil  fait  de  16gSres 
bandoB  d'acier  que  par  courtoisie  on  appello  bonnet,  font  los  raccordements,  r(5pondent 
aux  question?,  expliquant  Tabsenoo  de  certaines  personnes  demanddes,  ou  r^sfutant  de> 
accusations  de  n<5gligence  que  I'on  est  si  sujet  h,  porter  contre  elles  loraqu'ellos  n» 
r6pondont  pas  do  suite  ^  I'appel.  Au  milieu  de  I'appartement  derri^re  les  op6ratrices  s© 
trouvo  la  table  de  la  directrioe,  qui  oontient  un  petit  instrument  des  plus  traitres,  par  lo 
moyeu  duquel  elle  peut  entendre  tout  ce  que  disent  les  op(5ratrices,  quelquo  bas  qu'elies 
puissent  le  murmurer,  emp^chant  ainsi  toute  conversation  inutile,  ooquetterie,  ou  autres 
petits  caprices  auxquels  s'adounent  si  souvent  les  jeunes  filles.  Un  des  items  le  plus 
dispendieux  du  t^l^phono  c'est  le  nombre  de  poteaux  qui  servent  ii  soutenir  les  lignea. 
Non  pas  que  le  prix  du  bois  seul  soit  si  dnormo,  mais  le  travail  et  le  fini  cofttaut  plus 
qu'on  se  I'imagine,  et  I'drection  de  chaque  poteau  coftte  une  moyenne  de  $20.00.  Pour 
bureaux  et  reparations  environ  $5,000  sont  depens<;es  chaque  ann^e,  et  les  salairos 
prennent  h  pou  prds  $45,000.  Les  gens  semblont  commencer  a  se  convaincre  de  plus  en 
plus  que  le  telephone,  chose  qu'on  ignorait  mome  il  y  a  une  quinzaine  d'anneos,  est  d'une 
U^cessite  absolue  au  sucoes  des  affaires.

COMMENT  MONTREAL  DEVINT  LE  CENTRE  DU  CANADA. 

Los  operations  du  Grand  Tronc  sont  si  intimement  lides  avec  le  trafic  et  le  com- 
merce de  Montreal,  que  I'histoire  de  I'un  embrasso  certainement  celle  de  I'autro.  La 
construction  de  cette  ligne  a  fortement  d6velopp6  les  ressources  du  Canada,  et  beaucoup 
fait  pour  I'augmentation  et  la  prosp6rit6  de  cette  ville.  Ce  fut  le  Grand  Tronc  qui  fit  de 
cette  cite  le  centre  et  le  point  de  concentration  des  chemins  de  fer  du  jiays  ;  aussi  bien 
que  la  puissance  de  son  port  qui  I'a  rendue  capable  de  maiutenir  cette  superiority  entre 
toutes  les  villes  oanadiennes. 

Ce  fut  principalemeut  gr^ce  k  I'encouragement  que  lui  fournit  la  loi  de  I'ancienpar- 
lement  pass^e  en  1848,  do  laquelle  6manerent  certaines  attractions  sur  la  creation  des 
voies  ferries.  De  Ih,  vint  la  veritable  conception  du  syst^mc  du  Grand  Tronc  et  les  pre- 
miers pas  faits  en  ce  sens  pour  poussor  cotte  vaste  entreprise. 

Autrefois,  les  gens  faisaient  pour  le  mieux.  Les  rivieres  s'offrirent  done  naturelle- 
ment  comme  la  premiere  frontiere  h  suivre,  ainsi  quo  les  vieux  chemins  d6jt  exploit^s. 
Et  ceci  paraitra  peut-(3tre  dtrange  qu'un  notable  ingenieur  dc  cette  (jpoquo  soit  venu 
declarer  quo  le  syst^me  d'alors  dtait  ct  serait  largemenL  suffisant  pour  qiuirante  anndes 
&,  venir,  pendant  lesquelles  los  lignos  construites  seraient  pleinement  satisfaisantos. 

Heuuusement  qu'il  y  en  eut  d'autres  plus  entrcprenants  et  moius  pe.sslmistes.  La 
passation  de  I'acte  de  1849,  pendant  lo  gouvcrnement  de  Lord  Elgin,  no  fut-elle  pas  le 
signal  do  la  creation  du  chcniin  do  for  du  Great  Western,  davenu  dcpuis  partie  int^granto 
du  rcscau  du  Grand  Tronc  actuel,  connu  alors  sous  lo  nom  de  St.  Lavfrence  ct  Atlantic 
Kailway,  allant  de  Lougueuil  a  Island  Pond. 
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Blcntrtt  apr^s,  vers  I'annde  1851,  on  passa  un  acte  autorisant  lo  passage  do  la  ligne- 
du  Grand  Tronc  h  travers  los  provinces.  LVtendue  dcs  int<'"-6ts  en  joii  dans  la  const 
truction  dc  cc  chemin  de  fer,  ainsi  que  les  immenses  b<5n6fices  dont  6videmment  il  devais 
gratificr  le  pays,  furcnt  la  raison  qui  la  firent  appuyer  par  lo  pays  tout  entier.  Ceci  r<''cla- 
thait  done  le  support  de  tout  le  public,  ot  plus  le  gouvernemcnt  lui-m6tne  lui  nccordait 
d'assistance,  plus  il  fallait  que  tons  contribuassent  il  rondro  cetto  assistance  substanticllo. 
Sous  de  tellca  auspices,  le  Grand  Tronc  se  trouva  rdclleraent  constitu6  au  printenips  de 
i'an  1853,  Les  lignes  projet<5es  devaient  <?tro  capitalis^es  au  inontant  dc  dix  millions 
Sterling,  et  pros  de  1,000  milles  do  route  devaient  6tre  construits.  Dans  le  but  dc  com- 
ll>16ter  ce  projet  en  poussant  un  chemin  vers  la  mer,  on  chercha  k  acqui'-rir  ct  il  dirigcr  la 
ligne  de  1' Atlantic  et  St.  Laurent  vers  Portland,  h  travers  le  Maine,  soit  cent  quarante- 
huit  milles  environ. 

Les  sections  de  la  route  progrcssant  sous  cct  Acte  so  diviscnt  ainsi  :  Ic  Grand  Tronc 
du  Canada,  142  milles  ;  Quebec  ct  Richmond,  9(5  miles;  St.  Liwrcnco  et  Atlantic,  14-i 
milles;  Grande  Jonction,  50  milles  ;  Toronto  et  Guolph,  51  milles.     Un  coup  d'u'il  sur

dont  il  nc  rcstc  que  peu  dc  copies,  nous  montre  comme  suit  la  liste  dcs  Dirccteurs  :  Pr<?- 
sident,  I'llon.  John  Ross,  Sollicitour-(iloii(''nil  ;  lion.  Francis  Ilincks,  Inspectcur  (icmi<5- 
ral ;  I'lIon.  E.  P.  Tach<?,  Receveur  G<5n<^ral ;  I'Hon.  J.  Morris,  Ministre  des  Postes  ; 
I'Hon.  M.  Ciimeron,  President  du  Conseil ;  I'Hon.  R.  E.  Caron,  Orateur  du  Conseil  Logis- 
latif ;  M.  Thomas  Baring,  M.P.,  ot  M.  G.  C.  McGlynn,  M.P.,  comme  agents  de  la  Province 
de  Quebec,  et  directours  de  la  portion  dc  la  pr<;8ento  compagnio,  rcsidant  en  Angletorre, 
de  concert  avec  lo  Gouvornement  canadien.  Le  directeur  administrateur  tut  C.  P. 
Roney,  avec  M.  S.  B.  Biggar  comme  g6rant  gdn^ral,  et  M.  A.  M.  Ross  comme  ing^'nieur 
en  chef.  Ce  catalogue  se  trouva  aussi  complet  que  possible,  et  parait  6tre  fait  dans  le  but 
do  concentrer  la  monnaie  vers  I'entreprisc. 

L'immensit<5  do  la  contr6e  dont  la  nouvelle  ligne  devenait  le  pivot  et  la  diversitd 
des  produits  qui  allaient  naturellement  s'offrir  k  son  trafic,  firent  que  les  promoteurs  de 
cette  grande  ceuvro  la  pr«5sent&ront  naturellement  sous  les  couleurs  les  plus  souriantes. 
L'abondance  de  I'argent  se  manifosta  en  Angleterre,  et  les  parts  firent  biont6t  prime,  ot 
]e  premier  r<5sultat  f  ut  que  la  population  se  disputa  ces  valeurs  avec  lo  plus  grand  cnth;:'a- 
siasme,  et  y  transf(5ra  I'argent  qui  ne  lour  produisait  qu'un  moindre  int^r^t,  confiante 
dans  lo  succes  de  cette  oeuvre  transatlantique. 

Les  promoteurs  eurent  bient6t  des  fonds  abondants  h.  leur  disposition,  et  mirent  k 
I'ouvrage  toute  uno  arm6e  do  travailleurs  ;  la  construction  fut  done  poussee  avec  toute 
I'ardeur  et  la  vigueur  possibles,  ce  qui  permit  d'obtenir  rapidement  do  vastes  tronjons 
do  route. 

D^s  1853,  une  portion  de  chemin  fut  ouverte  entre  Montrf^al  ct  Portland,  et  I'ann^e 
suivante  vit  le  compl(''ment  de  la  route  entra  Richmond  et  Qu<!bce.  Deux  ans  pl-is  tari 
eut  lieu  le  premier  d<^part  du  train  de  Montreal  a  Toronto,  qui  fut  fete  par  de  joyeuses 
c6r6monies  et  c6Ubr6  par  tons  les  journaux  de  I'^poque.  On  put  parfaitement  constatcr 
que  eeci  marquait  une  nouvelle  pdriode  commercialo  et  sociale  dans  I'histoiredu  Canada. 
La  construction  de  cette  grande  ligne  ne  fut-elle  pas  ^galement  le  plus

dans  ce  fait  de  la  construction  du  Pont  Victoria.  NYtait-il  pas  de  premiere  (Evidence 
qu'une  ouverture  comme  oelle  du  St.  Laurent  intcrrompit  la  continuity  de  la  ligne  nou- 
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vellc,  et  quclbuc  gigantesquo  quo  put  paraltre  cotte  question  so  prdscntant  h  diff^ronts 
points  du  vuo,  on  d<)cida  la  construction  d'un  j)out  h  travers  ic  plus  grand  fluuve  du 
Nord.  L'hoinme  k  qui  on  confia  ce  travail  (itait  lui-m€aio  un  g(?ant  par  son  art  et  sou 
go&t. ;  Montr(^al  pout  fitre  fiOro  d'avoir  h,  »a  j)()rtc  la  plus  grando  oeuvro  do  Robert  Ste- 
phenson, un  (les  iiig^iiiours  les  plus  reiuarquablcs  du  mondeentier.  II  envisagca  profon- 
d^niunt  les  forces  do  touto  nature  avec  son  ceil  do  uiaitro,  ainsi  que  lo  granit  ct  le  for 
quo  son  g6nio  dovait  utiliser.  Si  Montreal  est  aujourd'hui  un  centre  distributif  plein  de 
force,  n'est-co  point  dft  on  partio  h  cetto  uiervoillouse  construction?  L'histoire  du 
Pont  Victoria  a  dej^  6,t6  ^crito  bion  dos  fois,  ct  il  no  nous  estguiiro  permisd'on  dire  autre 
chose  quant  il  present,  qu'il  coQte  ontre  sept  et  huit  millions  de  piastres,  qu'ij  a  plus  de 
doux  uiilles  de  longueur,  que  le  premier  train  do  voyageurs  qui  le  traversa  le  fit  on 
D^cembro  1859,  ct  que  cetto  ann<5o-h\  le  Prince  de  Galles  lui-mOmo  vint  en  faire  I'inau- 
guration  avoo  uno  dclatanto  c6r(;monio  et  au  milieu  d'un  grand  concours  do  population. 

La  ligne  telle  qu'on  I'inaugura  h  cetto  dpocjuo  pouvait  couiprcndre  1,000  milles,  h 
strictomont  parlor,  cent  milles  do  plus,  et  s'est  toujours  accrue  depuis  d'une  maniiire 
permanente.  A  present  olio  niontre  quiiize  cent  cinquante  milles,  et  on  pout  encore,  en 
y  joignant  cortaines  parties  de  lignos,  obtenir  le  total  dnormo  de

D'activos  n<$gociations  so  poursuivont  pour  assurer  k  rontrcpriso  d'autrcs  acquisitions, 
et  nous  pouvons  hardiment  constater  ce  fait  quo  cotte  ceuvre  a  donn6  lieu  a  des  Merits  et 
h  dos  discussions  acorbos.  Cetto  ligno  n'ayant  pas  d'abord  r6alis6  tous  les  avancementa 
promis  par  ceux  qui  en  avaient  entrepris  la  construction,  l'6normc  d6bordement  de 
constructions,  joint  si  plusieurs  autres  causes  dconomiques,  ont  travaill6  contre  le  succ^s  de 
cotte  route,  qui  par  oo  fait  a  pr6sent6  aux  actionnaires  un  horizon  quelque  pcu  sombre. 

Le  rapport  de  la  commission  parlementaire  oharg^e  d'^tudior  la  question  pout  6tre 
lu  dans  les  archives  du  Parlement  sur  co  sa  ot, 

A  cetto  6poque  un  peu  sombre,  M.  C.  J.  Brydgcs  prit  charge  de  la  ligne  ;  hommo  droit 
et  do  haute  position,  il  so  trouva  on  proio  aux  plus  violontos  attaques  de  la  part  des 
ennomis  de  I'institution,  et  so  mit  h  travailler  avec  ardeur  aux  int^rets  de  la  compagnie. 

II  vitde  suite  que  tout  manquait  d'unification,  et  malgr^  la  vaste  <5tendue  do  la 
ligno,  c'est  grtlce  a  son  initiative  que  la  grande  voio  canadienne  a  accepts  son  systdme 
en  grande  partio  pour  le  roller  avec  New  York,  Chicago,  et  les  principaux  centres  com- 
morciaux  des  Etals-Unis  du  Nord.  Le  nom  de  M.  Brydges  sera  toujours  intimement  li<5 
avec  la  prosp6rit6  aoquise  par  le  Grand-Tronc. 

Un  des  rdsultats  apparonts  de  la  Commission  Royale  dont  11  a  dt6  question  d^j^  adt<5 
une  deraando  d'aide  en  1861,  adress^e  au  pays.  On  so  basa  sur  lo  motif  quo  I'aide  accord^ 
par  I'Acte  de  1849  n'otait  pas  en  proportion  de  la  grandeur  do  I'entreprise,  que  d^j^  ce 
chemin  avait  produit  des  morveilles  pour  le  pays,  et  qu'il  avait  droit  a  des  marques  sp4- 
cialos  d'encouragement.     En  1874  un  ,     ,    ,

but  surtout  do  mettre  en  harraonio  les  divorses  lignes  du  Grand  Tronc  avec  celles  des 
Etats-Unis. 

Ce  fut  Ik  n<5cessairement  une  operation  fort  coflteuse ;  d'aillours,  les  rails  d'acier 
furent  adopt<5sj  au  point  de  vuo  ue  I'usage  ce  fut  d'un  grand  bdn^fice,    D 6s  lo  common- 
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cement  do  la  pr<<sente  d^cado,  lew  dividendes  we  pay^rent  on  plein  sur  ceuxdcla  premitJre 
et  soconde  dinisiJion,  et  on  partie  siir  ceux  do  la  troiHiiirae. 

Le  Great  Western  Ily.  de  Niajjara  h  D^-troit,  avoo  uno  hranclio  roulant  vorn  Toronto 
fut  achotd,  ajoutant  ainsi  quelqucs  nonveiuix  niillos  a  ceux  d<^jil  oxistants.  Ln  des 
r^sultats  culoulca  fut  d'ajouter  un  gain  do  Soixuutc  et  dix  pour  cent  au  rovenu  net  du 
Grand  Tronc,  et  trente  pour  cent  au  revenu  du  Western  liii-mdme.  En  I'anndo  1879,  ]e 
Gouvornement  prit  le  contrdle  de  la  woction  de  la  Riviere  du  Loup,  et  aveo  ses  fonds  un 
grand  avantage  fut  actiuis  il  la  i)ortion  ouest  de  la,  ligne  prinfipale,  de  inunie  (lu'unc  com. 
munication  directe  ho  trouva  <>tablie  aveo  Chiciigo,  nialgr<3  une  opposition  obstincc^  de  la 
part  do8  capitaliHtos  les  plus  haut  places  dew  EtatH-UiiiH.  Le  Cliicago  et  Grand  Tronc 
connectant,  le  sy.stcinio  avec  (Jhieago  est  sous  la  direction  de  M.  W.  J.  Spioer,  depuis  do 
bien  longuea  anndos  anrintendant  du  G.T.R.,  et  la  main  droite  de  M.  Ilicksou  il  Mont- 
real. Depuis  sa  nomination  h  la  charge  de  directeur  du  Grand  Tronc,  M.  iSpicor  a  royu 
dos  offres  flatteuses  do  plusieurs  conipagnios  americaines,  mais  il  sut  restor  lidelo  aux 
grands  intdrets  pour  lesquels  il  avait  quitto  I'Angleterro.

II  n'y  a  pas  longtemps  le  '^i-m  1  Tronc  a  acquis  le  r<?seau  du  "Northern  Railway," 
qui  lui  fournit  de  nouvelles  sorties  vers  le  Luc  Huron  et  ailleurs.  Co  r<?seau  represento 
environ  450  milles  de  voic  ferrde.  Los  raccordements  avec  sa  ligne  j)rincipale  se  sont 
dernitirement  accrus  par  la  construction  d'une  ligne  do  Fort  Covington  k  Massona  Springs 
dans  I'dtat  do  New  York,  d'une  longueur  de  25  milles  on  il  pcu  pros.  Cette  deriiiero 
fournit  au  Grand  Tronc  dos  relations  avec  un  r(5seau  consid^uable  de  chemins  dc  for  dans 
I'Etat  de  New  York,  en  particulier  la  route  de  Rome,  Watertown  et  OgdensburgT  II  y  a 
de  la  sorte  une  oouuuunieation  additioni\elle  avec  I'Ouest.

Hamilton,  a  400  k  London  et  Stratford,  et  050  k  divers  autres  points.  Dei)uis  les  debuts 
du  Grand  Tronc  la  population  de  Montreal  s'est  accrue  de  50,000  a  200,000  ames.

Boaucoup  ou  roclaiuent  la  patornitd  ;  niais  la  porsonnc  qui  paralt  en  avoir  fait  la 
preniiore  proposition  au  Gouvernouieut  no  sorait  autre  que  M.  Waddington,  un  ingoni- 
eur  de  grand  talent,  et  le  I'viire  d'un  ancion  ininistre  de  I'instruction  publique  en  France, 
actuellenient  ambassadeur  il  Londros. 

L;i  noeessitf'  d'uiio  toilc  cutropriso,  reliant  par  uno  ligno  I'cst  ill'ouest, formant  une 
chaiiie  non  intorronipuo  cntre  i'uu  ot  I'antre  de  co.s  deux  points,  ot  donnant  aux  pro- 
vinces un  lien  entre  olios  et  une  voio  de  communication  avoc  les  regions  quasi-inacces- 
sibles  du  Nord-Ouest,  6tait  naturoUement  4vidente. 

L'adiiiissior  do  la  Colonibie  Aiiglaise  dans  la  Confederation,  en  1871,  sous  la  condi- 
tion qu'un  tel  oliomin  de  for  fut  construit,  fut  la  cause  que  lo  projot  propose  par  M. 
Waddington  fut  pris  en  consideration  par  le  gouvornemont  aprtis  une  longue  entrevue 
avoc  Sir  John  A.  MacDonald. 

L'id6e  quo  ce  projet  etait  praticable  rencontrait  beaucoup  de  sceptiques  d'un  c.6t6 
et  beaucoup  d'cntlioiisiastes  de  I'autre.  11  y  out  nt'anmoins  une  ohaude  concurrence  pour 
le  p  ivilogo  do  coustruire  le  chemin.  Au  debut,  il  no  fut  pas  decide  de  fairede  I'ontre- 
prise  puremont  une  oeuvrc  du  (iouvernement,  mais  on  promit  de  I'aidor  liberalemeiit, 
tant  en  argent  qu'en  terros.  Deux  cornpagnies  furent  successivement  formees;  mais  ellos 
toinborent  sans  avoir  avance  la  ligno  d'un  jjouco.  Une  troisii^me,  avec  feu  Sir  Hugh 
Allan  en  tote,  fut  formeo  et  autorisee  de  construire  la  ligno  depuis  le  Lac  Nipissing 
jirs((u*au  Pacifique.  A  cotte  ontreprise  la  somme  de  $30,000,000  et.  50,000,000  d'acrosde 
terro  furent  acoordes  par  le  tiouverneniont.  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  avec  cotte  vive  penetra- 
tion qui  le  caracterisait  dans  les  affaires,  devina  la  haute  importance  de  la  construction 
do  cotte  ligne,  sous  un  point  de  vue  commercial,  et  voyant  quel

serait  assure  tl  sa  splendide  flotto  de  navires,  mit  toute  son  indomptable  energie  si  I'ac- 
complissement  de  ce  projet.  11  y  eut  une  forte  opposition  h  ce  plan,  tant  en  dehors 
qu'en  dedans  du  Parlement.  L'agitation  causeo  par  le  scandale  du  Pacifique  fut  suffi- 
sante  pour  fairo  tomber  lo  cabinet  d'alors  dont  Sir  John  MacDonald  etait  le  chef. 

Les  conventions  avec  la  Colombie  liritannique  promettaient  en  premier  lieu  que  le 
chemin  serait  termin6  en  dix  ans,  mais  il  devint  bientdt  evident  que  cela  ne  pouvait 
dtre  accompli.

Uno  nouvoUo  oumpagaio  fut  forniee,  qui  prit  dos  arrangenicnts 
avoo  le  Gouverneinont,  par  lo.squold  lo  syndicat,  ain.si  (|u'on  i'appolait,  dovait  roeovoir 
gratuitouiont  los  lignes  tormin6os,  dont  711  inilleson  tout  otaient  on  voio  doconHtruction 
h  Tost  doB  Montagues  Rocbeusos,  ot  88  mi  lies  do  Port  Moody  ot  Yale.  A  part  cola,  lo 
Gouvoruoinont  accorda  a  la  coinpagnie  $20,000,000  ot  25,000,000  d'aoroH  do  terrain.  De 
son  cdte  la  oompagnie  s'eagagea  &,  terminer  la  ligne  pour  lo  premier  Mai  IH9I,  Los 
conventions  no  furont  pas  strictomont  observ^cs,  car  la  construction  fut  poussde  d'nno 
mani^re  si  romarquablo,  quo  le  7  Novembro,  oin(i  ans  moins  trois  mois  apr(>s  la  signature 
du  contrat,  lo  chemin  do  for  du  Pacifiquo  Canadion  otait  un  fait  accompli,  ot  lo  passage 
du  trafic  de  Queboo  h  la  c6te  du  Pacifiquo  rendu  pratiqua))le. 

Jja  construction  du  chemin  n^cessitait  de  grandes  deponses,  les  difficulties  que  les 
ingdnieurs  avaiont  i\  surmontor  6taicnt  enormo^!!.  C'ctait  lo  cas  par^iculi(>roment  sur 
la  section  du  Lac  Sup(5riour,  oil  le  taillage  du  roc  et  les  passat-es  souterniins  oxigcalent 
un  labour  6norme  et  de  gros  debours^s.  Cetto  partio  fut  la  plus  dispendiouse  do  la  ligne, 
et  comme  route  de  trafic  devait  necessairemont  pour  quelque  tomps  du  moins  roster  inu- 
tile. De  $600,000  k  $700,000  par  mllle  furent  dcpens(^es  sur  cette  section.  Les  sections 
dans  les  Montagnes  Rocheuses  furont  aussi  tr^s  dispondiouses,  cofitant  uno  moycnno  de 
$370,000  par  mille.  La  compagnie  a  aussi  en  relation  avec  son  service  un  systemc  de 
vapours  naviguant  ontro  Vancouver,  Yokohama  et  le  Japon.  Comme  ledisait  le  Premier 
du  Canada,  Hong  Kong  pout  fibre  oonsid^re  comrao  le  terminus  du  ohomin  de  fer  du  Paci- 
fiquo Canadion.  II  y  a  aussi  communication  par  cette  ligne  avec  Boston,  lui  donnant 
ainsi  une  issue  sur  I'Atlantique.  Une  charte  fut  obteuue  durant  une  reocnto  session  du 
Parlement  pour  une  ligne  de  chemin  do  fer  devant  otre  construito  entro  Caughnawagn  et

Hliaughnessy,  dont  I'acti- 
vit6  et  I'esprit  d'entroprise,  unis  a  son  experience  etonduedes  details,  fontde  lui  un  aide 
inappreciable  au  Vice-President.  M.  George  Olds,  I'ftdministrateur  du  trafic,  et  M. 
Lucius  Tuttle,  administratour  du  trafic  des  passagors,  etaient  tons  deux  bien  connus 
dans  le  cercle  des  affaires  de  cheinins  de  fer  aux  Etats-Unia  avant  de  vonir  ici,  et  ont 
beaucoup  travailie  ii  etablir  les  affaires  du  ehemin.  Les  autres  officiers  sont :  Infendant, 
L  G.  Ogden  ;  Trosorier,  W.  Sutherland  Taylor;  Surintendant  (Jeneral  Je  la  division 
Ontario  et  Atlantique,  T.  A.  McKinnon  ;  Surintendant  Genenil  do  la  division  Est,  C.

Une  autre  ligne  de  ehemin  de  fer  d'une  grande  importance  pour  Montreal  doit  aussi 
e^re  decrite,  on  pout  dire  d'elle  qu'elle  est  deuxiiime  en  importance  h  la  ligne  principale 
du  Pacifique  Canadien  ollo-meme.  La  route  du  Sault  Ste.  Marie  part  de  la  Jonction 
Sudbury  et  so  rend  au  pont  du  "Sault"  via  Algoma  Mills.  Une  ligne  avait  ete  cons- 
truitoen  1882  jusqu'aux  moulins  d' Algoma,  dont  on  avait  fait  leport  de  Test  des  vapours 
de  la  compagnie.  II  y  eut  passablement  d'argent  depense  pour  la  construction  d'uno 
jetee,  et  un  hotel  d'une  cortaine  dimension  fut  projcte,  mais  des  circonstancos  surgirent 
qui  empecherent  que  I'on  fit  de  ce  port  I'usago  auquel  il  avait  ete  destine;  qnoiqu'il 
puisse  peut-etre  devenir  de  quelqu'utilite  dans  I'avenir.  II  y  a  un  an  et  demi  les  tra- 
viux  d'extonsion  du  ehemin  furont  continues  et  completes  vers  le  commencement  de  la 
presento  annee.  La  ligne  offrira  beaucoup  do  facilites  au  trafic  local,  vu  qu'elle  parcourt 
une  partie  du  pays  qui  est  triis  fertile  et  fort  bien  etablie.  Le  Grand  Manitoulin,  I'llo 
St.  Joseph  et  d'autres  sections  sont  des  terres  agricoles  de  prerai(^ro  valour,  et  la  ligne 
donnera  sans  doute  plus  d'emulation  k  coux  qui  ont  des  interets  dans  les  riches  districts 
miniers  qu'elle  traverse.  Le  ehemin  est  construit  sur  un  pied  aussi  completque  la  ligne 
principale.

M.  J.  W.  Moffatt,  ingenieur  civil  do  Lachine,  fit

et  la  ma^onnerio  fut  construite  par  M.  R.  O.  ReiJ  de  la  memo  place,  la  partie  en  fer  du 
pont  principal  etant  faite  par  la  Dominion  Bridge  Co.,  ot  le  pont-levis  par  li  Detroit 
Bridge  Co.,  M.  G.  H.  Massey  dtait  ringenioiir  en  chef.  Le  pont  principal  a  dix  arches, 
dont  chacune  a  212  piods  de  long  ot  250  tonneaux  do  pesanteur.  Le  pont-levis  est  triia 
gros,  pesant  plus  de  ;iOOO  tonne  lux,  et  ayant  38!)  pieLs  de  lung.  La  longueur  oatiere  da 
pont  o:^t  d'onviron  un  millo  ot  oont  vingt  piods.  II  coilto  $500,000.  Cette  ligne  iiapor- 
tante  fut  convenabluinont  inaugurce  lo  8  Janvier  do  I'annde  cour.inte,  par  le  passage  de 
ce  qu'on  appelle  le  "  Grind  Tra.in  de  F.irines  "  de  Minneapolis,  un  dveneiuont  relate  au 
long  par  les  jouruaux  k  cette  <5poque.  Co  train  comprenait  99  chars  ayant  14,820  4uart9 
de  farine  a  bor  1,  dont  le  tout  se  rendait  il  I'Ocean  Atlantique  par  la  nouvelle  route. 
Minneapolis  le  grind  centre  ineunier  de  1' Guest  a  manufacture  I'annee  deriiiere  plus  de 
six  millions  do  quarts  do  farine,  dont  trois  millions  furent  expddids  en  Angleterre.  Com- 
bien  cette  route  inlluera  sur  le  commerce  maritime  de  notre  port,  pent  ^tre  faciloment 
imagin<^.  De  Minneapolis  i  Liverpool  via  Chicago  il  y  a  4,413  milles,  et  viil  le  Sault  et 
Montreal  seuleuiont  3, 900,  la  plus  gr mdo  partie  de  I'oxportation  de  cette  section  de 
I'ouest  devnit  parvenir  h.  notre  port.

Un  dos  principaiix  faits  en  rxpport  avec  le  chemin  de  fer  da  Pacifique  Caniidien 
est  lo  raagnifiquc  ddp<^t  construit  sur  les  rues  Windsor,  Osborne  et  Doncgana, 
et  qui  O'^t  appole  Nouvexu  D(?pot  Bonaventuro,  pour  lo  distinguer  du  premier 
d6p6t  Bonavonture.  Ce  nouveau  d(5p6t  a  200  pleds  de  front,  s'6tendant  de  la  rue 
Osborne  h  la  rue  Donegana.  II  est  une  des  plus  belles  stations  du  continent.  Leg 
chambros  d'attentc  font  face  h  la  rue  Windsor,  m-iis  sont  do  niveau  avec  la  rue 
Osborne.  La  partie  de  la  biltisse  r6servee  aux  trains  a  quatro-vingt-dix  pieds  de  large 
et  cinq  cents  de  long.  Los  lisses  sur  losquclles  les  trains  entrent  dans  la  station  sont  k 
18  pieds  au-dessus  du  niveau  des  rues  Donegana  et  Windsor.  L'entrde  principale  est 
sur  la  rue  Donegana,  ou  une  place  commode  et  abriteo  est  reservoe  pour  les  voitures. 
Aux  coins  des  rues  Donegana  et  Windsor  une  njagnifique  tour  est  construitc,  dont  quatrc- 
vingt-dix  pieds  sur  la  rue  Windsor  et  soixante  et  dix  sur  la  rue  Donegana,  s'dlcvant  fl 
204  pieds  de  hauteur.  Six  6tages  de  cette  tour  servent  pour  des  bureaux,  ainsi  que 
qaatre  autres  dans  I'aile  sur  la  rue  Osborne,  pour  les  bureaux  principaux  de  la  compa- 
gnio.  L' (Edifice  est  bilti  en  pierre  d'Ecosse,  dans  le  genre  d'achitcctnrc  g(^n^ralcment 
connu  sous  le  nom  de  "  Migonnerie  Euossaise,"  d'un  genre  imposant,  mais  simple.  Des 
cuisines,  r<5fectoirs  ot  appartoments  destines  particuli^rement  aux  Emigrants  sont  dans 
le  plan,  et  la  station  est  un  ornemont  i\  la  ville,  ot  un  terminus  convenable.  sous  tous 
rapports  k  une  ligne  si  importante  et  pour  une  aussigrande  ville  que  Montr<?al.  L'ambi- 
tion  de  la  compagnie  a  6t6  de  le  fairo  tel,  et  elle  a  reussi.

LE    PONT    DU   ST.    LAURENT. 

Un  des  points  lea  plus  frappants  de  cette  ligne  dans  les  environs  do  Montreal  est  le 
superbe  pont  tubulaire  traversant  le  St.  Laurent  de  la  Pointe  au  Moulin  il  Vent,  de 
Lachine   k  Caughnawaga.     Ce  magnifique  pont  comprend  huit  sections,   de  240  pieds 
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chaque  ot  deux  do  270,  ainsi  qu'uno  pairo  d'arches  do  408  piods  chaquo,  d'uno  hauteur 
do  60  piods  au-dosHus  do  I'eau.  Lo  pont  est  d'un  dossoin  tout-^-fait  Elegant,  la  partie  en 
for  du  plan  ayant  ^t6  trac<?e  par  M.  C.  Shalor  Smith.  Le  plan  g^n<^ril  adopts  dans  cot 
ouvrage  est  celui  de  double  intersection.  Les  nils  sont  sur  des  arches  plic<''0s  entro  Ics 
sections,  afin  d'assurcr  touto  la  stability  ot  la  suret6  possibles,  dcs  garde-corj>s  y  sent 
<?rig<^s  afin  d'emp<^cher  ics  accidents,  les  arches  ont  des  liens  de  forraos  courtcs  au-dessus 
et  au-Jessous  qui  les  randent  U'g^res  ct  (?K'gantea.  Le  pont  est  conslruit  sur  des  piliors 
en  grosso  maQonnerie,  dont  les  fondationw  sent  d'autant  plus  solides  qu'elles  sont  desti- 
nies si  soutenir  le  choc  des  glacos  qui  no  manquent  pas  do  les  pressor  .\  la  saison  du 
printemps.  La  ma^onnerio  fut  faite  par  M-  R.  <i.  Reid,  et  la  partie  en  fer  par  la  Domi- 
nion Bridge  Co.,  dans  ses  usines  h  Lachinc.  Lo  tout  fut  construit  sous  la  surveillance 
personncllo  do  M.  Peterson,  I'ingf^niour  en  chef  du  Pacifique  Canadicn.  Le  pont,  qui  est 
d'un  genre  tout-ii-fait  nouveau,  unit  la  l(5geret6  ot  li^K^gance  <\  une  solidity''  parfaite,  et 
otfre  un  aspect  magn'fique.  Do  plus,  coninio  il  est  ouvert,  la  vue  des  fanieux  Rjipidesde 
Lichiue  an- lessus  dssquels  il  passj  est  splendido.  Los  f r.us  de  construction  do  ce  pont 
B'^ltivcnt  t\  $1,200,000.  '  "•     '    •"    "  '"    ''

Aucune  revue  du  commerce  de  Montrdal  ne  pout  fitre  compldte  sans  une  <?tude  s^ri- 
euse  de  I'installation  de  ses  ^16vateurs.  Sortant  coniparativenient  de  petits  debuts,  le 
commerce  des  grains  aujourd'hui  a  atteint  lo  premier  rang  ot  so  trouvo  au  memo  niveau 
que  cclui  do  New  York,  Baltimore  et  autros  grands  ports  do  navigation  ooeaniquo  dans 
la  Republique  voisine.  Aucune  villc  dans  le  Canada  n'a  pu  rivaliser  ou  no  peut  avoir 
I'espoir  dj  rivaliser  aveo  Montreal  pour  la  cipacitd  des  dlevateurs. 

La  vieillo  m6thoJe  des  614vatours  avant  I'introduction  de  la  vapour,  ily  atrente  ans 
environ,  employ6e  poar  transborder  le  grain  des  barges  dos  lacs  aux  naviros  oc6anicns, 
merito  d'etre  notdo.  Les  hommes  encore  dans  les  aflf  tires  })arlaient  des  "  bagging  days  " 
(jours  de  la  mise  on  sacs),quand  les  616vateurs  reposaiont  sur  des  bras  humains.  Chaines 
d'hommes  stationnant  h  la  suite  les  uns  les  autros,  jusqu'si  ce  qu'ils  aiont  transports  le 
grain  en  sacs  de  la  barque  au  grand  vaisseau,  I'ayant  iuesur6  par  avant  i  la  mesure  d'un 
domi  boissoau,  en  deux  coups  la  maitie  du  boisseau  introduite  dans  chaque  sac  et 
allonges  au  bord  du  navire  jusqu'tl  ce  quo  vingt-cinq  soient  exp6di6s.  Ceei  etait  appel6 
•'une  taille."  Doux  de  cos  sacs  dtaient  alors  pesos,  et  la  comparaison  on  etait  faite  aveo 
les  vingt-cinq.  II  fallait  done  doux  divisions  d'hommes, — les  poseurs  ot  les  rangeurs, 
ayant  do  12  h  20  hom;u3S  chaque,  afin  qu'ils  puissont  mJHurer  ct  ranger  5i)00  boissoaux 
en  10  houros.  L3s  61evateurs  actuels  font  le  memo  ouvrago  en  une  seule  heure  et  aveo 
une  fraction  du  prix  d'autrefois. 

Tel  on  est  le  systdme,  la  vioille  mise  en  sac  et  I'aucien  rangemont  ;  parnii  les  plus 
considerables  ropr6sentants  do  ce  genre  d'industrie  furent  MM.  Glass  et  Jones,  James 
Henderson,  George  Ghafifoe,  Black  et  Bonner,  John  et  Hugh  McLennan,  George  E.Jacques 
&  Cio.,  Michael  Scanlon,  et  David  G.  Thompson.  Parmi  ceux-ci,  M.  Hugh  McLennan  est 
encore  activomont  dans  les  aflfaires,  son  frere  John  s'est  retire  avoc  une  ample  fortune. 
M.  Black,  notre  respectable  tresorier  de  la  cit<^  ;  M.  Saanlon,  intendant  de  la  ligno  de 
Steamers  Dominion  ;  ot  D.  G.  Thompson,  de  la  Montreal  Tran^fiportation  Company,  sont  tons 
des  survivants  du  commerce  des  616vateurs  avant  remploi  do  la  vapeur,  Le  temps  est 
arriv<3  ou  un  changement  complet  est  demandd.  II  y  a  pou  d'hommes  qui  n'aieut  jug6 
qu'avoo  I'extension  que  la  navigation  a  prise  ^  Montreal,  I'ontrepdt  dos  grains  veuant  de 
I'ouest,  il  no  faille  appeleronsuite  d'autres  moyons  pour  accomplir  I'ouvrage  nScessalre.

Dans  rann6e  1857  la  "Montreal  Steam  Elevating  Company"  fut  organis/^e,  avec  un 
capital  souscrit  de  $80,000.  John  Esdaile,  prdsidont  ;  directeurs  :  H.  L.  Routh, 
Andrew  Shaw,  Jas.  II.  Henderson  et  C.  J.  Cusack.  L'ueuvre  de  la  compagnie  fut  definie 
i  la  reunion  dos  actionnaires  tenue  en  Mars  de  la  mdmo  annde,  en  uno  resolution  votde 
comme  suit  :  ''  qu'une  soci6t6  suit  fonddc  dans  le  but  de  facilitor  le  chargemcut  ct  le 
mesurago  dos  grains."  Tous  ceux  qui  furont  piesonts  tl  cette  assombloe  ctaient  tous  plug 
ou  moins  interceptos  dans  Ic  chargement  des  naviros,  et  conscientsquo  pour  le  ddveloppo- 
ment  du  commerce  de  grains  dans  notre  port,  il  fallait  chcrcher  a  le  faciliter  par  des 
moyens  indispensables.  La  compagnie  <5tant  formoe,  descontrats  furent  immddiatement 
donnas  pour  la  construction  delevatcurs  flottants,  qui  furent  prets  pour  le  priiitomps 
suivant  (1858).  Li  quantity  embarqude  cette  saison  fut  petite,  et  n'excddant  gucire 
500,000  boissoaux  ;  mais  la  saison  1860  fut  rairqude  par  une  augmentation  considerable 
dans  Tembarquement  et  dans  la  quantitd  de  grains  arrivant  ici ;  bicntdt,  d'autres  cldva- 
teurs  dovinroDt  indispensables  et  furent  requis  k  cause  de  I'augmentation  du  trafic.  Oa 
construisit  un  second  dldvateur  pour  I'automno  de  1860,  et  un  troisicme  fut  ordonnd  pour 
1861,  anndo  qui  montra  do  suite  I'obligation  oil  I'on  etait  d'en  construire  d'autres,  soif 
deux  de  plus  ;  ce  qui  ea  tout  fit  cinq.  Pendant  quelques  anndes,  jusqu'en  1866,  le 
commerce  parut  legorement  baisser.  Do  1866  h  1871,  il  y  eut  un  nouveau  ddvcloppcment, 
et  plus  de  10  millions  de  boisseaux  de  grains  furent  embarquds  et  enmagasinds  par  lea 
sept  dldvateurs  de  la  compagnie. 

En  1872  la  compagnie  fut  rdorganisde  en  vue  de  I'accroissement  de  Montrdal  comme 
port  d'exportation  de  grains,  et  ce  par  amalgamation  avec  uno  nouvelle  compagnie  qui 
s'dtait  formoe  sous  le  nomde  "  Montreal  Elevating  Company."  Le  capital  de  cette  asso- 
ciation fut  portd  h,  $160,000,  et  la  direction  fut  composde  de  Andrew  Allan,  prdsident; 
directeurs  :  Hugh  McLennan,  Daniel  Butters,  .1.  H.  Joseph  et  A.  T.  Patterson.  Le  but 
premier  de  la  socidtd  fiit  par  la  fusion  du  capital,  de  fournir  les  moyens  de  transporte- 
ment  facile  du  grain  arrivant  dans  le  port  de  Montrdal,  et  ce  5,  prix  moddrds.  L'outil- 
lage  de  la  compagnie  consistait  en  1880  en  14  dldvateurs,  cofttant  chac«n  $15,000,  au 
total  $210,000,  avec  uno  capacitd  de  5000  boisseaux  £l  I'heure.  En  1880  le  transbordo- 
luent  des  grains  atteignit  20,000,000  de  boisseaux  avec  I'emploi  de  tous  les  dldvateurs." 
Depuis  lors,  le  mouvement  a  toujours  dtd  un  peu  en  dessus  ou  en  dessous  de  ce  chiffre. 

Une  recapitulation  est  inutile  pour  faire  voir  comment  quelques  dldvateurs  flottanta 
en  1857  arrivaieat  h  un  demi  million  de  boisseaux,  tandis  que  le  mouvement  s'est  tene- 
ment accru,  que  l-i  dldvateurs  sont  actuellement  mis  h  rdquisition  avec  une  ca])acit6 
totile  de  70,000  boisseaux  par  heure,  employaat  une  bonne  partie  de  la  populatioa 
ouvri^re,  et  coCltant  tous  ensemble  $210,000. 

M.  Andrew  Allan  est  restd  prdsideit  de  cette  compagnie  depuis  sa  formation.  Lea 
directeurs  prdsents  dtant  MM.  Hugh  McLennan,  A.  T.  Patterson,  J.  A.  Crane  et  Alex. 
McDougall  j  le  dernier,  gdrant.

sont,  ai  possible,  non  moins  importants  que  les  autres  eldvateurs  flottants  pour  le  grain. 
Les  pionniers  do  cette  ligne  d'oxploitation   sont  MM.  Ira  Gould  et  fils,  qui  dis  1848 
drigercnt  des  entrep6t8  commodes  le  long  du  bassin  du  canal,  et  leurs  moulins  ne  tarddrent 
pas  h  6tro  connus  dans  cette  citd  sous  le  nom  de  •'  Gould's  City  Mills."     Peu  apr^s  M. 
McDougall  drigea  le  "Canal  Mill,"  et  depuis  MM,  Ogilvie  Fr^res  prirent  plus  d'extoa- 
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sion  que  lours  pr^'M^'cessours ;  ces  trois  mounories  ont  une  capacity  tie  plus  do  1  million  do 
boiHSttiiux  do  grain,  une  j)artie  desquois  est  h  1'u.sage  de  Montrf^al  et  doinaiide  d'autres 
entrepAta.  La  Montreal  Warehousing  Company,  dont  I'C'tablis.scmont  inarqua  lo  dernier 
pas  de  ce  genre  de  comraerce,  fut  la  proraiiiro  qui  fit  de  l'ontrep<)t  des  grains  une  affaire 
spdciale.  Lours  magasins  immcnses,  qui  occupont  lo9  deux  crttds  du  canal,  contiennent 
plus  d'un  million  do  boioseaux  et  quantity  d'autres  marchandisos  ;  mais  los  [>his  grands 
<516vateurs  ont  ^t6  construits  par  lo  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  ,\  la  Station  Dalhousie,  et 
proportionnds  aux  vnstes  cntreprisos  de  cette  compagnie.  lis  ont  une  capacity  de  1,250,- 
000  boissoaux.

I'expf^diteur  sauve  une  ddpense  en  passant  son  grain  directement  au  navire  qui  lui  fera 
traverser  I'ocdan. 

II  est  ccpendant  plus  dconomique  de  conduire  h,  r616vateur  le  grain  transports  par 
le  cherain  de  for. 

La  totalit<?  du  grain  pass<?  I'an  deruier  par  les  ontreprtts  pout  fitre  ^^valude  h  d\x 
millions  do  boisseaux,  quantity  qu'on  croit  devoir  ddpasser  I'anni^e  pmchainc.  Comme 
on  le  voit,  aussi  bien  on  dl6vatours  flottants  que  stationnaires,  Montreal  est  organist  pour 
rimraenso  quantity  de  trafic  quo  lui  pr<5paront  les  dSveloppements  du  Nord-Ouest  et 
I'abolition  6ventuelle  des  p6ages  dos  canaux.

]VIontr<?al  doit  indubittablement  devenir  le  centre  de  fabrication  ot  d'approvisionne- 
ment  do  la  chaussure,  quoique  lo  Canada  possSdo  de  divers  c6tds  un  grand  nonibre  de  cos 
manufactures,  il  est  un  fait  que  beaucoup  do  niaisons  de  cette  cit6  achotont  leurs  chaus- 
sures  h  Quebec,  pour  les  traviiillor  par  ici.  II  y  a  trente  fabriques  k  Montr<^al,  dont  quinze 
peuvent  Hre  considerSes  coramo  importantes,  los  autres  sont  de  second  ordre. 

Los  personnesdes  doux  sexes  omploydos  dans  cos  manufactures  sont  environ  4,000,  et 
le  chiffre  de  conx  qui  dependent  indirectement  de  cette  Industrie  pout  sYvaluer  k  15,000. 
Assoz  g^neralement,  on  n'emploie  pas  les  onfants  au-dessous  de  14  ans,  et  vingt-cinq 
pour  cent  k  pen  pr^s  sont  des  filles  ou  femmes.  II  n'y  a  pas  moins  de  250  grades  ou 
genres  de  marchandises  produits,  lo  chiffre  maximum  de  chaussures  fabriq'K^es  par  les  plus 
grandes  do  cos  fabriques  est  do  12,000  h  15,000  paires  par  jour.  La  valour  des  produits 
atteint  chaque  j,our  20,000  dollars  environ  ;  en  tenant  compto  du  prix  $1.20  par  paire,  et 
en  300  jours  de  travail  on  arrive  h  une  production  do  4,500,000  paires  d'une  valour  de 
$5,400,000  pendant  Tannic,  94  pour  cent  de  cette  quantity  est  produito  dans  Montreal,  et 
le  Canada  on  consume  4,280,000  paires,  4  pour  cent  s'exporteen  Angleterre,  2  pour  cent 
dans  les  autres  contrdos.  II  y  a  quolquos  anndos  lo  commerce  s'on  faisait  avec  les  Indcs 
Orientales,  mais  iladiminud  k  cause  des  droits  imposes  par  le  gouvornoment.  Les  Am6ri- 
cains  ont  pris  le  commerce  aux  Canadiens,  et  on  trouvo  un  chiflFre  de  50,000  dollars  par  an. 

L'augraontation  dos  manufactures  n'a  jamais  St4  en  baisse,  et  depuis  dix  annSes  ce 
genre  de  commerce  a  6t6  aussi  encourageant  que  n'importe  loqnel  en  ville. 

La  machinerie  introduite  dans  los  manufactures  de  Montr<5al  ne  so  laisso  ddpasser 
par  aucuno  autre  au  mondo.     Entre  autres,  les  machines  k  coudre,  k  clouer,  k  river  j  la 
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machine  pout  clonor  unochausauro  d'hommos  onhuit  secondcs,  et  lo  travail  oHt  conaiddrd 
ausMJ  diirahio  quo  fait  i\  la  main.  Avoc  cello  h  border,  on  pout  en  border  trois  cents 
pairos  par  jour,  et  le  travail  est  do  50  pour  cent  meilleur  quo  colui  fait  il  la  main. 

L'eniimoration  suivanto  pout  fairo  voir  lo  nombro  et  le  genre  do  machineries  cmploydes

sont  demeur^s  stationnairos  depuis  quelqucs  ann^es  :  un  ouvrier  h  la  machine  ordinaire 
fait  ,^12  ft,  $14,  etrafime  16  piastres  jiarsomaine,  et  la  moyenne  de?  gages  $12par  semaine  ou 
$48  par  mois.  Le  travail  des  fommes  fait  une  moyenne  de  $7,  et  pas  une  gagno  moins  de 
$3  par  semaine. 

On  peut  ^galeraent  constater  qu'il  y  a  cinq  millions  de  dollars  places  dans  lo  com- 
merce de  chaussures  en  cette  ville. 

Un  point  qui  no  peut  pas  manquer  de  devenir  de-grande  importance  pour  I'industrio 
des  chaussures  ft,  Montreal  c'est  I'^tablissemont  d'une

pour  les  fabricants  de  chaussures,  en  rapport  avec  r<5coIe  gratuite  du  soir  et  les  classes 
industrielies  fondles  par  le  conseil  des  arts  et  manufactures.  Ces  classes  furent  ouvortes 
11  y  a  deux%ns,  et  ont  6t6  suivies  avec  une  grando  rdgularit^  pendant  i'hiver.  L'instruc- 
tion  est  donn^e  en  Fran^ais  et  en  Anglais,  et  illustree  par  des  gravures  et  du  materiel,  ot 
les  classes  traitent  sp^cialement  de  ce  qui  suit :

Comrae  le  but  de  cette  classe  est  d'approndro  aux  6I5ves  ft,  faire  des  modMes,  ils  en 
fa^onnent  dans  les  classes  m<3me,  et  beaucoup  se  trouvent  trha  bien  de  ce  genre  d'instruc- 
tion,  et  I'industrio  de  la  chaussure  en  b<5n6ficie  certainement.  L'^tablissenient  de  sem- 
blables  classes  a  eu  le  meilleur  r<^sultat  en  Europe,  et  s'il  est  continue  ici  il  peut  6tre  un 
facteur  fort  appreciable  pour  maintenir  le  commerce  de  Montreal,  et  conserver  la  villo 
commo  le  centre  de  fabrication  dans  cette  Industrie  pour  le  Canada  entier. 

Avec  trente  manufactures  de  bottes  employant  quatre  mille  personnes  des  deux  sexes, 
et  avec  un  capital  d'au-delft,  de  oinq  millions  investi  lft,-dedans,  Montreal  plus  que  dans 
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toutos  autroa  branches  peut  6tro  avantagousoraont  coinpard  avoc  los  autres  primdes 
villes  ;  car  c'ost  4,500,000  pairos  do  ohaiissuros  qui  so  fabriquont  ici,  roprc^sentinit  cinq 
millions  quatro  cent  millo  dollars,  et  produisant  plus  do  75  genres  do  cbaussuresdittV'reiits, 
subvonant  h  tout  le  Dominion  pour  4,230,000  pairca,  ot  oxpddiant  la  balance  en  (Jrando 
Bretagne  et  aillcura  ;  ccci  peut  bien  contribuor  i\  faire  do  notro  ville  la  premitl're  place 
canadiennc.  N'y  a-t-il  pas  plus  de  15,000  personnes  dopendantoa  do  ce  genre  d'indus- 
trie,  vingt-cinq  pour  cent  desquelles  cont  des  fen.mcs  et  doa  filles,  co  qui  donne  h  cos 
derniiiros  aurtout  une  grando  chance  d'exiateneo  do  it  elles  sent  privi^ea  aillours,  ot  leur 
gain  dans  co  gonro  de  travail  vient  en  aide  h  elles-m6mes  et  k  lours  families.

L'int6r6t  des  tannours  do  Montreal  s'ost  trouv<5  C'tro  depuis  longtempa  de  plus  en 
plus  important,  en  raison  do  la  position  que  la  ville  tend  h,  prendre  commo  centre  commer- 
cial, industriel  et  miinufacturier.  En  1881,  nous  y  trouvons  50  tanneurs  de  ouir  jisemello, 
un  plus  grand  nombre  rosidant  dans  lo  resto  de  'a  Province  de  Qudbec.  Parmi  ceux-ci, 
trente  sont  oocupds  h  venir  on  aide  au  commerce  propre  de  Montr^'al.  En  a'en  tenant  d.

en  dehors, qui  toutes  ensemble  repr(5sentent  un  produit  annuel  de  $344,000.  Cola  auflit  bien 
pour  faire  voir  que  les  manufacturiers  de  cuire  n'ont  point  diminu6  si  Montr6al  dans  oes 
dix  dernitires  anndes.  Li  quantity  de  tan  us6e  annuellemont  atteint  50,000  cordes  tirees 
Burtout  des  Cantons  de  I'Est. 


HISTOIEE  DES  BANQUES  DANS  MONTREAL. 
PRESENTE  SITUATION  DES  BANQUES  CANADIENNES. 

Le  systi^me  des  Banques  canadiennes  eat  modeI6  partie  sur  celui  des  Etats-Unis,  et 
partie  sur    celles  d'Ecoase.     La  responsabilitd  limitde  attachde   h  nos   banques  et  leur 
mani^re  de  faire  les  aflFaires  seat  amdricaines,   tandis   que  le  capital  comparativemont 
large,  la  circulation  de  billets,  et  la  multiplicite  des  agencea  sont  Eoossais. 

On  peut  comprendre  que  la  Province  de  Qu6bec  6tant  la  plus  vieille  dans  le  Canada, 
c'est  \k  que  la  premiere  banque  fftt  dtablie,  et  comme  Montreal  est  la  plus  fbiportante 
cit4  de  cette  memo  province,  c'est  dans  ses  limitos  que  commeuga  ce  genre  d'institution.

Cette  banquo  fut  <5tabnc  on  1817  par  un  nombro  de  niarchands  <'>uiinent.<f  etd'honimos 
notables  de  cette  ville.  EIlc  comnienfa  :-es  op<''rations  avec  un  capital  de  £87,500,  ou 
$350,000  ;  I'intcntion  dos  fondateurs  6t»ui  dVlover  cette  somrae  jI  $1,000,000.  La  peti- 
tesse  de  ce  capital  d'alors,  compard  avec  ce  qu'il  est  devenu  aujourd'hui,  prouve  que  los 
Canadiens  ^taient  modestes  en  envisagcant  I'avenir  du  pays. 

La  banq.ue  n'eut  pas  de  charte  d^s  son  origine,  il  fut  in^me  ni^cessairo  d'un  certain  d(51a 
d'obtenir  do  la  Ldgislatnre  Provincialc  line  charte  r^^gulii^re,  mais  I'autorisation  j)riv<'e  duj 
gouvernenient  <5tait  certaino.  Co  manque  de  charte  fit  de  l*<5tablis8ement  une  banque 
priv(fe  ;  aussi  les  fondateurs  et  los  horamcs  qui  ^taiont  h  la  t<?te  so  prdparerent-ils  solide- 
ment  centre  une  possibility  de  faillite,  et  pour  protdger  leurs  fortunes  priv<5es  rdsolurent 
de  ne  payer  ni  escoinpter  rien  au-del&  du  montant  du  capital  mis  en  banque. 

La  banquo  fut  incorporde  en  1818,  et  sa  premiere  Amission  fut  diit(5e  du  premier 
Janvier  de  la  mdme  annde.  On  pent  ne  pas  savoir  que  le  premier  nom  de  rinstltution 
"The  Montreal  Bank  "  6tait  I'inversion  de  "Bank  of  Montreal,"   qui  prit  place  ensuite. 

LES   PREMIERS    OFPICIERS  '  ' 

furent :  President,  John  Gray,  marchand  de  marchandises  sSches  retird  ;  Caissier,  Kobt. 
Griffia  J  Directeurs  :  Hon.  John  Richardson,  son  gendrc  George  Auldjo,  Samuel  Gerard, 
Thomas  Thain,  IJoratio  Gates,  John  Molson,  Thomas  F.  Turner,  Wm.  Ermatiuger,  Zab- 
diel  Thayer  et  David  David.  ' 

Pendant  quelque  temps  la  Banque  dprouva  quelques  difficultds  h  faire  accepter  ses 
billets  par  la  population  franfaise.  Les  habitants  ayant  souffert  durcment  des  assignats 
usds  sous  le  r<5j;ime  franjais  et  rachetds  &,  une  faible  portion  de  lour  valour,  ils  craigiiaient 
nsturellement  un  retour  vers  le  papier  monnaie,  et  offrirent  une  certaino  resistance  k  la 
nouvelle  manicure,  s'en  tenant  aux  couronnes  etautres  pieces  de  la  pr6c<^dente  generation. 
Los  citoyens  dout^ront  m6mo  longtemps  de  la  8olidit6  de  la  banque,  ceci  for^a  Molson  k 
endosser  les  billets  que  la  banque  mettait  en  circulation,  mais  fiualcment  rinstitution 
prospdra. 

Cette  prosperity  ne  s'arr^ta  pas  Isl.  En  1824,  Samuel  Gerard  fut  nommd  President, 
et  sous  son  administration  le  capital  fut  rdduit  et  en  1827  quand  John  Molson  devint 
President,  pres  de  la  moitie  du  capital  etait  perdue.  En  1837,  par  suite  de  la  panique 
am^ricaine,  la  banque  suspendit  un  moment  ses  paiements,  mais  en  1841  elle  reprit  le 
chemin  du  succtis.  Le  cercle  des  affainjs  s'eiargissant,  on  so  ddpartit  do  la  r^gle  qui  exi- 
geait  que  les  directeurs  demeurassent  dans  un  rayon  de  neuf  milles.  Dans  la  m^me 
annde  le  nom  du  caissier,  fut  change  en  celul  plus  aristocrate  de  directeur  gdrant,  et  on 
institua  aussi  un  fonds  de  garanties  et  d'annuites  pour  preserver  la  banque  centre  ses 
propres  employes  j  ce  fonds  fut  depuis  verse  dans  la  "Pension  Fund  Association," 
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En  aucun  temps  la  banqiio  ne  progrvsna  auHHi  rapiduniont  quo  eons  radiainistration 
de  M.  K.  U.  King.  Cula  fut  dii  largeinont  h  une  luaHso  do  circonstancoR  ut  d'lieuruuHoa 
opportunity's  qui  en  d<?coul(>reiit.  M.  King  tint  sa  charge  dans  les  ann^'es  180(1  ii  1870  en 
partie,  ^'pocjue  a  laciucllu  les  Etats-Unis  sortaient  ii  peine  d'unc  guerre  qui  aviiit  profond*^- 
ment  paraly.HO  Ics  atiiiires.  Les  IVtrtes  primes  sur  I'argent  nm(''rieain  rendaicnt  le  niarcli6 
fl<5vreux.  i'a  fut  alors  au  dire  de  tous,  que  pardes  ntaiKuuvresadroltos,  quelqucfois  l{>in6- 
rairos,  M.  King  dcvint  ma!tro  de  I'or  sur  lo  mart'h6  de  New  Yorlt,  co  qu'aucun  Canadien 
n'eut  jamais  i'ait.  Ayant  de  fortes  soinmes  i\  sa  disposition,  il  put  influencer  lus  aeliats 
et  les  rentes  sur  lu  maroli^',  oe  qu'il  n'besita  jamais  i\  faire  dans  I'interCt  de  la  banquo. 
L'histoiro  dos  traitos  d'ur,  dito 

"gold  dray  story," 

vivra  longtemps. 

A  cetto  ^poquo,  le  capital  de  la  banque  dtait  de  $6,000,000,  mais  en  1871,  sur  une 
motion  de  M.  Wm.  Murray,  h  la  r<''union  iinnuelle,  on  autorisa  les  directeurs  itaugmcnter 
h  leur  convonancc  ce  m(?me  capital.  An  la  Janvier  1872,  il  fut  augment*''  do  $2,000,000 
et  en  novembrc  de  la  m<?me  ann<^c  do  $4,000,000  que  les  porteurs  mirent  i\  25  pour  cent 
de  prime,  lo  resto  fut  vendu  h  marche  ouvort.  La  banque  rdalisa  ainsi  $1,500,000,  qui 
furent  port<5es  au  fonds  de  rdservc.  M.  King  donna  sa  demission  pen  apriis,  et  partit 
pour  I'Augleterre,  oil  il  fait  partie  du  conseil  des  aviseurs  de  la  succursale  anglaise  de 
la  Banque  do  Montr<^al. 

Peu  apr^s  I'^tablissemont  de  la  Banque  de  Montreal,  la  Banque  du  Canada  partit 
avec  un  capital  do  £300,000,  ou  environ  $1,500,000.  En  1824,  un  voyageur  dcrivant  au 
Bujet  de  ces  institutions  les  recommanda  par  la  prudence  qu'olles  ont  montr^'O,  leur  soin 
dans  lours  atiaires,  et  la  Banque  de  Montreal  bdndflcia  jusqu'tl  ce  jour  aux  d<?pen8  do  oe 
que  les  autres  jmrent  perdre. 

La  plus  importante  des  institutions  mon<?taires  du  Canada  est  sans  contredit  la 
Banque  do  Montreal.  Cetto  institution  est  aujourd'hui  h  notre  pays  ce  qu'est  ^  I'Angle- 
terre  la  Banque  d'Angleterre  et  i\  la  France  la  Banque  de  France,  et  g^noralcment  il  est 
admia  dans  la  finance  canadienne  qu'elle  est  lo  thermomiitre  financier  au  moyon  duquel 
on  peut  juger  de  la  sant^du  capital  canadien.

Cette  banque  a  eu  uEie  oarridre  de  grand  sucods.  Durant  toute  la  pgriode  de  son 
existence  elio  a  pay^  des  dividendes  qui  atteignirent  presque  toujpurs  8  pour  cent.  Ed 
1871-72,  aprds  une  ^misxion  du  nouveau  stock,  cette  banque  acquit  une  forte  influence. 

Elle  a  maintenant  dix-neuf  suvoursales  et  une  r^senre  de  $1,075,000. 

Le  ''  Free  Banking  Act  "  fut  pass^  en  Canada  dix  ans  avant  la  loi  des  banques  natio- 
nales  des  Etats-Unis  qui  lui  ressemble.  Entre  autres  privileges,  il  permettait  k  toute 
association  de  faire  le  commeroe  de  banque  lans  une  oharte  ap^ciale,  mdme  remission 
de  billets,  mais  oes  billets  devant  dtre  garaotis ,  pur  de^  dfSpdts  de  bona  du  gouvemement 
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faits  dans  les  cfiisses  du  gouvernomont.  Plusieurs  institutions,  outre  la  Banque  Molson, 
proiit(irent  de  oet  aoto;  mais  cependant,  oomme  oe  n'^tait  pas  difficile  d'obteuir  une 
charte,  le ''Free  Banking"  tomba  bientdt  en  d^sudtude.

Canada.  Tout  ce  qui  porte  ce  nom  s'ost  si  intimement  l\6,  non  seulement  au  commerce 
de  Montr<5a1,  mais  aussi  au  commerce  de  la  Province  de  Quebec,  que  la  publication  du 
rapport  annuel  de  la  Banque  Molson  offre  un  int^rdt  plus  qu'ordinaire.  Constatons  de 
suite  gdn^ralement  que  oette  banque  est  dans  une  situation  prospdre  due  k  la  prudence 
de  son  administration.

La  Banque  des  Marchands  du  Canada  fut  incorpor6e  en  1861  aveo  un  capital  autoris^ 
de  -',000,000  de  dollars.  Les  promoteurs  de  Tentrepriseontdft  trouver  quelqne  difficult^  k 
acqu^rir  $200,000  du  capital  pay^  neoeasaires  aux  operations,  car  en  1863  ils  petitionnftrent 
pour  etre  autoris<^s  k  conamencer  les  affaires  aveo  $1,000,000  seulement  du  capital  pay4. 
Cette  permission  leur  fut  accord^e  en  1864,  et  la  banque  comiuen^a  sea  operations. 

II  y  a  quelque  int^rfit  h  noterque  cette  demande,  sous  prdtexte  de  pauvretd  ou  d'inha- 
bllete  h,  obtenir  ces  $200,000,  fut  faite  par  Sir  Hugh  Allan  (alors  Hugh),  Harrison 
Stephens,  William  Edmondstone,  Andrew  Allan,  John  Smith,  Ira  Gould  et  Robert 
Anderson.  N'importe  lequel  aurait  pu  quelquos  annees  plus  tard  donner  son  cheque 
personnel  pour  ce  qui  leur  avait  manqu^  dans  le  temps,  et  oe,  sans  difficult^.

Cette  banque  obtint  sa  charte  en  1861,  et  cowmen^a  les  afi'aires  avoo  $700,000,  son 
capital  ayant  6te  autoris<5  pour  un  million.  Elle  prosp<5ra  et  accrut  son  capital  k 
$2,000,000  5  puis  des  revers  le  firent  tomber  si  $1,000,000  en  1877.  La  banque  chercha 
mfime  I'autorisation  de  s'amalgamer  avec  une  autre  qui  voudrait  y  consentir.  Deux 
ann^es  sombres  suivirent,  et  en  1879  le  m6me  capital  f&t  rMuit  k  500,000  piastres, 
alors  que  dame  Fortune  ropar&t ;  et  la  banque  a  prosp^r^  depuis. 

Dans  un  amenderaont  h,  la  charte  ^tait  une  clause  donnant  la  mesure  de  la  loyaut^ 
du  sujet  Franco- Anglais.  Aucun  Stranger  no  pouvait  avoir  le  droit  de  vote  dans  cette 
banque,  s'iln'^tait  porteur  de  parts  payees.

LE  COMMERCE  DE  DETAIL. 

C'est  Rvec  difficult^  quo  la  pr6sente  g^n^ration  de  Montrdalais  et  les  Strangers  qui 
visitent  notreville  peuvent  so  faire  une  id6o  de  I'importance  du  commerce  de  detail  et  d» 
son  accroissement.  Les  rues  Notre  Dame,  St.  Jacques,  S^e.  Catherine,  St.  Laurent 
et  autres,  n'ont-elles  pas  la  plus  franche  apparonce  de  prosp^rit6,  par  la  quantity  de 
lours  magasins,  I'abondance  et  la  richesse  des  stocks  qu'ils  contiennent  ?  Bien  diflf^rent 
6tait  l'6tat  des  choses  il  y  a  un  si^clo,  quand  la  rue  Craig  ^taitun  veritable  marais  crois6 
de  ponts  en  bois  abordant  la  cit6,  car  il  n'existait  gu6re  de  faubourgs  au-del&.  Le com- 
merce alors  6tait  entiSrement  confin6  k  la  rue  St.  Paul  sp^cialement  aux  alentours  do 
la  place  Jacques  Cartier  et  de  I'endroit  oh  se  trouve  actucUement  la  douane.  Dans  la  rue 
Notre  Dame  en  1820  il  y  avait  environ  trois  ou  quntre  6piceries,  un  magasin  de  marchan- 
dises  stJches,  tandis  qu'on  en  rencontrait  h  you  pros  une  douzaine  d'autres*  dans  les  rues 
adjacentes.  II  y  avait  aussi  quelques  petites  6chopes  tenues  par  des  Allemands  sur  la 
rue  St.  Laurent,  contenant  des  petits  stocks  d'^piceries,  de  marchandisos  sfiches,  etc.  On 
n'en  rencontrait  pen  ailleurs  dans  la  cit^. 

Le  commerce  devint  plus  systdmatique  aprfis  la  guerre  de  1815  et  dans  les  ann<^es  qui 
suivirent.  Parmi  les  principales  maisons  de  cette  ^poque,  nous  signalons  :  Richard  &  Co» 
Girard,  Parker  &  Ogilvy,  pr6d6cesseurs  de  Gillispie,  Moffatt»fe  Cie.,  Maitland,  Gardiner 
&  Auldjo,  et  quelques  autres  moins  importantos.  Elles  vendaieni  aux  clients  les  marchan- 
disos s6ches,  les  <>piceries,  le  fer  et  les  liqueurs,  mais  leur  organisation  de  detail  6tait 
incomplete.  Les  marchands  de  fer,  d'epiceries  et  de  marchandisos  seches  vendaient  en 
gros  et  en  detail,  on  ^'  trouvait  dgalement  des  ust^nsiles   de  cuisine  et  des  liquides. 

A  pen  pr^s  k  la  place  du  marchd  Bousecours  et  de  la  place  Jacques  Cartier,  il  y  avait 
quelques  magasins  de  marchandises  seches,  de  memo  pr^s  de  la  rue  St.  Pierre.  Parmi 
les  Canadiens  Fran^ais  la  principale  mnison  etait  cello  de  Robertson,  Masson  &  Cie.,  qui 
n'importait  d'abord  rien  que  les  marchandises  si^ches.  Ccs  magasins  furent  petits  d* 
I'origine,  ayant  beaucoup  de  portes  et  pea  de  fenetres,  devant  et  pros  de  la  porte  le- 
patron  et  ses  eommis  se  tenaient  prfits  a  saisir 

"l'HABITANT"   SANS    DEFIANCE, 

qui  s'^chappant  des  grifFes  d'un  employ^  ^  la  premidre  porte,  tombait  h  la  suivante  dans 
celles  du  second ;  vainement  protestait-il  que  c'6tait-l&,  le  mOme  magasin,  on  cherchait  ^ 
lui  faire  croire  a  I'erreur  de  ses  propres  yeux,  et  ainsi  invariablement,  jusqu'^  ce  qu'il 
eut  fait  une  demi  douzaine  de  ces  magasins,  il  avait  fait  un  ou  plusieurs  achats,  souvent 
c'dtaitde  bonnes  plaisanteries  jou6es  sur  le  dos  do  I'habitant  de  bon  caractdre.  Malgr6 
les  inconv6nients  de  cette  manifere  de  faire  le  commerce,  c'6tait  I'usage  et  il  r.'y  a  gu6re 
que  trente  ans  que  les  marchands  I'aboUrent  d'un  commun  accord. 

Plusieurs  magasins  de  detail  <5taient  diss6min6s  dans  certaines  places  le  long  de 
la  rue  St.  Paul,  depuis  la  place  Jacques  Cartier  actuelle  jusqu'^  la  rue  McGill.  On 
remarquait  les  magasins  de  marchandises  seches  de  Richard  Watkins,  successeur  de  Miller 
Parlane  &  Cie.,  Hector  Russell  &  Cie.  k  trois  portes  de  la  Douane.  M.  Miller  de  la  maison 
mentionn^e  plus  haut  retournaen  Angleterre  et  Mr.  Parlane  entradans  le'  commerce  de 
gros  d'exp^dition  et  aida  k  la  fondation  dela  maisonH.  &  A.  Allan.  Hector  Russell  &  Cie., 
dont  les  magasins  communiquaient  avec  ceux  du  detail,  dtaient  prt^s  du  marchd,  et  en  face 
se  trouvait  le  magasin  de  John  Mackenzie,  dont  M.  G.  Mackay  6tait  le  comptable  et 
M.  McKormack  le  vendeur  aim<!  des  dames.  On  voyait  peu  de  Frangais  dans  cette 
partie  de  la  ville  ;  ceux  qui  y  avaient  fait  commerce  <5tant  retires  d'affaires  avec  d'honnd- 
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t08  fortunes.  Un  certain  nombro  tomba  en  faillite  ou  perdit  de  I'argent.  Pratt  dansle 
commerce  de  fer  laissa  une  riche  maison  continude  depuis  par  John  Frothingham  aveo 
la  mdme  prosp^rit^  ;  John  Torrance  dans  les  ^piceries  setrouvait  dans  les  m6mes  condi* 
tions  et  apr6s  aroir  agrandi  la  maison  se  mit  en  1832  dans  le

qui  furent  bientdt  mis  k  faire  le  service  entre  Montreal  et  Quebec.  En  1823  I'hon.  James 
Ferrier  6tablit  le  commerce  d'dpiceries  sur  la  rue  Notre  Dame.  En  1827  ou  1828  la  mai- 
son Thomas  Mussen  ouvrit  sur  la  rue  St.  Paul  pour  aller  ensuite  sur  la  rue  Notre  Dame 
oil  elle  est  encore. 

Le  commerce  de  detail  marchait  bien  lentement  sur  la  rue  Notre  Dame,  ou  il  n'y 
avait  gu6re  que  celui  de  James  Fleming;  aprds,  vint  k  grand  bruit  au  coin  de  la  Place 
d'Armes  un  magasin  de  drogues  qui  continua  brillamment  pendant  plusieurs  ann^es. 
Beaucoup  de  lots  dtaient  vacants  sur  la  rue  St.  Jacques ;  aucun  magasin  d'aucune  sorte 
n'y  tut  ouvert  avant  Richard  Watkins  qui  d6m6nagea  en  1845  dans  une  maison  de  bri- 
ques  oil  se  trouve  maintenant  le  St.  Lawrence  Ilall.  Le  commerce  fut  comparative- 
ment  faible,  attendu  qu'en  1818  la  population  de  Montreal  n*6tait  guSre  que  de  20,000 
ames,  celle  de  tout  le  Bas-Canada  de  300,000  etcelle  du  Haut-Canada  de  100,000. 

M.  T.  S.  Brown  dont  nous  tenons  ces  renseignements  dit :  "  Nous  avons  k  cette 
^poque  6tabli  un  commerce  de  fer  en  gros,  notre  magasin  avait  deux  dtages  de  17  pieds 
par  30,  et  les  ventes  ^taient  faibles.  Les  profits  pouvaient  fitre  bons,  le  loyer  dtait  de 
400  piastres,  nous  avions  un  cheval  et  une  voiture,  un  homme  de  service,  nous  donnions 
de  bous  diners  et  do  joyeuses  parties  le  soir.  Quelque  fois  le  commerce  n'dtait  pas  tout 
profit,  les  banqueroutes  vinrent  nous  surprendre,  il  n'y  avait  pas  de  prfiteurs,  sinon  an 
vieil  Italien  marchand  do  tableaux  et  lorgnettes,  qui  tenait  ^galeraent  une  florissante 
place  k  boire  appel^e  : 

LES   TROIa   ROIS. 

Etant  trop  consciencieux  pour  charger  k  ses  clients  plus  de  six  pour  cent  d'int6rdt,  11 
leur  mettait  commo  condition  d'acheter  chezlui  unmiroir,  ou  autre  objetd'ameublement, 
de  sorte  que  plusieurs  de  ses  clients  avaient  leurs  appartements  meubl^s  luxueusement 
avec  le  fruit  de  leurs  extravagances.  Ces  magasins  dtaient  dans  une  vieille  bfttisse  sur 
la  rue  des  Commissaires  directement  derridre  le  Montreal  House. 

Avec  I'ouverture  de  la  navigation  jlvapeur  et  les  chemins  de  fer,  le  commerce  de 
Montr<5al  prit  une  extension  considerable  et  absorba  bient6t  pour  le  gros  seulement,  toute 
la  rue  St.  Paul  et  les  rues  Notre  Dame  et  St.  Jacques,  Les  residences  se  recul^rent  peu 
h  peu  sur  les  emplacements  formant  la  principal  arttire  aujourd'hui  la  rue  St.  Laurent 
puis  la  rue  Bleury,  plus  tard,  se  forma  la  rue  Sto.  Catherine  et  ces  rues  se  peupl^rent 
de  detaillauts.  Bouchers,  ^piciers,  boulangers  formSrent  I'avant  garde  dans  ces  direc- 
tions, suivis  peu  apr^s  par  les  marchands  de  marchandises  s^ches,  les  tailleurs  et  d'au- 
tres  iudustriels  non  moins  ndcessaires  k  I'existence  du  monde  civilis<5. 

Pour  montrer  le  commerce  de  detail  de  Montreal  existantalors  et  le  nombrc  de  mains 
qu'il  employait,  on  pent  dire  que  dans  les  sept  principales  rues,  il  y  avait  149  magasins 
d'^piceries,  139  de  chaussures,  113  de  tailleurs  et  habillements  confectionnes,  94  de 
marchandises  s5ches,  53  bijoutiers,  39  chapeliers  et  fourreurs,  37  magasins  de  fer,  31 
pharmaciens,  tons  d^taillants. 

Un  seul  magasin  de  marchandise  sdohes  employait  300  mains  et  avait  un  capital  in- 
vest! d'un  demi  million  de  dollars.    Un   autre  employait  250  mains  avec  un  capital  de 
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$350,000  et  un  autre  80  mains  avec  $140,000.     II  est  bien  entendu  que  oet  argent  repr<5  - 
sente  le  montant  invest!  dans  I'aflFaire  elle-m^me,  mais  non  pas  le  mouvoinont  du  stock. 

Un  immense  cbangement  s'est  produit  dans  la  mani^re  de  conduiro  le  commerce 
dans  la  ville.     Dans  les  marchandises  strobes,  le  systtime  par  d^partement  a  6t6  adopts  et 
m^me  les  chambres  de  travail  divis^es  en  d6partement.     De  cette  mani^re,  il  est  ais6 
pour  lecommisde  savoirde  suite  dans  quelle  partie  un  manque  so  produit  otd'y  apporter 
remade.    Depuis  qu'il  a  6t6  inaugur^il  ya  un  peu  plus  d'une  dizained'anndes,  ce  systiimo 
&6t6  avantageux  h  remployeur  etk  I'employe.   Celui  des  bonus introduit  <5gfvlement  duns 
nombre  d'^tablisseraents  a  6t6  trouv^  avantageux.     Une  oertaine  agitation  s'est  produite 
S,  propos  des   beures  de   travail.     Pr^c<5demment,  il   n'dtait  pas  extraordinaire    il   ces 
^tablissements   de    rester    ouverts    le   samedi   jusqu'^   minuit  ;    beaucoup    maintonant 
ferment  h  six  beures  du  soir,  et  durantjuiliot   et    aoftt,  on  donno  los  samedis,  une  demi 
journ^e  do  liberty   aux  employes.     Dans   quolques   maisons    mflmo   deux    semaines  de 
vacances  sent  donn6es  et  les   appointomonts   sont  p;iy6.s  quind  rafim^.      On    a    ob?orv^ 
que  g^n^ralement  le  choix  des   employing   a  6t6  plus   s6v(iro  et  "que  de   cette   fa?on,  les 
patrons  sont  arrives  k  (^pargner  plus  d'argent. 

Le  commerce  d'<?piccries,  notammcnt,  a  subi  degrandes  am<''liorations,  I'introdnction 
des  marchandises  en  boltes  de  for  et  en  verro  a  crd6  un  cbangement,  et  il    ost  k  consi- 
d6rer  que  tous  les  con'.dstibles   et   articles  sont  mioux  prfSsontds  de  cette  mani^re.     Les 
affaires  de  la   ville   avec  I'extdrieur  ont  pris  une  tr^f?  grando  extension  surtout  dans  la 
meilleure  classe  de  marchandises,  et  une  maison  a  m^mc  des  clients  k  Ottawa  ct  jusque 
dans  la   Colombie   Anglaise,  cette   rafime  maison  a  ouvert   au    dehors   une   ligne   pour 
fournir  dan-  les  provinces  de  pSche,  jusque  dans  les  Etats-Unis,  avec  les  marchandises  de 
chaquc   saison,    ainsi  il  semble   que  dans  le  commerce  d'(5piceries  notamment,  Montreal 
est  appel6  k  devenir  un  centre  distributeur  des  (''piceries  do  choix.     Pour  suffirc  aux  de- 
mandes  de  marchandises,  on  importe  le  saumon  de  la  Colombie  Anglaise  et  des  provinces 
maritimes,  les  conserves,  les  gol^es,   marinades,   des    Etats-Unis,   et  plus  spdcinlement 
de  New  York.    Un  grand  avantage  pour  IV^picier  en  gros  d'aujourd'hui,  c'ost  I'am^liora- 
tion  apport^e  dans  les  credits.  Dans  les  premieres  ann<5es  dont  nous  avons  parle,  il  n'y 
avait  rien  de  plus  commun  que  d'accorder  trois,  six   et  memo  douzc  mois  do  credit  aux 
clients,  tandis  que  maintenant    un    mois  ost  le  terme  le    plus  ordinaire  k  rexception  de 
quolques  oas  rares.     Pr^cddemment  aussi,  il  6ta,\t  d' usage  aux  achoteurs  de  so  grouper 
k  Montreal  il  certaines  6poques  pour  attondro    des  ventes  spdcialos  ;  on  les  voyait   venir 
des  parties  les  plus  (>loign6es  du  Canada  ;  c'est  une  ohose  du  pass6.     De    nos  jours  les 
voyageurs  de  commerce  ont  pris  la  place  de  ces  ventes  par  encan,  sur  lesquelles  on  rcte- 
nait  une  imposition  ;    ce  qui  n'existait  pas  il  Toronto. 

A  tous  lea  points  de  vue,  les  d6tinllants  envisagent  la  perspective  du  commerce  de 
Montreal  comme  meilleure  et  plus  forte  que  jiimais  ;  les  paiements  so  font  plus  rdguli^re- 
ment,  le  volume  des  affaires  est  plus  rdmun^ratif  et  fiiit  esp^rer  un  avonir  prosp5ro. 


CONFECTIONS,  COMMERCE  DE  GROS. 
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L'esprit  d'entreprise  et  d'initiative  des  hommes  d'affaires  de  Montreal,  joint  aux 
prix  modiques  do  la  main-d'oeuvre  ont  eu  pour  r^sultat  de  donner,  dans  les  vingt  dorni^res 
ann^es,  une  impulsion  tr^s  forte  h  I'industrie  des  confections,  et  d'iissuror  h  notre  ville, 
la  m^tropolo  commerciale,  I'approvisionnoment  pour  toutes  les  parties  de  la  Puissance. 
Nous  comptons  actuellement  huit  ^tablissements  de  ce  genre  on  pleine  operation  dans 
Montreal.     Sur  ce  nombre  deux  principaloment  se  distinguent  par  leur  volume  d'affaires 
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et  rimportanoo  do  leurs  transactions,  ce  qui  n'empfiohe  que  les  autres  occupent  un  rang 
distingud  parmi  nos  maisons  de  commerce.  Le  chiffre  total  des  vontes  par  ann^o  dans 
cette  branche  d'industrio  atteignait  h  peine  $400,000  il  y  a  vingt  ans,  tandia  qu'aujour- 
d'hui  il  s'dl^ve  lY  au  dolii  de  $2,500,000  avec  un  cerole  d'op^rations  qui  s'6tend  de 
Halifax,  sur  les  bords  de  I'Atlantique,  jusqu'il  Vancouver  sur  rOc6an  Paoifique.  Le 
capital  place  dans  oo  commerce  repr6sente  un  montant  do  $1,500,000.  Lil  au;«si  on 
remarque  un  progr^s  notable  depuis  oes  derni^res  ann^'es.  Le  travail  so  distribue  iH  la 
pi^ce  a|)rtis  que  los  hardes  ont  H6  tailldes  dans  I'^tablissement  mfime.  La  couture  est 
faito  par  des  fenimes  des  faubourg*  ou  des  localit^s  avoisinantes  de  la  villo  qui  appor- 
tent  a  la  maison  des  parties  de  vfitemonts  ainsi  assorties.  On  compto  un  grand  nombre 
de  personnes  ainsi  occupies  dans  Ste.  Cundgonde,  St.  Henri,  Ste.  Rose,  Terrebonne, 
Chambly,  St.  Hilaire,  Belcjeil  et  St  R^mi,  h  travailler  pour  les  maisons  de  Montreal. 
Une  preuve  irrecusable  du  d^veloppement  do  cetto  Industrie  est  le  nombre  considerable 
do  machines  si  coudre  qui  se  d4taillont  dans  presque  toutes  les  maisons  do  la  region  que 
nous  vonons  d'indiquer.  On  pent  dire  quo  5000  ouvriciros  se  livrent  reguliiirement  k 
oette  occupation,  et  si  on  calculo  qu'uno  famille  se  compose  en  moyenne  de  cinq  raembres 
on  arrive  h  un  total  de  20,000  personnes  auxquelles  le  commerce  de  hardes  faites  fournit 
la  subsistance  de  cbaque  jour.  Le  personnel  des  huit  dtablissements  dont  nous  avons 
parl6  plus  haut  est  de  2200  employes  qui  rejoivent  annuellement  comme  gages  et  salaire 
une  somme  d'un  demi  million  do  dollars.  Toronto  ot  Hamilton  ont  essay6  inutilement 
de  faire  la  concurrence  a  Montreal  dans  co  commerce  corame  le  disait  un  homme 
d'affaires  bien  connu  et  bien  competent,  puisqu'il  est  engage  dans  cette  industrie  depuis 
au  dola  de  trcnte  ans.  ''Toronto  et  Hamilton  no  peuvent  lut  tor  avec  Montreal  pour  la 
"  bonne  raison  que  cetto  derniure  est  le  centre  manufacturier  le  plus  avantageux  pour 
'' ce  genre  d'operation."  t 

Montreal  est  de  toutes  les  villes  du  continent  celle  oil  le  prix  de  la  main-d'oeuvre 
est  le  plus  reduit,  et  c'est  ce  qui  la  fait  preferer  k  tout  autre  centre  manufacturier.  La 
confection  h  Montreal  se  compose  do  vetements  de  toute  esp^ce  pour  homraes,  adolos- 
oeuts  ou  enfants.

INDUSTRIES  SECONDAIRES. 
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L'indiistrie  du  carton  cuir  fut  iutroduite  i\  Montreal,  en  1873.  L'importation  de 
cot  article  de  commerce  qui  nous  venait  des  Etats  Unis  s'etait  continuee  jusqu'ii,  IMpo- 
que  dcH  changements  apportes  au  tarif,  en  1879.  Malgre  la  conourrenee  do  la  part  des 
produits  etrangers,  on  ne  tarda  point  k  roconnaitro  notro  superiorite,  et  des  prix  nous 
furent  successivement  decernes  aux  expositions  du  Centenaire  Amerioain  en  1876,  h 
Sydney,  a  Berlin  en  1877,  k  Paris  en  1878,  aussi  bien  qu'k  Toronto,  Jl  Ottawa  et  k  Mont- 
real. La  manufacture  produit  k  pou  priis  450  tonnes  par  annee. 
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Cette     branche  de  commerce    va    en  augmentant  d'annee    en    annee.      Sur    cinq 
manufactures  en  operation  ^  Montreal,  deux  situees  dans  la  partie  Est  do  la  ville   se  , 
font  remarquer  par  leur  importance.    On  calculo  que  $700,000  sont  plaoees  dans  cette 
industrie  et  qu'il  se  fabrique  400,000  valises  par  annee.       ,  ,  .     ..

L'industrie  du  papier  h  tenturo  qui  pourtant  ne  compte  quo  quelquos  ann^oa  d'exia- 
tance  accuse  d<5jJl  un  progris  rapide  et  constant.  D6}h,  elle  fuurnit  de  I'occupation  k 
plus  de  cent  ouvriors.  De  nombfeu.ses  presses  fabriquent  actuellement  des  papiers  de 
pr^s  de  200  diff^rents  dessins.  Dans  le  commerce  de  gros,  les  prix  varient  de  3^  cents  & 
$2.50  la  pi6ce. 


FEU  ET  CHARBON. 

Montreal  n'est  pas  seulement  le  foyer  industriel  du  Canada,  c'est  aussi  le  centre 
manufacturier,  le  point  de  distribution  du  commerce  du  fer  et  de  I'acier  dans  toutes  lea 
parties  de  la  Puissance.  GrAce  h  la  politique  nationale  dont  la  ville  ressent  les  eflfeta 
bienfaisants,  les  manufactures  d'acier  se  multiplient  et  sont  toutes  en  pleine  op<?ration. 
Jour  et  nuit,  ses  hauts  fourneaux  retentissent  du  bruit  du  martoau  et  do  Tenclume, 
pendant  que  les  chemin^es  de  ses  ateliers  vomissent  la  flamme  et  la  fum^e.  Le  min^rai, 
qui  se  rencontre  en  abondance  dans  diverses  parties  de  la  province  peut  suffire  k  ali- 
menter  sea  usines,  et  son  approvisionnemt  d'eau  qui  eat  in^puisable  ne  dcmande  qa'k 
fitre  utilise  comme  force  motrice.  Avec  de  semblables  ressources  k  sa  disposition,  Mont- 
tr<5al  est  en  position  de  r^pondro  non  seulement  k  ses  propres  besoins,  mais  k  coux  de 
toute  la  Puissance.  Plus  que  cela,  il  s'exporte  k  I'dtranger  des  produits  raanufacturds 
ici  qui,  k  raison  du  fini  du  travail,  de  la  quality  et  du  prix  qu'on  en  demande,  sont  con- 
aiddr^s  comme  ^gaux  et  tr(5s  souvent  sup6rieurs  a  ceux  contre  lesquels  ils  viennont  en 
concurrence.  Au  nombre  des  manufactures  de  fer  et  d'acier,  11  faut  mettre  au  premier 
rang  les  usines  de  nos  deux  plus  puissantes  oompagnies  de  chemin  de  fer,  le  Grand 
Tronc  et  le  Pacifique  Canadien.  L'une  est  situ6e  dans  la  partie  Est  de  la  ville,  pr^s 
d'Hochelaga,  I'autre  dans  la  partie  Quest,  k  la  Pointe  St.  Charles.  Toutes  deux  em- 
ploient  bien  au  delk  de  2000  ouvriers.  Dans  cos  deux  ateliers  se  fabrique  tout  ce  qui 
est  d'usage  sur  un  chemin  defer,  depuis  lacheville  d'accouplement  jusqu'jl  la  locomotive 
la  plus  grosse,  et  depuis  le  simple  levier  de  frein  jusqu'jl  I'^norme  charrue  poui  la  neige, 
enfin  tout  ce  qui  est  n^cessaire  pour  le  transport  du  fer  et  de  I'acier,  soit  k  I'endroit  le 
plus  rapproch^  soit  k  la  partie  la  plus  reoul^e  et  la  moins  frdquent^e  du  pays. 

Un  autre  dtablissement  du  mdme  genre,  tr6s  considerable,  ce  sont  les  laminoirs  de 
Montr^il,  assemblage  de  vastes  et  massives  constructions  dont  quelques-unes  ont  au- 
dessus  de  100  pieds  de  longueur.  En  passant  sur  la  rue  Notre  Dame  dans  la  partie 
Quest  de  la  ville,  on  peut  voir  ces  grandes  usines  qui  donnent  de  I'ouvrago  k  plus  de 
500  hommes  et  enfants.  EUes  produisent  environ  8,000,000  de  pieds  de  tuyaux  en  fer. 
La  fournaise  oil  s'op^re  la  fusion  des  mdtaux  est  pourvue  d'un  appareil  g^ndrateur  de 
gaz  de  Swindell ;  150,000  briques  rouges  et  briques  r^fractaires  sont  entr<5es  dans  sa 
construction.  Pour  bien  faire  comprendre  toute  I'importance  de  cette  manufacture  du 
tuyau  en  fer,  qu'il  nous  suffise  de  dire  qu'en  1885  il  s'en  est  imports  3,368,765  pieds 
dans  toute  la  Puissance,  et  4,209,884  en  I8h6,  soit  pour  les  deux  ann^es  7,578,649  pieds. 
Ainsi  noa  usines  produisent  plus  dans    douse  moia   que  ce  qui  a  6t6  imports  dans  les 
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deux  an n ^08  plus  haut  mentioniK^es ;  datifl  oos  atoliors  immensoH  on  fabrique  aussi  doe 
clous  de  tootos  sorter  ;  nous  reviendrons  »ur  co  sujet  un  pou  plus  tard  ;  montionnons  seua 
mblent  en  passant  le  chiffrodo  production  qui  s'dldve  h  10,000  tonnes  par  ann<5e.  On  trouve 
aussi  k  Mon'r^a!  uno  manufacture  do  roues  en  acier  tremp6  pour  los  chars;  c'est  I'<<tablis80» 
ment  le  plus  considerable  de  co  genre  de  tout  le  Canada,  il  est  situ6  sur  lo  bord  du  Canal 
Lachine  et  fournit  au  besoin  dos  chemins  de  fer  du  Grand  Tronc  et  Intercolonial.  Dans 
le  quartier  d'Hochelaga,  oa  remarquo  une  uxine  ou  Ton  fabrique  des  essieux  et  des 
ressorts  en  acier  on  nombre  suffisant  pour  faire  face  aux  bosoins  de  toutes  les  voies 
ferr<$es  du  Canada.  Sans  compter  le  travail  dos  machines  qui  remplacent  pour  la  main- 
d'oeuvre  ou  moins  1000  homraes,  lOOouvriershabiles  y  sont  employes  k  Tannic.

On  compte  aujourd'hui  dans 
Montreal  huit  manufactures  Oil  ces  articles  de  commerce  sont  fabriqu^^s.  Pour  donner 
une  id<!e  des  operations  de  ces  diflF6rentes  usines,  il  nous  suffira  de  mentionner  qu'olles 
consomment  chaquo  ann^o  de  mille  5-  quinze  cents  tonnes  do  for  puddl<5  sans  compter 
un  montant  6gal  de  vieux  rails  et  do  ferrailles,  ot  plusieurs  milliers  de  tonnes  posant 
de  fer  en  feuilles.  Pas  moins  de  trento  mille  tonnes  do  charbon  sont  employees  dans 
ces  etablissements.  Au-dessus  de  deux  millious  de  dollars  sont  places  dans  I'oxploitation 
de  cette  Industrie  qui  est  un  moyen  de  subsistanco  pour  seize  cents  ouvriors  et  leurs 
families.  Ajoutons  quatre  manufactures  de  clous  pour  les  fers  k  cheval,  les  souls  6t&- 
blissements  de  ce  genre  en  Canada.  On  fabrique  aussi  k  Montreal  les  broquettes  et  les 
clous  qui  servent  k  la  pose  des  tapis  ou  pour  suspendre  les  tableaux  dans  vos  demeurcs, 
trois  maisons  seulement  font  ce  commerce  dans  cette  ville ;  une  autre  fabrique  lea 
tuyaux  en  fer  forgd.  Dans  les  produits  secondaires  nous  citerons  les  ouvrages  en  fonte 
de  toutes  les  espfeces,  tcls  que  ponies,  poeles  de  cuisine,  fournaises,  pompes,  r6verbiires, 
cldtures,  fontaines  &c.  Sec,  pour  lesquels  il  existe  douze  fonderies  continuellement  en 
operation.  Un  de  nos  industriel  fait  une  sp6cialit6  des  articles  en  fer  ou  en  fonte  moulds, 
un  autre  dos  objets  en  acier  et  un  troisi^mo  de  tout  ce  qui  entro  dans  la  fabrication  des 
poeles  k  huile  de  charbon  ou  k  gaz.  II  y  a  aussi  trois  maisons  qui  se  livrent  k  la 
manufacture  de  cofFres-forts  k  l'6preuve  desvoleurs  ;  toutes  trois  font  do  bonnes  affaires. 
Deux  autres  manufacturent  les  ponies  de  cuisine  en  fonte  que  I'on  voit  aujourd'hui  dans 
un  si  grand  nombre  d'hdtels  et  do  residences.  Nous  avons  aussi  uno  manufacture  de 
scies  en  acior  qui  sont  d'un  usage  si  general.  Bien  que  les  machines  k  coudre  soient 
d'invention  americaine,  il  s'en  fabrique  aussi  a  Montreal  et  600  hommes  sont  employes 
h  ce  travail  dont  le  rdsultat  est  destind  k  venir  en  aide  ii  nos  bonnes  menageres.  II  y  a 
un  etablissemont  pour  les  baches  et  les  pics,  et  un  autre  pour  les  tariferes,  les  meches,  les 
outils,  les  pelles  de  fer,  les  bdchos  et  tons  les  produits  de  la  coutellerie  k  partir  do 
I'dnorme  coutelas  du  boucher  jusqu'au  canif  mignon  dont  le  journaliste  se  sert  pour 
apprdter  le  crayon  aveo  lequel  il  dcrira  des  articles  destinds  h  rdvolutionner  les  masses  ; 
depuis  les  ongins  de  bouchorio  jusqu'aux  petits  ciseaux  que  reposent  douillettement  sur 
lour  lit  de  velours  dans  les  boites  de  travail.  Plus  loin  ou  rencontre  une  manufacture 
de  pompes  et  une  autre  de  balances.  Nous  comptons  pareillement  six  usines  oil  Ton  fait 
le  fil  de  fer  barbeld  pour  les  clotures,  ainsi  que  les  ressorts  de  voitures  et  les  somnaiers 
eiastiques;  dans  cette  catdgorie  doivent  entrer  les  ateliers  de  la  compagnie  de  luniiere 
eiectrique  "La  Royale"  et  la  compagnie  de  Telephone  Bell. 

Terminonfl  cette  enumeration  en  ne  citant  qu'en  passant,  la  "  Dominion  Bridge  Com- 
pany" dont  les  usines  considerables  ccnticnnent  douze  engins  enormes   et  un   cutillage 
oomplet.     En  somme,  des  calculs  exacts  ont  etabli  que  I'industrie  du  fer  et  de  I'acier 
fournit  ioi,  de  I'ouvrage  k  10,500  ouvriers.

LES  MANUFACTURES  DES  SOIES. 

La  manufacture  dos  soies,  qui  depuis  son  d6but  a  toujours  ccntinud  k  prospdrer,  oat 
ainsi  que  la  plupart  des  autres  industries,  contrfilde  en  grande  partie  par  Montreal ;  ii  n'y 
a  qu'uno  seule  manufacture  hors  do  la  ville,  et  son  capital  vient  en  partie  ees  capitalistes 
de  Montreal.  Les  proportions  de  cotte  industrie  aujourd'hui  montrent  une  grande  augmen- 
tation, les  rubans  et  mouchoirs  qui  sont  ajoutds  k  sa  ligne  de  production  ont  4t6  re^us  par 
le  commerce  avec  la  plus  grande  satisfaction.  Les  op6rations  qui  naturellement  dtaient 
d'abord  sur  une  petite  dchelle,  ont  tellement  augments  qu'un  <Stablissement  au  moins 
a  6t6  plus  d'une  fois  obligd  de  doubler  sa  oapacit6  productive,  etemploie  maintenant,  une 
moyenne  d'environ  deux  cents  mains.  Les  gages  payds  s'dl^vent  k  environ  $50,000  par 
annde,  la  valeur  du  materiel  brut  6tantd'^  peu  prfes  $200,000,  tandis  que  la  valour  des 
objets  manufactures  doit  Hre  entre  $350,000  k  $400,000.

quo  cello  adopt^^e  aux  P]tatfi  Unitt.  Toutes  loti  aiu<^lioratiun8  dauH  ^la  inauhinorio  ot  la 
ouufeotion  Hunt  iiitroduitoi*  auMoit^t  quo  puuHiblu,  do  Horto  quo  Montreal  ui>i  tuujours 
capable  do  tenir  pied  avoo  r6poque;  hoa  NoicrioH  trouvant  toujourH  uno  vento  facile  par 
tout  le  Canada,  ^t  Ton  ajoute  m<iu)o  quo  It/t.  claHMo  int'drieuro  do  niarchandises  eovcndc()te 
&  cflte  avoc  loH  niarchandiccH  do  prouiiiiro  (iualit<^  il  des  prix  do  proniit^ro  clasHc.  Cool 
n'affecto  pau  copcndant  la  qualit<^  deH  mHrcliaiidiMeB  du  grade  HupC'riour,  tcJH  quo  lea 
soicricH  pour  roboa,  lea  aatina,  etc.,  produita  par  lo«  mi^nios  raanufacturea,  main  atimule 
plutdt  I'ambition  du  produiro  dea  artivlea  du  quality  aup6rieure  cumpatible  avoc  dea  taux 
de  profit  raiaonnable,  et  le  paiement  de  tellua  gages  qui  procure  le  aervice  dea  ineilleurs 
op6ratourM.  Lo  lait  iiun  Montr<^al  a  attuint  una  dea  plua  hiiuto  poaitiona  en  cette  lignu  eat 
amplcmunt  prouvi*  par  lo  fait  quo  ea  aehotoura  aont  dana  riinpoaaibilitt^  do  faire  la 
difF^roiico  ontre  lea  produita  dea  matiufncturoa  de  Montreal  et  coux  dea  autrea  villes 
dopuia  beaucoup  plua  longtempa  engag^iea  dana  cottu  induatrie.

PUia 
de  la  moitid  dea  inanufacturea  de  rAmC'rique  Britnnnique  du  Nord  aont  enti^^'ment 
contrAl<5o.s  par  los  Ciipitalistes  ot  hoininea  d'affaires  de  Montr(''al.  Lo  doveloppemciit  do 
la  manufacture  du  coton  comuiuiiga  au  Canada  loraque  fut  dtabli  le  regime  du  protection.  A 
cette  ("poque  il  n'y  avait  que  aept  inanufacturea  de  coton  en  op<^ration,  toutes  delaniOme 
capacity.  Sous  le  nouvoau  regime  rint6r6t  languiaaant  qu'on  avait  t^raoign^juaqu'i- 
lors  pour  cetto  Industrie  so  raviva,  et  lea  manufacturiers  6tundirent  leur  commerce  et 
multipli^rent  lours  productions  mCme  au-delilde  la  dcmande  du  pays,  montrant  ainsi  non 
pas  trop  do  foi  en  la  politique  nouvello,  maia  trop  pen  du  calcul  par  rapport  a  la  consom- 
mation.  Plusieurs  des  vieillcs  manufactures  doubltiront  et  triplt^rent  leurs  produits  en 
quelquo's  anndes,  et  lea  nouvellee  furent  ^tablies  aur  une  baao  beaucoup  plus  liborale. 
Aujourd'hui  nous  comptons  vingt-trois  manufactures  en  Canada,  un  demi  million  de 
fuseaux,  et  environ  10,000  metiers,  sur  lesquels  8,000  h,  9,000  personnes  font  rosonner  la 
musique  de  leur  labour,  dont  le  refrain  est  le  rccit  des  faits  accomplis  dans  cette  ligne 
par  lea  manufactures  de  coton. 

Les  premieres  operations  de  cette  Industrie  en  Canada  furent  retarddes  en  grand© 
partie  par  le  manque  de  jugement  des  manufacturiers.  II  n'y  avait  pas  asaez  de  diver- 
sion dana  le  caracttire  de  leurs  produita.  Lea  march6s  du  pays  dtaient  encorabrcs  de 
cotons  non  blanchis,  tandis  qu'on  ne  pouvait  obtenir  de  nos  manufactures  aucun  autre 
genre  ni  quality  de  marchandiaes  en  coton.  Cet  <5tat  d'affaires  a  maintenant  subi  une 
Evolution  com  "Idte,  et  les  marches  canadiens  fournissent  aujourd'hui  lea  marchandises 
les  plua  fines  et  les  plus  vari<5es  qui  puissent  so  trouver  n'importe  oil,  toutes  les  qualitds 
de  cotons  blanchis  et  non-blanchia,  cotons  a  draps,  k  oreillers,  ainsi  qu'un  nouveau  coton 
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h.  oreiller  tiss<5  sans  couture,  serviettes,  piquds,  ginghams  de  fantaisie,  seersuckers  uni 
et  ray6s,  coutils,  coton  h  tricotor,  braids  et  m6ches  k  latapes.  On  pretend  que  les  cotons 
blanos  manufactures  en  Canada  surpassent  aucun  des  produits  de  ce  genre  manufactures 
en  Ara6rique.  La  production  annsclle  des  23  manufactures  maintenant  en  operation  en 
Canada  s'615vo  il  environ  9,000,000  de  verges  de  coton,    qiio    I'on  doit  j)artager  entre  les

La  ''Canadian  Sugar  Refining  Company"  lors  de  aon  <5tnblisseinent,  ne  produisait  qu'en- 
viron  20,000,000  de  livres  par  annexe  et  a  maintcnant atteint  une  production  de  150,000,- 
000  de  livres  par  ann<^c.  Le  total  de  la  consommation  du  sucre  en  Canada  est  un  peu  au- 
dcla  de  200,000,000  de  livres  par  an.  Comme  tout  le  sucre  qui  se  produit  en  Canada  est 
Consomm(5  dans  le  pays  il  est  clair  que  nos  raffineries  suppldent  au  besoin  entier

La  St.  Lawrence  Sugar  Refining  Co,  a  aussi  plus  que  triple  sa  capacity  et  ellc  pro- 
duisait environ  2000  barils  chaque  jour  avant  le  feu  dC^tastreux  qui  d6truisit  son  vaste 
<?tablissemcnt  de  la  rue  du  Coll(ige  le  printemps  dernior.  "     ■

Ces  chiflTres  ont  6t^  encore  plus  r^duits  dans  les  anndes  qui  suiviront,  de  14,275,500 
livres  sont-il  tonibd  h  8,000,000  par  an. 

Les  faiseurs  de  sucre  de  betterave  en  consequence  en  (5prouv^rent  u  le  faillite,  perdant 
un  montant  consid<?rable  d'argent  et  brisant  ainsi  le  travail  entrepris.  La  cause  de  cette 
faillite  est  attribute  a  ce  fait  que  les  cultivateurs  nepouvaient  pas  faire  croitre  la  bette- 
rave et  la  vendre  aux  prix  que  les  fabriquants  de  ce  genre  do  sucre  voulaient  la  leur 
acheter.

Canada  90,408,025  cigares  avec  du  tabac  Stranger  et  19,250  avec  des  feuilles  de  tabao 
canadien  avec  lesquelles  Montreal  produisit  seul  45,241,275  cigares  ;  Toronto  6,613,100 
et  Hamilton  6,738,225.  Le  nombre  total  des  licences  accorddes  6tant:  24  pour  Mont- 
real, 9  pour  Toronto  et  14  pour  Hamilton.  Le  montant  total  du  produit  manufacture 
repr^sentant  1,733,895  livres  de  tabac,  Montreal  donnant  830,367  livres,  Toronto  132,821 
livreset  Hamilton  135,675  livres.  La  balance  se  partageant  parmi  les  manufactures  de 
moindre  importance  dans  lo  pays. 

Durant  la  premiere  annde  prenant  fin  le  30  juin  1887,  il  y  avait  125  licences  de 
manufactures  au  Canada,  dont  25  6taient  pour  Montreal,  10  pour  Toronto  et  15  pour 
Hamilton.

La 
farine  de  Montreal  est  exp6di6e  dans  toutes  les  parties  du  Canada  de  Vancouver  h,  Halifax, 
lie  m(?me  en  Urande  Brctagne,  h,  Anvers  et  Hambourg,  et  le  chemin  de  for  du  Pacifique 
a  ouvert  un  vaste  dobouchd  avec  la  Chineet  le  Japon,  lequel  s'accroit  de  jour  en  jour. 
Ant6rieurement  il  y  a  quinze  ans,  I'industrie  des  moulins  a  farine  avait  fait  bleu  pen 
d'avance.
